Hammurabi, the King of Babylon, initiated a practice some 4000 years 
ago which has become a cornerstone of democratic government—a written 
code of laws. This ancient concept of the public’s right to know is acknowl¬ 
edged and protected by the “due process clause” of the Fourteenth Amend¬ 
ment of the United States Constitution, the Alabama Constitution, and the 
Code of Alabama, which require that Alabama’s laws be published and 
made available to the public. 

However, because the laws are available to the public does not necessa¬ 
rily mean that they are accessible. It is said that one of the hateful acts of 
the ill-famed Roman Emperor Caligula was that of having the laws in¬ 
scribed on a pillar so high that the people could not read them. In an effort 
to lower the “pillar” a tiny notch, and thereby make our laws slightly more 
accessible for those who are regular users of the Alabama Acts, a new num¬ 
bering system was initiated in the 1979 session. 

Under this system, every act of the Legislature, regardless of the type 
of session in which it was enacted, is numbered sequentially in the order 
received by the Secretary of State. Numbering begins at the commencement 
of each calendar year and incorporates a two-digit prefix corresponding to 
the last two digits of the year of enactment. For example, the first act re¬ 
ceived from the Governor in 1983 is designated as Alabama Act 84-1, the 
second act is 84-2, and so forth. 

Suggestions regarding the organization, publication and distribution of 
these acts are welcomed.

For the Public School Fund all funds derived from the levy of 
the special annual tax of thirty cents on each one hundred dollars 
($100) of taxable property in this State for the support and mainte¬ 
nance of the public schools and from other funds mentioned and 
enumerated in Sections 257, 258, and 259 of the Constitution of Ala¬ 
bama 1901 and the amount appropriated from all other funds as is 
now provided by law, however, not more than four percent of all 
funds appropriated in this Section shall be used or expended other¬ 
wise than for the payment of teachers employed in such schools. 
There is hereby appropriated thirty-seven million and seven hun¬ 
dred thousand dollars ($37,700,000) from the Public School Fund 
for the Minimum Program Fund to be expended under the Finan¬ 
cial Assistance Program as shown in subsection 3-A-7(a). If the Pub¬ 
lic School Fund receives more revenue than appropriated for the 
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fiscal year ending September 30, 1985, the excess in revenue shall be 
carried over as a beginning balance for the fiscal year beginning Oc¬ 
tober 1, 1985. 

Section 8. The State Superintendent of Education shall 
make requisition on the State Comptroller in favor of the proper 
beneficiary in accordance with the law and rules and regulations 
governing the expenditure or disbursement of any and all funds ap¬ 
propriated to the State Department of Education and/or the State 
Board of Education in this Act, whereupon the Comptroller shall 
issue his warrant therefor. All other appropriations in this Act shall 
be paid on request by the Comptroller in the manner now provided 
by law. 

Section 9 . Nothing in this Act shall be construed to affect or 
repeal any law authorizing or permitting any college, school or other 
education or eleemosynary institution of the State to receive, collect 
or disburse any fees, tuitions, charges, sales endowments, trusts or 
income therefrom, which are now or may hereafter be authorized to 
receive, collect or disburse. The receiving college, school or institu¬ 
tion shall further maintain separate accounts for such receipts or 
shall maintain a system of accounting which will show a cash flow of 
such receipts received under the provision of this appropriation. 
Further, all state, county and education entities are authorized to 
disburse such funds as deemed necessary by mutual agreement be¬ 
tween said entities and the State of Alabama, Department of Exam¬ 
iners of Public Accounts to partially defray the cost of auditing ser¬ 
vices performed by said agency. All such sums are hereby 
appropriated and reappropriated if necessary to the Department of 
Examiners of Public Accounts for audit services, to be expended 
through the fund established by the Code of Alabama 1975, Section 
41-5-24. 


Section 10. All encumbered balances of all prior-year appro¬ 
priations shall revert to the State Treasury at the end of the 1984-5 
fiscal year and to the credit of the Alabama Special Educational 
Trust Fund or the Trust Fund from which the appropriation or ap¬ 
propriations were made. Appropriations for the purchase of land or 
the erection of buildings or new construction shall continue in force 
until the completion of the work for which such appropriations are 
made. 

Section 11. The provisions of the Act are severable. If any 
section, paragraph, sentence, clause, provision, or portion of this Act 
or all or any portion of any appropriation or appropriations herein 
made be held unconstitutional or invalid, such holding shall not af¬

WHEREAS, the Alabama Legislature notes that many student- 
athletes suffer severe injuries and illnesses, and, in some cases, even 
death due to problems encountered by public high school athletes in 
rigorous training during certain seasons of high humidity and high 
temperatures; and 

WHEREAS, the Alabama Legislature declares that all actions 
should be taken by appropriate authorities to minimize illnesses, in¬ 
juries and loss of life of our young athletes in public high school due 
to weather conditions while in training; now therefore, 

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, 
BOTH HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That we do hereby 
direct that: 

The State Athletic Association, at the regularly scheduled board 
meeting next following the effective date of this act, shall adopt for 
circulation among the athletic departments of the public high 
schools of this state certain rules to alleviate fluid and heat 
problems encountered by high school athletes using the following 
criteria as guidelines for such rules: 

1. Two-a-day practices should be scheduled early in the morn¬ 
ing and late in the afternoon. On extremely hot days with high hu¬ 
midity, practice time should be modified. 

2. Each player should be weighed before and after practice 
and a record kept of these weights, realizing that each 2 to 2 V 2 
pounds of weight loss represents approximately one quart of fluid 
loss and that the player should regain the weight lost during prac¬ 
tice within twenty-four hours. Players with excessive loss should be 
watched closely and that player’s practice modified. 

3. There should be three to four ten-minute breaks during 
each practice session, during which fluid should be replaced. There 
should be a minimum of 20 ounces of fluid per break. Ice should be 
in the fluids. Head gear should be removed, and if shade is available, 
it should be used. The squirt bottle should not be used to replace 
fluids. 

4. Coaches should be taught to recognize early heat fatigue 
and heat exhaustion so that heat stroke can be avoided. There 
should be no conditioning nor disciplinary drills after practice that 
are not under close supervision.

FOUNDING 150 YEARS AGO. 

WHEREAS, The City of Sylacauga, Alabama, was founded in 
1834 by Joseph B. Cleveland, Robert Wilson, Benjamin Stringfellow, 
John Bulger, David and James Lindsay and George W. Stone to ac¬ 
quire from the United States Government a patent in which to set¬ 
tle on land joined by an existing road known as the turnpike from 
the falls of Wetumpka, with that of a passageway to meet Founder 
Joseph B. Cleveland’s store; and 

WHEREAS, the original seven founders of “Cyllacooga” pur¬ 
chased land and settled in the fertile Coosa River Valley, which had 
been previously illegally occupied—this being the land lying be¬ 
tween the eastern bank of the Coosa River and the Georgia line and 
once dominated by the Creek Indians; and 

WHEREAS, Sylacauga was first incorporated January 31, 1838, 
by George Washington Stone, an Alabama Chief Justice, to include 
“all that territory lying within a quarter of a mile of Cottingham 
and Ryan’s store house”; and 

WHEREAS, the City of Sylacauga now includes an 18-square 
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mile area in Talladega County requiring more than 90 miles of 
paved streets with the annexation of neighboring subdivisions and 
communities being an ever-present attraction and question for those 
residents immediately outside the city limits; and 

WHEREAS, the very first means of travelling to and from Syla- 
cauga was the turnpike from the falls of Wetumpka to Sylacauga, 
which turnpike is credited as having been a major factor in the 
growth of Sylacauga and of the influx of its trade and industry in 
this Coosa Valley area; and 

WHEREAS, Sylacauga is now known as the “Marble City,” and 
is strategically located at the center of the industrial Southeast, with 
some 30 industries, which employ more than 5,000 people, and pro¬ 
ducing goods ranging from ice cream and meat products to cotton 
cloth and garments, to fertilizers, newspaper color supplements, 
marble, metal casting, and numerous other products, helping the 
city’s more-than-200 retail stores and eight shopping centers to 
make retail sales of over 87 million dollars; and 

WHEREAS, the only means of transportation available to Syla- 
caugans in 1834 was by the city’s two roadways or by boat on the 
Coosa River with the A and A Railroad not making its debut in the 
city until December 1, 1866; and 

WHEREAS, Sylacauga today is situated at the intersection of 
U.S. Highways 280 and 231 which connect the City to the major 
trade areas of the Southeast with the L & N Railroad, the Central of 
Georgia Railroad, eight trucking companies, Lee-Merkle Aviation 
Field and Trailways Bus Service providing the most efficient forms 
of modern transportation available to all residents of the Coosa 
River Valley area; and 

WHEREAS, the Coosa River and eight adjoining Sylacauga 
lakes, such as Sylacauga’s Lake Howard are no longer used for 
transportation but for recreation luring residents and tourists of 
nearby cities, counties and states for the enjoyment of 17 miles of 
shoreline for fishing, swimming, camping, hiking, boating, sailing 
and picnicking; and 

WHEREAS, the pleasant quality of life in Sylacauga including 
the city’s mild climate, pure water and air enable all residents and 
visitors of Sylacauga to benefit from the many recreational facilities 
available such as eight parks, a municipal swimming pool, a twin 
movie theatre, 11 tennis courts, five baseball diamonds, a Boy’s 
Club, as well as three public recreational facilities; and 

WHEREAS, education has been a prominent focus of life in Sy¬ 
lacauga since the formation of the Sylacauga Female Academy in 
1839; and 
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WHEREAS, the fully-accredited Sylacauga City School System 
with approximately 2,500 students and 150 instructors is considered 
to be excellent with pupils consistently scoring above the state and 
national averages on standardized achievement tests; and 

WHEREAS, the fully-accredited Sylacauga Diploma School of 
Nursing with 80 trainees and 15 instructors and the accredited N.F. 
Nunnelley State Technical College providing instruction of various 
skills and trades to over 600 students by 30 teachers, further serves 
to educate and prepare Sylacaugans and area residents for the work 
force; and 

WHEREAS, the modern B.B. Comer Memorial Library and In¬ 
formation Center, one of the finest and most beautiful facility in the 
State of Alabama, further serves as a source for educating area resi¬ 
dents through the availability and constant replenishing of 
thousands of pieces of information; and 

WHEREAS, Sylacauga also offers additional facilities used to 
disseminate educational information as well as serving as entertain¬ 
ment mediums, such as three local and area newspapers, namely the 
widely circulated Daily Home; two radio stations, WFEB AM & FM 
and WMLS AM & FM; and the beautiful Sylacauga Museum and 
Arts Center, a branch of the Sylacauga Area Council on Arts and 
Humanities, which accommodates the finest exhibits from big city 
museums as well as serving as host to many fine arts performances 
and related cultural activities; and 

WHEREAS, the early citizens of Sylacauga believed in churches 
and the right to exercise their religious freedom as U.S. citizens, 
most notably in 1835 when area Baptists established First Baptist 
Church and in 1853 when Methodists erected Sylacauga’s first 
church building followed by the organization of church congrega¬ 
tions by the Masons, Episcopalians and Presbyterians which ulti¬ 
mately resulted in the incorporation of the 51 churches Sylacauga 
maintains today representing every major religious denominations 
and helping to cause the city’s low crime rate; and 

WHEREAS, the first doctors of the City of Sylacauga were rec¬ 
ognized more for their business astuteness than for medical exper¬ 
tise and service, the city now maintains several outstanding health¬ 
care facilities, namely the fully-accredited Sylacauga Hospital with 
177 beds, approximately 500 full and part-time employees including 
26 physicians; as well as two nursing homes, with a total of 165 beds, 
Sylacauga Nursing Home and Marble City Health Care, Inc.; the 
Cheaha Mental Health Center serving a four-county area; and the 
Sylacauga Health Center providing other professional services; and 

WHEREAS, Sylacauga, nested in its Marble Valley between 
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mountains and unpolluted lakes, has exceptional natural beauty as 
well as an attractiveness which appeals to visitors who notice the 
broad, tree-lined avenues, beautiful homes and civic buildings, 
namely the modern Sylacauga Municipal Complex, the B.B. Comer 
Memorial Library and Public Information Center, and the recently 
renovated Sylacauga Museum and Arts Center; and 

WHEREAS, the City of Sylacauga is consistently singled out on 
a state and national level for its beauty, cleanliness and environmen¬ 
tal consciousness through formal recognition received by the Syla¬ 
cauga Beautification Council of the following outstanding awards 
and titles: nine-time winner of the National “Keep America Beauti¬ 
ful” Award; five-time winner of the “Cleanest Town in Alabama” 
Award and five national awards to the Sylacauga Parks and Recrea¬ 
tion Board; as well as over 20 state and national awards for 
“America’s Most Beautiful Small City” and “The Award-Winning 
City;” and 

WHEREAS, the City of Sylacauga’s 1838 “Act of Incorpora¬ 
tion” by George Washington Stone provided the city’s original form 
of government calling for the election of “five councillors and an In- 
tendant;” and 

WHEREAS, the City of Sylacauga currently has a Mayor-Coun¬ 
cil form of government, having elected Gene E. Stewart, Mayor and 
the following Councilmen: J. W. Smith; Hoyt D. Cabaniss, Jesse L.

AN ACT 

Relating to Tallapoosa County; providing for a salary schedule for certain em¬ 
ployees of the sheriff’s department in said county and providing that such schedule 
shall have retroactive effect to October 1, 1983. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . In Tallapoosa County, Alabama, certain employ¬ 
ees of the sheriffs department, as herein prescribed, shall be com¬ 
pensated according to the following salary schedule: 

Chief Deputy Sheriff.$1,375.00 per month 

1 Lieutenant Deputy Sheriff.$1,300.00 per month 

2 Investigators.$1,300.00 per month 

each 

1 Sergeant Deputy Sheriff.$1,250.00 per month 

7 Deputies Sheriff.$1,175.00 per month 

each 

Such salaries shall be paid by county commission in the usual 
manner and from such funds as are now provided by law for such 
purpose. The salaries herein prescribed shall represent maximum 
salaries for such employees and the sheriff, at his discretion, may 
direct that the county commission pay lesser amounts as may be 
appropriate from time to time. 

Section 2. The provisions of this Act are curative and reme¬ 
dial and all actions taken or payments made prior to the effective 
date of this Act are hereby ratified and confirmed. The salary sched¬ 
ule prescribed by this Act shall be retroactive to October 1, 1983.

Act No. 84-369 H. 332—Reps. Kvalheim, Gaston 

AN ACT 

To authorize any municipal or county governing body to create a communica¬ 
tions district in the respective jurisdiction of such municipality or county for the pur¬ 
pose of establishing a local emergency telephone service, to provide for the governing 
body of the district, including its powers, and to provide for funding for such district, 
including provisions for levying an emergency telephone service charge. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The municipal or county governing body of any 
municipality or county may by ordinance create within its respective 
jurisdiction communications districts composed of the territory lying 
wholly within the municipality or of any part or all of the territory 
lying wholly within the county. Such districts shall be political and 
legal subdivisions of the state, with power to sue and be sued in 
their corporate names and to incur debt and issue bonds. The bonds 
shall be negotiable instruments and shall be solely the obligations of 
the district and not the state of Alabama. The bonds and the income 
thereof shall be exempt from all taxation in the state of Alabama. 
The bonds shall be payable out of the income, revenues, and re¬ 
ceipts of the district. The bonds shall be authorized and issued by 
resolution of the governing authority of the district and shall be of 
such series; bear such date or dates; mature at such time or times, 
not to exceed thirty years from issuance; bear interest at such rate 
or rates; be in such denominations; be in such form, without coupon 
or fully registered without coupon; carry such registration and ex¬ 
changeability privileges; be payable in such medium of payment and 
at such place or places; be subject to such terms of redemption; and 
be entitled to such priorities on the income, revenues, and receipts 
of the districts as such resolution may provide. 

All bonds shall contain a recital that they are issued pursuant 
to the provisions of this Act, which recitals shall be conclusive that 
they have been duly authorized pursuant to the provisions of this 
Act. 

Section 2. It has been shown to be in the public interest to 
shorten the time required for a citizen to request and receive emer¬ 
gency aid. The provision of a single, primary three-digit emergency 
number through which emergency services can be quickly and effi¬ 
ciently obtained will provide a significant contribution to law en¬ 
forcement and other public service efforts by simplifying the notifi- 
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cation of public service personnel. Such a simplified means of 
procuring emergency services will result in the saving of life, a re¬ 
duction in the destruction of property, quicker apprehension of 
criminals, and ultimately the saving of monies. Establishment of a 
uniform emergency number is a matter of concern and interest to all 
citizens. It is the purpose of this Act to establish the number 911 as 
the primary emergency telephone number for use in communica¬ 
tions districts created in municipalities or counties as herein 
provided. 

Section 3. A. As used in this Act, the following words and 
terms shall have the following meanings, unless the context clearly 
indicates otherwise: 

(1) “Exchange access facilities” means all lines, provided by 
the service supplies for the provision of local exchange service, as 
defined in existing general subscriber services tariffs. 

(2) “Tariff rate” means the rate or rates billed by a service 
supplier as stated in the service supplier’s tariffs and approved by 
the Public Service Commission, which represent the service sup¬ 
plier’s recurring charges for exchange access facilities, exclusive of 
all taxes, fees, licenses, or similar charges whatsoever. 

(3) “District” means the communication district created pur¬ 
suant to this Act. 

(4) “Service supplier” means any person providing exchange 
telephone service to any service user throughout the county or 
municipality. 

(5) “Service user” means any person, not otherwise exempt 
from taxation, who is provided exchange telephone service in the 
municipality or county. 

(6) “E911” means Enhanced Universal Emergency Number 
Service or Enhanced 911 Service which is a telephone exchange 
communications service whereby a Public Safety Answering Point 
(PSAP) designated by the customer may receive telephone calls di¬ 
aled to the telephone number 911. E911 Service includes lines and 
equipment necessary for the answering, transferring and dispatching 
of public emergency telephone calls originated by persons within the 
serving area who dial 911 but does not include dial tone first which 
may be made available by the service provider based on the ability 
to recover the costs associated with its implementation and consis¬ 
tent with tariffs filed with and approved by the Alabama Public Ser¬ 
vice Commission. 

B. (1) The board of commissioners of the district may, when 
so authorized by a vote of a majority of the persons voting within 
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the district in accordance with law, levy an emergency telephone 
service charge in an amount not to exceed five percent of the tariff 
rate. The governing body of the municipality or county may, upon 
its own initiative, call such a special election. Any such service 
charge shall have uniform application and shall be imposed through¬ 
out the entirety of the district to the greatest extent possible in con¬ 
formity with availability of such service in any area of the district. 

(2) If the proceeds generated by an emergency telephone ser¬ 
vice charge exceed the amount of monies necessary to fund the dis¬ 
trict, the board of commissioners shall, by ordinance, reduce the ser¬ 
vice charge rate to an amount adequate to fund the district. In lieu 
of reducing the service charge rate, the board of commissioners may 
suspend such service charge, if the revenues generated therefrom ex¬ 
ceed the district’s needs. The board of commissioners may, by ordi¬ 
nance, reestablish the original emergency telephone service charge 
rate, or lift the suspension thereof, if the amount of monies gener¬ 
ated is not adequate to fund the district. 

(3) An emergency telephone service charge shall be imposed 
only upon the amount received from the tariff rate exchange access 
lines. If there is no separate exchange access charge stated in the 
service supplier’s tariffs, the board of commissioners shall determine 
a uniform percentage not in excess of eighty-five per centum of the 
tariff rate for basic exchange telephone service that shall be deemed 
to be the equivalent of tariff rate exchange access lines, until such 
time as the service supplier establishes such a tariff rate. No such 
service charge shall be imposed upon more than one hundred ex¬ 
change access facilities per person per location. Every billed service 
user shall be liable for any service charge imposed under this Sub¬ 
section until it has been paid to the service supplier. The duty of the 
service supplier to collect any such service charge shall commence 
upon the date of its implementation, which shall be specified in the 
resolution calling the election. Any such emergency telephone ser¬ 
vice charge shall be added to and may be stated separately in the 
billing by the service supplier to the service user. 

(4) The service supplier shall have no obligation to take any 
legal action to enforce the collection of any emergency telephone 
service charge. However, the service supplier shall annually provide 
the board of commissioners with a list of the amount uncollected, 
together with the names and addresses of those service users who 
carry a balance that can be determined by the service supplier to be 
nonpayment of such service charge. The service charge shall be col¬ 
lected at the same time as the tariff rate in accordance with the reg¬ 
ular billing practice of the service supplier. Good faith compliance 
by the service supplier with this provision shall constitute a com¬ 
plete defense to any legal action or claim which may result from the 
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service supplier’s determination of nonpayment and/or the identifi¬ 
cation of service users in connection therewith. 

(5) The amounts collected by the service supplier attributable 
to any emergency telephone service charge shall be due quarterly. 
The amount of service charge collected in one calendar quarter by 
the service supplier shall be remitted to the district no later than 
sixty days after the close of a calendar quarter. On or before the 
sixtieth day after the close of a calendar quarter, a return, in such 
form as the board of commissioners and the service supplier agree 
upon, shall be filed with the district, together with a remittance of 
the amount of service charge collected payable to the district. The 
service supplier shall maintain records of the amount of the service 
charge collected for a period of at least two years from date of col¬ 
lection. The board of commissioners may, at its expense, require an 
annual audit of the service supplier’s books and records with respect 
to the collection and remittance of the service charge. From the 
gross receipts to be remitted to the district, the service supplier shall 
be entitled to retain as an administrative fee, an amount equal to 
one percent thereof. 

C. In order to provide additional funding for the district, the 
county or municipal governing body may receive federal, state, 
county or municipal funds, as well as funds from private sources, 
and may expend such funds for the purposes of this Act. 

Section 4. A. When any district is created, the governing au¬ 
thority of any municipality or county creating such district may ap¬ 
point a board of commissioners composed of seven members to gov¬ 
ern its affairs, and shall fix the domicile of the board at any point 
within the district. The members of the board shall be qualified 
electors of the district, two of whom shall be appointed for terms of 
two years, three for terms of three years, and two for terms of four 
years, dating from the date of the adoption of the ordinance creating 
the district. Thereafter, all appointments of the members shall be 
for terms of four years. 

B. The board of commissioners shall have complete and sole 
authority to appoint a chairman and any other officers it may deem 
necessary from among the membership of the board of 
commissioners. 

C. A majority of the board of commissioners membership shall 
constitute a quorum and all official action of the board of commis¬ 
sioners shall require a quorum. 

D. The board of commissioners shall have authority to employ 
such employees, experts, and consultants as it may deem necessary 
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to assist the board of commissioners in the discharge of its responsi¬ 
bilities to the extent that funds are made available. 

E. In lieu of appointing a board of commissioners, as provided 
in this Act, the governing body of any municipality or county may 
serve as the board of commissioners of the district, in which case it 
shall assume all the powers and duties of the board of commission¬ 
ers as provided in this Act. 

Section 5. The digits 911 shall be the primary emergency 
telephone number, but the involved agencies may maintain a sepa¬ 
rate secondary backup number and shall maintain a separate num¬ 
ber for nonemergency telephone calls. 

Section 6. The emergency telephone system shall be 
designed to have the capability of utilizing at least one of the follow¬ 
ing four methods in response to emergency calls: 

(1) “Direct dispatch method”, which is a telephone service to a 
centralized dispatch center providing for the dispatch of an appro¬ 
priate emergency service unit upon receipt of a telephone request 
for such services and a decision as to the proper action to be taken. 

(2) “Relay method”, which is a telephone service whereby per¬ 
tinent information is noted by the recipient of a telephone request 
for emergency services, and is relayed to appropriate public safety 
agencies or other providers of emergency services for dispatch of an 
emergency service unit. 

(3) “Transfer method”, which is a telephone service which re¬ 
ceives telephone requests for emergency services and directly trans¬ 
fers such requests to an appropriate public safety agency or other 
provider of emergency services. 

(4) “Referral method”, which is a telephone service which, 
upon the receipt of a telephone request for emergency services, pro¬ 
vides the requesting party with the telephone number of the appro¬ 
priate public safety agency or other provider of emergency services. 

The board of commissioners of the district shall select the 
method which it determines to be the most feasible for the county 
or municipality. 

Section 7. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any 
part of this Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declara¬ 
tion shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 8 . All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
Act are hereby repealed. 

Section 9. This Act shall become effective immediately upon 
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its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise be¬ 
coming a law.

AN ACT 

To provide for court ordered continuing income withholding by employers as a 
discretionary judicial means of enforcing restitution orders in criminal cases; to pro¬ 
vide further that after notice and hearing such income withholding orders may also 
be issued for the enforcement of previously ordered restitution obligations which are 
delinquent; to provide further that other income or assets may be attached for the 
enforcement of restitution orders; to provide further that any court order requiring 
the withholding or attachment of assets or income may be modified or rescinded on 
certain conditions; to provide further for service of court orders withholding income 
or attaching assets; to provide further for service by certified mail, return receipt 
requested and for the taxing of costs of such service; to provide further that income 
withholding orders or orders attaching assets shall take precedence over subsequently 
issued garnishments or writs except as the same applies to the support of any depen¬ 
dent children of the defendant; to provide that no employer may discharge a person 
solely because of such order; and to provide that any person who refuses to comply 
with the order may be deemed to be in contempt of court and liable to the victim for 
amounts not withheld; and to provide for legislative findings, policy, and judicial 
construction. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . This Act shall be known as and may be cited as 
“The Alabama Restitution Withholding Act.” 

Section 2. The Legislature hereby finds, determines and de¬ 
clares that the right of crime victims to restitution is and ought to 
be intimately affected with the public interest. 

The Legislature further hereby finds, determines and declares 
that convicted criminals should be required to fully compensate the 
victims of their unlawful activity, and to that end, our judicial sys¬ 
tem should be empowered to strictly enforce Judicial decrees or or¬ 
ders which require convicted criminals to pay restitution. 

The Legislature further finds, determines, and declares that 
among such Judicial Powers should be the Power of a Court to order 
the withholding of a convicted criminal’s income, or the attachment 
of such criminal’s assets or a portion thereof for the purpose of sat¬ 
isfying such restitution orders. 

Further, the Legislature finds, determines, and declares that the 
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strict enforcement of restitution orders will and ought to serve as a 
real and meaningful deterrent to crime. 

The provisions of this Act are to be construed so as to accom¬ 
plish these purposes and to promote the same which is hereby de¬ 
clared to be the public policy of this state. 

Section 3. Unless the context clearly requires otherwise or 
unless different meanings are expressly specified in subsequent pro¬ 
visions of this Act, wherever used in this Act, in the singular or plu¬ 
ral case, the term: 

(a) “person” shall mean: 

(1) a human being 

(2) a public or private corporation, an unincorporated associa¬ 
tion, a partnership, or other entity established by law 

(3) a government or governmental instrumentality, including, 
but not limited to the State of Alabama or any political subdivision 
thereof 

(b) “restitution” shall mean: 

An amount of money ordered by a court to be paid to a clerk or 
other person by a defendant for the use and benefit of a victim of 
the defendant’s criminal offense. 

(c) “defendant” shall mean: 

A person, as defined, who has been ordered by a court to pay 
restitution. 

(d) “criminal offense” shall mean: Conduct for which a sen¬ 
tence to a term of imprisonment, or the death penalty, or to a fine is 
provided by any law of this state or by any law, local law, or ordi¬ 
nance of a political subdivision of this state. 

(e) “employment income” shall mean: 

Wages, salary, tips, commissions, bonuses, any and all money 
due or payable to which a defendant is or may be entitled based 
upon remuneration for employment, past, present or future, less de¬ 
ductions therefrom required to be withheld by law. 

(f) “other income” shall mean: 

(1) Any money or any negotiable instruments or any portion 
thereof to which a defendant is or may be entitled from the sale, 
transfer, conveyance, or assignment of any real or personal property 
or other thing of value. 

(2) Any money or any negotiable instrument or any portion 
thereof to which the defendant is or may be entitled, directly or in- 
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directly, as a result of profits, fees, rents, refunds, rebates, commis¬ 
sions, gifts, bequests, devises, annuities, dividends, royalties, money 
or property on deposit or in escrow or trust, interest, accounts re¬ 
ceivable, choses in action or other transactions. 

(g) “assets” shall mean: 

Any money, legal tender, real or personal property or other 
thing of value to which the defendant is or may be entitled less and 
except any exemption established by law for a person other than a 
defendant. 

(h) “employer” shall mean: 

A person who owes or will owe any wages, salary, tips, commis¬ 
sions, bonuses, or money to defendant as remuneration for employ¬ 
ment, past, present, or future, after deducting any amounts required 
to be withheld by law. 

(i) “court” shall mean: 

Any circuit or district court of this state. 

(j) “clerk of the Court” or “clerk” shall mean: 

Any circuit court clerk, circuit court register, district court 
clerk, or their employees, with responsibility for docketing or other¬ 
wise carrying out the court’s clerical duties, including the receipt 
and disbursement of restitution payments, or another person, other 
than the victim, designated by the court to receive or distribute the 
payment of restitution. 

(k) “victim” shall mean: 

A person designated by a court in a restitution order to receive 
restitution. 

Section 4. (a) (1) Any provision of Section 8-5-21, Code of 
Alabama 1975, or any other law of this state to the contrary, not¬ 
withstanding, and in addition to any other remedy which is or may 
be hereafter provided by law for the enforcement or collection of a 
restitution order, any original decree, judgement or order issued by 
any court for the payment of restitution may, on motion of the vic¬ 
tim, district attorney, probation or parole officer, or the Court, in¬ 
clude an order directing any employer of the defendant to withhold 
and pay over to the clerk of the court, out of the employment in¬ 
come due or to become due the defendant at each pay period, an 
amount ordered to be paid as restitution. (2) Such order shall recite 
the amount of the restitution obligation and shall require the em¬ 
ployer to withhold a definite amount from such income due or be¬ 
coming due at each pay period and pay such amount to the clerk of 
the court. Provided, if the restitution is ordered to be paid monthly 
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and the defendant's pay periods are at more frequent intervals, the 
order shall require that the employer shall withhold, at each pay 
period an amount cumulatively sufficient to equal the total monthly 
restitution obligation and pay over to the clerk of the court, once 
each month, the total monthly restitution obligation. (3) The order 
shall also recite a duty of the defendant and the employer to notify 
the court of any change in employment of the defendant as provided 
in this Act. (b) (1) Any provision of Section 8-5-21, Code of Ala¬ 
bama, 1975 or any other law of this state to the contrary notwith¬ 
standing, and in addition to any other remedy which is or may be 
hereafter provided by law for the enforcement of a restitution order 
a court may, on its own motion or upon the filing of a petition by 
the victim, district attorney or probation or parole officer, and a 
finding that previously ordered restitution payments are delinquent, 
issue an order directing any employer of the defendant to withhold 
and pay over to the clerk of the court, out of the employment in¬ 
come due or to become due to the defendant at each pay period, an 
amount the court finds necessary to comply with the original order 
of restitution plus an amount reasonably sufficient to satisfy any ac¬ 
cumulated arrearage. (2) Provided, that the defendant shall be: 

(a) served with a copy of the petition 

(b) afforded such cause as he would be entitled in a probation 
revocation hearing; and 

(c) afforded an opportunity to be heard at a hearing set on the 
merits of the petition. 

(3) Upon the filing of a written agreement and waiver, the de¬ 
fendant may waive any of the rights provided herein and the court 
may enter the order provided in this section without the necessity of 
a hearing. (4) An order entered pursuant to this section shall recite 
the amount required to be withheld as restitution at each pay period 
and, if so ordered, the total amount of all accumulated arrearages 
and the amount required to be withheld at each pay period in order 
to satisfy the arrearage. The order shall require withholding from 
such income due or becoming due the defendant at each pay period 
and payment to the clerk of the court, of the amounts ordered pur¬ 
suant to this section. If the defendant’s restitution obligation is re¬ 
quired to be paid on a monthly basis and his or her pay periods are 
at more frequent intervals, the order shall require that the employer 
shall withhold, at each pay period, amounts cumulatively sufficient 
to equal the total monthly arrearage due, if ordered, and the total 
monthly restitution obligation and pay over to the clerk of the court, 
once each month, the total amount of any court ordered arrearage 
and restitution. (5) A defendant who is the subject of an employ¬ 
ment income withholding order and any employer upon whom such 
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order is served shall promptly notify the court or the clerk of the 
court as to any layoff, suspension, discharge, or resignation of such 
defendant or other change of employment including the name and 
address, if known, of any new or successor employer. (6) Upon no¬ 
tice that such defendant is employed at a new or different place of 
employment the clerk of the court shall cause a copy of such em¬ 
ployment income withholding order to be served upon such new or 
different employer. (7) An employer shall not discharge an employee 
or a person solely because of any court order or other process issued 
pursuant to the provisions of this Act. Any employer who violates 
this section may be deemed to be in contempt of court and may be 
compelled by the court to reinstate such employee. 

Section 5. Any provision of any law of this state to the con¬ 
trary notwithstanding and in addition to any other remedy which is 
or may be hereafter provided by law for the enforcement or collec¬ 
tion of a restitution order, any decree, judgment or order requiring 
the payment of restitution may include, upon motion of the victim, 
district attorney or the court, an order requiring that any asset or 
other income or any portion thereof to which a defendant is or may 
be entitled be withheld or attached, and such order may also require 
any person in real or constructive possession, custody or control 
thereof to pay over, deliver, convey, transfer or assign the same to 
the clerk of the court for disbursement, transfer or assignment to 
the victim in accordance with the defendant’s restitution obligation. 

Section 6. Any order issued pursuant to the provisions of this 
Act shall be a continuing order and shall remain in effect and be 
binding upon the person on whom a copy is served until or unless 
further orders of the court are issued and served. 

Section 7. (a) A copy of any order issued pursuant to the 
provisions of this Act shall be served by the clerk of the court 
wherein such order was issued or by another person designated by 
such court, (b) A copy of any order issued pursuant to the provisions 
of this Act may be served by certified mail, return receipt requested. 
When served by certified mail, return receipt requested, the actual 
cost thereof shall be taxed or assessed against the defendant at the 
time such order is issued. 

Section 8. When any court order issued pursuant to the pro¬ 
visions of this Act requires any employment income, other income or 
any asset or portion thereof to be withheld, or attached and paid 
over, conveyed, assigned, delivered or otherwise transferred to the 
Clerk of the Court, it shall be the duty and responsibility of such 
clerk to receive such income or asset and convey, assign, transfer, or 
disburse the same to the victim in accordance with the defendant’s 
restitution obligation as the court issuing such order may direct. 
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Section 9. Any person who willfully refuses to comply with 
any court order issued pursuant to the provisions of this Act di¬ 
recting such person to withhold, deliver, or pay over any employ¬ 
ment income, or other income or to convey, assign, transfer, deliver, 
or disburse any other income or asset may be deemed in contempt 
of court and may be held liable to the victim for any restitution lost. 

Section 10. Any person who complies with any order or other 
process issued pursuant to the provisions of this Act shall not in any 
way be held liable to the defendant or other person claiming any 
rights derived from the defendant for wrongful withholding or 
wrongful conversion of any asset or income. 

Section 11. Any order issued pursuant to the provisions of 
this Act directing any person to withhold, convey, assign, transfer, 
deliver, disburse or pay over any employment income, other income, 
or asset or requiring the attachment thereof, shall have priority over 
any writ or notice of garnishment or process or writ of attachment 
subsequently served on such person; provided, however, an employ¬ 
ment income withholding order issued pursuant to this Act shall not 
have priority over any employment income withholding order or no¬ 
tice of garnishment for the support of a defendant’s dependent chil¬ 
dren; and provided further, that any court order for employment in¬ 
come withholding issued pursuant to this Act may exceed the 
maximum amounts which is or may be hereafter prescribed by law 
for garnishment proceeding in Alabama. 

Section 12. Any court order issued pursuant to the provi¬ 
sions of this Act may be altered, modified or recinded upon the 
filing of a petition by the defendant, District Attorney, or the victim 
for good and sufficient cause shown by a preponderance of the 
evidence. 

Section 13. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any 
part of this Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declara¬ 
tion shall not affect the remaining parts which remain. 

Section 14. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
Act are hereby repealed. 

Section 15. This Act shall become effective immediately 
upon its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its other¬ 
wise becoming law.

AN ACT 

To amend Section 37-3-4 of the Code of Alabama 1975, relating to motor vehicles 
carriers as to exempt motor vehicle carriers transporting coke from regulation by the 
public service commission. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Section 37-3-4 of the Code of Alabama 1975, is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

“§ 37-3-4. 

“(a) This chapter shall not be construed to apply to: 

“(1) a. School buses or other motor vehicles which are owned 
by county boards of education or under contract with county boards 
of education, regardless of whether or not such school buses and 
other motor vehicles are being used exclusively for the transporta¬ 
tion of school children and school teachers to and from school and 
provided such school buses and other motor vehicles do not take on 
passengers for fare on a certificated route. 

“b. Motor vehicles for hire while operating wholly within the 
limits of a city or incorporated town or within the police jurisdiction 
thereof, or between two or more incorporated towns or cities whose 
city limits join or are contiguous or whose police jurisdictions join or 
are contiguous. 

“c. Motor vehicles while used in the transportation of property 
when the owner of the vehicle is legally and regularly engaged in the 
business of selling such property and is the owner and has the legal 
title to the motor vehicle involved; also, motor vehicle if engaged in 
hauling milk, livestock, coal, coke, logs, lumber, poles, pulpwood, 
cotton in bales, cottonseed, fertilizer, peanuts, potatoes or any other 
agricultural commodity of any kind (but not manufactured products 
thereof); or motor vehicles hauling road materials and paid by the 
state of Alabama, or paid by any county or other political subdivi¬ 
sion thereof, or paid by any contractor performing work for the state 
of Alabama, or any county or other political subdivision thereof, for 
a distance not exceeding 50 miles; and motor vehicles used ex- 
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clusivley in the transportation of milk in thermal or artificially 
cooled bodies or containers; except, that this subsection shall not be 
construed to exempt from the provisions of chapter 19 of Title 40 
any motor carrier who operates under certificate or permit granted 
under the authority of the Alabama public service commission. 

“All motor vehicles hauling property for hire and which are in 
any respect exempt under paragraph a. of this subdivision (1) must, 
before transporting any exempt property, secure a permit from the 
department of revenue of the state of Alabama, which permit may 
be furnished without cost upon proper application where there are 
no legal objections thereto; and such permit shall be issued under 
reasonable rules and regulations promulgated by the department of 
revenue of the state of Alabama. 

“(2) Motor vehicles owned or operated by or on behalf of ho¬ 
tels and used exclusively for the transportation of hotel patrons. 

“(3) Motor vehicles owned and operated by the United States, 
this state or any county, municipality or other political subdivision 
of this state. 

“(4) Motor vehicles controlled and operated by any farmer 
while used in the transportation of agricultural commodities and 
products thereof, whether for himself or another farmer, or in the 
transportation of supplies to or from the farm. 

“(5) Motor vehicles controlled and operated by a bona fide co¬ 
operative association as defined by the General Agricultural Market¬ 
ing Act, approved June 15, 1929, as amended, or organized or ex¬ 
isting under any state cooperative marketing act, while used 
exclusively in the conduct of the business of such association. 

“(6) Motor vehicles while used exclusively in the transporta¬ 
tion of newspapers and magazines and United States mail. 

“(7) Motor vehicles owned by a farmer used occassionally in 
transporting household goods and furniture. 

“(8) Motor vehicles, except taxicabs or airport limousines, 
used primarily for hauling 14 or fewer passengers to and from their 
regular places of employment, including the organizers, sponsors or 
promoters of such vehicles where the operator of the vehicle is not 
otherwise engaged in transportation for hire and is engaged in a not- 
for-profit operation; provided, that the Alabama public service com¬ 
mission may require the operators of such motor vehicles to register 
with the public service commission, and the public service commis¬ 
sion may inspect these motor vehicles as it deems necessary for pur¬ 
poses of safety. 
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“(9) Church owned buses used for carrying passengers to and 
from religious services, regardless of size and capacity. 

“(b) In addition to all other exclusions and exemptions from 
the application of this chapter, there are hereby exempted from the 
operation and provisions of this chapter ambulances and hearses 
where ever used or operated in this state. 

“(c) No motor carrier who transports property exclusively in 
open top dump truck and trailers without pneumatic loading and 
unloading devices shall be subject to any provisions of this chapter 
which require the filing of tariffs, schedules of charges or contracts 
or the establishment or participation in any published rates. Noth¬ 
ing contained herein, however, shall exempt any motor carrier pro¬ 
viding service in such vehicles from complying with all other provi¬ 
sions of this chapter. 

“Any carriage heretofore or hereafter conducted by motor carri¬ 
ers exclusively in such vehicles pursuant to an otherwise lawful 
agreement shall not be declared invalid because it was not in com¬ 
pliance with any tariff, schedule of rates or contracts required by 
this chapter and no penalties, fines, assessments, or recovery of 
charges in excess of or below any prescribed rates may be levied 
against or recovered by any shipper or motor carrier as a result of 
said carriage.” 

Section 2. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise be¬ 
coming a law.

AN ACT 

To further regulate and control alcoholic beverage transactions in Alabama under 
the control and supervision of the Alcoholic Beverage Control Board; to provide that 
each manufacturer or importer of alcoholic beverages selling its products in Alabama 
through wholesale licensees to retail licensees shall designate sales territories within 
the state and shall enter into a written territorial agreement naming an exclusive 
wholesaler for each such designated sale territory, and shall file with Board the desig¬ 
nated sales territories and a copy of each territorial agreement; to provide that such 
territorial agreement may not establish or maintain resale price; to provide for the 
modification of the designated sales territories and exclusive territorial agreements; to 
provide for verification by the Board of timely and proper filing of returns and pay¬ 
ment of state and local taxes levied on alcoholic beverages by statute; to make it 
unlawful for any manufacturer or importer to permit its products to be sold in Ala¬ 
bama without the designation of sales territories and exclusive wholesalers for such 
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territories, for any wholesaler to sell alcoholic beverages in any territory other than 
that designated as his exclusive sales territory or to sell any brand of alcoholic bever¬ 
ages without authorization from its manufacturer or importer, and for any retailer to 
purchase any alcoholic beverages from a wholesaler which has not been designated as 
the exclusive wholesaler for such alcoholic beverages for the sales territory within 
which the retailer’s place of business is located; to provide penalties for violation of 
the provisions of this act; and to repeal all laws or parts of laws in conflict or inconsis¬ 
tent herewith. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1: Legislative Policy and Intent.—Pursuant to the 
authority of this state under the Twenty-first Amendment to the 
United States Constitution, the policy and intent of the legislature 
in the enactment of this Act are to further regulate and control alco¬ 
holic beverage transactions in Alabama under the control and super¬ 
vision of the Alcoholic Beverage Control Board; to promote and as¬ 
sure the public’s interest in fair and efficient distribution and 
quality control of alcoholic beverages in Alabama; to promote or¬ 
derly marketing of alcoholic beverages; to promote vigorous inter¬ 
brand competition; and to facilitate collection of state and local 
revenue. 

Section 2: Designation of sales territory and exclusive whole¬ 
saler.—Each manufacturer or importer of alcoholic beverage li¬ 
censed by the Board authorizing such licensee to sell its alcoholic 
beverages within the State of Alabama, whose alcoholic beverages 
are sold through wholesale licensees of the Board to retail licensees 
of the Board, shall designate exclusive sales territories for each of its 
brands sold in Alabama and shall name one licensed wholesaler for 
each such sales territory who, within such territory, shall be the ex¬ 
clusive wholesaler for said brand or brands; provided where a manu¬ 
facturer or importer licensee has more than one brand of alcoholic 
beverages sold within this state, such licensee may designate the ex¬ 
clusive sales territory to a different wholesaler for the sale of each of 
its brands and may designate a different sales territory for each of 
its brands. Such manufacturer or importer licensee shall enter into a 
territorial agreement, in writing, designating the exclusive territory 
and authorizing the sale by a designated licensed wholesaler of that 
brand or brands within the designated territory. Such manufacturer 
or importer shall not designate more than one wholesaler for each 
brand for all or any part of a designated sales territory, and the 
written territorial agreement shall not provide for the distribution of 
a brand or brands to more than one licensed wholesaler for all or 
any part of the designated territory. All such territorial agreements 
shall be filed with the Board. 

Section 3: Territorial agreement may not establish or main¬ 
tain resale price.—No provision of any territorial agreement shall, 
expressly or by implication, or in its operation, establish or maintain 
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the resale price of any brand or brands of alcoholic beverages by the 
wholesaler. 

Section 4: Modification of designated sales territory or terri¬ 
torial agreement.—No modification of either the designated sales 
territory or any territorial agreement shall be effective (i) until writ¬ 
ten notice thereof shall have been given by the manufacturer or im¬ 
porter to the wholesaler; (ii) until written notice thereof, together 
with the affidavit of the manufacturer stating that the level of ser¬ 
vice within the designated territory will not be adversely affected by 
the change, shall have been filed with the Board; and (iii) until the 
Board shall have verified that the level of service within the desig¬ 
nated territory will not be adversely affected by the change. Pro¬ 
vided, however, Board verification shall not be required where the 
Board has suspended or revoked the license of the wholesaler, shall 
not be unreasonably withheld and shall be completed within a rea¬ 
sonable time not to exceed thirty (30) days from the date of filing 
with the Board. The notice shall be given after recognizing all rights 
of the wholesaler and duties of the manufacturer or importer. Noth¬ 
ing in this Act shall impair or alter contractual rights, duties or obli¬ 
gations of manufacturer, importer or wholesaler, including but not 
limited to the termination thereof. 

Section 5: Wholesaler service and quality control. The 
wholesaler licensee designated as the exclusive wholesaler for a 
brand or brands within a designated territory must service retail 
licensees within that territory without discrimination, and shall ser¬ 
vice for the purpose of quality control all of the alcoholic beverages 
sold by that wholesaler to retailers within such territory. Each such 
wholesaler shall provide such additional quality control services and 
comply with such additional quality control standards as are speci¬ 
fied in writing from time to time by the owner of the trademark of 
the brand or brands of alcoholic beverages, provided those activities 
or standards are reasonable and are reasonably related to the main¬ 
tenance of quality control, and provided that the wholesaler has re¬ 
ceived written notice thereof. 

Section 6: Board Verification of Reporting and Payment of 
Taxes.—The Board shall have the authority to inspect, examine and 
audit the books and records of any wholesaler licensee who sells, 
stores or receives for the purpose of distribution, any alcoholic bev¬ 
erages, to verify the proper filing and to determine the accuracy of 
any state or local tax return required to be filed by the wholesaler, 
and to determine the payment of all state and local taxes when and 
where due with respect to any state or local tax levied on alcoholic 
beverages by statute. In pursuance of said authority, the Board shall 
have the further authority to inspect, examine and audit the books 
and records of any person, firm, corporation, club or association who

sells at retail any alcoholic beverages. Provided, however, this sec¬ 
tion imposes no duty upon the Board to inspect, examine and audit 
with respect to local taxes on alcoholic beverages. 

Section 7: Definitions:— 

The words and phrases used in this Act shall have the meanings 
ascribed to them, § 28-3A-2, Code of Alabama 1975, and any acts 
amendatory thereof, supplementary thereto or substituted therefor. 

Section 8: A. Unlawful acts and offenses.—It shall be 
unlawful— 

(1) For any manufacturer or importer licensed by the Board to 
sell its brand or brands of alcoholic beverages in the State of Ala¬ 
bama to any person, except through the Board in the case of spir¬ 
ituous liquor and wine, other than to a licensed wholesaler desig¬ 
nated as the exclusive wholesaler for said brand or brands. 

(2) For any wholesaler to sell to a retail licensee any brand of 
alcoholic beverages in the State of Alabama, except in the sales ter¬ 
ritory designated by the manufacturer or importer licensee and set 
forth in a written territorial agreement authorizing the sale by such 
wholesaler licensee of that brand within a designated territory; pro¬ 
vided, however, a licensed wholesaler may, with the approval of the 
Board, service a territory outside the territory designated to it dur¬ 
ing periods of temporary service interruptions when so requested by 
the manufacturer or importer and the designated wholesaler within 
such territory whose service is temporarily interrupted. 

(3) For any wholesaler to sell to a retail licensee any brand of 
alcoholic beverages in the State of Alabama unless there is in effect 
a territorial agreement in writing between the licensed manufacturer 
or importer thereof and said licensed wholesaler authorizing the sale 
by such wholesaler of that brand within a designated territory.. 

(4) For any licensed retailer to purchase any brand of alcoholic 
beverages from any wholesaler which has not been designated by the 
licensed manufacturer or importer thereof as the wholesaler for such 
brand for the sales territory within which the retailer’s place of busi¬ 
ness is located. 

B. Penalties Any violations of the provisions of this act sub¬ 
ject the licensee to suspension or revocation of its license or to the 
levy of a fine in lieu of such suspension or revocation as set forth in 
§ 28-3A-24, Code of Alabama 1975, as amended. 

Section 9: Severability.—The provisions of this act are sever¬ 
able. If any part of this Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, 
such declaration shall not affect the part which remains. 
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Section 10: Repealer.—All laws or parts of laws which con¬ 
flict or which are inconsistent with this Act are hereby repealed. 

Section 11: Effective Date.—This Act shall become effective 
immediately upon its passage and approval by the Governor, or 
upon its otherwise becoming a law. 

This Act became a law under Section 125 of the Constitution on 
May 21, 1984 without approval by the Governor.

Section 1. The board of directors of any Waterworks or 
Sewer Board heretofore or hereafter organized pursuant to the stat¬ 
ute now codified as Section 11-50-230 to 241, Code of Alabama 1975, 
may by resolution adopted by such board of directors, authorize the 
payment by such Board of a reasonable meeting expense allowance, 
not exceeding the daily pay of the highest paid employee of the 
Board, to each member of the board of directors for expenses m at- 
tendance at meetings of the board of directors and attending to and 
supervising the business of such Board. 

Section 2. This act shall take effect immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor or upon its otherwise becom¬ 
ing a law.

AN ACT 

Proposing an amendment to the Constitution of 1901; relating to legalizing the 
operation of bingo games for prizes or money by certain non-profit organizations for 
charitable or educational purposes in Macon County. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The following amendment to the Constitution of 
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Alabama of 1901 is proposed, and shall become valid as a part of the 
Constitution when approved by a majority of the qualified electors 
voting thereon and upon proclamation by the Governor: 

PROPOSED AMENDMENT 

The operation of bingo games for prizes or money by certain 
nonprofit organizations for charitable, educational, or other lawful 
purposes shall be legal in Macon County, subject to the provisions of 
any resolution or ordinance by the county governing body or the 
governing bodies of the respective cities and towns, within their re¬ 
spective jurisdictions as provided by law regulating such operation. 
The said governing bodies shall have the authority to promulgate 
rules and regulations for the issuance of permits or licenses and for 
operation of bingo games, within their respective jurisdictions; pro¬ 
vided, however, that said governing bodies must insure compliance 
pursuant to said law and the following provisions: 

(a) No person under the age of 19 shall be permitted to play 
any game or games of bingo, unless accompanied by a parent or 
guardian; nor shall any person under the age of 19 be permitted to 
conduct or assist in the conduct of any game of bingo; 

(b) No bingo permit or license shall be issued to any nonprofit 
organization, unless such organization shall have been in existence 
for at least 12 months immediately prior to the issuance of the per¬ 
mit or license; 

(c) Bingo games shall be operated only on the premises owned 
or leased by the nonprofit organization operating the bingo game. If 
the premises is leased, the rate or rental shall not be based on a 
percentage of receipts or profits resulting from the operation of 
bingo games; 

(d) No nonprofit organization shall enter into any contract 
with any individual, firm, association or corporation to have said in¬ 
dividual or entity operate bingo games or concessions on behalf of 
the nonprofit organization, nor shall said nonprofit organization pay 
consulting fees to any individual or entity for any services per¬ 
formed in relation to the operation or conduct of a bingo game; 

(e) A nonprofit organization shall not lend its name or allow 
its identity to be used by any other person or entity in the operating 
or advertising of a bingo game in which said nonprofit organization 
is not directly and solely operating said bingo game; 

(f) Prizes given by any qualified nonprofit organization for the 
playing of bingo games shall not exceed the cash amount or gifts of 
equivalent value, set by the legislature, during any bingo session. 
The legislature shall set a maximum amount for any calendar week. 
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(g) No person or organization, by whatever name or composi¬ 
tion thereof, shall take any expenses for the operation of a bingo 
game except as permitted by law. 

(h) The legislature may fix the penalty for violating any local 
law it enacts on this subject. 

(i) In Macon County, 25% of all net proceeds, after expenses, 
first shall be allocated to the John A. Andrews Community Hospital 
for indigent patient care. 

Section 2. The provisions of this amendment shall have no 
force and effect unless it shall first be unanimously approved by at 
least three-fifths vote of the elected members of each house and 
unanimously approved by the local constitutional amendment 
commission. 

Section 3. Notice of the election and of the proposed amend¬ 
ment shall be given by proclamation of the Governor, which procla¬ 
mation shall be published once a week for four successive weeks 
next preceding the day appointed for the election in each newspaper 
qualified to run legal notices in the county affected. 

Section 4. An election upon the proposed amendment is or¬ 
dered to be held at the next general, special, constitutional or 
county election in Macon County after the expiration of three 
months from final adjournment of the current session of the legisla¬ 
ture. The election shall be held in accordance with the provisions of 
Amendment 425 to the Constitution of 1901, and Sections 17-17-1 
through 17-17-6 of the Code of Alabama 1975. 

Section 5. The provisions of this amendment shall not be¬ 
come operative in Macon County unless approved by a majority of 
the qualified electors of the county who vote thereon at a referen¬ 
dum election held for such purpose upon call of the county commis¬ 
sion. Such election may be called no more frequently than every two 
years; provided further, that if this amendment is approved by a 
majority of the qualified electors of Macon County who vote thereon 
upon its submission, such election shall constitute a referendum 
election held for such purpose and no further election need be 
called.

The following amendment to the Constitution of 
Alabama is proposed and shall become valid as a part of the Consti¬ 
tution when all requirements of Amendment 425 of the Constitution 
of Alabama of 1901 are fulfilled: 

PROPOSED AMENDMENT 

The provisions of Article IV, Section 6.16 of Amendment 328 of 
this Constitution to the contrary notwithstanding, any person may 
be elected to the office of judge of probate in Macon County after 
reaching the age of seventy years. Any time served in such office by 
a person over the age of seventy years, as herein provided for, shall 
be included toward total years of service for retirement benefits and 
pension purposes in the usual manner. Provided, however, that 
nothing herein shall be construed so as to allow said judge of pro¬ 
bate to draw any retirement or disability pension from any of the 
retirement systems of this state while simultaneously serving a term 
in office. 

The provisions of this constitutional amendment shall be self¬ 
executing. 

Section 2. Notice of the election and of the proposed amend¬ 
ment shall be given by proclamation of the Governor, which procla¬ 
mation shall be published once a week for four successive weeks 
next preceding the day appointed for the election in each newspaper 
qualified to run legal notices in the county affected.

AN ACT 

To amend Sections 33-16-7, 33-16-9 and 33-16-11 of the Code of Alabama 1975 to 
authorize the Coosa Valley Development Authority to undertake certain additional 
types of obligations, to modify certain restrictions pertaining to the contractual obli¬ 
gations of said authority, to provide that certain contracts between said authority and 
the United States shall not be subject to certain requirements generally applicable to 
contracts of said authority and to clarify the respective responsibilities of said author¬ 
ity and the state docks department with respect to the provision and maintenance of 
river and canal terminals. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Section 33-16-7 of the Code of Alabama 1975 is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

Section 33-16-7. Duties and obligations which may be under¬ 
taken. The authority may undertake and discharge the duties and 
obligations set forth in this section as follows: 

In connection with the waterway, the authority may do or cause 
to be done the following: 

(1) Construct, improve, maintain and operate all highway and 
railroad bridges necessitated by the waterway and construct and 
maintain all highway relocations and alterations necessitated by the 
waterway; 

(2) Construct, improve, maintain and operate all river and ca¬ 
nal terminals necessitated by the waterway; 

(3) Construct and maintain all alterations in sewer, water sup¬ 
ply and drainage facilities necessitated by the waterway; 

(4) Assume any increased cost necessitated by the waterway in 
connection with maintaining and operating utility crossings. 

It is the intention of the legislature to make the scope of the 
foregoing duties and obligations which may be undertaken by the 
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authority commensurate with the corresponding requirements of lo¬ 
cal contribution and participation established by the River and Har¬ 
bor Act of March 2, 1945, Public Law 14, 79th Congress, 1st Session 
(1945) and by other provisions of federal law (including duly 
adopted rules and regulations of agencies of the United States) 
which pertain to the respective responsibilities of the authority and 
the United States with respect to the development of the waterway. 
In particular, in connection with the construction, improvement or 
relocation of any highway or railroad bridge, the authority may pay 
such portion of the total cost of such construction, improvement or 
relocation as may be apportioned, without regard to the cost of im¬ 
provements unrelated to navigation, to the owner of such bridge 
pursuant to the provisions of the Truman-Hobbs Act of June 21, 
1940, Public Law 647, 76th Congress (1940), as amended, regardless 
of whether such bridge is owned by the authority or by a party other 
than the authority; provided, however, that, if such bridge is owned 
by the authority, the state, any municipality in the state or any 
other political subdivision or instrumentality of the state, the au¬ 
thority may pay all of the costs of such construction, improvement 
or relocation, except for such portion thereof as may be apportioned 
to the United States pursuant to the provisions of the aforesaid 
Truman-Hobbs Act of June 21, 1940, as amended. 

Section 2. Section 33-16-9 of the Code of Alabama 1975 is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

Section 33-16-9. Contracts. The aggregate monetary obligation 
that the authority may incur in connection with its contracts (other 
than contracts of the type described in the next succeeding para¬ 
graph) shall not at any time exceed the sum of 

(1) Any uncommitted or unencumbered moneys then appro¬ 
priated to the authority by the legislature, and 

(2) Any uncommitted or unencumbered proceeds of bonds 
available or to become available from bonds then authorized by the 
authority and approved by the Governor pursuant to section 33-16- 
12 . 


No contract which is subject to the foregoing restriction and 
which involves the expenditure of money, whether now or later, 
shall be approved or ratified by the board of directors unless the 
resolution approving or ratifying the same shall include a determi¬ 
nation that there will be compliance with the preceding limitation 
when the amount of the obligation of the contract in question has 
been added to the already existing obligations of the authority. This 
determination by the board of directors shall be conclusive of the 
question of compliance. 
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The restriction set forth in the preceding paragraph shall not 
apply to any contract between the authority and the United States, 
or an agency thereof, pursuant to which the authority agrees to sat¬ 
isfy the requirements of local contribution and participation with 
respect to a project related to the development of the waterway. 
Prior to the execution of any such contract between the authority 
and the United States, or an agency thereof, the board of directors 
of the authority shall adopt a resolution approving such contract, 
which resolution shall include a determination that the moneys ex¬ 
pected to be available to the authority for the payment of its mone¬ 
tary obligations (if any) under such contract will be sufficient to pay 
such monetary obligations. 

Except as otherwise provided in the last paragraph of this sec¬ 
tion, All contracts of the authority for the construction, relocation, 
maintenance and operation of highways, roads and bridges, and 
work incidental or related thereto, and the acquisition of property 
necessary therefor, shall be in writing, shall be subject to the rules 
and regulations and shall be let under the supervision of the high¬ 
way department and shall be subject to approval by the governor 
and by the highway department. All work provided for in any such 
contract shall be supervised by the highway department. All persons 
engaging in the supervision or performance of any work involving 
highways, roads and bridges that may be done by the authority 
without the award of a contract therefor shall be employees of the 
highway department. 

Except as otherwise provided in the last paragraph of this sec¬ 
tion, All contracts of the authority for the construction, reconstruc¬ 
tion or relocation of any facilities or structures and all purchases of 
equipment by the authority shall be made on the basis of competi¬ 
tive bidding in the manner and according to the procedures pro¬ 
vided in sections 39-2-1 through 39-2-13 and 41-16-20 through 41- 
16-32, and any other applicable statutes. 

In connection with the construction, reconstruction or reloca¬ 
tion of highways, roads and bridges, and the acquisition of property 
necessary therefor, the authority may enter into contracts with the 
United States, or an agency thereof, pursuant to which the work re¬ 
lated to any such construction, reconstruction or relocation shall be 
performed, and any property necessary therefor shall be acquired, 
by the United States, or an agency thereof, or by one or more con¬ 
tractors selected by the United States, or an agency thereof. Any 
such contract between the authority and the United States, or an 
agency thereof, shall not be subject to the requirements and restric¬ 
tions (including, without limitation, the requirements with respect 
to competitive bidding) set forth in the two immediately preceding 
paragraphs of this section. 
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Section 3. Section 33-16-11 of the Code of Alabama 1975 is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

Section 33-16-11. Provision and Maintenance of Terminals. In 
connection with the navigational use of the waterway, the authority 
is hereby authorized to construct, improve, maintain and operate 
suitable and adequate river and canal terminals in accordance with 
plans approved by the secretary of the army of the United States 
and the chief of engineers of the United States army; provided that 
any obligations undertaken by the authority in connection with the 
provision and maintenance of such terminals may be delegated by 
the authority to the state docks department. 

Section 4. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any 
provision of this Act shall be declared invalid, unconstitutional or 
void, the balance of this act shall remain in full force and effect.

To authorize the Chancellor of Postsecondary Education to establish multipur¬ 
pose programs at designated two-year institutions to provide the necessary training, 
counseling, and services to enable displaced homemakers to experience economic se¬ 
curity vital to productive lives; and to provide for the appointment of a director to 
administer the statewide network of multipurpose programs. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. As used in this Act, the term “displaced home¬ 
maker” shall have the following meaning unless the context clearly 
indicates otherwise: An individual who: 

(1) Has worked in the home for a substantial number of years 
providing unpaid household services for family members; 

(2) Is unemployed or underemployed; 

(3) Has had or reasonably is expected to have difficulty in se¬ 
curing employment; and 

(4) Has been dependent on the income of another family 
member, but is no longer supported by such income, or has been 
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dependent on government assistance, but is no longer eligible for 
such assistance, or is supported by benefits of the aid to families 
with dependent children program. 

Section 2. The Chancellor of Postsecondary Education is 
hereby authorized to establish multipurpose programs at designated 
two-year institutions to provide the necessary training, counseling 
and services to enable displaced homemakers to experience eco¬ 
nomic security vital to productive lives. 

Section 3. (a) The Chancellor of Postsecondary Education 
may appoint a director of displaced homemakers programs to con¬ 
duct, or cause to be conducted, programs to assist displaced home¬ 
makers at such two-year institutions as the Chancellor may approve 
through a request for proposal process. 

(b) Programs to assist displaced homemakers may include: 

(1) Job counseling services which are specifically designed for 
displaced homemakers who may be entering the job market for the 
first time or who may be reentering the job market after a number 
of years as a homemaker; 

(2) Job training and job placement services which shall be de¬ 
veloped by working with federal, state, and local government agen¬ 
cies and the private sector; 

(3) Assistance in gaining admission to existing public and pri¬ 
vate job training programs and opportunities; 

(4) Assistance in identifying community needs and in creating 
new jobs for displaced homemakers in the public and private 
sectors; 

(5) Health education and counseling services in cooperation 
with existing health programs with respect to general principles of 
preventive health care, family health care and nutrition, alcohol and 
drug addiction, and health care consumer education; 

(6) Financial management services which provide information 
and assistance with respect to insurance, taxes, estate and probate 
problems, mortgages, loans, and other related financial matters; 

(7) Educational services, which shall include outreach and in¬ 
formation about courses offering credit through secondary or post¬ 
secondary education programs and information about such other 
programs which are determined to be of interest and benefit to dis¬ 
placed homemakers by the Chancellor; 

(8) Referral of displaced homemakers to the appropriate pri¬ 
vate and public agencies for advice and assistance on health care, 
financial matters, educational opportunities, public assistance, and 
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legal problems and on such other matters as shall be determined to 
be of interest and benefit to displaced homemakers; and 

(9) Traditional and nontraditional occupational skill training. 

Section 4. If a Director of Displaced Homemakers Programs 
is appointed, he shall report annually to the Chancellor of Post¬ 
secondary Education on the effectiveness of the programs including 
the effectiveness of job training programs, placement, and other ser¬ 
vices rendered to displaced homemakers, the number of persons 
placed in employment, the number of displaced homemakers served 
under the various programs, and the cost effectiveness of the various 
components of the program. 

Section 5- The provisions of this act are severable. If any 
part of the act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declara¬ 
tion shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 6, All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
act are hereby repealed.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Any active and contributing member of any one of 
the State of Alabama retirement systems who has been such a mem¬ 
ber for ten consecutive years and has not previously purchased 
credit for military service with any one of the State of Alabama re¬ 
tirement systems may hereby claim and purchase credit in his or her 
respective retirement system for up to four years’ creditable service 
for time which such member has served in the active full-time mili¬ 
tary service of the armed forces of the United States, exclusive of 
any summer, weekend, or other part-time active military service in 
any reserve or national guard component of any branch of the 
armed forces, provided said member has not received credit toward 
retirement status in such retirement system for said military service, 
and further provided that such member shall receive no credit for 
military service if such member is receiving military service retire- 
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ment benefits other than disability allowance or benefits from any 
branch of the United States armed forces or by reasons of any such 
service in any branch of the armed forces; and provided further that 
such member received an honorable discharge for and including the 
claimed military service. 

Section 2. Any member eligible to claim and purchase credit 
for service under section 1 of this act shall be awarded such credit 
under any such retirement system of Alabama provided he or she 
shall pay into his or her respective retirement system or fund prior 
to said member’s date of retirement and prior to October 1, 1985 
1986, a sum of money which is equal to a percentage of the mem¬ 
ber’s current annual earnable compensation; the applicable percent¬ 
age shall be the sum of the prevailing percentage rates of employer 
and member contributions as determined by the system’s annual ac¬ 
tuarial valuation for each year of purchased service.

Providing for purging the lists of registered voters; requiring and prescribing the 
procedure for the reidentification of certain registered voters; providing for the ap¬ 
pointment of deputy registrars to aid in the reidentification and registration of elec¬ 
tors; placing certain duties on the board of registrars, judge of probate, and the 
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county governing body relative to the reidentification of registered voters; and pro¬ 
viding a penalty for willfully making a false statement in connection with 
reidentification. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . The board of registrars of each county is hereby 
directed to purge the names of those qualified electors where there 
is reasonable evidence that these electors are deceased or have oth¬ 
erwise become disqualified from voting in the county. 

Section 2. The board of registrars shall meet during the 
month of August for the purpose of purging the registration lists 
and the names of all persons who have failed to reidentify them¬ 
selves in the manner herein prescribed. 

Section 3. Each voter whose name appears on the list of elec¬ 
tors to be removed shall reidentify himself by appearing in person 
before a registrar or deputy registrar, or by appearing before the 
judge of probate, or either of the clerks in the office of the judge of 
probate, or through his or her representative before the board of 
registrars in regular session except that the following persons shall 
be entitled to reidentify by mail if they possess the qualifications of 
an elector and are not disqualified from voting under the constitu¬ 
tion and laws of Alabama: members of the armed forces of the 
United States, persons employed outside the United States, persons 
absent because of attendance at an institution of higher learning, 
and the spouses and children of such persons. The board of regis¬ 
trars shall notify such persons who are eligible for reidentification 
by mail as to how they can reidentify themselves. Electors eligible to 
reidentify by mail shall have their eligibility verified before a com¬ 
missioned officer of the armed forces of the United States, or any 
person authorized to administer oaths and take affidavits, or before 
two witnesses who are eighteen years old or older. 

Section 4. The names of persons to be struck from the list of 
registered voters shall be listed by precinct and in alphabetical order 
and published in a newspaper of general circulation in the county 
once each in two consecutive weeks prior to August each year. 

Section 5. The board shall not remove the name of any elec¬ 
tor, known by any member of said board, or made known to the said 
board by another qualified elector, or duly representative of the 
elector whose name is to be stricken, to be a legal resident of the 
county not known to be suffering from any disqualification. In purg¬ 
ing the list of qualified electors, the board of registrars shall remove 
only the names of those persons who have not reidentified in the 
manner prescribed herein. 

Section 6. When the name of any elector is struck from the

registration list, the records maintained by the board of registrars 
must show the reason for striking the elector from the list. No such 
person whose name is removed from the list of qualified electors for 
failure to reidentify shall cease permanently to be a qualified elector 
nor be subject to re-registration, but shall be subject only to the re¬ 
quirement that he or she reidentify as prescribed herein. 

Section 7. Any qualified elector of the county who shall have 
his name omitted or removed from the list of qualified electors in 
the county for failure to appear and reidentify himself and who has 
not otherwise been reidentified as herein provided shall be entitled 
to have his name restored to the list of qualified electors by written 
affidavit or appearing in person before a registrar, or deputy regis¬ 
trar, or at the office of the board of registrars or at the office of the 
judge or probate, certifying that he or she is in fact a bonafide regis¬ 
tered voter of that county; provided, however, that any qualified 
elector can be reidentified on election day; provided further, how¬ 
ever, that this Act shall not be construed or applied to impair or 
deny the right to vote in person or by absentee ballot of any person 
or of the spouse or child of any person who is in active duty of any 
of the armed forces of the United States of America and stationed, 
and as to the spouse or child, who is living with her or his husband 
or wife, mother or father, as the case may be, outside of the county, 
or who is living outside the county while attending a college or uni¬ 
versity or other institution of higher education or who is employed 
outside of the United States during the period of time from the ef¬ 
fective date hereof; and provided further that the provisions of this 
Act shall not restrict the board of registrars from purging the regis¬ 
tration lists as provided in § 17-4-132, Code of Alabama 1975. 

Section 8. The board of registrars shall maintain a perma¬ 
nent list of all qualified electors by precinct and by race. 

Section 9. Each member of the board of registrars shall re¬ 
ceive $35.00 per day, for each day’s attendance upon the special ses¬ 
sions of the board required under the provisions of this Act; but if 
such special session is held on the same day a regular session is re¬ 
quired to be held under the laws of this state, registrars shall receive 
only one per diem allowed for performing their regular duties, it be¬ 
ing the intent and purpose of this Act that registrars shall be enti¬ 
tled to receive only one per diem allowance for one day’s service. If 
one or more of the members of the board shall refuse, neglect, or be 
unable to serve, or if a vacancy or vacancies occur in the member¬ 
ship of the board from any cause, the governor, state auditor, and 
commissioner of agriculture and industries, or a majority of them, 
shall forthwith make other appointments to fill such membership 
positions. 
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Section 10. To assist in the reidentification required by this 
Act, in the registration of electors and in the board’s continuing per¬ 
formance of its lawful duties, each board of registrars shall appoint 
in accordance with § 17-4-157, Code of Alabama 1975, at least one or 
more deputy registrars in each precinct in the county for a four-year 
term or for the remainder of an unexpired term. A deputy registrar’s 
term of appointment shall run concurrently with that of the board. 
Deputy registrars shall be free to reidentify and register any elector 
at any time, up to ten days prior to an election. Any person serving 
as a deputy registrar shall be trained by the board of registrars and 
shall not be entitled to compensation. The board shall provide dep¬ 
uty registrars with all necessary forms to perform their duties, and 
when such forms are completed, deputy registrars shall return them 
to the office of the board of registrars as the board may require, but 
not later than five working days. 

Section 11. The county commission of each county is hereby 
authorized, directed, and required to furnish the county board of 
registrars with the supplies, equipment, printed forms, stationery 
and newspaper advertisements necessary for the performance of 
their duties as herein provided.

Relating to the City of Prichard in Mobile County, Alabama; providing a certain 
reopening period for certain city employees and city library employees to become 
members of the “Municipal Employees Pension and Relief Fund” as provided for in 
Act No. 107, H. 150, of the 1956 Special Session (Acts 1956, p. 154), as amended, and 
prescribing rules and regulations relative to payment of necessary contributions to 
such fund for such employees who become members of such system as provided by 
this Act. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Any employee of the City of Prichard in Mobile 
County, Alabama, or the Prichard Public Libraries who is not cur¬ 
rently a member of the city pension and relief fund, may elect in 
writing to become a member of the “Municipal Employees Pension 
and Relief Fund” as provided for in Act No. 107, H. 150, of the 1956 
Special Session (Acts 1956, p. 154), as amended, and thereby be en¬ 
titled to receive the same benefits as provided under such fund for 
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other municipal employees. Any employee of such city or library 
electing to come under such pension and relief fund shall within one 
year from the effective date of this Act commence payment into the 
fund the amount of contributions which would have been paid into 
said fund had he or she been a member from its inception, increased 
by interest compounded annually at four percent (4%) per annum. 
The actuary for such fund shall determine the amount, including 
such interest, to be paid by such employee and his or her employer 
to cover the necessary contributions to the fund for such employee 
to become eligible for benefits. Provided, however, that such em¬ 
ployee and his or her employer may have the option of either ini¬ 
tially paying in full such contribution amount as determined by the 
actuary, or paying such amount over a four-year period commencing 
with an election day payment of twenty-five percent (25%) of such 
amount followed by like payments due for the next three years on 
the anniversary date of such election. Such employee shall not be 
eligible to receive any benefits from the fund until all contribution 
amounts necessary to balance his or her account have been paid in 
full. Upon compliance with the foregoing provisions, such employee 
shall be entitled to credit for contributions for continuous service 
from the date of his or her original employment. Deductions from 
such employee’s pay checks for membership in such fund shall be 
made from time to time in the same manner and according to the 
same formula as is in effect for other municipal employee members 
of such fund. Any employee electing to become a member of such 
fund under the provisions of this Act shall be bound by all laws, 
rules and regulations governing the fund which are not inconsistent 
with the provisions of this Act.

To authorize and make provision for the incorporation in the City of Ozark of 
the Ozark Downtown Redevelopment Authority for the purpose of promoting trade 
and commerce by inducing commercial enterprises to upgrade, improve, modernize, 
and expand existing facilities and to locate new facilities in the central business dis¬ 
trict of Ozark; to define the area of such central business district; to provide for the 
election and compensation of directors of any such Authority; to provide for the pow¬ 
ers, authorities and duties of such Authority, its board of directors, and its officers; to 
authorize such Authority to acquire by purchase, construction, exchange, gift, lease or 
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otherwise and to refinance existing indebtedness on, improve, maintain, equip and 
furnish land and buildings or other improvements thereon and all real and personal 
properties necessary in connection therewith whether or not now existing, suitable for 
use by any commercial enterprise, provided that such property shall be located whol¬ 
ly within the Downtown Development Area herein defined; to authorize any such Au¬ 
thority to lease such properties to others; to authorize any such Authority to sell, 
exchange, donate or convey and to grant options to any lessee to acquire such proper¬ 
ties; to provide for the issuance by any such Authority for any of its corporate pur¬ 
poses of interest-bearing revenue bonds and other interest-bearing securities, payable 
solely out of the revenues and receipts derived from the leasing or sale of such 
properties; to provide that in certain circumstances such securities shall constitute 
negotiable instruments; to provide that such securities may be secured by a pledge of 
the revenues and receipts from which they are payable, by contracts binding any such 
Authority for the proper application of its revenues and receipts and of the proceeds 
of such securities, and by mortgages and deeds of trust and trust indentures on the 
property out of the revenues and receipts from which such securities are payable; to 
authorize the Authority to finance, construct, acquire, purchase, renovate, maintain, 
improve, sell, equip, operate or manage projects; to apply for and use government or 
private financial assistance; to contract to use facilities or services of the federal, state 
or local governments or allow them to use facilities or services of the Authority; to 
make loans to persons or entities for the costs of a project on such security and with 
such terms and conditions as the Authority deems appropriate; to provide for the 
employment by any such Authority of such officers, employees, contractors, consul¬ 
tants and agents as its business may require; to provide for the taking out by any 
such Authority of various types of insurance; to require payments in lieu of taxes to 
be made to the Authority or the City; to receive the proceeds of municipal taxes 
levied for the Authority’s purposes; to promote revitalization of the Downtown Devel¬ 
opment Area and make plans and proposals therefor; to provide for the investment of 
funds of any such Authority; to provide for the use of the proceeds of any such secur¬ 
ities issued by any such Authority; to provide for the refunding, by the issuance of 
such securities of any such Authority, of securities theretofore issued by it; to provide 
that such securities issued and contracts entered into by any such Authority pursuant 
to this act shall not constitute or create a debt of the state or of any county, munici¬ 
pality or political subdivision of the state; to make the securities issued by any such 
Authority eligible investments for various governmental bodies and fiduciaries; to 
provide that any such Authority may, in its discretion, publish a notice of the adop¬ 
tion of a resolution authorizing the issuance of bonds by such Authority, and to pro¬ 
vide that any action or proceeding questioning the validity of such bonds, or any 
pledge, mortgage and deed of trust or trust indenture securing the same, or the pro¬ 
ceedings authorizing the same, must be commenced within thirty (30) days after the 
first publication of said notice; to exempt the income of any such Authority, and all 
conveyances, leases, mortgages and deeds of trust to which any such Authority is a 
party, from all taxation in the state except for state ad valorem taxes; to exempt 
every such Authority from all license and excise taxes imposed in respect of the privi¬ 
lege of engaging in any of the activities in which an Authority may engage, except for 
state sales and use taxes, and to exempt such Authority from payment of certain 
charges to Judges of Probate; to exempt every such Authority from all laws of the 
State governing usury or prescribing or limiting interest rates; to exempt every such 
Authority from all laws of the state requiring competitive bids for contracts to be 
entered into by municipalities or public corporations; to exempt every such Authority 
from the supervision and control of state agencies, in particular the State Department 
of Finance; to provide for the disposition of the earnings, if any, of any such Author¬ 
ity; to provide for the dissolution of any such Authority and the disposition of its 
property; to limit to one the number of such Authorities which may exist in any mu¬ 
nicipality at any one time; to give the Authority the power of eminent domain; and to 
authorize political subdivisions, agencies, instrumentalities and public corporations of 
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the state to aid the Authority with loans or grants of money, the furnishing of ser¬ 
vices or the transfer of property to the Authority without any public election; to re¬ 
quire the treasurer to obtain a fidelity bond equal to the amount of any public funds 
held by the Authority; to require compliance with the competitive bid law with re¬ 
spect to any projects receiving public funds; and to require a public hearing prior to 
the expenditure of any public funds. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1, Legislative Intent. The revitalization and redevel¬ 
opment of the central business district of the City of Ozark develops 
and promotes for the public good and general welfare, trade, com¬ 
merce, industry and employment opportunities and promotes the 
general welfare of the City and State by creating a climate favorable 
to the location of new industry, trade and commerce, and the devel¬ 
opment of existing industry, trade and commerce. Revitalization and 
redevelopment of such central business district by financing projects 
under the act will develop and promote for the public good and gen¬ 
eral welfare, trade, commerce, industry and employment opportuni¬ 
ties and will promote the general welfare of the City and State. It is 
therefore in the public interest and is vital to the public welfare of 
the people of Ozark and Alabama, and it is hereby declared to be 
the public purpose of this act, to so revitalize and redevelop the cen¬ 
tral business district of the City of Ozark. 

Section 2. Definitions. The following words and phrases used 
in this act, and others evidently intended as the equivalent thereof, 
shall, in the absence of clear implication herein otherwise, be given 
the following respective interpretations herein: 

1. “Applicant” means a natural person who files a written ap¬ 
plication with the Governing Body of the City in accordance with 
the provisions of Section 4 hereof. 

2. “Authority” means the Ozark Downtown Redevelopment 
Authority, a public corporation organized pursuant to the provisions 
of this act. 

3. “Authorizing Resolution” means a resolution adopted by 
the Governing Body of the City in accordance with the provisions of 
Section 4 hereof, that authorizes the corporation of the Authority. 

4. “Board” means the Board of Directors of the Authority. 

5. “Bonds” means and shall include bonds, notes and certifi¬ 
cates representing an obligation to pay money. 

6. “City” means the City of Ozark, Alabama. 

7. “Director” means a member of the Board of the Authority. 

8. “Downtown Development Area” means the central business 
district of the City as described in Section 9(b) hereof. 
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9. “Governing Body” means, with respect to the City, its city 
council, board of commissioners, or other like governing body. 

10. “Incorporators” means the persons forming a public corpo¬ 
ration organized pursuant to the provisions of this act. 

11. “Person” unless limited to a natural person by the context 
in which it is used, includes a public or private corporation, a Mu¬ 
nicipality, a County, or an agency, department or instrumentality of 
the State, or of a County or Municipality. 

12. “Principal Office” means the place at which the certificate 
of incorporation and amendments thereto, the by-laws and the min¬ 
utes of the proceedings of the Board of the Authority are kept. 

13. “Project” means interests in land, buildings, structures, fa¬ 
cilities or other improvements located or to be located within the 
Downtown Development Area, and any fixtures, machinery, equip¬ 
ment, furniture or other property of any nature whatsoever used on, 
in or in connection with any such land, interest in land, building, 
structure, facility or other improvement, all for the essential public 
purpose of the development of trade, commerce, industry and em¬ 
ployment opportunities in the Downtown Development Area. A pro¬ 
ject may be for any industrial, commercial, business, office, parking, 
utility, residential (including without limitation homes, apartments, 
townhouses, condominiums, hotels and motels) or other use, pro¬ 
vided that a majority of the members of the Authority determine, by 
a resolution duly adopted, that the project and such use thereof 
would further the public purpose of this act. 

14. “State” means the State of Alabama. 

Section 3. Use of Phrases. The following provisions shall be 
applied wherever appropriate herein: 

“Herein,” “hereby,” “hereunder,” “hereof,” and other 
equivalent words refer to this act as an entirety and not solely to the 
particular section or portion thereof in which any such word is used. 

The definitions set forth in Section 2 hereof shall be deemed to 
include both singular and plural and to cover all genders. 

Section 4. Filing of Application; Authorization of Incorpora¬ 
tion by Governing Body of City. The Authority may be organized 
pursuant to the provisions of this act. In order to incorporate such a 
public corporation, any number of natural persons, not less than 
three, who are duly qualified electors of the City, shall first file a 
written application with the Governing Body of the City, which ap¬ 
plication shall: 

(1) Contain a statement that the Applicants propose to incor¬ 
porate the Authority pursuant to the provisions of this act; 
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(2) State the proposed location of the Principal Office of the 
Authority, which shall be within the corporate limits of the city; 

(3) State that each of the Applicants is a duly qualified elector 
of the City; and 

(4) Request that the Governing Body of the City adopt a reso¬ 
lution declaring that it is wise, expedient, and necessary that the 
proposed Authority be formed and authorizing the Applicants to 
proceed to form the proposed Authority by the filing for record of a 
certificate of incorporation in accordance with the provisions of Sec¬ 
tion 5 hereof. 

Each such application shall be accompanied by such supporting 
documents or evidence as the Applicants may consider appropriate. 
As promptly as may be practicable after the filing of the application 
with it in accordance with the provisions of this section, the Gov¬ 
erning Body of the City shall review the contents of the application, 
and shall adopt a resolution either (a) denying the application or (b) 
declaring that it is wise, expedient, and necessary that the proposed 
Authority be formed and authorizing the Applicants to proceed to 
form the proposed Authority by the filing for record of a certificate 
of incorporation in accordance with the provisions of Section 5 
hereof. The Governing Body with which the application is filed shall 
also cause a copy of the application to be spread upon or otherwise 
made a part of the minutes of the meeting of such Governing Body 
at which final action upon said application is taken. 

Section 5. Procedure to Incorporate; Contents and Execution 
of Certificate of Incorporation. Within forty (40) days following the 
adoption of the Authorizing Resolution the Applicants shall proceed 
to incorporate the Authority by filing for record in the office of the 
Judge of Probate of Dale County a certificate of incorporation which 
shall comply in form and substance with the requirements of this 
section and which shall be in the form and executed in the manner 
herein provided. 

The certificate of incorporation of the Authority shall state: 

(1) The names of the persons forming the Authority, and that 
each of them is a duly qualified elector of the City; 

(2) The name of the Authority, which shall be “The Ozark 
Downtown Redevelopment Authority”; 

(3) The period for the duration of the Authority (if the dura¬ 
tion is to be perpetual, subject to the provisions of Section 20 
hereof, that fact shall be stated); 

(4) The name of the City together with the date on which the 
Governing Body thereof adopted the Authorizing Resolution; 
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u i/? ^e ^ oca ^ on °f the Principal Office of the Authority, which 
shall be within the corporate limits of the City; 

(6) That the Authority is organized pursuant to the provisions 
of this act; and 

(7) Any other matters relating to the Authority that the Incor¬ 
porators may choose to insert and that are not inconsistent with this 
act or with the laws of the State. 

The certificate of incorporation shall be signed and acknowl¬ 
edged by the Incorporators before an officer authorized by the laws 
of the State to take acknowledgments to deeds. When the certificate 
of incorporation is filed for record, there shall be attached to it (a) a 
copy of the application as filed with the Governing Body of the City 
in accordance with the provisions of Section 4 hereof, and (b) a cer¬ 
tified copy of the Authorizing Resolution adopted by the Governing 
Body of the City. Upon the filing for record of the said certificate of 
incorporation and the documents required by the preceding sen¬ 
tence to be attached thereto, the Authority shall come into existence 
and shall constitute a public corporation under the name set forth in 
said certificate of incorporation. The Judge of Probate shall there¬ 
upon send a notice to the Secretary of State that the certificate of 
incorporation of the Authority has been filed for record. 

Section 6. Amendments to Certificate of Incorporation. The 
certificate of incorporation of the Authority incorporated under the 
provisions of this act may at any time and from time to time be 
amended in the manner provided in this section. The Board shall 
first adopt a resolution proposing an amendment to the certificate of 
incorporation which shall be set forth in full in the said resolution 
and which amendment may include any matters which might have 
been included in the original certificate of incorporation. 

After the adoption by the Board of a resolution proposing an 
amendment to the certificate of incorporation of the Authority, the 
chairman of the Board and the secretary of the Authority shall sign 
and file a written application in the name of and on behalf of the 
Authority, under its seal, with the Governing Body of the City, re¬ 
questing such Governing Body to adopt a resolution approving the 
proposed amendment, and accompanied by a certified copy of the 
said resolution adopted by the Board proposing the said amendment 
to the certificate of incorporation, together with such documents in 
support of the application as the said chairman may consider appro¬ 
priate. As promptly as may be practicable after the filing of the said 
application with the Governing Body of the City pursuant to the 
foregoing provisions of this section, that Governing Body shall re¬ 
view the said application and shall adopt a resolution either denying 
the said application or authorizing the proposed amendment. Such 
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Governing Body shall also cause a copy of the said application and 
all accompanying documents to be spread upon or otherwise made a 
part of the minutes of the meeting of said Governing Body at which 
final action upon the said application is taken. 

Within forty (40) days following the adoption by the Governing 
Body of the City of a resolution approving the proposed amendment 
the chairman of the Board of the Authority and the secretary of the 
Authority shall sign, and file for record in the office of the Judge of 
Probate of Dale County a certificate in the name of and in behalf of 
the Authority under its seal reciting the adoption of said respective 
resolutions by the Board and by the said Governing Body and set¬ 
ting forth the said proposed amendment. The Judge of Probate for 
such County shall thereupon record such certificate in an appropri¬ 
ate book in his office. When such certificate has been so filed and 
recorded, such amendment shall become effective and the certificate 
of incorporation shall thereupon be amended to the extent provided 
in the amendment. No certificate of incorporation of the Authority 
shall be amended except in the manner provided in this section. 

Section 7. Board of Directors. Each Authority shall be gov¬ 
erned by a Board of Directors. All powers of the Authority shall be 
exercised by the Board or pursuant to its authorization. The Board 
shall consist of seven Directors who shall be elected by the Gov¬ 
erning Body of the City for staggered terms as hereinafter provided. 
The Governing Body of the City shall specify for which term each 
Director is elected. The initial terms of office of two Directors shall 
be two years each. The initial terms of office of two Directors shall 
be four years each. The initial terms of office of three Directors shall 
be six years. Thereafter, the term of office of each such Director 
shall be six years. If at the expiration of any term of office of any 
Director, a successor thereto shall not have been elected, then the 
Director whose term of office shall have expired shall continue to 
hold office until his successor shall be so elected. If at any time there 
should be a vacancy on the Board, a successor Director to serve for 
the unexpired term applicable to such vacancy shall be elected by 
the Governing Body of the City. No officer or employee of the State 
or of any County or Municipality shall, during his tenure as such 
officer, be eligible to serve as a Director. Each Director must be a 
duly qualified elector of the City. Directors shall be eligible for re- 
election. Each Director shall be reimbursed for expenses actually in¬ 
curred by him in and about the performance of his duties. Any Di¬ 
rector of the Authority may be impeached and removed from office 
in the same manner and on the same grounds provided in Section 
175 of the Constitution of Alabama and the general laws of the state 
for impeachment and removal of the officers mentioned in Section 
175. 
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Section 8. Officers of the Authority. The officers of the Au¬ 
thority shall consist of a chairman, vice chairman, secretary, trea¬ 
surer, and such other officers as its Board shall deem necessary or 
appropriate. The offices of secretary and treasurer may, but need 
not, be held by the same person. The chairman and vice chairman of 
the Authority shall be elected by the Board from the membership 
thereof; the secretary, the treasurer, and any other officers of the 
Authority may, but need not, be members of the Board and shall 
also be elected by the Board. The chairman, vice chairman, secre¬ 
tary and treasurer of the Authority shall also be the chairman, vice 
chairman, secretary and treasurer of the Board, respectively. Prior 
to receipt by the Authority of any tax revenues from the City, any 
county, state or federal governments, the treasurer of the Authority 
shall provide evidence to the governmental entity from which the 
funds are to be received of procurement of a fidelity bond in an 
amount equal to or greater than the amount of tax funds to be re¬ 
ceived and that the company issuing the bond is qualified to issue 
fidelity bonds in the State of Alabama. 

Section 9. Powers of Authority, (a) The Authority shall have 
the following powers, together with all powers incidental thereto or 
necessary to the discharge thereof in corporate form: 

(1) To have succession by its corporate name for the duration 
of time (which may be perpetuity, subject to the provisions of Sec¬ 
tion 20 hereof) specified in its certificate of incorporation; 

(2) To sue and be sued in its own name and to prosecute and 
defend civil actions in any court having jurisdiction of the subject 
matter and of the parties; 

(3) To adopt and make use of a corporate seal and to alter the 
same at pleasure; 

(4) To adopt and alter by-laws for the regulation and conduct 
of its affairs and business; 

(5) To acquire, whether by purchase, construction, exchange, 
gift, lease or otherwise and to refinance existing indebtedness on, 
improve, maintain, equip and furnish one or more Projects, includ¬ 
ing all real and personal properties which the Board of the Author¬ 
ity may deem necessary in connection therewith, regardless of 
whether or not any such Projects shall then be in existence; 

(6) To lease to others any or all of its Projects and to charge 
and collect rent therefor, and to terminate any such lease upon the 
failure of the lessee to comply with any of the obligations thereof; 

(7) To sell, exchange, donate or convey and to grant options to 
any lessee to acquire any of its Projects and any or all of its proper- 
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ties whenever its Board shall find any such action to be in further¬ 
ance of the purposes for which the Authority was organized; 

(8) To issue its Bonds for the purpose of carrying out any of 
its powers; 

(9) To mortgage and pledge any or all of its Projects or any 
part or parts thereof, as security for the payment of the principal of 
and interest on any Bonds so issued and any agreements made in 
connection therewith, whether then owned or thereafter acquired, 
and to pledge the revenues and receipts therefrom or from any 
thereof; 

(10) To execute and deliver, in accordance with the provisions 
of this section and Section 10 hereof, mortgages and deeds of trust 
and trust indentures, or either; 

(11) To finance (by loan, grant, lease or otherwise), construct, 
erect, assemble, purchase, acquire, own, repair, remodel, renovate, 
rehabilitate, modify, maintain, extend, improve, install, sell, equip, 
expand, add to, operate or manage projects and to pay the cost of 
any project from the proceeds of Bonds, or any other funds of the 
Authority, or from any contributions or loans by persons, corpora¬ 
tions, partnerships (limited or general) or other entities, all of which 
the Authority is hereby authorized to receive and accept and use; 

(12) To issue and use the proceeds thereof for the purpose of 
paying, or loaning the proceeds thereof to pay all or any part of the 
cost of any project and otherwise to further or carry out the public 
purpose of the Authority and to pay all costs of the Authority inci¬ 
dent to, or necessary and appropriate to, furthering or carrying out 
such purpose; 

(13) To make application directly or indirectly to any federal, 
state, county or municipal government or agency or to any other 
source, public or private, for loans, grants, guarantees or other 
financial assistance in furtherance of the Authority’s public purpose 
and to accept and use the same upon such terms and conditions as 
are prescribed by such federal, state, county or municipal govern¬ 
ment or agency or other source; 

(14) To enter into agreements with the federal government or 
any agency thereof to use the facilities or the services of the federal 
government or any agency thereof in order to further or carry out 
the public purposes of the Authority; 

(15) To contract for any period with the State of Alabama, 
State institutions or any city, town, municipality or county of the 
State for the use by the Authority of any facilities or services of the 
State or any such State institution, city, town, municipality or 
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county, or for the use by any State institution or any city, town, 
municipality or county of any facilities or services of the Authority, 
provided such contracts shall deal with such activities and transac¬ 
tions as the Authority and any such political subdivision with which 
the Authority contracts are by law authorized to undertake; 

(16) To extend credit or make loans to any person, corpora¬ 
tion, partnership (limited or general) or other entity for the costs of 
any Project or any part of the costs of any Project, which credit or 
loans may be evidenced or secured by loan agreements, notes, mort¬ 
gages, deeds to secure debt, trust deeds, security agreements, assign¬ 
ments or such other instruments or by rentals, revenues, fees or 
charges, upon such terms and conditions as the Authority shall de¬ 
termine to be reasonable in connection with such extension of credit 
or loans, including provision for the establishment and maintenance 
of reserve funds, and, in the exercise of powers granted hereby in 
connection with any project, the Authority shall have the right and 
power to require the inclusion in any such loan agreement, note, 
mortgage, deed to secure debt, trust deed, security agreement, as¬ 
signment or other instrument of such provisions or requirements for 
guaranty of any obligations, insurance, construction, use, operation, 
maintenance and financing of a project, and such other terms and 
conditions, as the Authority may deem necessary or desirable; 

(17) To acquire, accept or retrain equitable interests, security 
interests or other interests in any real property, personal property or 
fixtures by loan agreement, note, mortgage, deed to secure debt, 
trust deed, security agreement, assignment, pledge, conveyance, con¬ 
tract, lien, loan agreement or other consensual transfer in order to 
secure the repayment of any monies loaned or credit extended by 
the Authority; 

(18) To appoint, employ, contract with, and provide for the 
compensation of, such officers, employees and agents, including but 
without limitation to engineers, attorneys, contractors, consultants, 
and fiscal advisors, as the Board shall deem necessary for the con¬ 
duct of the business of the Authority; 

(19) To provide for such insurance as the Board may deem 
advisable; 

(20) To make, enter into, and execute such contracts, agree¬ 
ments, leases and other instruments and to take such other actions 
as may be necessary or convenient to accomplish any purpose for 
which the Authority was organized or to exercise any power ex¬ 
pressly granted hereunder; 

(21) To require payments in lieu of taxes to be made by the 
lessee of the Project to either the Authority or the City; 
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(22) To receive and use the proceeds of any tax levied by a 
municipal corporation to pay the costs of any project or for any 
other purpose for which the Authority may use its own funds pursu¬ 
ant to this act; 

(23) To encourage and promote the improvement and revitali¬ 
zation of the Downtown Development Area and to make, contract 
for or otherwise cause to be made long-range plans or proposals for 
the Downtown Development Area in cooperation with the City or 
Dale County; 

(24) To exercise any power granted by the laws of the State of 
Alabama to public or private corporations which is not in conflict 
with the public purpose of the Authority; and 

(25) To do all things necessary or convenient to carry out the 
powers conferred by this act. 

(b) All Projects of the Authority shall be located wholly within 
the corporate limits of the City and shall be in the downtown Devel¬ 
opment Area, which shall include the following area: 

All land lying within the following described boundary: Begin¬ 
ning at the intersection of College Street and East Andrews Avenue; 
then easterly along East Andrews Avenue to Acker Avenue; then in 
a northerly direction along Acker Avenue to Hull Street; then in an 
easterly direction along Hull Street to Ed Lisenby Drive; then in an 
easterly direction along Ed Lisenby Drive to West Broad Street; 
then easterly along West Broad Street to Wilkins Street; then 
northerly along Wilkins Street to Merrick Avenue; then northerly 
along Merrick Avenue to Simmons Street and an unnamed alley; 
then easterly along the unnamed alley to North Union Avenue; then 
southerly along North Union Avenue to East Avenue; then southerly 
along East Avenue to Railroad Street; then easterly along Railroad 
Street to Mutual Street; then southerly along Mutual Street to East 
Broad Street; then westerly along East Broad Street to East Avenue; 
then southerly along East Avenue to Eufaula Street; then easterly 
along Eufaula Street to Deer Avenue; then southerly along Deer Av¬ 
enue to East College Street; then westerly along College Street to 
East Andrews Avenue and the point of beginning. Also, including 
the entire widths of the rights of way of the portions of the streets 
and railroads forming the above described boundary as well as prop¬ 
erty abutting either side of the rights of way of such streets and 
railroads. 

Section 10. Bonds of Authority, (a) Source of Payment. All 
Bonds issued by the Authority shall be payable solely out of the 
revenues and receipts derived from the leasing or sale by the Board 
of its Projects or of any thereof as may be designated in the pro- 
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ceedings of the Board under which the Bonds shall be authorized to 
be issued. 

(b) Pledge of Revenues, Receipts and Other Security. The prin¬ 
cipal of and interest on any Bonds issued by the Authority shall be 
secured by a pledge of the revenues and receipts out of which the 
same may be payable and may be secured by a mortgage and deed 
of trust or trust indenture conveying as security for such Bonds all 
or any part of the property of the Authority from which the reve¬ 
nues or receipts so pledged may be derived. 

The resolution under which the Bonds are authorized to be is¬ 
sued and any such mortgage and deed of trust or trust indenture 
may contain any agreements and provisions respecting the opera¬ 
tion, maintenance and insurance of the property covered by said 
mortgage and deed of trust or trust indenture, the use of the reve¬ 
nues and receipts subject to such mortgage and deed of trust or 
trust indenture, the creation and maintenance of special funds from 
such revenues and receipts, the rights, duties and remedies of the 
parties to any such instrument and the parties for the benefit of 
whom such instrument is made and the rights and remedies availa¬ 
ble in the event of default as the Board shall deem advisable and 
which are not in conflict with the provisions of this act. Each pledge, 
agreement, mortgage and deed of trust or trust indenture made for 
the benefit or security of any of the Bonds of the Authority shall 
continue effective until the principal of and interest on the bonds 
for the benefit of which the same were made shall have been fully 
paid. 

In the event of default in such payment or in any agreement of 
the Authority made as a part of the contract under which the Bonds 
were issued, whether contained in the proceedings authorizing the 
Bonds or in any mortgage and deed of trust or trust indenture exe¬ 
cuted as security therefor, the rights of any holder of the Bonds may 
be enforced by mandamus, the appointment of a receiver, or either 
of said remedies, and foreclosure of such mortgage and deed of trust 
or trust indenture may, if provided for in said instrument, be had. 

(c) Execution. All Bonds issued by the Authority shall be 
signed by the chairman of its Board and attested by its secretary, 
and the seal of the Authority shall be affixed thereto, and any inter¬ 
est coupons applicable to the Bonds of the Authority shall be signed 
by the chairman of its Board; provided, that a facsimile of the signa¬ 
ture of one, but not both, of said officers may be printed or other¬ 
wise reproduced on any such Bond in lieu of his manually signing 
the same, a facsimile of the seal of the Authority may be printed or 
otherwise reproduced on any such Bond in lieu of being manually 
affixed thereto, and a facsimile of the signature of the chairman of 
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the Board may be printed or otherwise reproduced on any such in¬ 
terest coupon in lieu of his manually signing the same. 

(d) General Provisions Respecting Form, Interest Rate, Matu¬ 
rities, Sale and Negotiability of Bonds. Any such Bonds may be exe¬ 
cuted and delivered by the Authority at any time and from time to 
time, shall be in such form and denominations and of such tenor 
and maturities, shall contain such provisions not inconsistent with 
the provisions of this act, and shall bear such rate or rates of inter¬ 
est, payable and evidenced in such manner, as may be provided by 
resolution of its Board. Bonds of the Authority may be sold at either 
public or private sale in such manner and at such price or prices and 
at such time or times as may be determined by the Board to be most 
advantageous. The Authority may pay all expenses, premiums and 
commissions in connection with any financing done by it. All Bonds, 
except Bonds registered as to principal or as to both principal and 
interest, and any interest coupons applicable thereto issued by the 
Authority shall be construed to be negotiable instruments although 
payable solely from a specified source. 

(e) Nature of Obligation and Source of Payment. All obliga¬ 
tions created or assumed and all Bonds issued or assumed by the 
Authority shall be solely and exclusively an obligation of the Au¬ 
thority and shall not create an obligation or debt of the State or of 
any County or of the City; provided that the provisions of this sen¬ 
tence shall not be construed to release the original obligor from lia¬ 
bility on any Bond or other obligation assumed by the Authority. 
Any Bonds issued by the Authority shall be limited or special obli¬ 
gations of the Authority payable solely out of its revenues and re¬ 
ceipts of the Authority specified in the proceedings authorizing 
those Bonds. 

(f) Eligibility for Investment. Bonds of the Authority are 
hereby made legal investments for executors, administrators, trust¬ 
ees and other fiduciaries, unless otherwise directed by the court hav¬ 
ing jurisdiction of the fiduciary relation or by the document that is 
the source of the fiduciary’s authority, and for savings banks and 
insurance companies organized under the laws of the State. 

Section 11. Proceeds from the Sale of Bonds. All moneys de¬ 
rived from the sale of any Bonds issued by the Authority shall be 
used solely for the purpose or purposes for which the same are au¬ 
thorized, including, but without limitation to, the use of Bond pro¬ 
ceeds to establish reserve funds as security for the payment of the 
principal of (and premium, if any) and interest on the bonds, and 
any costs and expenses incidental thereto. Such costs and expenses 
may include but shall not be limited to (1) the fiscal, engineering, 
legal and other expenses incurred in connection with the issuance of 
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the bonds, and (2) except in the case of refunding Bonds, interest to 
accrue on such Bonds for a period ending not later than two (2) 
years from their date. 

Section 12. Refunding Bonds. Any Bonds issued by the Au¬ 
thority may from time to time be refunded by the issuance, by sale 
or exchange, of refunding Bonds payable from the same or different 
sources for the purpose of paying all or any part of the principal of 
the bonds to be refunded, any redemption premium required to be 
paid as a condition to the redemption prior to maturity of any such 
bonds that are to be so redeemed in connection with such refunding, 
any accrued and unpaid interest on the Bonds to be refunded, any 
interest to accrue on each Bond to be refunded to the date on which 
it is to be paid, whether at maturity or by redemption prior to ma¬ 
turity, and the expenses incurred in connection with refunding; pro¬ 
vided, that unless duly called for redemption pursuant to the provi¬ 
sions contained therein, the holders of any such bonds then 
outstanding and proposed to be refunded shall not be compelled 
without their consent to surrender their outstanding Bonds for such 
refunding. Any refunding Bonds may be sold by the Authority at 
public or private sale at such price or prices as may be determined 
by its Board to be most advantageous, or may be exchanged for the 
Bonds or other obligations to be refunded. Any such refunding 
Bonds may be executed and delivered by the Authority at any time 
and from time to time, shall be in such form and denominations and 
have such tenor and maturities, shall contain such provisions not 
inconsistent with the provisions of this act, and shall bear such rate 
or rates of interest, payable and evidenced in such manner, as may 
be provided by resolution of its Board. 

Any refunding Bonds issued by the Authority shall be issued 
and may be secured in accordance with the provisions of Section 10 
of this act. 

Section 13. Notice of Bond Resolution. Upon the adoption 
by the Board of the Authority of any resolution providing for the 
issuance of Bonds, such Authority may, in its discretion, cause to be 
published once a week for two consecutive weeks, in a newspaper 
published or having a general circulation in the City, a notice in sub¬ 
stantially the following form (the blanks being properly filled in) at 
the end of which shall be printed the name and title of either the 
chairman or secretary of such Authority: “The Ozark Downtown Re¬ 
development Authority, a public corporation under the laws of the 
State of Alabama, on the — day of_, authorized the issu¬ 
ance of $-principal amount of bonds of the said public cor¬ 

poration for purposes authorized in the act of the Legislature of Ala¬ 
bama under which the said public corporation was organized. Any 
action or proceeding questioning the validity of the said bonds, or 
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the pledge and the mortgage and deed of trust or trust indenture to 
secure the same, or the proceedings authorizing the same, must be 
commenced within thirty (30) days after the first publication of this 
notice.” A newspaper shall be deemed to be published in the City, 
within the meaning of this section, if its principal editorial office is 
located in the City. 

Any action or proceeding in any court to set aside or question 
the proceedings for the issuance of the Bonds referred to in said 
notice or to contest the validity of any such Bonds, or the validity of 
any pledge and mortgage and deed of trust or trust indenture made 
therefor, must be commenced within thirty (30) days after the first 
publication of such notice. After the expiration of the said period no 
right of action or defense questioning or attacking the validity of the 
said proceedings or of the said Bonds or the said pledge or mortgage 
and deed of trust or trust indenture shall be asserted, nor shall the 
validity of the said proceedings, Bonds, pledge, mortgage, and deed 
of trust or trust indenture be open to question in any court on any 
ground whatsoever except in an action commenced within such 
period. 

Section 14. Exemption from Taxation. The Authority 
formed under this article, the property and income of the Authority 
(whether used by it or leased to others), all Bonds issued by the 
Authority, the income from such Bonds or from any other sources, 
the interest and other profits from such Bonds enuring to and re¬ 
ceived by the holders thereof, conveyances by and to the Authority 
and leases, mortgages and deeds of trust by and to the Authority 
shall be exempt from all taxation in the State. The Authority shall 
not be obligated to pay any fees, taxes or costs to the Judge of Pro¬ 
bate of Dale County in connection with its incorporation or with any 
amendment to its certificate of incorporation or otherwise or to any 
Judge of Probate of any County in connection with the recording by 
it of any document or otherwise, the Authority being hereby ex¬ 
empted from the payment of any such fees, taxes and costs. No li¬ 
cense or excise tax may be imposed by any authority with respect to 
the privilege of engaging in any of the activities authorized by this 
article, provided, however, that nothing contained in this section 
shall be construed to exempt the property of the Authority from any 
ad valorem taxes levied by the State of Alabama or exempt the Au¬ 
thority from sales and use taxes levied by the State but this proviso 
shall only apply to such taxes levied by the State and shall not ap¬ 
ply to such taxes levied by any county, municipality or other politi¬ 
cal subdivision. 

Section 15. Liability of City. The City shall not in any event 
be liable for the payment of the principal of or interest on any 
Bonds of the Authority or for the performance of any pledge, mort- 
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gage, obligation or agreement of any kind whatsoever which may be 
undertaken by the Authority, and none of the Bonds of the Author¬ 
ity or any of its agreements or obligations shall be construed to con¬ 
stitute an indebtedness of the City within the meaning of any con¬ 
stitutional or statutory provision whatsoever. 

Section 16. Exemption from Usury and Interest Laws. The 
Authority shall be exempt from the laws of the State of Alabama 
governing usury or prescribing or limiting interest rates, including, 
but without limitation to, the provisions of Chapter 8 of Title 8 of 
the Code of Alabama of 1975, as it may at any time be amended. 

Section 17. Exemption from Competitive Bid Laws. The Au¬ 
thority and all contracts made by it shall be exempt from the laws of 
the State of Alabama requiring competitive bids for any contract to 
be entered into by municipalities or public corporations authorized 
by them, including, but without limitation to, the provisions of Arti¬ 
cle 3 of Chapter 16 of Title 41 of the Code of Alabama 1975, as it 
may at any time be amended. 

Provided, however, that the Authority shall comply with the 
laws of the State of Alabama requiring competitive bids for any con¬ 
tract made by it to be paid for with tax revenues received from the 
City, any county or the state or federal governments. 

Section 18. Freedom of Authority from State Supervision 
and Control. This act is intended to aid the State through the fur¬ 
therance of the purposes of the act by providing an appropriate and 
independent instrumentality of the State with full and adequate 
powers to fulfill its functions. Except as expressly provided in this 
act, no proceeding, notice or approval shall be required for the in¬ 
corporation of the Authority or the amendment of its certificate of 
incorporation, the issuance of any Bonds, the execution of any mort¬ 
gage and deed of trust or trust indenture, or the exercise of any 
other of its powers by the Authority. Neither a public hearing nor 
the consent of the State Department of Finance shall be a prerequi¬ 
site to the issuance of Bonds by the Authority. The Authority shall 
hold a public hearing before approving or obligating the expenditure 
of any tax revenues received by the Authority from the City, any 
county, the state or federal governments. Such notice shall be adver¬ 
tised in a newspaper of general circulation in Dale County, Alabama, 
and the notice shall be published not less than seven days prior to 
the hearing. 

Section 19. Earnings of the Authority. The Authority shall 
be a nonprofit corporation and no part of its net earnings remaining 
after payment of its expenses shall inure to the benefit of any indi¬ 
vidual, firm or corporation, except that in the event a Board shall 
determine that sufficient provisions has been made for the full pay- 
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ment of the expenses, bonds or other obligations of the Authority, 
then any net earnings of the Authority thereafter accruing shall be 
paid to the City. 

Section 20. Dissolution of the Corporation and Vesting of 
Title to Property in the City. At any time when the Authority has 
no Bonds or other obligations outstanding, its Board may adopt a 
resolution, which shall be duly entered upon its minutes, declaring 
that the Authority shall be dissolved. Upon filing for record a certi¬ 
fied copy of the said resolution in the office of the Judge of Probate 
of Dale County, the Authority shall thereupon stand dissolved and 
in the event it owned any property at the time of its dissolution, the 
title to all its properties shall thereupon pass to the City. 

Section 21. Existence of the Authority to Prevent Incorpora¬ 
tion of Another by the City. The existence of the Authority incorpo¬ 
rated under the provisions of this act shall prevent the subsequent 
incorporation hereunder of another Authority pursuant to authority 
granted by this act. 

Section 22. Power of Eminent Domain. The Authority is 
hereby granted the power of eminent domain and may exercise such 
power for the purpose of obtaining real property or any interest 
therein for any project it undertakes in the manner provided by law 
for the exercise of the power of eminent domain by municipalities. 

Section 23. Loans, Sales, Grants, Etc., of Money, Property, 
Etc. to Authority by Counties, Municipalities, Etc. For the purpose 
of effecting the revitalization and redevelopment of the central busi¬ 
ness district of the City, any county, municipality or other political 
subdivision, public corporation, agency or instrumentality of this 
State may, upon such terms and with or without consideration, as it 
may determine: 

(1) Lend or donate money to or perform services for the bene¬ 
fit of the Authority; 

(2) Donate, sell, convey, transfer, lease or grant to the Author¬ 
ity, without the necessity of authorization at any election of quali¬ 
fied voters, any property of any kind, any interest therein and any 
franchise; and 

(3) Do any and all things, whether or not specifically author¬ 
ized in this article and not otherwise prohibited by law, that are nec¬ 
essary or convenient in connection with aiding and cooperating with 
the Authority in its efforts to revitalize and redevelop the central 
business district of the City. 

Section 24. Provisions are Cumulative. The provisions of this 
act are cumulative and shall not be deemed to repeal existing laws, 
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except to the extent such laws are clearly inconsistent with provi¬ 
sions of this act. 

Section 25. Severability. In the event any section, sentence, 
clause or portion of this act should be declared invalid by any court 
of competent jurisdiction, such invalidity shall not affect the validity 
of any of the remaining sections, sentences, clauses or portions of 
this act, which shall continue effective. 

Section 26. Effective Date of Act. This act shall become ef¬ 
fective immediately upon its passage and approval by the Governor, 
or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

AN ACT 

To amend Section 1 of Act No. 83-714, H. 916, of the 1983 Regular Session of the 
Legislature (Acts 1983, p. 1160), relating to licensing of retailers of alcoholic bever¬ 
ages in Shelby County, Alabama, so as to provide further for such licensing. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Section 1 of Act No. 83-714, H. 916, of the 1983 
Regular Session of the Legislature (Acts 1983, p. 1160), is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

“Section 1. In Shelby County, notwithstanding any law, rule 
or regulation to the contrary, outside the corporate limits of any mu¬ 
nicipality within the county, no club II or lounge retail liquor license 
shall be issued for the retail sale of alcoholic beverages to any per¬ 
son, firm, partnership or corporation which sells alcoholic beverages 
at retail at any establishment which is located within five miles of 
an existing club II or lounge retail liquor licensee of alcoholic bever¬ 
ages, on the effective date of this act. The distance between such 
retail licensees of alcoholic beverages shall be not less than five 
miles.” 

Section 2. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise be¬ 
coming a law. 

This Act became a law under Section 125 of the Constitution on 
May 21, 1984 without approval by the Governor.

AN ACT 

Relating to the abandonment of the commission form of government by Class 7 
municipalities; providing for the call of a referendum on the adoption of a mayor- 
council form of government with five (5) single-member districts; providing for the 
establishment of boundaries of districts, salaries of the mayor and council, and the 
call of the election of mayor and council; providing for the term of office of the initial 
mayor and council; providing the election laws to be applied; providing for reappor¬ 
tionment of council districts; providing for the preservation of other officers, their 
powers, duties, rights, privileges, and emoluments, for the preservation and transfer 
of all property owned by the municipality, all contracts in force, a legal proceedings, 
and pension funds; providing for the continuation of all subordinate agencies of the 
municipality and all ordinances; providing for an effective date of this act, the repeal 
of all conflicting laws, and the severability of the provisions of this act. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Within three (3) months of the approval of this 
act, the governing body of any Class 7 municipality with a commis¬ 
sion form of government organized pursuant to Article I, Chapter 
44, of Title 11, Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, by a majority 
vote the members of that governing body, may call for a referendum 
to be held at public expense within 90 days after such call at which 
the following question shall be submitted to the voters of any such 
municipality: 

“Shall the City of_adopt a mayor-council form of 

government with the mayor elected at large and a five (5) member 
council elected from single member districts? 

“YES_ 

“NO_” 

Section 2. If a majority of the voters voting in said election 
approve the proposition, then, 

(a) Within 90 days thereafter the commission shall adopt an 
ordinance establishing the boundaries of the five council districts 
herein provided for and shall take such steps as are necessary to 
comply with the federal Voting Rights Act of 1965, as amended, 

(b) Within 60 days after the referendum the commissioners 
shall establish the salaries to be paid to the mayor and council mem¬ 
bers to be elected at the first election held hereunder, and 

(c) Within ten (10) days after receipt of notification of compli¬ 
ance with the federal Voting Rights Act of 1965, as amended, the 
mayor or other chief executive officer of the municipality shall give 
notice of an election for a mayor and all the members of the city 
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council to be held not more than 90 days after the publication of 
said notice. 

(d) The municipality shall thereafter and as provided in this 
act be governed by a mayor elected at large and a five-member 
council elected from single member districts, which shall have the 
same powers and duties as other mayor-council municipalities or¬ 
ganized under Title 11, Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, and any 
other powers and duties not inconsistent with this act which may 
have been theretofore granted to such municipality. 

Section 3. On noon of the seventh day following the canvass 
of the election results, the newly elected mayor and council mem¬ 
bers shall assume office and the terms, powers, duties, responsibili¬ 
ties and emoluments of office of the commissioners shall end. 

Section 4. The mayor and council members elected hereun¬ 
der shall serve until the first Monday in October, 1988. 

Section 5. The election and referendum provided for herein 
shall be conducted, the vote canvassed, and the result declared in 
the same manner as provided by Chapter 46, Title 11, Code of Ala¬ 
bama 1975, as amended, in respect to other municipal elections con¬ 
ducted in any such municipality. 

Section 6. Whenever there shall be a change in population in 
any of the districts heretofore established, evidenced by a federal 
census of population, or by virtue of a substantial change in the cor¬ 
porate limits, there shall be a reapportionment of the council dis¬ 
tricts in the manner hereinafter provided: 

(1) The mayor shall within six (6) months after the publica¬ 
tion of each federal census of population for the municipality or 
within six (6) months after there shall have been any substantial 
change in the corporate limits of the municipality, file with the 
council a report containing a recommended plan for reapportion¬ 
ment of the council district boundaries to comply with the following 
specification: 

a. Each district shall be formed of contiguous and to the ex¬ 
tent reasonably possible, compact territory, and its boundary lines 
shall be the center lines of streets or other Well-defined boundaries; 

b. Each district shall contain as nearly as is possible the same 
population, but not more than five (5) per centum more or less than 
the average. 

(2) The council shall enact a redistricting ordinance within six 
(6) months after receiving such report. If the council fails to enact 
the redistricting ordinance within the said six months, the redistrict- 
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ing plan submitted by the mayor shall become effective without en¬ 
actment by the council, as if it were a duly enacted ordinance. 

(3) Such redistricting ordinance shall not apply to any pri¬ 
mary or regular or special election held within six (6) months after 
its becoming effective. No incumbent member of the council shall be 
deprived of his unexpired term of office because of such 
redistricting. 

Section 7. Nothing contained in this chapter, except as spe¬ 
cifically provided, shall affect or impair the rights or privileges of 
officers or employees of the municipality or of any office, depart¬ 
ment, board, or agency existing at the time when this act shall take 
effect, or any provision of law in force at the time when the mayor- 
council form of government shall be adopted and not inconsistent 
with the provisions of this act, in relation to the personnel, appoint¬ 
ment, ranks, grades, tenure of office, promotion, removal, pension 
and retirement rights, civil rights, of any other rights or privileges of 
officers or employees of the municipality or any office, department, 
board, or agency thereof. 

Section 8. All persons holding administrative office at the 
time the mayor-council form of government is adopted shall con¬ 
tinue in office and in the performance of their duties until provision 
shall have been made in accordance therewith for the performance 
of such duties or the discontinuance of such office. The powers con¬ 
ferred and the duties imposed upon any office, department, board, 
or agency of the municipality by the laws of the state shall, if such 
office, department, board, or agency, be abolished by this chapter, or 
under its authority, be thereafter exercised and discharged by the 
office, department, board, or agency designated by the council unless 
otherwise provided herein. 

Section 9. Any person holding such a office or position in the 
civil service of such municipality when the mayor-council form of 
government shall be adopted shall continue to hold such office in the 
civil service under the mayor-council form of government and with 
the same status, rights, and privileges and subject to the same con¬ 
ditions under such applicable civil service system. 

Section 10. All records, property, and equipment whatsoever 
of any office, department or agency or part thereof, all the powers 
and duties of which are assigned to any other office, department, or 
agency by this chapter, shall be transferred and delivered to the of¬ 
fice, department or agency to which such powers and duties are so 
assigned. If part of the powers and duties of any office, department 
or agency, or part thereof, are by this chapter assigned to another 
office, department, or agency, all records, property, and equipment 
relating exclusively thereto shall be transferred and delivered to the 
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office, department, or agency to which such powers and duties are so 
assigned. 

Section 11. All contracts entered into by the municipality, or 
for its benefit, prior to the adoption by such municipality of the 
mayor-council form of government, shall continue in full force and 
effect. Public improvements for which legislative steps have been 
taken under laws existing at the time of the adoption of the mayor- 
council form of government shall be carried to completion in accor¬ 
dance with the provisions of such existing laws. 

Section 12. No action or proceeding, civil or criminal, pend¬ 
ing at the time of the adoption of the mayor-council form of govern¬ 
ment, brought by or against the municipality or any office, depart¬ 
ment, board, or agency or officer thereof, shall be affected or abated 
by the adoption of the mayor-council form of government or by any¬ 
thing therein contained in this act. 

Section 13. All laws and parts of laws relating to pension, 
retirement, and relief funds for any employees of the municipality, 
as the same may apply and be in effect with respect to the munici¬ 
pality at the time when it shall elect to be governed by the provi¬ 
sions of this act, shall continue in full force and effect, and without 
interruption or change as to any rights which have been acquired 
thereunder. 

Section 14. All laws relating to the school board, library 
board, hospital board, airport board, housing authority, plumbers or 
electricians board, planning board, zoning board, park or recreation 
board, municipally owned public utility, and any municipally owned 
service enterprise, including inter alia, electric, gas and water 
boards, agencies, etc., and any board, authority, agency, etc., given 
such independent status, as the same may apply and be in effect at 
the time when the municipality shall elect to be governed by the 
provisions of this act, shall continue in full force and effect and 
without interruption or change as to the establishment or conduct of 
any such authority, board or agency, until otherwise provided by 
law. 


Section 15. For all purposes the provisions of Sections 6-14 
of this act shall become applicable to the municipality at the time 
when the first council elected under the provisions hereof takes of¬ 
fice and qualifies, otherwise, this act shall become effective immedi¬ 
ately upon its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its 
otherwise becoming a law. 

Section 16. All ordinances and resolutions of the municipal¬ 
ity in effect at the time of adoption of the mayor-council form of 
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government herein set up shall continue in effect unless and until 
changed or repealed by the Council. 

Section 17. The provisions of this act are severable. If any 
part of the act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declara¬ 
tion shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 18. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
act are hereby repealed.

AN ACT 

Relating to Mobile County; to amend Sections 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 9, 10, 13, 15, 16 and 
18 of Act No. 2431, H. 2569 Regular Session 1971 (acts 1971, p. 3880 et. seq.) as 
amended, which relates to all counties having populations of not less than 300,000 nor 
more than 600,000 according to the most recent federal decennial census; to provide 
for and create a County Racing Commission for the regulation, licensing and supervi¬ 
sion of dog racing and wagering thereon, etc., so as to provide further for the appoint¬ 
ment, qualifications, terms and compensation of members of the racing commission 
and to provide for a maximum amount of time prior to expiration of a term that a 
racing commissioner may be appointed; to provide further for the duties and respon¬ 
sibilities of the treasurer of the racing commission; to provide further for the compen¬ 
sation of counsel for the racing commission; to provide further for the duty of racing 
commission to make certain annual reports; to provide further for age requirements 
of certain employees; to provide further for the issuance of permits or licenses; to 
provide for additional withholding from pari-mutuel pools in certain instances and to 
provide for the use thereof; to provide for additional pari-mutuel betting; and to pro¬ 
vide for distribution of outstanding unredeemed mutuel tickets. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Sections 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 9, 10, 13, 15, 16 and 18 of 
act No. 2431, H. 2569 Regular Session 1971 (acts 1971, p. 3880 et. 
seq.) as amended, are hereby amended further to read as follows: 

“Section 1. A County Racing Commission is hereby created 
and established for and in each county having a population of not 
less than 300,000 nor more than 600,000 according to the most re¬ 
cent or any subsequent Federal decennial census and said Racing 
Commission is vested with the powers and duties specified in this 
act, and all other powers necessary and proper to enable it to exe¬ 
cute fully and effectually the purposes of the act. The official name 

of said Commission shall be THE _ COUNTY RACING 

COMMISSION, the same being sometimes referred to herein as the 
Racing Commission or the Commission. Said Commission shall con- 
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sist of three persons who shall be appointed as follows: (1) One 
member of the Commission (Place Number One) shall be appointed 
by a vote of two thirds (2/3rds) of the members elected to the Legis¬ 
lative Delegation of the County; (2) One member of the Commission 

(Place Number Two) shall be appointed by the - County 

Foundation for Public Higher Education Act 41, House 92, 1962 Ex. 
Sess., (pg. 51 Ala. Acts), if such foundation shall have been created 
heretofore in such County and if there be no such foundation, then 
such member shall be appointed in the same manner as Place Num¬ 
ber Three; and (3) One member of the Commission (Place Number 
Three) shall be appointed by a majority vote of the municipalities of 

_County, each municipality being entitled to one (1) vote, 

and a majority of the Commission or Council of said municipality 
determining how said vote is cast. No position may be filled more 
than (6) months prior to the expiration of the current term thereof. 
Each such member shall hold office for a term of three (3) years 
from the effective day of the appointment; provided, however, that 
the term of office for persons presently members of said Racing 
Commission shall expire as follows: (1) Place Number One shall ex¬ 
pire on December 31, 1986 (2) Place Number Two shall expire on 
December 31, 1985 and (3) Place Number Three shall expire on De¬ 
cember 31, 1984. Each member shall serve until his successor has 
been appointed and qualified. All books, records, maps, documents 
and papers shall constitute public records, and be available for cop¬ 
ying, examination and inspection during all normal business hours 
by any agency, official or person. 

“Section 2. The members of the Commission shall be qualified 
electors not less than nineteen (19) years of age, who shall have re¬ 
sided in the County for the period of five years next preceding their 
appointment. Each Commissioner shall take the same constitutional 
oath of office as other county officers, and shall give bond payable to 
the County in the amount of $5,000.00, conditioned that he will 
faithfully and properly perform the duties of his office. The premi¬ 
ums on such bonds shall be paid by the Commission. The Commis¬ 
sion may employ such assistants and employees as may be neces¬ 
sary, but all such employees and assistants shall be subject to the 
county wide merit or civil service system, if any there be in such 
County, and their compensation and duties shall be prescribed in 
the same manner as the compensation and duties of other public 
employees subject to said county wide merit or civil service system. 

“A member of the Racing Commission must not be an official 
member of any board of directors or person financially interested in 
any race track or race meeting licensed by the Commission, nor shall 
he race dogs in any race meeting licensed by the Commission. 

“Section 3. The compensation of each member of the Commis- 
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sion shall be FOURTEEN HUNDRED ($1,400.00) DOLLARS per 
month. One member of said Commission shall be required to be in 
attendance at each racing event, and said designated member shall 
receive an addition SEVENTY-FIVE ($75.00) DOLLARS as com¬ 
pensation for attendance at such racing event while engaged in the 
performance of his duties. The above sums shall be paid out of the 
funds in the county treasury deposited to the credit of the County 
Racing Commission, to the Commissioners in the same manner as 
the compensation of other county officers is paid. 

“Section 4. The County Treasurer of the County shall be ex- 
officio treasurer of the Racing Commission, and shall receive from 
the Racing Commission all funds received by the Commission pur¬ 
suant to this act, and shall deposit said funds into depositories as 
directed by the Racing Commission, and shall disburse funds by di¬ 
rection or warrant of the Racing Commission. 

“Section 5. The Racing Commission shall have the authority 
to employ legal counsel of its selection to advise the Commission 
and represent it in all proceedings. The compensation of such coun¬ 
sel shall be paid out of the general funds of the Racing Commission. 

“Section 6. It shall be the duty of the County Racing Commis¬ 
sion to carry out the provisions of this act; and it shall have the 
following specific duties: 

“(1) To fix and set dates upon which race meetings may be 
held or operated. 

“(2) To make an annual report to the President or Chairman 
of the County Legislative Delegation, to the President or Chairman 
of the County Foundation for Higher Education, and to the Mayor 
of each municipality reflecting receipts derived under the provisions 
of this act, and such suggestions as it may deem proper for the more 
effective accomplishment of the purpose of this act. 

“(3) To require each applicant, who must have been a resident 
of the State of Alabama for at least five years immediately preceding 
the date the license is issued, to set forth on his application for a 
license to operate a race meeting the following information: 

“(a) The full name of the person, association, or corporation, 
and if a corporation, the name of the State under which the same is 
incorporated, and the name of the corporation’s agents for service of 
process within the State of Alabama. 

“(b) If an association or corporation, the names of the stock¬ 
holders and directors of the corporation or the names of the officers 
and directors of the association. 

“(c) The exact location where it is desired to conduct or hold a 
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race meeting and a complete set of architects’ renderings and de¬ 
tailed construction plans, showing the site topography, the type of 
construction, the track design and the concession plans, together 
with a statement of the assets and liabilities of the person, firm or 
corporation making such application. 

“(d) Whether the racing plant is owned or leased, and if 
leased, the name and address of the owner, or if the owner is a cor¬ 
poration, the names of the officers and directors thereof, each of 
whom shall have been a resident of the State of Alabama for at least 
five years immediately preceding the date on which the license is 
issued; provided, however, that nothing in this act shall prevent any 
person, association, or corporation from applying to the Commission 
for a permit to conduct races where the racing plant has not been 
constructed. 

“(e) The kind of racing to be conducted and the dates 
requested. 

“(f) Such other information as the commission may require. 

“(4) To require an oath of every applicant, or by the president 
or executive officer of the association or corporation, stating that the 
information contained in the application is true. 

“(5) To make uniform rules and regulations governing the 
holding, conducting, and operating of all race tracks, race meetings, 
and races held in the county. 

“(9) No race or racing shall be permitted on Sunday. No per¬ 
son under nineteen years of age shall be employed in any manner 
about said race track except as lead out persons and kennel persons; 
nor shall persons under eighteen years of age be permitted to attend 
any race. 

“Section 10. (a) On or before the 15th day of October of each 

year, any person, association, or corporation possessing the qualifica¬ 
tions prescribed in this act shall have the right to apply to the Rac¬ 
ing Commission for a permit or license to conduct race meetings and 
racing under this act. On or before the first day of December of each 
year, after the receipt of any such application, the Commission shall 
convene to consider and act upon all permits or licenses applied for. 
Approved permits or licenses may be granted for a period of one 
year or more years from the date of issuance and shall set forth, in 
addition to any other information prescribed by the Commission, 
the name of the licensee, the location of the race track, the duration 
of the race meeting and the kind of racing desired to be conducted 
and shall show the receipt by the Commission of the license fee set 
by the Commission, the setting of which is hereby authorized. No 
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such license shall be transferable, nor shall it apply to any other 
place, track, or enclosure except the one specified in this license. 

“(b) The Commission shall not issue any licenses which would 
permit any two race tracks in the county to operate on the same 
racing days. Further, after the first license has been issued to the 
licensee, all subsequent annual applications for a license by a permit 
holder shall be accompanied by proof (in such form as the Commis¬ 
sion may require) that said licensee still possesses the qualifications 
set out in this act. Such applications for renewal of license shall not 
be denied except for due cause. 

“(c) All employees of said track must be bona fide resident cit¬ 
izens of the county in which said track is located. 

“Section 13. The commission shall have the power to grant, 
refuse, suspend, or withdraw licenses to or to otherwise penalize all 
persons connected with race tracks, including but not limited to gate 
keepers, announcers, ushers, starters, officials, drivers, dog owners, 
agents, trainers, grooms, stable foremen, exercise boys, veterinari¬ 
ans, valets, sellers of racing forms or bulletins, and attendants in 
connection with the wagering machines, pursuant to such rules and 
regulations as the commission may adopt and upon the payment of 
a license fee as fixed and determined by the commission in accor¬ 
dance with the position and compensation of such person. Any li¬ 
cense may be revoked by the commission, at its discretion, and any 
person whose license is revoked shall be ineligible to participate in 
such occupation connected with racing unless the license is returned 
by the commission with permission to operate thereunder. The com¬ 
mission may deny or revoke a license to any person who has been 
refused or denied a license by any other state racing commission or 
racing authority. 

“Section 15. Every licensee conducting race meetings under 
the provisions of this act, shall pay to the Racing Commission for 
the use of the Commission, a tax in an amount equal to eight (8%) 
percent of the total contributions to all pari-mutuel pools conducted 
or made on any race track licensed under this act. The Commission 
of a licensee on a pari-mutuel pool shall in no event exceed eighteen 
(18%) percent of the amount contributed to said pari-mutuel pool, 
except as herein provided, which amount shall include the eight per¬ 
cent (8%) tax heretofore provided. In addition to the eighteen 
(18%) percent herein authorized to be withheld from pari-mutuel 
pools the licensee may deduct an additional two (2%) percent from 
all pari-mutuel betting pools where the bettors are required to select 
three or more dogs, which shall be added to the commission of the 
licensee. After the deduction of the percentages for the use of the 
Commission and the percentage commission of the licensee the re- 
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mainder of the total contributions to each pool shall be divided 
among and redistributed to the contributors to such pools betting on 
the winning dog. The amount of each redistribution for each win¬ 
ning bet placed shall be determined by dividing the total amount 
remaining in the pool after the deductions hereinabove provided for 
by the number of bets placed on the winning dog. Each redistribu¬ 
tion shall be made in a sum equal to the next lowest multiple of ten. 
The licensee is entitled to retain one-half (V 2 ) of the odd cents on all 
redistributions to be known as the “breaks to a dime.” The remain¬ 
ing one-half (V 2 ) of the “breaks” shall be paid to the Racing Com¬ 
mission for the use of the Commission as a “breaks tax.” Under the 
pari-mutuel system of wagering herein provided, the licensee shall 
be permitted to provide separate pools for betting for win, place, 
and show and also a daily double pool, a quiniela pool, a double 
quiniela pool, and any other type of pari-mutuel betting permitted 
by the Racing Commission. Each pool shall be redistributed sepa¬ 
rately as herein provided. Should there be no ticket bet on the win¬ 
ning dog, the entire pool will be divided among the holders of tickets 
on the dog running next in line until the pool has been redistributed 
to the contributors. The licensee shall be required to use a totalizer 
machine to record the wagering and compute the odds. Rules and 
regulations governing the operation of each of the pools shall be set 
out in book form by the Racing Commission. Amounts due on out¬ 
standing unredeemed mutuel tickets, which represents the winning 
tickets not presented for payment shall be distributed in accordance 
with rules and regulations promulgated by the Racing Commission. 
The licensee shall collect from each person attending the race meet¬ 
ing under the provisions of this act fifteen percent (15%) of the es¬ 
tablished admission price or ten cents, whichever sum is the greater, 
as an admission tax. Licensees shall make payment of such taxes to 
the Racing Commission every seventh calendar day of any and every 
race meeting, which payment shall be accompanied by a report on 
the races covered by such report and such other information as the 
Commission may require. 

“Section 16. If any free passes or complimentary cards shall be 
issued to guests by any licensee, such licensee shall nevertheless be 
responsible for payment of the admission tax upon such complimen¬ 
tary admission cards or passes as though they had been sold at regu¬ 
lar admission price. However, nothing herein contained shall be con¬ 
strued to prohibit the issuance of tax-free passes to officials and 
actual employees of the licensee, or other persons actually engaged 
in working at such track, including persons actually employed and 
accredited by the press or other news service, or by the Racing Com¬ 
mission; provided, that the issuance of all such tax-free passes by 
the licensee shall be governed by the regulations and orders of the

commission and a list of all such officers, employees, and news ser¬ 
vice representatives shall be filed with the commission. 

“Section 18. (a) All fees, commissions, taxes and other monies, 

including fines and forfeitures, received under the provisions of this 
act shall be paid to the Racing Commission and shall be forthwith 
remitted by it to the County Treasurer of the County for deposit in 

the County treasury to the account of THE _ COUNTY 

RACING COMMISSION as directed by the Racing Commission. All 
such monies remaining after payment of the expenses incurred in 
the administration of this act, including the payment of the salaries 
and expenses of the members and employees of the Commission, 
and subject to any reserves for contingencies as the Racing Commis¬ 
sion shall direct, shall be distributed by the treasurer of the county, 
monthly as follows: Forty percent (40%) to the University of South 
Alabama for the use of the medical school, ten percent (10%) to S. 
D. Bishop State Junior College (formerly known as Mobile State 
Junior College); fifteen percent (15%) to the Board of School Com¬ 
missioners of the largest school district in the County, and thirty 
(30%) to be divided among the counties and municipalities located 
therein on a proportionate basis according to the total populations 
of such legal entities, the population of the County being deter¬ 
mined by counting only the number of residents of the County liv¬ 
ing outside the area of any incorporated municipality, all of said 
funds so distributed to be used by the respective governing bodies of 
each such entity for law enforcement purposes. Five percent to the 
County Law Enforcement and Firefighters Pension Fund which is 
established in subsection (b) of this section. 

“(b) The County Law Enforcement and Firefighters Pension 
Fund is hereby established in all counties which maintain a county 
Racing Commission under the provisions of this act. Such Funds are 
created for the purpose of receiving, investing, and distributing the 
monies appropriated to said funds in subsection (a) of this section. 
The monies of this fund shall only be distributed to law enforce¬ 
ment officers and firefighters who are retired and receiving benefits 
under any of the respective municipal or county retirement systems. 

As used in this Section, the term “Law Enforcement Officer” 
means a full time law enforcement officer of a municipality or 
county, meeting the minimum standards requirements for law en¬ 
forcement officers, are authorized as such officials to preserve the 
peace, regulate traffic, investigate crimes, or apprehend criminals. It 
shall not include purely clerical, janitorial, or maintenance employ¬ 
ees, and the term “Firefighter” means a full time employee of a mu¬ 
nicipality of a county, meeting the minimum standards require¬ 
ments for firefighters, whose primary responsibilities are to prevent, 
investigate, fight or suppress fires, perform emergency medical ser- 
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vices, or training and supervision of those who perform these tasks. 
It shall not include purely clerical, janitorial or maintenance em¬ 
ployees. The funds shall be administered by a seven (7) member 
board of trustees who shall be required to give bond in the amount 
of $100,000.; the cost of such bonds shall be paid for by the fund; 
one (1) trustee shall be elected by the police chiefs of the municipal¬ 
ities, the trustee so elected shall serve a term of two (2) years and 
shall be eligible to receive benefits under this act upon retirement; 
one (1) trustee shall be elected by the fire chiefs of the municipali¬ 
ties, the trustee so elected shall serve a term of two (2) years and 
shall be eligible to receive benefits under this act upon retirement; 
one (1) trustee shall be chosen by the sheriff of the county, the trus¬ 
tee so chosen shall serve a term of two (2) years and shall be eligible 
to receive benefits under this act upon retirement; one (1) trustee 
shall be elected by the full-time paid professional firefighters of the 
county, the trustee so elected shall serve a term of two (2) years and 
shall be eligible to receive benefits under this act upon retirement; 
one (1) trustee shall be elected by the full-time paid law enforce¬ 
ment officers of the county, and the trustee so elected shall serve a 
term of two (2) years and shall be eligible to receive benefits under 
this act upon retirement; two (2) trustees shall be elected by the 
previously elected five (5) trustees, the trustees so appointed shall 
serve a term of six (6) years and may or may not be eligible for 
benefits under this act upon retirement. The election of the trustees 
from the firefighters and law enforcement offices of the county shall 
be conducted by the Judge of probate of the county or his desig¬ 
nated representative. After the election of the initial trustees the 
term of all trustees shall be six (6) years. Any vacancy which might 
occur shall be filled for the remaining period of the term in the same 
manner as the original position was filled. Nothing in this act shall 
be construed so as to keep an individual who serves as both police 
chief and fire chief from voting on both trustees to be elected by 
each such respective officer. The Board shall meet at least once each 
month and shall be paid fifty dollars ($50.00) for each day they 
meet; however, they shall not be paid for more than two (2) meet¬ 
ings in any one month. The salary herein provided shall be paid out 
of the fund. The board of trustees shall have the authority to hire 
actuaries for the purpose of determining the amount of money 
which may be paid out to each individual entitled to receive benefits 
under the provisions of this act, while retaining an actuarially sound 
base for future benefits. For the purpose of accumulating monies so 
as to facilitate the purpose of this subsection there shall be no bene¬ 
fits paid out of this fund for the first five years of its existence. Per¬ 
sons who retired before the year 1973 shall not be eligible for any 
benefits provided by this act. 

“(c) The county treasurer shall furnish to the Racing Commis- 
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sion monthly a summary reflecting the source of all monies received 
by the County Treasurer to the account of the Racing Commission, 
including any interest earned, and the distribution of all funds, in¬ 
cluding expenses, distributions to each agency as herein set forth, 
and the balance remaining on hand, and such other information as 
the Racing Commission shall, from time to time, direct.” 

Section 2. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise be¬ 
coming a law. 

This Act became a law under Section 125 of the Constitution on 
May 21, 1984 without approval by the Governor.

AN ACT 

To propose and provide for the submission of an amendment to the Constitution 
of Alabama of 1901 authorizing Mobile County under certain conditions to issue its 
general obligation bonds for the purpose of refunding any one or more issues of Out¬ 
standing Securities (as defined herein), to be additionally secured by a pledge of the 
special ad valorem tax provided for in Amendment XVIII to said Constitution, as 
amended; authorizing Mobile County to apply proceeds of the Special Tax (as de¬ 
fined herein), whether or not any such bonds are issued, for payment of the Out¬ 
standing Securities; providing that none of the said bonds shall be chargeable against 
the limitation on the indebtedness of Mobile County contained in Section 224 of said 
Constitution and specifying certain details pertaining to the said bonds and leases. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 , The following amendment to the Constitution of 
Alabama of 1901 is hereby proposed: 

“Section A. As used in this Amendment the following terms 
shall be given the following respective meanings: 

“County” means Mobile County. 

“Outstanding Securities” means any bonds, warrants, notes or 
other securities issued by the County subsequent to September 30, 
1979, and prior to February 1, 1984, that are payable in whole or in 
part out of proceeds received by the County from the ad valorem tax 
authorized by Section 215 of the Constitution of Alabama of 1901, 
as amended. 

“Outstanding Special Tax Securities” means any securities at 
the time outstanding that are payable in whole or in part out of 
proceeds of the Special Tax. 

“Special Tax” means the annual ad valorem tax on each dollar 
of the assessed valuation of taxable property in the County author- 
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ized to be levied by the County by the amendment known as 
Amendment XVIII to the Constitution of Alabama, as amended by 
the amendment to the constitution known as Amendment CLII, and 
also provided for in the amendments to the constitution known as 
Amendments C, CXXII, CLI, CXCIII, CXCV and CCC, and by pro¬ 
cedures taken under the amendments to the constitution known as 
Amendments CCCXXV and CCCLXXIII. 

Section B. Mobile County is hereby authorized to apply pro¬ 
ceeds of the Special Tax to the payment of the principal of and in¬ 
terest on (and premium, if any ) that will hereafter mature or other¬ 
wise become payable on the Outstanding Securities. The right of the 
County to apply the proceeds of the Special Tax for payment of the 
Outstanding Securities shall be subject to the provisions of this Con¬ 
stitution respecting the Special Tax and the pledge thereof for the 
benefit of the Outstanding Special Tax Securities. The proceeds of 
the Special Tax may be used for payment of the principal and inter¬ 
est on (and premium, if any) on the Outstanding Securities, whether 
or not any bonds are issued hereunder. 

Section C. Mobile County is hereby authorized to issue from 
time to time its bonds for the purpose of refunding all or any one or 
more of the issues of Outstanding Securities. The aggregate princi¬ 
pal amount of all bonds at any time issued under this Amendment, 
when added to the aggregate principal amount of all then outstand¬ 
ing bonds theretofore issued by the County under any other amend¬ 
ment to the Constitution of Alabama that are payable from or se¬ 
cured by the Special Tax shall not exceed 6 -V 2 per centum of the 
assessed valuation of taxable property situations in the County as 
assessed for County taxation for the fiscal year of the County next 
preceding that during which any bonds herein authorized shall be 
issued. 

No bonds may be issued under the authority of this Amend¬ 
ment until after the question of the issuance of such bonds shall 
have been submitted to the qualified electors of the County at an 
election called for that purpose by the governing body of the county 
and a majority of the said qualified electors voting at the said elec¬ 
tion shall have voted in favor of the issuance of such bonds; pro¬ 
vided, that if a majority of the qualified electors of the County par¬ 
ticipating in the election on the adoption of this Amendment shall 
vote for the adoption thereof, then the approval of this Amendment 
expressed by the said vote in favor of its adoption shall of itself au¬ 
thorize the issuance of the bonds provided for in the first sentence 
of this Amendment and no additional election by the electors of the 
County shall be required to authorize the issuance of those bonds. If 
the majority of the qualified electors of the County participating in 
the election on the adoption of this Amendment should not vote in 
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favor of the adoption of this Amendment, or if the majority of the 
qualified electors of the County voting at any election called by the 
governing body of the County under the provisions of this Amend¬ 
ment should not vote in favor of the issuance of the bonds proposed 
at an election so called, the governing body of the County may from 
time to time call other elections hereunder on the issuance of such 
bonds, but not more them one such election shall be held during any 
period of twelve consecutive months. Any such election called by the 
governing body of the County shall be called, held, conducted and 
canvassed, and may be contested, in the manner and within the time 
provided by the then existing general laws of Alabama pertaining to 
elections on the issuance of bonds by counties. 

The bonds issued hereunder shall be general obligations of the 
County for the payment of the principal of and interest on which 
the full faith and credit of the County shall be irrevocably pledged, 
and in addition thereto there shall be irrevocably pledged for pay¬ 
ment of the said principal and interest so much of the Special Tax 
as may be necessary to pay the said principal and interest at their 
respective maturities, each such pledge to be on a parity with all 
valid pledges of the Special Tax at any time heretofore or hereafter 
made, to such extent as shall not impair the obligations of any then 
existing valid prior pledges. 

All bonds issued under this Amendment may be in such aggre¬ 
gate principal amounts, may be in such form and denominations and 
of such tenor and maturities, may be payable in such installments 
and at such time or times, not exceeding in the case of each such 
bond 30 years from its date, and may contain such provisions not 
inconsistent with this Amendment as shall be provided in the pro¬ 
ceedings of the governing body of the County whereunder such 
bonds shall be authorized to be issued. Except as herein otherwise 
provided, all bonds issued under this Amendment shall be issued in 
accordance with, and shall be subject to, the provisions of the gen¬ 
eral laws of Alabama existing at the time of the issuance of such 
bonds respecting the sale, execution, issuance and redemption of 
bonds by counties. The indebtedness evidenced by the bonds issued 
under this Amendment or under any other amendment to the Con¬ 
stitution which are payable out of or are secured by a pledge of the 
Special Tax shall be in addition to and shall not be charged against 
the limitation on the indebtedness of the County provided for in 
Section 224 of the Constitution. 

So long as the principal of or interest on any of the bonds is¬ 
sued under this Amendment remains unpaid, the governing body of 
Mobile County shall continue the levy of the Special Tax at such 
rate as may be sufficient to pay the said principal and interest at 
their respective maturities. The rate at which the County may levy 
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the Special Tax is hereby fixed at 6 -V 2 mills on each dollar of the 
assessed valuation of properties subject to taxation by the County as 
assessed for County taxation, which rate shall be the maximum rate 
at which the County may levy the Special Tax except to the extent 
that the said rate may be increased pursuant to provisions of this 
Constitution hereafter adopted. Such rate shall not be subject to ad¬ 
justment pursuant to the provisions of Amendment 195 to the 
Constitution. 

Section D. The provision of this Amendment shall be self-exe¬ 
cuting, and authorization from or other action by the Legislature 
shall not be a prerequisite to the issuance of bonds hereunder, the 
levy of the Special Tax for payment thereof, or the use of the pro¬ 
ceeds of the Special Tax for the purpose of paying the principal of 
or interest on the Outstanding Securities. ,, 

Section 2. It is hereby specifically declared that this Amend¬ 
ment is not being proposed pursuant to the provisions of that cer¬ 
tain amendment to the Constitution (known as Amendment No. 
425) that was proposed by Act No. 82-330 adopted at the 1982 Reg¬ 
ular Session of the Legislature of Alabama, and provisions of the 
said Amendment 425 are hereby declared to be inapplicable. 

Section 3. An election upon the proposed amendment is or¬ 
dered to be held at the first statewide primary, general or special 
election after the expiration of three (3) months from the final ad¬ 
journment of the session of the Legislature at which this bill is en¬ 
acted. The election shall be held in accordance with the provisions 
of Section 284, as amended, and Section 285 of the Constitution of 
Alabama of 1901 and Title 17, Chapter 17, Code of Alabama of 1975. 

Section 4. Notice of the election on the proposed amendment 
shall be given by proclamation of the Governor published in every 
county in the state for four successive weeks next preceding the day 
herein appointed for the election, such publication to be made once 
a week for four consecutive weeks next preceeding the day so ap¬ 
pointed, in a newspaper published in each such county; provided, 
that in any county in which there may be no newspaper published, 
the proclamation shall be published by posting, for a period of not 
less than four consecutive weeks next preceding the day so ap¬ 
pointed, a copy of the said proclamation at each courthouse in the 
said county. A newspaper shall be deemed to be published in a 
county, within the meaning of this section, if its principal editorial 
office is located in that county.

AN ACT 

To amend Article III of Act 404, S. 430, Regular Session 1953 (Acts of Alabama 
1953, p. 472), as amended, so as to further provide for the election of the Council of 
the City of Anniston. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Article III of Act No. 404, S. 430, Regular Session 
1953 (Acts of Alabama 1953, p. 472), as amended, is hereby further 
amended to read as follows: “Article III. The Council. 

“3.01 Number, Election, Term.—The Council shall have five to 
seven members consisting of one councilman who shall be elected by 
all of the qualified voters of the City, and the remainder of such 
councilmen shall reside within a residential ward and be elected by 
all of the qualified voters from such ward. Any election of Council- 
men shall be held and conducted, at the same times and in the same 
manner, as provided by law in respect to municipal elections in cit¬ 
ies of this state, not organized under a commission form of govern¬ 
ment. All municipal officers of the City shall have the same duties 
and responsibilities as they have with respect to said municipal elec¬ 
tions. Said officer or officers shall issue any orders necessary to cause 
all election requirements to be met. Each Councilman shall hold of¬ 
fice for four (4) years, but shall serve until his successor shall have 
qualified. A Councilman may succeed himself in office. Each Coun¬ 
cilman elected from a residential ward shall reside within the limits 
of his ward during the term of his office, and if any such Councilman 
shall remove from within the limits of his ward, his office shall be¬ 
come vacant. Electors from the City must vote only in the ward of 
his residence. 

“3.02 Statement of Candidacy.—For the 1984 election and all 
subsequent elections candidates shall file statements of candidacy at 
the same times and in the same manner as provided by law in re¬ 
spect to municipal elections in cities of this state which have a pop¬ 
ulation of its size according to the latest federal decennial census for 
cities not organized under a commission form of government. No 
person shall file a statement of candidacy for more than one position 
on the Council unless a previous statement of candidacy is with¬ 
drawn by him and a subsequent statement of candidacy otherwise 
qualifies under the provisions of this subsection. 

“3.03 Ballot.—At every such election, all such ballots to be used 
by voters shall be printed or prepared by the Election Commission 
or other body having charge of the conduct of municipal elections in 
said City, and shall contain the names of all candidates for the at 
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large position on the council directly under the words “For the at 
large position on the Council/’ and the names of all candidates from 
each ward directly under the words “For members of the Council 

from the-ward.” No name shall appear upon said ballot as a 

candidate for election except the names of such persons as have be¬ 
come candidates according to provisions as above set forth; no ballot 
shall be used at any such election except the official ballot prepared 
by the Election Commission or other body having charge of the con¬ 
duct of municipal elections in said City, except that the names of 
candidates may be suitably placed on voting machines if such ma¬ 
chines are used to conduct such election. 

“3.04 Eligibility.—Any Councilman shall be a qualified elector 
of the city, and at least twenty-one years of age at the time of his 
election. He shall hold no other elected or paid public office except 
as a member of the national guard or naval or military reserve. He 
shall not have been convicted of any crime involving moral turpi¬ 
tude. If any Councilman elect or Councilman serving as such shall 
be convicted of a crime involving moral turpitude, or shall enter into 
any other elected or paid public office, except as a member of the 
national guard or naval or military reserve, his office shall immedi¬ 
ately become vacant. 

“3.06 Presiding Officer: Mayor.—The Councilman elected by all 
of the qualified electors of the City shall have the title of Mayor. He 
shall preside at meetings of the Council, and shall be recognized as 
the head of the City Government for all ceremonial purposes and by 
the Governor for purposes of military law, but shall have no regular 
administrative duties. The Council shall elect an Assistant Mayor, 
who shall act as Mayor during the absence of the Mayor, or disabil¬ 
ity of the Mayor. The Mayor and Assistant Mayor when so elected, 
shall hold their respective offices until the next Council takes office; 
provided that if the Mayor or Assistant Mayor or both shall cease to 
be a member of the Council, his or their offices as such Mayor or 
Assistant Mayor shall become vacant. If a vacancy shall occur in the 
office of Mayor, the Assistant Mayor shall immediately declare such 
position vacant and call for an election to be held not less than 
thirty (30) days nor more than forty-five (45) days from the date 
such vacancy occurred. The Mayor shall receive as compensation for 
his services, in addition to the amount he receives as a Councilman, 
the sum of $250.00 per month or each partial month that he serves 
as Mayor. 

“3.11 Vacancies in Council.—Vacancies in the Council, other 
than Mayor, shall be filled by the Council at any regular meeting. In 
the event of a deadlock, and for purposes of breaking the deadlock, 
the Mayor shall cast an additional vote. For the purposes of this 
subsection, a deadlock shall be determined to exist when, at the end 
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of the third regular meeting of the Council following the creation of 
the vacancy, the Council shall not have selected a person to fill the 
vacancy. The person selected to fill a vacancy shall possess all of the 
qualifications set out in this subdivision, including residence in the 
ward he represents, and he shall hold office until the next election of 
Councilman.” 

Section 2. All remaining provisions of Article III of Act 404, 
S. 430, Regular Session 1953 (Acts of Alabama 1953, p. 472), as 
amended, not herein amended or modified shall remain in full force 
and effect. 

Section 3. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise be¬ 
coming a law.

AN ACT 

Relating to Calhoun County; levying an additional sales tax paralleling the state 
sales tax provided for in Sections 40-23-1, 40-23-2, 40-23-3 and 40-23-4, Code of Ala¬ 
bama 1975, as amended, providing for the collection, distribution and use of the pro¬ 
ceeds of such tax; providing for the enforcement of this act by the state department 
of revenue; prescribing penalties and fixing punishment for violation of this act; and 
providing for the termination date. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . The provisions of this act shall only apply to Cal¬ 
houn County. 

Section 2. All words, terms, and phrases as defined in Sec¬ 
tions 40-23-1, 40-23-2, 40-23-3 and 40-23-4 of the Code of Alabama 
1975, as amended, providing for the levy of a state sales tax shall, 
wherever used in this act, have the same meanings respectively 
ascribed to them in said sections, except where the context herein 
clearly indicates a different meaning. In addition, the following 
words, terms, and phrases where used in this act shall have the fol¬ 
lowing respective meanings except where the context clearly indi¬ 
cates a different meaning: 

“State sales tax statutes” means Sections 40-23-1, 40-23-2, 40- 
23-3 and 40-23-4 of the Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, which 
levy a certain retail sales tax, and include all statutes, including 
amendments to said sections, which expressly set forth any exemp¬ 
tions from the computation of the tax levied by said sections and all 
other statutes which expressly apply to, or purport to affect, the ad¬ 
ministration of said sections and the incidence and collection of the 
tax imposed therein; 

“State sales tax” means the tax imposed by the state sales tax 
statutes; 

“Month” means the calendar month; 

“County” means Calhoun County. 
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Section 3. Effective July 1, 1984, there is hereby levied and 
imposed in addition to all other taxes, including municipal gross re¬ 
ceipts license taxes now imposed by law, a special county one cent 
($.01) privilege license tax paralleling the state sales tax, such privi¬ 
lege license tax to be determined by the application of rates against 
gross sales or gross receipts, as the case may be, and within specified 
areas. 

Said additional one cent ($.01) tax imposed by this act shall 
terminate on December 31, 1985. 

There are exempted, however, from the provisions of this sec¬ 
tion and from the computation of the amount of the additional tax 
imposed in this section, the gross receipts of any business and the 
gross proceeds of all sales which are presently exempted under the 
state sales tax statutes from the computation of the amount of the 
state sales tax. Provided, however, it is intended that the sales of 
machinery used in mining and manufacturing, automotive vehicles 
or truck trailers, semitrailers or house trailers and farm machinery 
as described by subsections (3) and (4) of section 40-23-2 and sec¬ 
tion 40-23-37, Code of Alabama 1975, shall be taxed at an amount of 
Vi of the one cent ($.01) additional tax imposed by this act. 

Section 4. The one cent ($.01) sales tax authorized to be lev¬ 
ied in Section 3 of this act shall be due and payable in monthly 
installments on or before the twentieth day of the month next suc¬ 
ceeding the month in which the tax accrues. All taxes levied in this 
act shall be paid to and collected by the state department of revenue 
at the same time and along with the collection of the state sales tax. 
On or prior to the due dates of the tax herein levied each person 
subject to such tax shall file with the state department of revenue a 
report or return in such form as may be prescribed by the depart¬ 
ment, setting forth, with respect to all sales and business transac¬ 
tions that are required to be used as a measure of the tax levied, a 
correct statement of the gross proceeds of all such sales and gross 
receipts of all such business transactions. Such report shall also in¬ 
clude such other items of information pertinent to the said tax and 
the amount thereof as the state department of revenue may require. 
Any person subject to the tax levied may defer reporting credit sales 
until after their collection, and in the event such person so defers 
reporting them, such person shall thereafter include in each monthly 
report all credit collections made during the month preceding, and 
shall pay the tax due thereon at the time of filing such report. All 
reports or returns filed with the state department of revenue under 
this section shall be available for inspection by the Calhoun County 
Commission, or its designated agent, at reasonable times during bus¬ 
iness hours. 
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Section 5. Each person engaging or continuing within Cal¬ 
houn County in a business subject to the tax levied in Section 3 of 
this act, shall add to the sales price or admission fee and collect 
from the purchaser or the person paying the admission fee the 
amount due by the taxpayer on account of said sale or admission. It 
shall be unlawful for any person subject to the tax levied to fail or 
refuse to add to the sales price or admission fee and to collect from 
the purchaser or person paying the admission fee the amount herein 
required to be so added to the sale or admission price and collected 
from the purchaser, and it shall likewise be unlawful for any person 
subject to said tax to refund or offer to refund all or any part of the 
amount so collected or to absorb or advertise directly or indirectly 
the absorption or refund of said tax or any portion thereof. 

Section 6. The tax imposed by this act shall constitute a 
debt due Calhoun County and may be collected as provided by law. 
The said tax, together with interest and penalties with respect 
thereto, shall constitute and be secured by a lien upon the property 
of any person from whom said tax is due or who is required to col¬ 
lect said tax. All of the provisions of the revenue laws of this state 
which apply to the enforcement of liens for license tax due this state 
shall apply fully to the collection of the tax herein levied, and the 
state department of revenue, for the use and benefit of Calhoun 
County shall collect such tax and enforce this act and shall have and 
exercise for such collection and enforcement all rights and remedies 
that this state or the department has for collection of the state sales 
tax. The state department of revenue shall have full authority to 
employ such special counsel as it deems necessary from time to time 
to enforce collection of the tax levied by this act, and to otherwise 
enforce the provisions of this act, including any litigation involving 
this act; and the department shall pay such special counsel such fees 
as it deems necessary and proper from the proceeds of the tax col¬ 
lected by it for Calhoun County. 

Section 7. All provisions of the state sales tax statutes with 
respect to payment, assessment, and collection of the state sales tax, 
making of reports and keeping and preserving records with respect 
thereto, penalties for failure to pay the tax, the promulgation of 
rules and regulations with respect to the state sales tax, and the ad¬ 
ministration and enforcement of the state sales tax statutes, which 
are not inconsistent with the provisions of this act when applied to 
the tax levied in Section 3 of this act shall apply to the county lax 
levied under this act. The state commissioner of revenue and the 
state department of revenue shall have and exercise the same pow¬ 
ers, duties and obligations with respect to the county tax levied 
under this act that are imposed on such commissioner and depart¬ 
ment, respectively, by the state tax statutes. All provisions of the 
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state sales tax statutes that are made applicable by this act to the 
county tax levied under this act and to the administration and en¬ 
forcement of this act are hereby incorporated herein by reference 
and made a part hereof as if fully set forth herein. 

Section 8. The state department of revenue shall charge Cal¬ 
houn County for collecting the special county tax levied under this 
act such amount or percentage of total collections as may be agreed 
upon by the commissioner of revenue and the Calhoun County Com¬ 
mission, but such charge shall not, in any event, exceed ten percent 
of the total amount of the special county tax collected in said county 
under this act. Such charge for collecting such special tax may be 
deducted each month from the gross revenues from such special tax 
before certification of the amount of the proceeds thereof due Cal¬ 
houn County for that month. The commissioner of revenue shall pay 
into the state treasury all tax collected under this act, as such tax is 
received by the department of revenue, and on or before the first 
day of each successive month (commencing with the month follow¬ 
ing the month in which the department makes the first collection 
hereunder) the commissioner shall certify to the state comptroller 
the amount of tax collected under the provisions of this act and paid 
by him into the state treasury for the benefit of Calhoun County 
during the month immediately preceding such certification. Pro¬ 
vided, however, that before certifying the amount of the tax paid 
into the state treasury for the benefit of Calhoun County during 
each month, the commissioner may deduct from the tax collected in 
said month the charge due the department for the collection of the 
tax for the county. It shall be the duty of the comptroller to issue 
his warrant each month payable to the county treasurer of Calhoun 
County in his official capacity in an amount equal to the amount so 
certified by the commissioner of revenue as having been collected 
for the use of the county. He shall then deliver to the Calhoun 
County Commission the balance remaining. All revenues arising 
from the taxes herein levied shall be utilized for acquiring, con¬ 
structing and equipping Calhoun County Jail. 

Section 9. The provisions of this act are severable. If any 
part of this act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declara¬ 
tion shall not affect the part which remains.

AN ACT 

To provide for the City of Weaver in Calhoun County, a civil service system 
governing the appointment, removal, salaries, tenure and official conduct of employ¬ 
ees of the city’s defining violations of the act; imposing penalties for violations; and 
repealing conflicting laws. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. This act shall apply only in the City of Weaver in 
Calhoun County. 

Section 2. As used in this act, unless the content clearly re¬ 
quires a different meaning: “city” means the City of Weaver in Cal¬ 
houn County; “employee” means any person including Public Works 
Employees, Assistant City Clerk, City Clerk and Policemen, not ex¬ 
cepted by Section 3 of this act, who is employed in the service of the 
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City of Weaver; “board” means the civil service board created by 
this act; “appointing authority” means in the case of employees in 
the offices of the elected officers of the City, such elected officers in 
the case of all other city employees, the city governing body, or 
board or other agency supervising their work. 

Section 3. The provisions of this act shall apply to all officers 
and employees in the service of the city or any board, agency or 
instrumentality thereof except: (a) elective officers; (b) members of 
appointive boards, commissions, and committees; (c) attorneys, phy¬ 
sicians, surgeons; (d) the judge of any court; (e) independent con¬ 
tractors receiving their remuneration from public funds under con¬ 
tracts awarded by competitive bidding; (f) any person whose 
employment is subject to the approval of the United States govern¬ 
ment or any agency thereof; (g) any volunteer or utility labor em¬ 
ployed on a part time basis. 

Section 4. All employees of the city shall be governed by civil 
service rules and regulations prescribed in or promulgated pursuant 
to this act, administered by a civil service board, the creation of 
which is provided for in Section 5 hereof. Present employees shall 
remain in their respective employments during good behavior; but 
nothing herein shall be construed to prevent or preclude the re¬ 
moval of an employee for cause in the manner hereinafter provided; 
and such employees shall be subject fully to the provisions of this 
act. 


Section 5. There is hereby created the Civil Service Board of 
the City of Weaver, which shall be composed of three (3) members, 
appointed by the Calhoun County legislative delegation. The follow¬ 
ing groups shall each submit the names of two (2) nominees to the 
legislative delegation: 

1. Employees of the Public Works Department 

2. Employees of the Police Department 

3. The Mayor and City Council 

The legislative delegation shall appoint one member from the 
nominees submitted by each group, and each appointee shall serve 
for terms of six (6) years or until his successor is appointed. No per¬ 
son shall be appointed to the board who is not a resident and quali¬ 
fied elector of the City of Weaver and over the age of twenty-one 
(21) years. 

Members of the board shall take the constitutional oath of of¬ 
fice, which shall be filed in the office of the Probate Judge. Vacan¬ 
cies on the board shall be filled in the same manner as the original 
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appointments. The members of the board shall elect a chairman and 
secretary from among their number. 

Section 6. Each member of the board shall be paid ten dol¬ 
lars per month by the City of Weaver. The board shall utilize cleri¬ 
cal assistance and legal counsel of their choosing. 

Section 7. The board shall fix the times for its regular meet¬ 
ings; and it may hold special, adjourned or call meetings at any 
time. A majority of the members of the board shall constitute a quo¬ 
rum for the transaction of business. All meetings of the board shall 
be held in the city hall. 

Section 8. The board shall keep minutes of its meetings and 
a record of all business transacted by it. Its record, except those the 
rules of the board require to be held confidential for reasons of pub¬ 
lic policy, shall be open for inspection by any resident of the city at 
all reasonable times. 

Section 9. The board shall have power to make rules and reg¬ 
ulations governing examination, eligible registers, appointments, 
transfers, salaries, promotions, demotions, annual and sick leave, 
and such other matters as may be necessary to accomplish the pur¬ 
poses of this act. A rule or regulation may be made effective only 
after a public hearing is held on the proposal thereof and after a 
certified copy thereof has been filed with the City Clerk. All employ¬ 
ees shall be appointed upon a non-partisan merit basis. There shall 
not be appointed, and the board shall not examine, any person who 
is not a citizen of the United States. The Board shall: (1) classify the 
different types of services to be performed in the service of the city; 
(2) prescribe qualification, including those of education, training and 
experience, for the appointees and incumbents of each class; (3) with 
the approval of the appointing authority, fix a maximum and mini¬ 
mum salary for each class; and (4) allocate each position in the ser¬ 
vice to its proper class. It shall provide for the periodic rating of 
employees according to their merit to determine whether they are 
maintaining standards of service. The board shall establish rules 
and regulations governing dismissals, suspensions, layoffs, termina¬ 
tions, and leaves of absence, and the severance of any employee’s 
relationship with the city shall be in accordance with such 
regulations. 

Section 10. The salary to be paid each subordinate employee 
shall be determined by his appointing authority; and the salary to 
be paid each department head employee shall be determined by the 
city governing body; but in every case the salary paid shall be within 
the pay plan and pay rules and regulations established by the board 
and shall be no more than the board approves. It shall be unlawful 
for any official or employee to draw or issue any warrant on the city 
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treasury for the payment of salary to any employee covered by the 
provisions of this act unless the warrant is in an amount authorized 
by the board to be paid such employee. A sum paid as salary con* 
trary to the provisions of this section may be recovered in an action 
brought by any resident of the city against the official or employee 
who draws or issues the warrant, or against the sureties on his bond. 

Section 11 . The board shall make and keep a register of all 
persons eligible and available for appointment to each class of posi¬ 
tion in the service of the city, ranked according to ability; it is pro¬ 
vided, however, that no examination shall be given and no register 
kept for positions to be filled by persons designated by the board as 
common laborers. Layoffs available for reemployment shall be 
placed at the head of the proper present and subsequent eligible 
registers in the inverse order of their terminations. Employees who 
voluntarily terminate their services may be granted reemployment 
status upon proper eligible registers under such circumstances and 
in such manner as may be provided for the board’s rules and regula¬ 
tions, subject, however, to stipulations of this section concerning lay¬ 
offs. Persons desiring appointment may file applications with the 
board, and the board shall, from time to time, conduct examinations 
to test the ability of such applicants. All qualified applicants shall 
be subject to limitations specified by the board as to age, residence, 
health, height, weight, habits, moral character, and other factors 
pertinent to ability to discharge the duties of the position, open to 
all citizens of the United States. Examinations shall be practical in 
character and shall relate to those matters which test the ability of 
the person examined to discharge intelligently the duties of the posi¬ 
tion for which he applies. In no case shall an appointment be made 
from an eligible register which is more than two years old, and no 
eligible register shall be the result of more than one examination. 

Section 12. Whenever a vacancy exists in any position in the 
service of the city, it shall be filled by appointment of one of the 
three persons who rank highest on the appropriate eligible register 
of the board or by transfer within the service of the city from an¬ 
other position of the same class. However, the ranking layoff of the 
same class shall be appointed in every instance. Whenever it is im¬ 
possible for the board to certify eligible persons to a vacancy, the 
board may authorize the appointing authority to fill the vacancy 
temporarily pending the establishment of an eligible register. No 
such authorization may be given for longer than one hundred and 
twenty days, and no such employee shall have status under this act. 
All appointments, other than temporary appointment, shall be pro¬ 
bationary for six months from the date of appointment. A proba¬ 
tionary subordinate employee may be discharged by his appointing 
authority for unsatisfactory service at any time before the expiration 
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of that period if the action is approved by the board; a probationary 
department head employee may be discharged or demoted similarly 
by his appointing authority upon approval by the board. After the 
expiration of the probationary period, an appointment shall become 
permanent. 

Section 13. An appointing authority shall have authority to 
suspend an employee for any personal misconduct, or fact, affecting 
or concerning his fitness or ability to perform his duties in the pub¬ 
lic interest. In the event an employee is suspended for more than 
thirty days, he shall be entitled to a public hearing by the board 
upon written demand filed within five days from the date of the or¬ 
der of suspension. If, after hearing, the board determines that the 
action of the appointing authority was not with cause, the suspen¬ 
sion shall be revoked. 

Section 14. (a) The governing body of the city, any mem¬ 
ber of the governing body, or the head of any department or office 
can remove, discharge, or demote any employee, officer or official of 
the city who is subject to the provisions of this act and who is di¬ 
rectly under such governing body, member thereof, or department 
head, provided that within five days a report in writing of such ac¬ 
tion is made to the board, giving the reason for such removal, dis¬ 
charge, or demotion. The employee shall have ten days from the 
time of notification of his discharge, removal, or demotion in which 
to appeal to the board. The board shall thereupon order the charges 
or complaint to be filed forthwith in writing and shall hold a hearing 
de novo on such charges. No permanent employee, officer, or official 
of the city whose employment comes within the jurisdiction of this 
act, and whose probationary period has been served, shall be re¬ 
moved, discharged, or demoted except for some personal miscon¬ 
duct, of fact, rendering his further tenure harmful to the public in¬ 
terest, or for some cause affecting or concerning his fitness or ability; 
and if such removal, discharge or demotion is appealed to the board, 
then the same will become final only after a hearing upon written 
charges or complaint has been had and after an opportunity has 
been given him to face his accusers and be heard in his own defense. 
Pending a hearing on said appeal, the affected employee may be sus¬ 
pended; and after such hearing the board may order said employee 
reinstated, demoted, removed, discharged, or suspended, or take 
such other disciplinary action as in their judgment is warranted by 
the evidence and under the law. 

Charges may be filed by any resident citizen of the city as fol¬ 
lows: the charges must be in writing, must set forth succinctly the 
matters complained of, and must be sworn to before any member of 
the board or before any person authorized to administer oaths. 
Upon the receipt of such charges, the board, after due consideration, 
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shall determine whether in its opinion it considers that the good of 
the service will be served by a trial thereon; and, if not, such charges 
may be dismissed by the board. If in the judgment of the board such 
charges are of a minor nature, such charges may be referred by the 
board to the proper department head who shall make an investiga¬ 
tion of the charges and make his recommendation to the board 
within such time as the board may prescribe, as to what disciplinary 
action, if any, should be taken. After such recommendation is made 
by the department head and after due notice is given to the affected 
employee of the receipt of such recommendation and the contents 
thereof, the board may, in its discretion, adopt and order executed 
the action recommended by the department head or any part 
thereof. However, if the complaint of the affected employee, or both 
of them, objects to the recommendation of the department head, the 
board shall hold a public hearing de novo on the charges, and take 
such disciplinary action as in their judgment is warranted by the 
evidence and under the law. All hearings before the board shall be 
open to the public. All testimony given in all hearings before the 
board shall be taken down in shorthand by a stenographer. In all 
cases, the decision of the board shall be reduced to writing and en¬ 
tered in the record of the case. In all proceedings before the board, 
the city attorney may appear and prosecute all charges instituted by 
the city governing body or any member thereof or by any depart¬ 
ment head, when requested or directed to do so by such city gov¬ 
erning body. It shall not be the duty of the city attorney to prose¬ 
cute any charges brought by a private citizen. In all proceedings 
before the board, the city attorney may appear and represent the 
interests of the city, and he shall also give such legal advice and 
legal assistance to the board as may be requested by it. 

The board and its specially authorized representatives shall 
have the power to administer oaths, take depositions, certify official 
acts, and issue subpoenas to compel the attendance of witnesses and 
production of papers necessary as evidence in connection with any 
hearing, investigation, or proceeding within the purview of this act. 
The chief of police or some other police officer of the city shall serve 
all processes of the board, and shall attend upon and preserve order 
at all public hearings conducted by the board. In case a person ref¬ 
uses to obey such subpoena, the board or its representative may in¬ 
voke the aid of any circuit court in order that the testimony or evi¬ 
dence be produced. Upon proper showing, such court shall issue a 
subpoena or order requiring the person to appear before the board 
or its representative and produce all evidence and give all testimony 
relating to the matter in issue. A person who fails to obey such sub¬ 
poena order may be punished by the court as for contempt. The fees 
of witnesses for attendance and travel shall be the same as fees for 
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witnesses in the circuit courts of this state, which fees shall be paid 
from the treasury of the city. 

(b) Any person aggrieved by a decision of the board may ap¬ 
peal such decision to the circuit court of Calhoun County in equity 
within thirty days from the rendition of such decision by the board. 
Review by the court shall be without a jury and be confined to the 
record, and to a determination of the questions of law presented; the 
board’s finding of fact shall be final and conclusive. 

Section 15. No employee shall make, solicit or receive any 
assessment, donation, subscription or contribution for any political 
purpose whatsoever, or be a member of a committee or an officer of 
a political party, or take any part in its management or affairs ex¬ 
cept to exercise his right as a citizen to express his opinion and cast 
his vote; no employee shall assist any candidate for nomination or 
election to public office, or make any public statement in support of 
or against any such candidate, or participate in any manner 
whatever in the campaign of any candidate in any general or pri¬ 
mary election; and no employee shall receive any appointment or 
advancement as a reward for his support of a candidate for office or 
a political party; nor shall he be dismissed, suspended or reduced in 
rank or pay as punishment for his failure to support any candidate 
for political office. 

Section 16. The compensation and all other expenses of the 
board arising under the provisions hereof shall be paid from funds 
of the city on the order of the board in the same manner as other 
city salaries and expenses are paid, provided, however, that the total 
expenditures in any one year shall not exceed Two Thousand Dol¬ 
lars ($2,000.00) without the approval of the city governing body. The 
city governing body shall provide the board space in the city hall, 
which shall be suitably equipped and furnished for the needs of the 
board, and telephone service, postage, office supplies, and stationery. 

Section 17. Any person in the service of the city by appoint¬ 
ment under civil service rules or regulations who willfully violates 
any of the provisions of this act, or any rule or regulation issued in 
pursuance thereof, shall be dismissed from service under the system 
and shall not be reappointed for two years. 

Section 18. Any person who violates any of the provisions of 
this act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. 

Section 19. The provisions of this act are severable. If any 
part of the act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declara¬ 
tion shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 20. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
act are hereby repealed. 
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Section 21. This act shall become effective immediately 
upon its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its other¬ 
wise becoming a law.

AN ACT 

To exempt the National Conference of State Legislatures and the Council of 
State Governments from the payment of all state, county and municipal sales and use 
taxes. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The National Conference of State Legislatures 
and the Council of State Governments are hereby exempted from 
paying any state, county or municipal sales or use taxes. 

Section 2. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
act are hereby repealed. 

Section 3. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise be¬ 
coming a law.

AN ACT 

To require that contracts entered into by the State of Alabama must be executed 
in a timely manner. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Whenever the State of Alabama is a party to any 
contract, said contract must be executed by all parties in a timely 
fashion. When a party to a contract, other than the state, has fully 
executed his responsibility under the contract and there remains 
only the payment of funds by the State, said payment must be made 
in a timely manner. If the amount due by the State is not in dispute, 
payment must be made within 30 days after the other party has 
completed his portion of the contract and presented a proper in- 
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voice. If the amount payable is not paid within 30 days, interest on 
said amount shall be charged. Said interest rate shall be the legal 
amount currently charged by the State. Said interest shall be paid 
from the same fund or source from which the contract principal is 
paid. If the amount due by the state is in dispute, the State is 
hereby required to notify the other party of the fact that it was 
questioning the amount of the invoice within 15 days after receipt of 
the invoice. 

Section 2. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise be¬ 
coming a law. 

This Act became a law under Section 125 of the Constitution on 
May 21, 1984 without approval by the Governor. 


Act No. 84-408 S. 76—Senator Teague 

AN ACT 

To further regulate and control transactions in alcoholic beverages which take 
place in Alabama by and under the supervision of the Alabama alcoholic beverage 
control board; to authorize municipal option elections to determine classification of 
municipalities as wet or dry municipalities as to alcoholic beverages; to provide that 
any municipality having a population of 7,000 or more, may change its classification 
from dry to wet or wet to dry by a municipal option election, upon the petition of 
25 % of the number of voters voting in the last preceding general election of the mu¬ 
nicipality in said municipality; to provide for the manner and requirements of hold¬ 
ing said municipal option election and for payment of the expenses of same; and to 
provide that a period of not less than 720 days must elapse between the dates of such 
municipal option elections. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Municipal option elections to determine classifica¬ 
tion of municipalities as wet or dry municipalities.—Any municipal¬ 
ity having a population of 7,000 or more may change its classifica¬ 
tion from dry to wet or wet to dry by a municipal option election, in 
the following manner: 

Upon petition of 25% of the number of voters voting in the last 
preceding general election of the municipality being filed with the 
city or town clerk or governing body of said municipality, said gov¬ 
erning body must call a municipal option election for said munici¬ 
pality to determine the sentiment of the people as to whether or not 
alcoholic beverages can be legally sold or distributed in said munici¬ 
pality. Said petition for municipal option election shall contain the 
following: “It is petitioned that a municipal option election be held 
to permit the legal sale and distribution of alcoholic beverages 
within this municipality.” On the ballot to be used for such munici- 
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pal option election, the question shall be in the following form: “Do 
you favor the legal sale and distribution of alcoholic beverages 
within this municipality? Yes_No-” 

Said municipal option election shall be held and the officers ap¬ 
pointed to hold same in the manner provided by law for holding 
other municipal elections and the returns thereof tabulated and the 
results certified as provided by law for such municipal elections. 
Said municipal option election shall be held at the time of the pri¬ 
mary, general, county-wide or municipal election next succeeding 
the date of the filing of said petition, provided, however, said elec¬ 
tion shall not be held within less than thirty days from the date of 
the filing of said petition. Notice of said municipal option election 
shall be given by the governing body of the municipality by publica¬ 
tion at least three weeks before the date of election, in a newspaper 
in the municipality, or, if there be none, in a newspaper in the 
county, or, if there be neither, by posting such notice at the town or 
city hall, apprising the voters of the municipality that a municipal 
option election shall be held to determine whether such municipality 
shall be wet or dry under this Act. The cost of said municipal option 
election, including the cost of notice by publication, shall be paid 
out of the general fund of the municipality. 

Only qualified voters shall vote in said municipal option elec¬ 
tion. If a majority of the voters in said municipal option election 
vote “yes”, said municipality shall be wet and alcoholic beverages 
can be legally sold, distributed and consumed within the corporate 
limits of said municipality, and all of the provisions of Title 28, 
Code of Alabama 1975, relating to alcoholic beverages in wet coun¬ 
ties, including Chapters 3, 3A, 6 and 7, shall be immediately put into 
operation with respect to and effective within the corporate limits of 
said municipality. Said municipality shall remain wet until said mu¬ 
nicipality shall be in subsequent municipal option election held 
under this Act changed to a dry municipality, notwithstanding the 
results of any subsequent county election or special method referen¬ 
dum. All other laws to the contrary notwithstanding, the electors 
residing within the corporate limits of any such municipality that 
has become wet pursuant to a municipal option election held under 
this Act shall not be entitled to vote in any subsequent county elec¬ 
tion or special method referendum held to determine if the county 
in which such municipality is located shall become wet. The ques¬ 
tion of whether such county shall become wet shall be decided by 
the electors of such county residing outside the corporate limits of 
such wet municipality as otherwise provided by law. 

If a majority of the voters voting in said municipal option elec¬ 
tion vote “no”, said municipality shall be a dry municipality under 
the terms of this Act until the county shall by subsequent election 
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or special referendum, vote wet, or the municipality shall by a sub¬ 
sequent municipal option election held under this Act, vote wet. 

Said municipal option election in said municipality may be held 
at the time of any primary, general, county-wide or municipal elec¬ 
tion, provided a period of not less than 720 days must elapse be¬ 
tween the dates of such municipal option elections; provided fur¬ 
ther, that a county wet-dry election or special method referendum 
may be held at any time without regard to the lapse of time between 
the dates of any municipal option elections. 

Section 2. The distribution of funds pursuant to Chapter 28, 
Title 40, and Chapter 3, Title 40, both Code of Alabama 1975, as 
amended, shall not be affected by this Act county school systems 
may receive revenue from the sale of alcoholic beverages upon ap¬ 
proval by the city council of said municipality or by the sale of alco¬ 
holic beverages authorized by a municipal option election pursuant 
to this Act. 

Section 3. Legislative Intent.—It is hereby declared the in¬ 
tention and the purpose of this Act to permit an election by the 
citizens of certain municipalities to determine the wet or dry status 
of such municipalities with regard to the sale, distribution and con¬ 
sumption of alcoholic beverages within the corporate limits of such 
municipalities; and further that such election shall be provided only 
in those municipalities which can provide safeguards for the protec¬ 
tion of the public welfare, health, peace and morals of the people. In 
the furtherance of the protection of the public welfare, health, peace 
and morals, the legislature has determined that a population classifi¬ 
cation should be established to provide this method of municipal 
option election only in those municipalities with a population of 
7,000 or more people within a county, it being the judgment of the 
legislature that municipalities with a lesser population would be un¬ 
able to support and maintain such protection where such municipal¬ 
ity is located in a dry county, whereas a municipality of 7,000 or 
more population would have the resources and ability to support 
and maintain such safeguards. 

Section 4. If any municipality having a population of 7,000 
or more, of any county, votes to allow the sale of alcoholic beverages 
in its corporate limits pursuant to this act, then every other munici¬ 
pality having a population of 4,000 or more in the county shall be 
likewise authorized to petition for and hold an election on whether 
to legalize the sale of such beverages in the same manner, and under 
the same conditions, as municipalities of 7,000 or more. 

Section 5, Repealer.—All laws or parts of laws which conflict 
or are inconsistent with this Act are hereby repealed. 
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Section 6. Laws Amended.—Title 28, Chapter 4, Code of Al¬ 
abama 1975, as amended, is hereby amended to make the same con¬ 
sistent with the provisions of this Act, so that said Chapter 4 shall 
be applicable in all “dry counties” (but not in “wet municipalities”) 
and in all “dry municipalities”, as the terms are used in this Act. 

Section 7. Effective date.—This Act shall become effective 
immediately upon its passage and approval by the Governor, or 
upon its otherwise becoming a law. 

This Act became a law under Section 125 of the Constitution on 
May 21, 1984 without approval by the Governor.

AN ACT 

To provide for a guaranteed minimum starting wage or salary for all county law 
enforcement officers of this state and provide for the enforcement of the provisions of 
this act. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . All law enforcement officers employed by any 
county of this state who is employed as a full-time law enforcement 
officer shall make at least thirteen hundred dollars ($1,300.00) per 
month starting salary. 

Section 2. The provisions of this act may be enforced in any 
court of competent jurisdiction in this state by an action brought by 
any citizen seeking a writ of mandamus, mandatory injunction or 
other proper remedy, and the court trying the cause may order the 
suspension or forfeiture of the salary, expenses or other compensa¬ 
tion of the members of the governing body failing or refusing to 
comply with the provisions of this act. 

Section 3. Members of the governing body or sheriff of any 
county are hereby expressly prohibited from requiring law enforce¬ 
ment officers affected by this act to work any more hours than they 
were normally working in order to circumvent the provisions of this 
act. 


Section 4. If for any reason any part of this act or its applica¬ 
tion to any person, body, or situation is held invalid, the remainder 
of this act and its application to any other person, body, or situation 
shall not be affected. 

Section 5. The term “law enforcement officer” means any 
person whose duties involve police work and who are designated law 
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enforcement officers by the Alabama Peace Officers Minimum Stan¬ 
dards Act. 

Section 6. All laws or parts of laws, whether general, special 
or local, in conflict with this act, are hereby repealed. 

Section 7. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise be¬ 
coming a law.

AN ACT 

To amend Section 12 of Act No. 80-442 so as to eliminate the 90 days waiting 
period to draw benefits for normal retirement from the Policemen’s and Firemen’s 
Retirement Fund of the City of Gadsden, Alabama. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . That Section 12 of Act No. 80-442 be and hereby 
is amended to read as follows: 

“Section 12. (a) No person retired after October 1, 1975, 

under the policemen’s and firemen’s retirement fund can be reem¬ 
ployed full time by the City of Gadsden in any department, without 
first having signed an agreement forfeiting his or her pension bene¬ 
fits during the time of reemployemnt. For purposes of this act, full 
time employment means 20 hours or more per week. Benefits shall 
be resumed upon termination of employment. In no instance shall 
the benefits lost during the time of reemployment be recovered by 
said person. The provision of this subsection shall not be interpreted 
to include those members drawing survivor’s benefits. 

(b) Any member of the police and fire department of a city to 
which this act applies who has been in continuous service thereof for 
as long as 20 years, upon making written application to the board of 
trustees therefor shall, without medical examination or disability, be 
retired from services in such department and upon such retirement 
the board of trustees shall direct the payment to such retired mem¬ 
ber, monthly from such fund the amount hereinafter provided for 
his or her particular position, office, salary, or class of work. How¬ 
ever, any member of such police or fire department who has become 
a new employee on or after October 1, 1975, must serve a mandatory 
30 years consecutive service before receiving retirement benefits. 
Any such person entitled to receive retirement benefits pursuant to 
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this act shall receive benefits equal to 50% of the final salary re¬ 
ceived by that person at the time of his or her retirement. Except, 
however, said retirement shall not be calculated on any pay based 
on rank which has not been held for at least 3 years before 
retirement.” 

Section 2. That this act shall become effective upon its pas¬ 
sage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law.

AN ACT 

Relating to dental practice insurance coverage in health insurance policies and 
employee benefit plans so as to allow any individual who has dental insurance cover¬ 
age or contract benefits, the right to select any dentist of his choice to furnish the 
dental care provided under such plans or policies; to provide that it shall be the duty 
and responsibility of the commissioner of insurance to enforce the provisions of this 
Act; and to provide for penalties for violations as provided in Section 27-1-12 of the 
Code of Alabama 1975. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . SCOPE OF ACT. This Act shall apply to health 
insurance and employee benefit plans providing for dental care 
services. 

Section 2. DEFINITIONS. As used in this Act, the following 
terms shall have the respective meanings herein set forth, unless the 
context shall otherwise require: 

(1) ALABAMA INSURANCE CODE. Title 27 of the Code of 
Alabama 1975. 

(2) INSURER. Such term shall have the meaning ascribed in 
section 27-1-2 of the Code of Alabama 1975. 

(3) PERSON. Such term shall have the meaning ascribed in 
section 27-1-2 of the Code of Alabama 1975. 

(4) COMMISSIONER and DEPARTMENT. Such terms, re¬ 
spectively, shall have the meanings ascribed in section 27-1-2 of the 
Code of Alabama 1975. 

(5) CONTRACTUAL OBLIGATION. Any obligation under 
covered policies or employee benefit plans. 
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(6) COVERED POLICY or PLAN. Any policy, employee ben¬ 
efit plan or contract within the scope of this chapter. 

(7) HEALTH INSURANCE POLICY. Any individual, group, 
blanket, or franchise insurance policy, insurance agreement, or 
group hospital service contract providing benefits for dental care ex¬ 
penses incurred as a result of an accident or sickness. 

(8) EMPLOYEE BENEFIT PLAN. Any plan, fund, or pro¬ 
gram heretofore or hereafter established or maintained by an em¬ 
ployer or by an employee organization, or by both, to the extent that 
such plan, fund, or program was established or is maintained for the 
purpose of providing for its participants or their beneficiaries, 
through the purchase of insurance or otherwise, dental care benefits 
in the event of accident or sickness. 

(9) DENTAL CARE SERVICES. Any services furnished to 
any person for the purpose of preventing, alleviating, curing, or 
healing human dental illness or injury. 

(10) DENTIST. Any person who furnishes dental care services 
and who is licensed as a dentist by the State of Alabama. 

Section 2. No health insurance policy or employee benefit 
plan which is delivered, renewed, issued for delivery, or otherwise 
contracted for in this state shall: 

(a) prevent any person who is a party to or beneficiary of any 
such health insurance policy or employee benefit plan from selecting 
the dentist of his choice to furnish the dental care services offered 
by said policy or plan or interfere with said selection provided the 
dentist is licensed to furnish such dental care services in this state; 

(b) deny any dentist the right to participate as a contracting 
provider for such policy or plan provided the dentist is licensed to 
furnish the dental care services offered by said policy or plan; 

(c) authorize any person to regulate, interfere, or intervene in 
any manner in the diagnosis or treatment rendered by a dentist to 
his patient for the purpose of preventing, alleviating, curing, or heal¬ 
ing dental illness or injury provided said dentist practices within the 
scope of his license; or 

(d) require that any dentist furnishing dental care services 
must make or obtain dental x-rays or any other diagnostic aids for 
the purpose of preventing, alleviating, curing, or healing dental ill¬ 
ness or injury; provided, however, that nothing herein shall prohibit 
requests for existing dental x-rays or any other existing diagnostic 
aids for the purpose of determining benefits payable under a health 
insurance policy or employee benefit plan. 
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Nothing herein shall prohibit the predetermination of benefits 
for dental care expenses prior to treatment by the attending dentist. 

Section 3. Any health insurance policy or employee benefit 
plan which is delivered, renewed, issued for delivery, or otherwise 
contracted for in this state shall, to the extent that it provides bene¬ 
fits for dental care expenses: 

(a) disclose, if applicable, that the benefit offered is limited to 
the least costly treatment; 

(b) define and explain the standard upon which the payment 
of benefits or reimbursement for the cost of dental care services is 
based, such as “usual and customary,” “reasonable and customary,” 
“usual, customary, and reasonable,” fees or words of similar import 
or specify in dollars and cents the amount of the payment or reim¬ 
bursement for dental care services to be provided. Said payment or 
reimbursement for a noncontracting provider dentist shall be the 
same as the payment or reimbursement for a contracting provider 
dentist; provided, however, that the health insurance policy or the 
employee benefit plan shall not be required to make payment or re¬ 
imbursement in an amount which is greater than the amount so 
specified or which is greater than the fee charged by the providing 
dentist for the dental care services rendered. 

Section 4. Any provision in a health insurance policy or em¬ 
ployee benefit plan which is delivered, renewed, issued for delivery, 
or otherwise contracted for in this state which is contrary to this 
article shall to the extent of such conflict be void. 

Section 5. The provisions of this Act do not mandate that 
any type of benefits for dental care expenses be provided by a health 
insurance policy or an employee benefit plan. 

Section 6. The provisions of this Act do not prohibit the fol¬ 
lowing conduct and shall be construed to provide that: 

(a) a dentist may contract directly with a patient for the fur¬ 
nishing of dental care services to said patient as may be otherwise 
authorized by law; 

(b) any person providing a health insurance policy or em¬ 
ployee benefit plan, or an employer, or an employee organization 
may: 

(1) make available to its insureds, beneficiaries, participants, 
employees, or members information relating to dental care services 
by the distribution of factually accurate information regarding den¬ 
tal care services, rates, fees, location, and hours of service, provided 
such distribution is made upon the request of any dentist licensed 
by this state; or 
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(2) establish an administrative mechanism which facilitates 
payment for dental care services by insured, beneficiaries, partici¬ 
pants, employees, or members to the dentist of their choice; or 

(3) pay or reimburse, on a nondiscriminatory basis, its in¬ 
sureds, beneficiaries, participants, employees, or members for the 
cost of dental care services rendered by the dentist of their choice. 

Section 7. It shall be unlawful for any insurer or any person 
to provide any health insurance policy or employee benefit plan pro¬ 
viding for dental care services that does not conform to the provi¬ 
sions of this Act. 

Section 8. The commissioner of insurance shall not approve 
for sale in this state any health insurance policy or employee benefit 
plan providing for dental care services which does not conform to 
the provisions of this Act or to the provisions of Sections 27-14-8 
and 27-14-9 of the Code of Alabama 1975. 

Section 9. It shall be the duty and responsibility of the com¬ 
missioner of insurance to enforce the provisions of this Act. 

Section 10. Each willful violation of the provisions of this 
Act shall be punishable as provided in Section 27-1-12 of the Code 
of Alabama 1975. 

Section 11. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any 
part of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declara¬ 
tion shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 12 . All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
Act are hereby repealed. 

Section 13. This act shall become effective immediately 
upon its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its other¬ 
wise becoming a law.

AN ACT 

To make provision for the financing and acquisition, construction, equipment 
and improvement from time to time of docks facilities in the state and to finance 
such acquisition, construction, equipment and improvement by the issuance of reve¬ 
nue bonds of the Alabama State Docks Department when the Department, with the 
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approval of the governor, shall determine that the issuance of such bonds is necessary 
for payment of the costs of acquiring, constructing, equipping and improving docks 
facilities operated or to be operated by the said Department; to authorize Alabama 
State Docks Department, with the approval of the Governor, to sell and issue from 
time to time its revenue bonds in such aggregate principal amount as said Depart¬ 
ment, with the approval of the Governor, may deem advisable for such purposes; to 
provide that certain bonds issued by the Industrial Development Board of the City of 
Mobile, Alabama, certain bonds issued by the State, and bonds at any time issued by 
Alabama State Docks Department or any of them, and at the time outstanding, and 
the interest thereon may be refunded through the issuance by the Department of 
refunding bonds; to provide that proceeds of the bonds issued under this Act may be 
used to purchase property owned by the Industrial Development Board of the City of 
Mobile, Alabama, and leased to Alabama State Docks Department and to prepay said 
Department’s lease obligations to said Board; to provide that the Department shall 
determine the manner, terms and conditions of the sale or sales of the bonds author¬ 
ized to be issued under this Act, and to make provisions respecting such sale or sales 
and the application of the proceeds from the sale or sales thereof; to provide for the 
method of execution of said bonds and other details pertaining thereto; to provide 
that bonds issued under this Act shall not create an obligation or debt of the State 
and shall be limited obligations payable solely out of the revenues of the Department 
pledged in this Act; to provide that the bonds authorized to be issued under this Act 
and the income therefrom shall be exempt from taxation; to provide that said bonds 
may be used to secure deposits of funds of the State and its instrumentalities and 
agencies and shall be lawful for the investment of trust funds; to provide for the use 
of the proceeds of said bonds; to provide for the defeasance of said bonds; to author¬ 
ize the Department to continue to collect all charges and other fees presently imposed 
and collected by the Department; to pledge funds necessary to pay the principal of, 
premium, if any, and interest on said bonds; to authorize the Department to pledge 
for payment of the said principal of, premium, if any, and interest on said bonds the 
moneys pledged in this Act for that purpose; to preserve outstanding appropriations, 
pledges and convenants made by the State or the Department; to authorize the De¬ 
partment to covenant to maintain its charges and other fees; to authorize the estab¬ 
lishment of a special debt service account to be held by the State Treasurer and used 
to pay debt service on bonds to be issued under this Act out of moneys paid into such 
account by the Department; to permit reserve funds for the benefit of outstanding 
bonds to be used by the Department to provide additions to docks facilities; to pro¬ 
vide that if any portion of this Act is held invalid such holding shall not affect the 
validity of any other portion hereof; and to specify the effective date of this Act. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Definitions. Where used in this Act the following 
words and terms shall be given the following respective meanings 
unless the context hereof clearly indicates otherwise: 

“Code” means the Code of Alabama 1975, as amended. 

“Department” means Alabama State Docks Department created 
in Chapter 1 of Title 33 of the Code. 

“Director” means the Director of State Docks provided for in 
Section 3 of Chapter 1 of Title 33 of the Code. 

“Docks Facilities” means docks and all kinds of docks facilities, 
including elevators, compresses, conveyors, warehouses, water and 
rail terminals, bulk handling facilities, coal handing facilities, grain 
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elevator facilities, wharves, piles, quays, cold storage facilities, load¬ 
ing and unloading facilities, and other related structures, facilities, 
equipment, property and improvements of every kind needful for 
the convenient use of same, in aid of commerce and use of the wa¬ 
terways of the State, now or hereafter existing, that are now or here¬ 
after owned or held, are or are to be under the management and 
control of the Department and are located along navigable rivers, 
streams or waterways now or hereafter existing within the State. 

“Docks Facilities Revenues” means all gross revenues of the De¬ 
partment derived from charges made by the Department for all ser¬ 
vices provided by the Department to, and for the use of Docks Facil¬ 
ities by, persons using any of the Docks Facilities, including all 
special handling and processing charges, tariffs, surcharges and 
other fees, but excluding any amounts received by the Department 
from State taxes or licenses or from appropriations to the Depart¬ 
ment made by the State. 

“Docks Facilities Revenue Bonds” means the revenue bonds au¬ 
thorized in Section 2 of this Act to be sold and issued by the 
Department. 

“Government Securities” means any bonds or other obligations 
which as to principal and interest constitute direct obligations of, or 
are unconditionally guaranteed by, the United States of America, 
including obligations of any federal agency to the extent such obli¬ 
gations are unconditionally guaranteed by the United States of 
America and any certificates or any other evidences of an ownership 
interest in such obligations of, or unconditionally guaranteed by, the 
United States of America or in specified portions thereof (which 
may consist of the principal thereof or the interest thereon). 

“Industrial Board Bonds” means those bonds of the Industrial 
Development Board, dated February 1, 1981, and issued to provide 
funds for the construction, lease and purchase of the Industrial 
Board Project and for other purposes related thereto. 

“Industrial Board Project” means certain additions to the 
Docks Facilities financed through the issuance of the Industrial 
Board Bonds and leased to the Department by the Industrial Devel¬ 
opment Board pursuant to a Lease and Agreement dated as of Feb¬ 
ruary 1, 1981. 

“Industrial Development Board” means The Industrial Devel¬ 
opment Board of the City of Mobile, Alabama, a public corporation 
and instrumentality that was organized and is existing under the 
provisions of Act No. 648 enacted at the 1949 Regular Session of the 
Legislature, as amended (codified as Article 4 of Chapter 54 of the 
Code). 
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“Legislature” means the Legislature of Alabama. 

“Outstanding Bonds” means any Docks Facilities Revenue 
Bonds issued under this Act, any Refunding Bonds issued under 
this Act, the Seaport Facility Bonds, the State General Obligation 
Docks Bonds and the Industrial Board Bonds, at any time issued 
and outstanding. 

“Refunding Bonds” means those refunding bonds authorized in 
Section 3 of this Act to be sold and issued by the Department. 

“Seaport Facility Bonds” means the Department’s Seaport Fa¬ 
cility Revenue and Special Excise Tax Bonds, dated March 1, 1972, 
issued pursuant to Act No. 64 enacted at the 1971 First Special Ses¬ 
sion of the Legislature, as amended, and the Department’s Seaport 
Facility Revenue Bonds, Series 1978, dated November 1, 1978, is¬ 
sued pursuant to Act No. 703 enacted at the 1976 Regular Session of 
the Legislature, as amended. 

“State” means the State of Alabama. 

“State General Obligation Docks Bonds” means the General 
Obligation Docks Expansion Bonds of the State, dated March 1, 
1966, the General Obligation Docks Capital Extension Bonds of the 
State, dated March 1,1968, and the General Obligation Docks Facil¬ 
ities Bonds, Series 1970, of the State, dated September 1, 1970. 

“State Treasurer” means the State Treasurer of the State. 

Section 2. Authorization to Issue Docks Facilities Revenue 
Bonds. The Department, with the approval of the Governor, may 
from time to time and at any time, issue its Docks Facilities Reve¬ 
nue Bonds in such aggregate principal amounts as the Department, 
with the approval of the Governor, may determine to be advisable, 
for the purpose of providing funds for the acquisition, construction, 
equipment or improvement of Docks Facilities, together with the ex¬ 
penses incident to the authorization, issuance and sale of such 
Docks Facilities Revenue Bonds. The cost of so acquiring, construct¬ 
ing, equipping and improving such Docks Facilities shall be deemed 
to include interest that will either accrue or become payable on the 
Docks Facilities Revenue Bonds issued therefor during the period 
required for the acquisition, construction, equipment and improve¬ 
ment of such Docks Facilities, plus a period not exceeding six 
months after the completion thereof. The powers conferred on the 
Department by this Act are in addition to all powers heretofore con¬ 
ferred on the Department by the Constitution and laws of Alabama. 

Section 3. Authorization to Issue Refunding Bonds. Subject 
to the provisions contained in this Act, the Department may from 
time to time sell and issue its Refunding Bonds for the purpose of 
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refunding any or all of the Outstanding Bonds then outstanding, to¬ 
gether with any interest thereon whether due and unpaid at the 
time of issuance of such Refunding Bonds or not, and with any pre¬ 
mium that may be necessary to be paid in order to redeem or retire 
those Outstanding Bonds proposed to be refunded. 

In the discretion of the Department, with the approval of the 
Governor, Refunding Bonds may be issued in exchange for Out¬ 
standing Bonds or they may be sold and the proceeds thereof ap¬ 
plied to the purchase, redemption or payment of Outstanding 
Bonds. Refunding Bonds to be issued in exchange for Outstanding 
Bonds may be issued in such principal amount as the Department 
shall determine. Refunding Bonds to be sold may be issued in such 
principal amount as shall be determined by the Department, pro¬ 
vided that such Refunding Bonds shall not be sold and issued in an 
aggregate principal amount exceeding the sum of (i) the outstanding 
principal amount of the Outstanding Bonds to be refunded, (ii) the 
interest accrued and to accrue on the Outstanding Bonds to be re¬ 
funded until the respective maturities thereof, or if the Outstanding 
Bonds to be refunded are to be called for redemption (either on the 
earliest date on which under their terms they may be redeemed or 
some later date or dates), the interest accrued and to accrue thereon 
until the date or dates on which they are to be called for redemp¬ 
tion, (iii) the amount of any redemption premium required, by the 
terms of the Outstanding Bonds, to be paid as a condition to their 
redemption prior to their respective maturities, (iv) the amount, if 
any, required to be deposited in an interest account or a reserve ac¬ 
count, and (v) the amount of any expenses (actual or estimated) of 
such refunding, including without limitation, the expenses of selling 
and issuing the Refunding Bonds (including any discount reflected 
in the purchase price thereof paid to the Department), bond insur¬ 
ance premiums, fees and disbursements of attorneys, accountants, 
financial advisors and other consultants, fees and disbursements of 
trustees and escrow agents, printing costs and other customary bond 
issuance expenses. 

Section 4. Details Respecting the Docks Facilities Revenue 
Bonds and Refunding Bonds. The Docks Facilities Revenue Bonds 
and the Refunding Bonds shall be in such forms and denominations 
and of such tenor and maturities (either serial or term or a combina¬ 
tion thereof), provided that no Docks Facilities Revenue Bond or 
Refunding Bond shall have a specified maturity date, including 
sinking fund redemptions, later than thirty years after its date, shall 
bear such rate or rates of interest (including a zero rate of interest) 
payable and evidenced in such manner, and may contain other pro¬ 
visions not inconsistent with this Act, all as may be provided in the 
order or orders of the Director in which the Docks Facilities Reve- 
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nue Bonds or the Refunding Bonds, respectively, are authorized to 
be issued; provided, that no such order shall be valid without the 
written approval of the Governor. 

Notwithstanding any other provision of this Act to the contrary, 
the Director may, in connection with the issuance of Docks Facilities 
Revenue Bonds and Refunding Bonds pursuant to this Act, provide 
by order for places of payment (either within or without the State); 
registration provisions; exchange privileges; method of delivery; en¬ 
tering into contracts with banks and trust companies located either 
within or without the State to act as registrars, paying agents, trans¬ 
fer agents, depositories for safekeeping, agents for the delivery and 
payment of bonds, authenticating agents or otherwise; and cove¬ 
nants for the security and better marketability of the Docks Facili¬ 
ties Revenue Bonds and Refunding Bonds, including but not limited 
to the establishment of an interest account to be funded with the 
proceeds of Docks Facilities Revenue Bonds or Refunding Bonds for 
the payment of interest on such bonds, and the establishment of 
reserves or sinking funds to secure or to pay such Docks Facilities 
Revenue Bonds or Refunding Bonds, incident to or necessary or 
convenient to the purposes of the Department and the provision for 
the investment of such interest accounts or reserves or sinking funds 
at the direction of the Department. The Department may, in the 
order or orders of the Director under which any of the Docks Facili¬ 
ties Revenue Bonds or the Refunding Bonds are issued, retain an 
option to redeem all or any thereof at such redemption price or 
prices and after such notice or notices and on such terms and condi¬ 
tions and at such time to times as maybe set forth in the said order 
or orders and as may be briefly recited on the Docks Facilities Reve¬ 
nue Bonds or the Refunding Bonds with respect to which such op¬ 
tion of redemption is retained. 

Section 5. Execution of Docks Facilities Revenue Bonds and 
Refunding Bonds. The Docks Facilities Revenue Bonds and Re¬ 
funding Bonds shall be signed by the Director and attested by the 
Secretary-Treasurer of the Department, and all interest coupons (if 
any) applicable to the Docks Facilities Revenue Bonds or Refunding 
Bonds shall be signed by the Director; provided, that a facsimile of 
the signatures of either or both of said officers may be printed or 
otherwise reproduce on any of the Docks Facilities Revenue Bonds 
or Refunding Bonds in lieu of their being manually signed, and a 
facsimile of the Director’s signature may be printed or otherwise re¬ 
produced on any of the interest coupons in lieu of their being manu¬ 
ally signed. The seal of the Department shall be impressed on the 
Docks Facilities Revenue Bonds and Refunding Bonds, provided 
that a facsimile of the said seal may be printed or otherwise repro- 
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duced on any of the Docks Facilities Revenue Bonds or Refunding 
Bonds in lieu of being manually impressed thereon. 

Section 6. Sale of Docks Facilities Revenue Bonds or Re¬ 
funding Bonds. Docks Facilities Revenue Bonds and Refunding 
Bonds may be sold by the Department from time to time in series, 
and if sold in more than one series may all be authorized in one 
initial order of the Director with the pledges therefor made in such 
initial order, notwithstanding that details applicable to each series 
may be specified in the respective orders under which such series are 
issued. Each series of the Docks Facilities Revenue Bonds or Re¬ 
funding Bonds may be sold at public or private sale, as determined 
by the Director, at such price or prices as the Director shall deter¬ 
mine, and if sold at public sale either on sealed bids or at public 
auction, to the bidder whose bid reflects the lowest total net interest 
cost to the Department for the series of the Docks Facilities Reve¬ 
nue Bonds or Refunding Bonds being sold, computed from the date 
of those at the time being sold to their respective maturities and 
taking into account any premium or discount named in the bid 
therefor; provided, that if in the event of public sale of the Docks 
Facilities Revenue Bonds or Refunding Bonds no bid acceptable to 
the Department is received it may reject all bids. Notice of each 
public sale shall be given by publication in either a financial journal 
or a financial newspaper published in the City of New York, New 
York, and also by publication in a newspaper published in the State 
which is customarily published not less than five days during each 
calendar week, each of which notices must be published at least one 
time not less than ten days prior to the date fixed for the sale. The 
Director may fix the terms and conditions under which each such 
sale may be held; provided, that such terms and conditions shall not 
conflict with any of the requirements of this Act. Approval by the 
Governor of the terms and conditions under which any of the Docks 
Facilities Revenue Bonds or Refunding Bonds may be issued shall 
be requisite to their validity. The Governor’s approval shall be in 
writing and shall be entered on the order of the Director in which 
the series of the Docks Facilities Revenue Bonds or Refunding 
Bonds proposed to be issued are authorized or sold. Such approval 
by the Governor may be shown on any series of the Docks Facilities 
Revenue Bonds or Refunding Bonds by a facsimile of his signature 
printed or otherwise reproduced thereon when authorization of such 
action is contained in the approval signed by him. Neither a public 
hearing nor consent by the Department of Finance of the State or 
any other department or agency shall be a prerequisite to the issu¬ 
ance of any of the Docks Facilities Revenue Bonds or Refunding 
Bonds. 

Section 7. Docks Facilities Revenue Bonds and Refunding 
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Bonds to be Limited Obligations; Pledge Therefor; Negotiable In¬ 
struments. The Docks Facilities Revenue Bonds and Refunding 
Bonds shall not be general obligations of the Department but shall 
be payable solely out of Docks Facilities Revenues. As security for 
the payment of the principal of, premium, if any, and interest on the 
Docks Facilities Revenue Bonds and Refunding Bonds issued by it 
under this Act, the Department is hereby authorized and empow¬ 
ered to pledge for payment of the said principal, premium, if any, 
and interest all or any part of the Docks Facilities Revenues. All 
contracts made and all Docks Facilities Revenue Bonds and Re¬ 
funding Bonds issued by the Department pursuant to the provisions 
of this Act shall be solely and exclusively obligations of the Depart¬ 
ment and shall not be an obligation or debt of the State. The Docks 
Facilities Revenue Bonds and Refunding Bonds, except while regis¬ 
tered, shall be construed to be negotiable instruments although pay¬ 
able solely from a specified source as herein provided. 

Section 8. Income on Docks Facilities Revenue Bonds and 
Refunding Bonds Exempt from Taxation; Docks Facilities Revenue 
Bonds and Refunding Bonds May be Used to Secure Deposit and 
for Investment of Fiduciary Funds. Docks Facilities Revenue Bonds 
and Refunding Bonds and the income therefrom shall be exempt 
from all taxation in the State. Any of the Docks Facilities Revenue 
Bonds or Refunding Bonds may be used by the holder thereof as 
security for the deposit of any funds belonging to the State or to any 
instrumentality or agency of the State in any instance where secur¬ 
ity for such deposits may be required by law. Unless otherwise di¬ 
rected by the court having jurisdiction thereof, or by the document 
that is the source of power, a trustee, executor, administrator, 
guardian, or one acting in any other fiduciary capacity may, in addi¬ 
tion to any other investment powers conferred by law and with the 
exercise of reasonable business prudence, invest fiduciary funds in 
any of the Docks Facilities Revenue Bonds or Refunding Bonds. 

Section 9. Use of Proceeds of Refunding Bonds. The pro¬ 
ceeds of Refunding Bonds shall be applied, together with any other 
moneys legally available therefor to the payment of the expenses au¬ 
thorized by this Act and to the payment of the principal of, pre¬ 
mium, if any, and interest due and to become due on any Outstand¬ 
ing Bonds to be refunded thereby and, if so required by order of the 
Director, shall be deposited by the Department, with one or more 
trustees or escrow agents, which trustees or escrow agents shall be 
trust companies or national or state banks, located either within or 
without the State, having powers of a trust company, in an interest 
account to pay interest on Refunding Bonds, and in a reserve ac¬ 
count to further secure the payment of the principal of, premium, if 
any, and interest on any Refunding Bonds. Proceeds of Refunding 
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Bonds may also be applied to repay the Department’s lease obliga¬ 
tions with respect to the Industrial Board Project. To the extent not 
required for the immediate payment of Outstanding Bonds or for 
deposit into an interest account or a reserve account, proceeds of 
Refunding Bonds together with any other moneys legally available 
therefor, shall be deposited in trust, on such terms as the Director 
shall approve, with one or more trustees or escrow agents, which 
trustees or escrow agents shall be trust companies or national or 
state banks, located either within or without the State, having pow¬ 
ers of a trust company. Any such proceeds or moneys deposited in 
trust with one or more trustees or escrow agents shall be applied 
solely to the payment when due of the principal of, premium, if any, 
and interest due and to become due on the Outstanding Bonds to be 
refunded thereby on or prior to the redemption date or maturity 
date thereof, as the case may be. Any such proceeds or moneys so 
deposited with one or more trustees or escrow agents, may be in¬ 
vested in Government Securities; provided, such Government Secur¬ 
ities shall not be subject to redemption prior to their maturity other 
than at the option of the holder thereof. Except as provided in the 
immediately succeeding sentence, neither the Government Securities 
nor moneys so deposited with one or more trustees or escrow agents 
shall be withdrawn or used for any purpose other than, and shall be 
held in trust for, the payment of the principal of, premium, if any, 
and interest on such Outstanding Bonds to be refunded thereby; 
provided that any cash received from such principal or interest pay¬ 
ments on such Government Securities deposited with one or more 
trustees or escrow agents, (a) to the extent such cash will not be 
required at any time for such purpose, shall be paid over by said 
trustees or escrow agents to the Department, as received, and (b) to 
the extent such cash will be required for such purpose at a later 
date, shall, to the extent practicable and legally permissible, be rein¬ 
vested in Government Securities maturing at times and in amounts 
sufficient to pay when due the principal of, premium, if any, and 
interest on such Outstanding Bonds on and prior to such redemp¬ 
tion date or maturity date thereof, as the case may be, and interest 
earned from such reinvestments to the extent not required for the 
payment of such Outstanding Bonds shall be paid over by said 
trustees or escrow agents to the Department, as received. Notwith¬ 
standing anything to the contrary contained herein, (a) moneys on 
deposit pursuant to the provisions of this section may be applied 
and Government Securities so deposited may be redeemed and sold 
and the proceeds thereof applied to (i) the purchase of the Out¬ 
standing Bonds which were refunded by the deposit with the trustee 
or escrow agent of such moneys and Government Securities and im¬ 
mediately thereafter all Outstanding Bonds so purchased shall be 
cancelled, or (ii) the purchase of different Government Securities; 
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provided, however, that the moneys and Government Securities on 
deposit with one or more trustees or escrow agents after such 
purchase and cancellation of such Outstanding Bonds or such 
purchase of different Government Securities shall be sufficient to 
pay when due the principal of, premium, if any, and interest on all 
other Outstanding Bonds in respect of which such moneys and Gov¬ 
ernment Securities were deposited on or prior to the redemption 
date or maturity date thereof, as the case may be; and (b) in the 
event that on any date, as a result of any purchases and cancella¬ 
tions of Outstanding Bonds or any purchases of different Govern¬ 
ment Securities as provided in this sentence, the total amount of 
moneys and Government Securities remaining on deposit with the 
trustee or escrow agent, is in excess of the total amount which would 
have been required to be deposited with the trustee or escrow agent 
on such date in respect of the remaining Outstanding Bonds for 
which such deposit was made in order to pay when due the principal 
of, premium, if any, and interest on such remaining Outstanding 
Bonds, the trustee or escrow agent shall, if so directed by the Direc¬ 
tor, pay the amount of such excess to the Department. 

All applications of proceeds of Refunding Bonds or other mon¬ 
eys as provided in this section, including without limitation the in¬ 
vestment thereof and the sale of any related Government Securities, 
shall be at the direction of the Director. 

Notwithstanding any law to the contrary, moneys of the De¬ 
partment may be used from time to time as provided by any author¬ 
izing order of the Director to replenish withdrawals from any reserve 
account created pursuant to this section. 

In order to enhance the marketability of Docks Facilities Reve¬ 
nue Bonds and Refunding Bonds, since the pledge herein authorized 
of Docks Facilities Revenues is subordinate to the pledges hereto¬ 
fore made for certain of the Outstanding Bonds, the Department is 
authorized, in any order of the Director relating to any Refunding 
Bonds, to covenant with the holders of any Docks Facilities Revenue 
Bonds or any Refunding Bonds that the proceeds of any Refunding 
Bonds and any other moneys deposited in trust as provided in this 
section for the payment when due of any Outstanding Bonds re¬ 
funded thereby, shall not be withdrawn or used for any purpose 
other than as provided in this section and in such order of the 
Director. 

Section 10. Use of Proceeds of Docks Facilities Revenue 
Bonds. The Department shall pay out of the proceeds from the sale 
of any of the Docks Facilities Revenue Bonds all expenses that the 
Director may deem necessary or advantageous in connection with 
the sale and issuance of such Docks Facilities Revenue Bonds (in- 
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eluding any discount reflected in the purchase price thereof paid to 
the Department), including fees and disbursements of attorneys, ac¬ 
countants, financial advisors, consulting engineers and other consul¬ 
tants, fees and disbursements of trustees and escrow agents, bond 
insurance premiums, printing costs and other customary bond issu¬ 
ance expenses. The proceeds of the Docks Facilities Revenue Bonds 
remaining after paying the expenses of their sale and issuance shall 
be deposited by the Department in a special fund called the Docks 
Facilities Construction and Acquisition Account and, if so required 
by order of the Director, with one or more trustees or escrow agents 
in an interest account to pay interest on Docks Facilities Revenue 
Bonds, and in a reserve account to further secure the payment of 
principal of, premium, if any, and interest on any Docks Facilities 
Revenue Bonds. Moneys in the said Docks Facilities Construction 
and Acquisition Account may be invested by the Department in 
Government Securities in accordance with the orders pursuant to 
which the Docks Facilities Revenue Bonds are issued. The Docks 
Facilities Construction and Acquisition Account shall be subject to 
be drawn on by the Director, upon the approval of the Governor, 
but only for the purpose of paying costs of acquiring, constructing, 
equipping and improving Docks Facilities (including the acquisition 
of property necessary for such acquisition, construction, and equip¬ 
ment and improvement) and to prepay the Department’s lease obli¬ 
gations with respect to the Industrial Board Project and to purchase 
the Industrial Board Project. Notwithstanding any law to the con¬ 
trary, moneys of the Department may be used from time to time as 
provided by any authorizing order of the Director to replenish with¬ 
drawals from any reserve account created pursuant to this section. 
Interest earnings derived from the investment of any proceeds of 
Docks Facilities Revenue Bonds shall be disposed of as may be pro¬ 
vided by the order of the Director authorizing the issuance of Docks 
Facilities Revenue Bonds. 

Section 11 . Defeasance of Docks Facilities Revenue Bonds 
and Refunding Bonds. Any Docks Facilities Revenue Bond or Re¬ 
funding Bond issued pursuant to the provisions of this Act shall no 
longer be deemed to be outstanding, shall no longer be secured by 
the Docks Facilities Revenues that may have been pledged therefor, 
shall no longer constitute a limited obligation of the Department, 
and shall be secured solely by and payable solely from moneys and 
Government Securities deposited in trust with one or more trustees 
or escrow agents as provided herein, whenever there shall be depos¬ 
ited in trust with one or more trustees or escrow agents, as provided 
herein, either moneys or Government Securities the principal of and 
interest on which when due will provide moneys which, together 
with the moneys, if any, deposited with one or more trustees of es¬ 
crow agents, at the same time, shall be sufficient to pay when due 
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the principal of, premium, if any, and interest due and to become 
due on such bonds on or prior to the redemption date or maturity 
date thereof, as the case may be; provided, such Government Securi¬ 
ties shall not be subject to redemption prior to their maturity other 
than at the option of the holder thereof. Except as provided in the 
immediately succeeding sentence hereof, neither the Government 
Securities nor moneys so deposited with one or more trustees or es¬ 
crow agents, shall be withdrawn or used for any purpose other than, 
and shall be held in trust for, the payment of the principal of, pre¬ 
mium, if any, and interest to become due on such bonds; provided 
that any cash received from such principal or interest payments on 
such Government Securities deposited with one or more trustees or 
escrow agents, (a) to the extent such cash will not be required at any 
time for such purpose, shall be paid over to the Department as re¬ 
ceived, free and clear of any trust, lien, pledge or assignment secur¬ 
ing such bonds, and (b) to the extent such cash will be required for 
such purpose at a later date, shall, to the extent practicable and le¬ 
gally permissible, be reinvested in Government Securities maturing 
at times and in amounts sufficient to pay when due the principal of, 
premium, if any, and interest to become due on such bonds on and 
prior to such redemption date or maturity date thereof, as the case 
may be, and interest earned from such reinvestments to the extent 
not required for the payment of such bonds shall be paid over to the 
Department, as received, free and clear of any trust, lien or pledge 
securing such bonds. Notwithstanding anything to the contrary con¬ 
tained herein, (a) moneys deposited pursuant to the provisions of 
this section may be applied and Government Securities so deposited 
may be redeemed and sold and the proceeds thereof applied to (i) 
the purchase of the Docks Facilities Revenue Bonds or Refunding 
Bonds which were defeased by the deposit with the trustee or es¬ 
crow agent of such moneys and Government Securities and immedi¬ 
ately thereafter all Docks Facilities Revenue Bonds or Refunding 
Bonds so purchased shall be cancelled, or (ii) the purchase of differ¬ 
ent Government Securities; provided, however, that the moneys and 
Government Securities on deposit with one or more trustees or es¬ 
crow agents after such purchase and cancellation of such Docks Fa¬ 
cilities Revenue Bonds or Refunding Bonds or such purchase of dif¬ 
ferent Government Securities shall be sufficient to pay when due the 
principal of, premium, if any, and interest on all other Docks Facili¬ 
ties Revenue Bonds or Refunding Bonds in respect of which such 
moneys and Government Securities were deposited with the trustee 
or escrow agent on or prior to the redemption date or maturity date 
thereof, as the case may be; and (b) in the event that on any date, as 
a result of any purchases and cancellations of Docks Facilities Bonds 
or Refunding Bonds or any purchases of different Government Se¬ 
curities as provided in this sentence, the total amount of moneys 
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and Government Securities remaining on deposit with the trustee or 
escrow agent is in excess of the total amount which would have been 
required to be deposited with the trustee or escrow agent on such 
date in respect of the remaining Docks Facilities Revenue Bonds or 
Refunding Bonds for which such deposit was made in order to pay 
when due the principal of, premium, if any, and interest on such 
remaining Docks Facilities Revenue Bonds or Refunding Bonds, or 
the trustee or escrow agent shall pay over the amount of such excess 
to the Department free and clear of any trust, lien, pledge or assign¬ 
ment securing such Docks Facilities Revenue Bonds or Refunding 
Bonds. 

All applications of proceeds and moneys as provided in this sec¬ 
tion, including without limitation the investment thereof and the 
sale of any related securities, shall be at the direction of the 
Director. 

Section 12 . Continuation of Special Charges for the Benefit 
of the Docks Facilities Revenue Bonds and Refunding Bonds. The 
Department is hereby authorized to continue to impose and collect 
all charges and other fees presently imposed and collected, pursuant 
to statutory authorization, by the Department for the use of Docks 
Facilities or the handling or processing of cargo and commodities, 
irrespective of any statutory provisions providing for the termina¬ 
tion of such charges and fees upon the happening of certain events, 
including specifically the special handling charge on coal handled by 
the Department authorized to be imposed by Act No. 64 enacted at 
the 1971 Special Session of the Legislature, as amended, and the 
special processing charge on coal processed by the Department au¬ 
thorized to be imposed by Act No. 703 enacted at the 1976 Regular 
Session of the Legislature, as amended, and all statutory provisions 
respecting or requiring the termination of such charges and fees in 
certain events are hereby repealed. The proceeds of such charges 
and fees shall be considered for all purposes hereof as part of the 
Docks Facilities Revenues, provided that all pledges thereof shall be 
subordinate in all respects to any appropriations or pledges hereto¬ 
fore made for the payment of any of the Outstanding Bonds, pro¬ 
vided that the priorities of any such Docks Facilities Revenue Bonds 
and Refunding Bonds over each other as to any pledge provided 
herein shall be as provided in the order or orders of the Director 
authorizing any such Docks Facilities Revenue Bonds and Re¬ 
funding Bonds. 

Section 13. Pledge. All moneys hereby pledged shall consti¬ 
tute a sinking fund for the purpose of paying the principal of, pre¬ 
mium, if any, and the interest on the Docks Facilities Revenue 
Bonds and Refunding Bonds. As security for the payment of the 
principal of, premium, if any, and interest on the Docks Facilities 
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Revenue Bonds and the Refunding Bonds issued under this Act, the 
Department is authorized to pledge the proceeds of the pledge 
herein provided for, including moneys on deposit in any interest ac¬ 
count or reserve account herein authorized to be created and the 
interest income from the investment of moneys on deposit in such 
interest account or reserve account, and the Docks Facilities Con¬ 
struction and Acquisition Account. 

Any pledge made pursuant to this Act shall be valid and bind¬ 
ing from the time the pledge is made. The income or revenue so 
pledged shall immediately be subject to the lien of the pledge with¬ 
out any physical delivery thereof or further act, and the lien of any 
pledge shall be valid and binding as against all parties having claims 
of any kind in tort, contract or otherwise against the State or the 
Department, irrespective of whether such parties have notice 
thereof. Neither the order nor any other instrument by which a 
pledge is created need be filed or recorded, except in the records of 
the Department. 

Section 14. Preservation of Outstanding Appropriations, 
Pledges and Covenants by State and Department. It is the intention 
of the Legislature in enacting this Act to preserve inviolate all ap¬ 
propriations and pledges heretofore made of any portion of any rev¬ 
enues of the Department for the benefit of any of the Outstanding 
Bonds. 

The State does hereby covenant and agree with the holder of 
each Docks Facilities Revenue Bond or Refunding Bond issued pur¬ 
suant to the authority of this Act that while any such bonds are 
outstanding and unpaid (a) neither the State nor the Department 
will appropriate or pledge any portion of the Docks Facilities Reve¬ 
nues for the benefit of any obligations that may at any time be is¬ 
sued pursuant to any statute, ranking on a parity with or superior to 
the pledge made for the benefit of Docks Facilities Revenue Bonds 
and Refunding Bonds herein authorized, provided that such cove¬ 
nant and agreement shall not be construed so as to limit the issu¬ 
ance of any obligations subordinate to such pledge, and (b) the State 
will not change or otherwise alter the duties, responsibilities, obliga¬ 
tions or authority of the State Treasurer or the Department as pro¬ 
vided herein in a manner adverse to the interests of any holder of 
any Docks Facilities Revenue Bond or Refunding Bond issued under 
this Act. 

Section 15. Covenant by Department to Maintain Charges 
and Other Fees. For the benefit of the holders from time to time of 
the Docks Facilities Revenue Bonds and the Refunding Bonds 
herein authorized, and in order to secure maximum prices for said 
bonds, and in consideration of the purchase and acceptance of said 
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bonds by such holders, the Department may, in any order of the 
Director authorizing the issuance of Docks Facilities Revenue Bonds 
or Refunding Bonds, irrevocably covenant and agree that while any 
of such Docks Facilities Revenue Bonds or Refunding Bonds are 
outstanding and unpaid, all charges, including special handling and 
processing charges, tariffs, surcharges, and other fees of the Depart¬ 
ment shall be maintained at such levels as the Department shall 
specify. 

Section 16. State Treasurer to Disburse Funds. There is 
hereby created a special fund to be designated the State Docks Fa¬ 
cilities Debt Service Fund, which shall be held in and constitute a 
part of the state treasury and which shall be maintained until the 
principal of and interest on any Docks Facilities Revenue Bonds or 
any Refunding Bonds shall have been paid in full. 

Not less than one day nor more than three days prior to the due 
date of any installment of principal of or interest on any of the 
Docks Facilities Revenue Bonds or any of the Refunding Bonds, the 
Department shall pay, out of Docks Facilities Revenues held by the 
Department, into the said special fund an amount equal to debt ser¬ 
vice on the Docks Facilities Revenue Bonds and the Refunding 
Bonds coming due on such due date. 

The moneys on deposit in the said special fund shall be applied 
for payment of the principal of and interest on the Docks Facilities 
Revenue Bonds and the Refunding Bonds; and moneys in the said 
special fund shall be exhausted for payment of the said principal 
and interest prior to the use for such purpose of any Docks Facilities 
Revenues held by the Department. 

The State Treasurer is authorized and directed to pay, out of 
moneys contained in the State Docks Facilities Debt Service Fund, 
the principal of and interest (and premium, if any) on the Docks 
Facilities Revenue Bonds and the Refunding Bonds at the respec¬ 
tive due dates of said principal, interest and premium, and the State 
Treasurer is further authorized and directed to set up and maintain 
appropriate records pertaining thereto. 

Section 17. Reserve Funds for Outstanding Bonds. In the 
event there shall have been established any reserve or other similar 
funds for the benefit of any of the Outstanding Bonds and if the 
Outstanding Bonds for which those funds were established are re¬ 
funded in full by the issuance of Refunding Bonds hereunder and if 
under the terms of the instruments establishing such funds, such 
funds need not be continued for payment of debt service on any 
Outstanding Bonds, then any moneys contained in such funds, and 
any interest accrued with respect thereto after the issuance of said 
Refunding Bonds, shall be paid over to the Department for its use 
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in providing additions to the Docks Facilities and for no other pur¬ 
pose, any statutory provision enacted prior to the effective date of 
this Act to the contrary notwithstanding. 

Section 18. Severability Clause; Repeal of Inconsistent Acts. 
In the event any section, sentence, clause or provision of this Act 
shall be declared invalid by any court of competent jurisdiction, 
such action shall not affect the validity of the remaining sections, 
sentences, clauses, or provisions of this Act, which shall continue 
effective. 

It is the intent of the Legislature that in the event of any con¬ 
flict or inconsistency in the provisions of this Act and any other acts 
pertaining to matters herein established or provided for, to the ex¬ 
tent of such conflict or inconsistency, the provisions of this Act shall 
be enforced and the provisions of such other acts shall be of no 
effect. 

Section 19. Effective Date. This Act shall become effective 
upon its approval by the Governor or upon its otherwise becoming 
law.

HOUSE JOINT RESOLUTION 

CREATING AN INTERIM COMMITTEE TO STUDY IN¬ 
SURANCE LAWS. 

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, 
BOTH HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That there is hereby 
created a joint interim committee to study all aspects of insurance 
laws, including but not limited to mandatory liability insurance. 
Such committee shall be composed of three members of the House 
of Representatives, to be appointed by the Speaker of the House, 
and three members of the Senate, to be appointed by the President 
of the Senate. The chairman of the committee shall be chosen by 
the members. 

The members of the committee shall be entitled to their regular 
pay and per diem expenses, including mileage, for each day in which 
they are engaged in committee work. Such pay and expenses shall 
be paid out of any available funds appropriated for use of the legis- 
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lature. Provided, that the total expenditures of the committee shall 
not exceed $10,000.00 

The committee shall report its findings, recommendations and 
suggested legislation to the legislature by the fifth legislative day of 
the 1985 Regular Session.

Act No. 84-414 H. 76—Rep. Johnson (Roy) 

AN ACT 

To promote the maintenance of Tuscaloosa County’s natural beauty by eliminat¬ 
ing unsightly and unhealthy litter; to provide for the dissemination in Tuscaloosa 
County of information pertaining to laws relative to littering and penalties therefore; 
to provide that certain identifiable litter constitutes prima facie evidence of littering 
by the person with whom it can be identified; to grant authority to the Tuscaloosa 
County Commission or other like governing body to establish and appoint, for the 
enforcement of littering laws in Tuscaloosa County, an agency and person empowered 
with the authority of peace officers as defined by state law for the primary purpose of 
enforcing littering laws and other laws relating to littering in Tuscaloosa County; to 
grant authority to the Tuscaloosa County, and to provide for a means to plea to the 
public to heed such laws and to help eliminate littering such county. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Alabama: 

Section 1 . The Tuscaloosa County Commission or other like 
county governing body is hereby authorized to provide for printing 
and furnishing to the judge of probate or other officer charged with 
the duty of issuing privilege licenses in the county, brochures, bulle¬ 
tins or signs of a type suitable for posting in business establishments 
within said county. Such brochures, bulletins or signs shall inform 
the public that: 

1) It is unlawful to dump, deposit, place, throw or leave refuse, 
paper, litter, rubbish, debris, filthy or odoriferous objects, sub¬ 
stances or other trash upon a state or county highway, road or other 
public thoroughfare; and any person convicted thereof is punishable 
by fine of not less than one hundred dollars ($100.00) nor more than 
five hundred dollars ($500.00), or by imprisonment in the County 
jail for not more than thirty days, or by both such fine and 
imprisonment. 

2) It is unlawful to place, put, throw, leave, or dump garbage, 
refuse, trash, bottles, broken glass, tin cans, or other debris of any 
kind or character whatsoever upon land or property owned by any 
person other than himself or his employer without having obtained 
written permission from the owner or person in possession thereof; 
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and any person convicted thereof shall be fined not more than five 
hundred dollars ($500.00) or sentenced to hard labor for the county 
for not more than six (6) months, or both, in the discretion of the 
court. 

3) It is unlawful in Tuscaloosa County to place, put, throw, 
leave, or dump garbage, refuse, trash, bottles, broken glass, tin cans, 
or other debris of any kind or character whatsoever upon the shore 
or beach or edge of any public or private lake or river or stream in 
Tuscaloosa County; and any person convicted thereof shall be fined 
not more than five hundred dollars ($500.00) or sentenced to hard 
labor for the county for not more than six (6) months, or both in the 
discretion of the court, and may be ordered to clean the beach, 
shore, or other area. 

Section 2. The judge of probate or other officer charged with 
the duty of issuing privilege licenses in Tuscaloosa County may de¬ 
liver with the privilege license that he issues a copy of such 
brochures, bulletins or signs for each place of business for which a 
license is issued and an urgent plea to the public to heed such laws 
and make every effort to maintain Tuscaloosa County’s natural 
beauty by eliminating unsightly and unhealthy litter. 

Section 3. Mail or other personal items bearing the name or 
address of the recipient or former owner thereof among refuse, gar¬ 
bage, waste paper, trash, litter or other debris unlawfully placed, 
thrown, left or dumped within Tuscaloosa County shall constitute 
prima facie evidence that the person whose name or address appears 
on said mail or other personal item unlawfully placed, put, threw, 
left, dumped or deposited said refuse, garbage, waste paper, trash, 
litter or other debris; and any person, law enforcement officer, or 
member of the Tuscaloosa County Health Department shall have 
the authority to seek prosecution against such person based on such 
prima facie evidence. 

Section 4. The Tuscaloosa County Commission or other like 
county governing body may, at its discretion, by resolution, establish 
an agency, or appoint personnel, or both, for the primary purpose of 
enforcing littering laws, and all laws relating to littering in Tusca¬ 
loosa County, and such agency, or personnel, or both, shall be em¬ 
powered with the authority of peace officers as defined by state law 
for the purpose of enforcing such laws. 

Section 5, The Tuscaloosa County Health Department may, 
at its discretion, enforce littering laws, and other laws relating to 
littering in Tuscaloosa County, in addition to health laws and regu¬ 
lations governing the control and disposal of solid waste in Tusca¬ 
loosa County, and shall be empowered with the authority of peace 
officers as defined by state law for the purpose of enforcing such law. 
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Section 6. The provisions of this act are severable. If any 
part of the act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declara¬ 
tion shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 7. The provisions of this act are supplemental. It 
shall be construed in pari materia with other laws relative to litter¬ 
ing; however, any law which conflicts specifically herewith is hereby 
repealed. 

Section 8. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise be¬ 
coming law.

AN ACT 

To authorize and make provision for the incorporation in the City of Opelika of 
the Opelika Downtown Development Authority for the purpose of promoting trade 
and commerce by inducing commercial enterprises to upgrade, improve, modernize, 
and expand existing facilities and to locate new facilities in the central business dis¬ 
trict of Opelika; to define the area of such central business district; to provide for the 
election and compensation of directors of any such Authority; to provide for the pow¬ 
ers, authorities and duties of such Authority, its board of directors, and its officers; to 
authorize such Authority to acquire by purchase, construction, exchange, gift, lease or 
otherwise and to refinance existing indebtedness on, improve, maintain, equip and 
furnish land and buildings or other improvements thereon and all real and personal 
properties necessary in connection therewith whether or not now existing, suitable for 
use by any commercial enterprise, provided that such property shall be located whol¬ 
ly within the Downtown Development Area herein defined; to authorize any such Au¬ 
thority to lease such properties to others; to authorize any such Authority to sell, 
exchange, donate or convey and to grant options to any lessee to acquire such proper¬ 
ties; to provide for the issuance by any such Authority for any of its corporate pur¬ 
poses of interest-bearing revenue bonds and other interest-bearing securities, payable 
solely out of the revenues and receipts derived from the leasing or sale of such 
properties; to provide that in certain circumstances such securities shall constitute 
negotiable instruments; to provide that such securities may be secured by a pledge of 
the revenues and receipts from which they are payable, by contracts binding any such 
Authority for the proper application of its revenues and receipts and of the proceeds 
of such securities, and by mortgages and deeds of trust and trust indentures on the 
property out of the revenues and receipts from which such securities are payable; to 
authorize the Authority to finance, construct, acquire, purchase, renovate, maintain, 
improve, sell, equip, operate or manage projects; to apply for and use government or 
private financial assistance; to contract to use facilities or services of the federal, state 
or local governments or allow them to use facilities or services of the Authority; to 
make loans to persons or entities for the costs of a project on such security and with 
such terms and conditions as the Authority deems appropriate; to provide for the 
employment by any such Authority of such officers, employees, contractors, consul¬ 
tants and agents as its business may require; to provide for the taking out by any 
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such Authority of various types of insurance; to require payments in lieu of taxes to 
be made to the Authority or the City; to receive the proceeds of municipal taxes 
levied for the Authority’s purposes; to promote revitalization of the Downtown Devel¬ 
opment Area and make plans and proposals therefor; to provide for the investment of 
funds of any such Authority; to provide for the use of the proceeds of any such secur¬ 
ities issued by any such Authority; to provide for the refunding, by the issuance of 
such securities of any such Authority, of securities theretofore issued by it; to provide 
that such securities issued and contracts entered into by any such Authority pursuant 
to this act shall not constitute or create a debt of the state or of any county, munici¬ 
pality or political subdivision of the state; to make the securities issued by any such 
Authority eligible investments for various governmental bodies and fiduciaries; to 
provide that any such Authority may, in its discretion, publish a notice of the adop¬ 
tion of a resolution authorizing the issuance of bonds by such Authority, and to pro¬ 
vide that any action or proceeding questioning the validity of such bonds, or any 
pledge, mortgage and deed of trust or trust indenture securing the same, or the pro¬ 
ceedings authorizing the same, must be commenced within thirty (30) days after the 
first publication of said notice; to exempt the income of any such Authority, and all 
conveyances, leases, mortgages and deeds of trust to which any such Authority is a 
party, from all taxation in the state except for state ad valorem taxes; to exempt 
every such Authority from all license and excise taxes imposed in respect of the privi¬ 
lege of engaging in any of the activities in which an Authority may engage, except for 
state sales and use taxes, and to exempt such Authority from payment of certain 
charges to Judges of Probate; to exempt every such Authority from all laws of the 
State governing usury or prescribing or limiting interest rates; to exempt every such 
Authority from all laws of the state requiring competitive bids for contracts to be 
entered into by municipalities or public corporations; to exempt every such Authority 
from the supervision and control of state agencies, in particular the State Department 
of Finance; to provide for the disposition of the earnings, if any, of any such Author¬ 
ity; to provide for the dissolution of any such Authority and the disposition of its 
property; to limit to one the number of such Authorities which may exist in any mu¬ 
nicipality at any one time; to give the Authority the power of eminent domain; and to 
authorize political subdivisions, agencies, instrumentalities and public corporations of 
the state to aid the Authority with loans or grants of money, the furnishing of ser¬ 
vices or the transfer of property to the Authority without any public election; and to 
require the treasurer to obtain a fidelity bond equal to the amount of any public 
funds held by the Authority. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Legislative Intent. The revitalization and redevel¬ 
opment of the central business district of the City of Opelika devel¬ 
ops and promotes for the public good and general welfare, trade, 
commerce, industry and employment opportunities and promotes 
the general welfare of the City and State by creating a climate 
favorable to the location of new industry, trade and commerce, and 
the development of existing industry, trade and commerce. Revitali¬ 
zation and redevelopment of such central business district by 
financing projects under the act will develop and promote for the 
public good and general welfare, trade, commerce, industry and em¬ 
ployment opportunities and will promote the general welfare of the 
City and State. It is therefore in the public interest and is vital to 
the public welfare of the people of Opelika and of Alabama, and it is 
hereby declared to be the public purpose of this act, to so revitalize 
and redevelop the central business district of the City of Opelika. 
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Section 2. Definitions. The following words and phrases used 
in this act, and others evidently intended as the equivalent thereof, 
shall, in the absence of clear implication herein otherwise, be given 
the following respective interpretations herein: 

1* Applicant” means a natural person who files a written ap¬ 
plication with the Governing Body of the City in accordance with 
the provisions of Section 4 hereof. 

2. “Authority” means the Opelika Downtown Redevelopment 
Authority, a public corporation organized pursuant to the provisions 
of this act. 

3. “Authorizing Resolution” means a resolution adopted by 
the Governing Body of the City in accordance with the provisions of 
Section 4 hereof, that authorizes the corporation of the Authority. 

4. “Board” means the Board of Directors of the Authority. 

5. ‘Bonds” means and shall include bonds, notes and certifi¬ 
cates representing an obligation to pay money. 

6. “City” means the City of Opelika, Alabama. 

7. “Director” means a member of the Board of the Authority. 

8. Downtown Development Area” means the central business 
district of the City as described in Section 9(b) hereof. 

9. “Governing Body” means, with respect to the City, its city 
council, board of commissioners, or other like governing body. 

10. “Incorporators” means the persons forming a public corpo¬ 
ration organized pursuant to the provisions of this act. 

“Person” unless limited to a natural person by the context 
in which it is used, includes a public or private corporation, a Mu¬ 
nicipality, a County, or an agency, department or instrumentality of 
the State, or of a County or Municipality. 

12. “Principal Office” means the place at which the certificate 
of incorporation and amendments thereto, the by-laws and the min¬ 
utes of the proceedings of the Board of the Authority are kept. 

13. “Project” means interests in land, buildings, structures, fa¬ 
cilities or other improvements located or to be located within the 
Downtown Development Area, and any fixtures, machinery, equip¬ 
ment, furniture or other property of any nature whatsoever used on, 
in or in connection with any such land, interest in land, building, 
structure, facility or other improvement, all for the essential public 
purpose of the development of trade, commerce, industry and em¬ 
ployment opportunities in the Downtown Development Area. A pro¬ 
ject may be for any industrial, commercial, business, office, parking, 
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utility, residential (including without limitation homes, apartments, 
townhouses, condominiums, hotels and motels) or other use, pro¬ 
vided that a majority of the members of the Authority determine, by 
a resolution duly adopted, that the project and such use thereof 
would further the public purpose of this act. 

14. “State” means the State of Alabama. 

Section 3. Use of Phrases. The following provisions shall be 
applied wherever appropriate herein: 

“Herein,” “hereby,” “hereunder,” “hereof,” and other 
equivalent words refer to this act as an entirety and not solely to the 
particular section or portion thereof in which any such word is used. 

The definitions set forth in Section 2 hereof shall be deemed to 
include both singular and plural and to cover all genders. 

Section 4. Filing of Application; Authorization of Incorpora¬ 
tion by Governing Body of City. The Authority may be organized 
pursuant to the provisions of this act. In order to incorporate such a 
public corporation, any number of natural persons, not less than 
three, who are duly qualified electors of the City, shall first file a 
written application with the Governing Body of the City, which ap¬ 
plication shall: 

(1) Contain a statement that the Applicants propose to incor¬ 
porate the Authority pursuant to the provisions of this act; 

(2) State the proposed location of the Principal Office of the 
Authority, which shall be within the corporate limits of the City; 

(3) State that each of the Applicants is a duly qualified elector 
of the City; and 

(4) Request that the Governing Body of the City adopt a reso¬ 
lution declaring that it is wise, expedient, and necessary that the 
proposed Authority be formed and authorizing the Applicants to 
proceed to form the proposed Authority by the filing for record of a 
certificate of incorporation in accordance with the provisions of Sec¬ 
tion 5 hereof. 

Each such application shall be accompanied by such supporting 
documents or evidence as the Applicants may consider appropriate. 
As promptly as may be practicable after the filing of the application 
with it in accordance with the provisions of this section, the Gov¬ 
erning Body of the City shall review the contents of the application, 
and shall adopt a resolution either (a) denying the application or (b) 
declaring that it is wise, expedient, and necessary that the proposed 
Authority be formed and authorizing the Applicants to proceed to 
form the proposed Authority by the filing for record of a certificate 
of incorporation in accordance with the provisions of Section 5 
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hereof. The Governing Body with which the application is filed shall 
also cause a copy of the application to be spread upon or otherwise 
made a part of the minutes of the meeting of such Governing Body 
at which final action upon said application is taken. 

Section 5. Procedure to Incorporate; Contents and Execution 
of Certificate of Incorporation. Within forty (40) days following the 
adoption of the Authorizing Resolution the Applicants shall proceed 
to incorporate the Authority by filing for record in the office of the 
Judge of Probate of Lee County a certificate of incorporation which 
shall comply in form and substance with the requirements of this 
section and which shall be in the form and executed in the manner 
herein provided. 

The certificate of incorporation of the Authority shall state: 

(1) The names of the persons forming the Authority, and that 
each of them is a duly qualified elector of the City; 

(2) The name of the Authority, which shall be “The Opelika 
Downtown Redevelopment Authority”; 

(3) The period for the duration of the Authority (if the dura¬ 
tion is to be perpetual, subject to the provisions of Section 20 
hereof, that fact shall be stated); 

(4) The name of the City together with the date on which the 
Governing Body thereof adopted the Authorizing Resolution; 

(5) The location of the Principal Office of the Authority, which 
shall be within the corporate limits of the City; 

(6) That the Authority is organized pursuant to the provisions 
of this act; and 

(7) Any other matters relating to the Authority that the Incor¬ 
porators may choose to insert and that are not inconsistent with this 
act or with the laws of the State. 

The certificate of incorporation shall be signed and acknowl¬ 
edged by the Incorporators before an officer authorized by the laws 
of the State to take acknowledgments to deeds. When the certificate 
of incorporation is filed for record, there shall be attached to it (a) a 
copy of the application as filed with the Governing Body of the City 
in accordance with the provisions of Section 4 hereof, and (b) a cer¬ 
tified copy of the Authorizing Resolution adopted by the Governing 
Body of the City. Upon the filing for record of the said certificate of 
incorporation and the documents required by the preceding sen¬ 
tence to be attached thereto, the Authority shall come into existence 
and shall constitute a public corporation under the name set forth in 
said certificate of incorporation. The Judge of Probate shall there- 
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upon send a notice to the Secretary of State that the certificate of 
incorporation of the Authority has been filed for record. 

Section 6. Amendments to Certificate of Incorporation. The 
certificate of incorporation of the Authority incorporated under the 
provisions of this act may at any time and from time to time be 
amended in the manner provided in this section. The Board shall 
first adopt a resolution proposing an amendment to the certificate of 
incorporation which shall be set forth in full in the said resolution 
and which amendment may include any matters which might have 
been included in the original certificate of incorporation. 

After the adoption by the Board of a resolution proposing an 
amendment to the certificate of incorporation of the Authority, the 
chairman of the Board and the secretary of the Authority shall sign 
and file a written application in the name of and on behalf of the 
Authority, under its seal, with the Governing Body of the City, re¬ 
questing such Governing Body to adopt a resolution approving the 
proposed amendment, and accompanied by a certified copy of the 
said resolution adopted by the Board proposing the said amendment 
to the certificate of incorporation, together with such documents in 
support of the application as the said chairman may consider appro¬ 
priate. As promptly as may be practicable after the filing of the said 
application with the Governing Body of the City pursuant to the 
foregoing provisions of this section, that Governing Body shall re¬ 
view the said application and shall adopt a resolution either denying 
the said application or authorizing the proposed amendment. Such 
Governing Body shall also cause a copy of the said application and 
all accompanying documents to be spread upon or otherwise made a 
part of the minutes of the meeting of said Governing Body at which 
final action upon the said application is taken. 

Within forty (40) days following the adoption by the Governing 
Body of the City of a resolution approving the proposed amendment 
the chairman of the Board of the Authority and the secretary of the 
Authority shall sign, and file for record in the office of the Judge of 
Probate of Lee County a certificate in the name of and in behalf of 
the Authority under its seal reciting the adoption of said respective 
resolutions by the Board and by the said Governing Body and set¬ 
ting forth the said proposed amendment. The Judge of Probate for 
such County shall thereupon record such certificate in an appropri¬ 
ate book in his office. When such certificate has been so filed and 
recorded, such amendment shall become effective and the certificate 
of incorporation shall thereupon be amended to the extent provided 
in the amendment. No certificate of incorporation of the Authority 
shall be amended except in the manner provided in this section. 

Section 7. Board of Directors. Each Authority shall be gov- 
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erned by a Board of Directors. All powers of the Authority shall be 
exercised by the Board or pursuant to its authorization. The Board 
shall consist of seven Directors who shall be elected by the Gov¬ 
erning Body of the City for staggered terms as hereinafter provided. 
The Governing Body of the City shall specify for which term each 
Director is elected. The initial term of office of two Directors shall 
be two years each. The initial term of office of two Directors shall be 
four years each. The initial term of office of three Directors shall be 
six years. Thereafter, the term of office of each such Director shall 
be six years. If at the expiration of any term of office of any Direc¬ 
tor, a successor thereto shall not have been elected, then the Direc¬ 
tor whose term of office shall have expired shall continue to hold 
office until his successor shall be so elected. If at any time there 
should be a vacancy on the Board, a successor Director to serve for 
the unexpired term applicable to such vacancy shall be elected by 
the Governing Body of the City. No officer or employee of the State 
or of any County or Municipality shall, during his tenure as such 
officer, be eligible to serve as a Director. Each Director must be a 
duly qualified elector of the City. Directors shall be eligible for re- 
election. Each Director shall be reimbursed for expenses actually in¬ 
curred by him in and about the performance of his duties. Any Di¬ 
rector of the Authority may be impeached and removed from office 
in the same manner and on the same grounds provided in Section 
175 of the Constitution of Alabama and the general laws of the state 
for impeachment and removal of the officers mentioned in Section 
175. 


Section 8. Officers of the Authority. The officers of the Au¬ 
thority shall consist of a chairman, vice chairman, secretary, trea¬ 
surer, and such other officers as its Board shall deem necessary or 
appropriate. The offices of secretary and treasurer may, but need 
not, be held by the same person. The chairman and vice chairman of 
the Authority shall be elected by the Board from the membership 
thereof; the secretary, the treasurer, and any other officers of the 
Authority may, but need not, be members of the Board and shall 
also be elected by the Board. The chairman, vice chairman, secre¬ 
tary and treasurer of the Authority shall also be the chairman, vice 
chairman, secretary and treasurer of the Board, respectively. Prior 
to receipt by the Authority of any tax revenues from the City, any 
county, state or federal governments, the treasurer of the Authority 
shall provide evidence to the governmental entity from which the 
funds are to be received of procurement of a fidelity bond in an 
amount equal to or greater than the amount of tax funds to be re¬ 
ceived and that the company issuing the bond is qualified to issue 
fidelity bonds in the State of Alabama. 

Section 9. Powers of Authority, (a) The Authority shall have 
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the following powers, together with all powers incidental thereto or 
necessary to the discharge thereof in corporate form: 

(1) To have succession by its corporate name for the duration 
of time (which may be perpetuity, subject to the provisions of Sec¬ 
tion 20 hereof) specified in its certificate of incorporation; 

(2) To sue and be sued in its own name and to prosecute and 
defend civil actions in any court having jurisdiction of the subject 
matter and of the parties; 

(3) To adopt and make use of a corporate seal and to alter the 
same at pleasure; 

(4) To adopt and alter by-laws for the regulation and conduct 
of its affairs and business; 

(5) To acquire, whether by purchase, construction, exchange, 
gift, lease or otherwise and to refinance existing indebtedness on, 
improve, maintain, equip and furnish one or more Projects, includ¬ 
ing all real and personal properties which the Board of the Author¬ 
ity may deem necessary in connection therewith, regardless of 
whether or not any such Projects shall then be in existence; 

(6) To lease to others any or all of its Projects and to charge 
and collect rent therefor, and to terminate any such lease upon the 
fail ure of the lessee to comply with any of the obligations thereof; 

(7) To sell, exchange, donate or convey and to grant options to 
any lessee to acquire any of its Projects and tiny or all of its proper¬ 
ties whenever its Board shall find any such action to be in further¬ 
ance of the purposes for which the Authority was organized; 

(8) To issue its Bonds for the purpose of carrying out any of 
its powers; 

(9) To mortgage and pledge any or all of its Projects or any 
part or parts thereof, as security for the payment of the principal of 
and interest on any Bonds so issued and any agreements made in 
connection therewith, whether then owned or thereafter acquired, 
and to pledge the revenues and receipts therefrom or from any 
thereof; 

(10) To execute and deliver, in accordance with the provisions 
of this section and Section 10 hereof, mortgages and deeds of trust 
and trust indentures, or either; 

(11) To finance (by loan, grant, lease or otherwise), construct, 
erect, assemble, purchase, acquire, own, repair, remodel, renovate, 
rehabilitate, modify, maintain, extend, improve, install, sell, equip, 
expand, add to, operate or manage projects and to pay the cost of 
any project from the proceeds of Bonds, or any other funds of the 
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Authority, or from any contributions or loans by persons, corpora¬ 
tions, partnerships (limited or general) or other entities, all of which 
the Authority is hereby authorized to receive and accept and use; 

(12) To issue and use the proceeds thereof for the purpose of 
paying, or loaning the proceeds thereof to pay all or any part of the 
cost of any project and otherwise to further or carry out the public 
purpose of the Authority and to pay all costs of the Authority inci¬ 
dent to, or necessary and appropriate to, furthering or carrying out 
such purpose; 

(13) To make application directly or indirectly to any federal, 
state, county or municipal government or agency or to any other 
source, public or private, for loans, grants, guarantees or other 
financial assistance in furtherance of the Authority’s public purpose 
and to accept and use the same upon such terms and conditions as 
are prescribed by such federal, state, county or municipal govern¬ 
ment or agency or other source; 

(14) To enter into agreements with the federal government or 
any agency thereof to use the facilities or the services of the federal 
government or any agency thereof in order to further or carry out 
the public purposes of the Authority; 

(15) To contract for any period with the State of Alabama, 
State institutions or any city, town, municipality or county of the 
State for the use by the Authority of any facilities or services of the 
State or any such State institution, city, town, municipality or 
county, or for the use by any State institution or any city, town, 
municipality or county of any facilities or services of the Authority, 
provided such contracts shall deal with such activities and transac¬ 
tions as the Authority and any such political subdivision with which 
the Authority contracts are by law authorized to undertake; 

(16) To extend credit or make loans to any person, corpora¬ 
tion, partnership (limited or general) or other entity for the costs of 
any Project or any part of the costs of any Project, which credit or 
loans may be evidenced or secured by loan agreements, notes, mort¬ 
gages, deeds to secure debt, trust deeds, security agreements, assign¬ 
ments or such other instruments, or by rentals, revenues, fees or 
charges, upon such terms and conditions as the Authority shall de¬ 
termine to be reasonable in connection with such extension of credit 
or loans, including provision for the establishment and maintenance 
of reserve funds, and, in the exercise of powers granted hereby in 
connection with any project, the Authority shall have the right and 
power to require the inclusion in any such loan agreement, note, 
mortgage, deed to secure debt, trust deed, security agreement, as¬ 
signment or other instrument of such provisions or requirements for 
guaranty of any obligations, insurance, construction, use, operation, 
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maintenance and financing of a project, and such other terms and 
conditions, as the Authority may deem necessary or desirable; 

(17) To acquire, accept or retrain equitable interests, security 
interests or other interests in any real property, personal property or 
fixtures by loan agreement, note, mortgage, deed to secure debt, 
trust deed, security agreement, assignment, pledge, conveyance, con¬ 
tract, lien, loan agreement or other consensual transfer in order to 
secure the repayment of any monies loaned or credit extended by 
the Authority; 

(18) To appoint, employ, contract with, and provide for the 
compensation of, such officers, employees and agents, including but 
without limitation to engineers, attorneys, contractors, consultants, 
and fiscal advisors, as the Board shall deem necessary for the con¬ 
duct of the business of the Authority; 

(19) To provide for such insurance as the Board may deem 
advisable; 

(20) To make, enter into, and execute such contracts, agree¬ 
ments, leases and other instruments and to take such other actions 
as may be necessary or convenient to accomplish any purpose for 
which the Authority was organized or to exercise any power ex¬ 
pressly granted hereunder; 

(21) To require payments in lieu of taxes to be made by the 
lessee of the Project to either the Authority or the City; 

(22) To receive and use the proceeds of any tax levied by a 
municipal corporation to pay the costs of any project or for any 
other purpose for which the Authority may use its own funds pursu¬ 
ant to this act; 

(23) To encourage and promote the improvement and revitali¬ 
zation of the Downtown Development Area and to make, contract 
for or otherwise cause to be made long-range plans or proposals for 
the Downtown Development Area in cooperation with the City or 
Lee County; 

(24) To exercise any power granted by the laws of the State of 
Alabama to public or private corporations which is not in conflict 
with the public purpose of the Authority; and 

(25) To do all things necessary or convenient to carry out the 
powers conferred by this act. 

(b) All Projects of the Authority shall be located wholly within 
the corporate limits of the City and shall be in the Downtown Devel¬ 
opment Area, which shall include the following area: 

All land lying within the following described boundary: Beginning at 
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the intersection of the centerline of North 6th Street and the center- 
line of 2nd Avenue, then run southwesterly along the centerline of 
2nd Avenue to the centerline of North 11th Street; run southeast¬ 
erly along the centerline of North 11th Street to the centerline of 1st 
Avenue, then northeasterly along the centerline of 1st Avenue to the 
centerline of North 10th Street; then southeasterly along the center- 
line of 10th Street to the intersection of the centerlines of South 
10th Street and Geneva Street, then northerly along the centerline 
of Geneva Street to the centerline of Torbert Bid; then easterly 
along the centerline of Torbert Bid. to the centerline of South 6th 
Street, then northwesterly along the centerline of 6th Street to the 
centerline of 2nd Avenue, which is the point of beginning of the 
property described herein. 

Section 10. Bonds of Authority, (a) Source of Payment. All 
Bonds issued by the Authority shall be payable solely out of the 
revenues and receipts derived from the leasing or sale by the Board 
of its Projects or of any thereof as may be designated in the pro¬ 
ceedings of the Board under which the Bonds shall be authorized to 
be issued. 

(b) Pledge of Revenues, Receipts and Other Security. The 
principal of and interest on any Bonds issued by the Authority shall 
be secured by a pledge of the revenues and receipts out of which the 
same may be payable and may be secured by a mortgage and deed 
of trust or trust indenture conveying as security for such Bonds all 
or any part of the property of the Authority from which the reve¬ 
nues or receipts so pledged may be derived. 

The resolution under which the Bonds are authorized to be is¬ 
sued and any such mortgage and deed of trust or trust indenture 
may contain any agreements and provisions respecting the opera¬ 
tion, maintenance and insurance of the property covered by said 
mortgage and deed of trust or trust indenture, the use of the reve¬ 
nues and receipts subject to such mortgage and deed of trust or 
trust indenture, the creation and maintenance of special funds from 
such revenues and receipts, the rights, duties and remedies of the 
parties to any such instrument and the parties for the benefit of 
whom such instrument is made and the rights and remedies availa¬ 
ble in the event of default as the Board shall deem advisable and 
which are not in conflict with the provisions of this act. Each pledge, 
agreement, mortgage and deed of trust or trust indenture made for 
the benefit or security of any of the Bonds of the Authority shall 
continue effective until the principal of and interest on the bonds 
for the benefit of which the same were made shall have been fully 
paid. 

In the event of default in such payment or in any agreements of 
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the Authority made as a part of the contract under which the Bonds 
were issued, whether contained in the proceedings authorizing the 
Bonds or in any mortgage and deed of trust or trust indenture exe¬ 
cuted as security therefor, the rights of any holder of the Bonds may 
be enforced by mandamus, the appointment of a receiver, or either 
of said remedies, and foreclosure of such mortgage and deed of trust 
or trust indenture may, if provided for in said instrument, be had. 

(c) Execution. All Bonds issued by the Authority shall be 
signed by the chairman of its Board and attested by its secretary, 
and the seal of the Authority shall be affixed thereto, and any inter¬ 
est coupons applicable to the Bonds of the Authority shall be signed 
by the chairman of its Board; provided, that a facsimile of the signa¬ 
ture of one, but not both, of said officers may be printed or other¬ 
wise reproduced on any such Bonds in lieu of his manually signing 
the same, a facsimile of the seal of the Authority may be printed or 
otherwise reproduced on any such Bonds in lieu of being manually 
affixed thereto, and a facsimile of the signature of the chairman of 
the Board may be printed or otherwise reproduced on any such in¬ 
terest coupons in lieu of his manually signing the same. 

(d) General Provisions Respecting Form, Interest Rate, Matu¬ 
rities, Sale and Negotiability of Bonds. Any such Bonds may be exe¬ 
cuted and delivered by the Authority at any time and from time to 
time, shall be in such form and denominations and of such tenor 
and maturities, shall contain such provisions not inconsistent with 
the provisions of this act, and shall bear such rate or rates of inter¬ 
est, payable and evidenced in such manner, as may be provided by 
resolution of its Board. Bonds of the Authority may be sold at either 
public or private sale in such manner and at such price or prices and 
at such time or times as may be determined by the Board to be most 
advantageous. The Authority may pay all expenses, premiums and 
commissions in connection with any financing done by it. All Bonds, 
except Bonds registered as to principal or as to both principal and 
interest, and any interest coupons applicable thereto issued by the 
Authority shall be construed to be negotiable instruments although 
payable solely from a specified source. 

(e) Nature of Obligation and Source of Payment. All obliga¬ 
tions created or assumed and all Bonds issued or assumed by the 
Authority shall be solely and exclusively an obligation of the Au¬ 
thority and shall not create an obligation or debt of the State or of 
any County or of the City; provided that the provisions of this sen¬ 
tence shall not be construed to release the original obligor from lia¬ 
bility on any Bond or other obligation assumed by the Authority. 
Any Bonds issued by the Authority shall be limited or special obli¬ 
gations of the Authority payable solely out of its revenues and re- 
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ceipts of the Authority specified in the proceedings authorizing 
those Bonds. 

(f) Eligibility for Investment. Bonds of the Authority are 
hereby made legal investments for executors, administrators, trust¬ 
ees and other fiduciaries, unless otherwise directed by the court hav¬ 
ing jurisdiction of the fiduciary relation or by the document that is 
the source of the fiduciary’s authority, and for savings banks and 
insurance companies organized under the laws of the State. 

Section 11 . Proceeds from the Sale of Bonds. All moneys de¬ 
rived from the sale of any Bonds issued by the Authority shall be 
used solely for the purpose or purposes for which the same are au¬ 
thorized, including, but without limitation to, the use of Bond pro¬ 
ceeds to establish reserve funds as security for the payment of the 
principal of (and premium, if any) and interest on the Bonds, and 
any costs and expenses incidental thereto. Such costs and expenses 
may include but shall not be limited to (1) the fiscal, engineering, 
legal and other expenses incurred in connection with the issuance of 
the bonds, and (2) except in the case of refunding Bonds, interest to 
accrue on such Bonds for a period ending not later than two (2) 
years from their date. 

Section 12 . Refunding Bonds. Any Bonds issued by the Au¬ 
thority may from time to time be refunded by the issuance, by sale 
or exchange, of refunding Bonds payable from the same or different 
sources for the purpose of paying all or any part of the principal of 
the Bonds to be refunded, any redemption premium required to be 
paid as a condition to the redemption prior to maturity of any such 
bonds that are to be so redeemed in connection with such refunding, 
any accrued and unpaid interest on the Bonds to be refunded, any 
interest to accrue on each Bond to be refunded to the date on which 
it is to be paid, whether at maturity or by redemption prior to ma¬ 
turity, and the expenses incurred in connection with refunding; pro¬ 
vided, that unless duly called for redemption pursuant to provisions 
contained therein, the holders of any such bonds then outstanding 
and proposed to be refunded shall not be compelled without their 
consent to surrender their outstanding Bonds for such refunding. 
Any refunding Bonds may be sold by the Authority at public or pri¬ 
vate sale at such price or prices as may be determined by its Board 
to be most advantageous, or may be exchanged for the Bonds or 
other obligations to be refunded. Any such refunding Bonds may be 
executed and delivered by the Authority at any time and from time 
to time, shall be in such form and denominations and have such 
tenor and maturities, shall contain such provisions not inconsistent 
with the provisions of this act, and shall bear such rate or rates of 
interest, payable and evidenced in such manner, as may be provided 
by resolution of its Board. 
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Any refunding Bonds issued by the Authority shall be issued 
and may be secured in accordance with the provisions of Section 10 
of this act. 

Section 13. Notice of Bond Resolution. Upon the adoption 
by the Board of the Authority of any resolution providing for the 
issuance of Bonds, such Authority may, in its discretion, cause to be 
published once a week for two consecutive weeks, in a newspaper 
published or having a general circulation in the City, a notice in sub¬ 
stantially the following form (the blanks being properly filled in) at 
the end of which shall be printed the name and title of either the 
chairman or secretary of such Authority: “The Opelika Downtown 
Development Authority, a public corporation under the laws of the 

State of Alabama, on the_day of_, authorized the 

issuance of $_principal amount of bonds of the said public 

corporation for purposes authorized in the act of the Legislature of 
Alabama under which the said public corporation was organized. 
Any action or proceeding questioning the validity of the said bonds, 
or the pledge and the mortgage and deed of trust or trust indenture 
to secure the same, or the proceedings authorizing the same, must 
be commenced within thirty (30) days after the first publication of 
this notice.” A newspaper shall be deemed to be published in the 
City, within the meaning of this section, if its principal editorial of¬ 
fice is located in the City. 

Any action or proceeding in any court to set aside or question 
the proceedings for the issuance of the Bonds referred to in said 
notice or to contest the validity of any such Bonds, or the validity of 
any pledge and mortgage and deed of trust or trust indenture made 
therefor, must be commenced within thirty (30) days after the first 
publication of such notice. After the expiration of the said period no 
right of action or defense questioning or attacking the validity of the 
said proceedings or of the said Bonds or the said pledge or mortgage 
and deed of trust or trust indenture shall be asserted, nor shall the 
validity of the said proceedings, Bonds, pledge, mortgage, and deed 
of trust or trust indenture be open to question in any court on any 
ground whatsoever except in an action commenced within such 
period. 

Section 14. Exemption from Taxation. The Authority 
formed under this article, the property and income of the Authority 
(whether used by it or leased to others), all Bonds issued by the 
Authority, the income from such Bonds or from any other sources, 
the interest and other profits from such Bonds enuring to and re¬ 
ceived by the holders thereof, conveyances by and to the Authority 
and leases, mortgages and deeds of trust by and to the Authority 
shall be exempt from all taxation in the State. The Authority shall 
not be obligated to pay any fees, taxes or costs to the Judge of Pro- 
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bate of Lee County in connection with its incorporation or with any 
amendment to its certificate of incorporation or otherwise or to any 
Judge of Probate of any County in connection with the recording by 
it of any document or otherwise, the Authority being hereby ex¬ 
empted from the payment of any such fees, taxes and costs. No li¬ 
cense or excise tax may be imposed by any authority with respect to 
the privilege of engaging in any of the activities authorized by this 
article, provided, however, that nothing contained in this section 
shall be construed to exempt the property of the Authority from any 
ad valorem taxes levied by the State of Alabama or exempt the Au¬ 
thority from sales and use taxes levied by the State but this proviso 
shall only apply to such taxes levied by the State and shall not ap¬ 
ply to such taxes levied by any county, municipality or other politi¬ 
cal subdivision. 

Section 15. Liability of City. The City shall not in any event 
be liable for the payment of the principal of or interest on any 
Bonds of the Authority or for the performance of any pledge, mort¬ 
gage, obligation or agreement of any kind whatsoever which may be 
undertaken by the Authority, and none of the Bonds of the Author¬ 
ity or any of its agreements or obligations shall be construed to con¬ 
stitute an indebtedness of the City within the meaning of any con¬ 
stitutional or statutory provision whatsoever. 

Section 16. Exemption from Usury and Interest Laws. The 
Authority shall be exempt from the laws of the State of Alabama 
governing usury or prescribing or limiting interest rates, including, 
but without limitation to, the provisions of Chapter 8 of Title 8 of 
the Code of Alabama of 1975, as it may at any time be amended. 

Section 17. Exemption from Competitive Bid Laws. The Au¬ 
thority and all contracts made by it shall be exempt from the laws of 
the State of Alabama requiring competitive bids for any contract to 
be entered into by municipalities or public corporations authorized 
by them, including, but without limitation to, the provisions of Arti¬ 
cle 3 of Chapter 16 of Title 41 of the Code of Alabama 1975, as it 
may at any time be amended. 

Section 18. Freedom of Authority from State Supervision 
and Control. This act is intended to aid the State through the fur¬ 
therance of the purposes of the act by providing an appropriate and 
independent instrumentality of the State with full and adequate 
powers to fulfill its functions. Except as expressly provided in this 
act, no proceeding, notice or approval shall be required for the in¬ 
corporation of the Authority or the amendment of its certificate of 
incorporation, the issuance of any Bonds, the execution of any mort¬ 
gage and deed of trust or trust indenture, or the exercise of any 
other of its powers by the Authority. Neither a public hearing nor 
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the consent of the State Department of Finance shall be a prerequi¬ 
site to the issuance of Bonds by the Authority. The Authority shall 
hold a public hearing before approving or obligating the expenditure 
of any tax revenues received by the Authority from the City, any 
county, the state or federal governments. Such notice shall be adver¬ 
tised in a newspaper of general circulation in Lee County, Alabama, 
and the notice shall be published not less than seven days prior to 
the hearing. 

Section 19. Earnings of the Authority. The Authority shall 
be a nonprofit corporation and no part of its net earnings remaining 
after payment of its expenses shall inure to the benefit of any indi¬ 
vidual, firm or corporation, except that in the event a Board shall 
determine that sufficient provision has been made for the full pay¬ 
ment of the expenses, bonds and other obligations of the Authority, 
then any net earnings of the Authority thereafter accruing shall be 
paid to the City. 

Section 20. Dissolution of the Corporation and Vesting of 
Title to Property in the City. At any time when the Authority has 
no Bonds or other obligations outstanding, its Board may adopt a 
resolution, which shall be duly entered upon its minutes, declaring 
that the Authority shall be dissolved. Upon filing for record a certi¬ 
fied copy of the said resolution in the office of the Judge of Probate 
of Lee County, the Authority shall thereupon stand dissolved and in 
the event it owned any property at the time of its dissolution, the 
title to all its properties shall thereupon pass to the City. 

Section 21. Existence of the Authority to Prevent Incorpora¬ 
tion of Another by the City. The existence of the Authority incorpo¬ 
rated under the provisions of this act shall prevent the subsequent 
incorporation hereunder of another Authority pursuant to authority 
granted by this act. 

Section 22. Power of Eminent Domain. The Authority is 
hereby granted the power of eminent domain and may exercise such 
power for the purpose of obtaining real property or any interest 
therein for any project it undertakes in the manner provided by law 
for the exercise of the power of eminent domain by municipalities. 

Section 23. Loans, Sales, Grants, Etc., of Money, Property, 
Etc. to Authority by Counties, Municipalities, Etc.

business district of the City. 

Section 24. Provisions are Cumulative. The provisions of this 
act are cumulative and shall not be deemed to repeal existing laws, 
except to the extent such laws are clearly inconsistent with provi¬ 
sions of this act. 

Section 25. Severability. In the event any section, sentence, 
clause or portion of this act should be declared invalid by any court 
of competent jurisdiction, such invalidity shall not affect the validity 
of any of the remaining sections, sentences, clauses or portions of 
this act, which shall continue effective. 

Section 26. Effective Date of Act. This act shall become ef¬ 
fective immediately upon its passage and approval by the Governor, 
or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

The following definitions apply to this Bill: 

(1) The Act. The Civil Service Act which was created by Local 
Act No. 470, Approved September 15, 1939, Local Acts of Alabama, 
Page 298, and all subsequent amendments thereto. 

(2) The Utilities Board. The Utilities Board of the Town of 
Citronelle. 

(3) Employees. Any full-time employee who has been em¬ 
ployed by the Utilities Board for no less than six (6) continuous 
months prior to the date of the election and whose normal work 
week is no less than forty (40) hours per week or such other period 
as established by the Utilities Board as its normal work week. 

(4) Election. The employees of the Utilities Board shall vote 
through secret ballot to determine if the Utilities Board and its em¬ 
ployees shall be subject to the county-wide civil service system cre¬ 
ated by the Act. The Utilities Board shall set the date of the elec¬ 
tion and provide all materials necessary for conducting the election. 
At least two (2) weeks prior to the election, the Utilities Board shall 
post on the main bulletin board of each office of the Utilities Board 
the place, date, hours and purpose of the election. However upon a 
Resolution signed by a majority of the employees of the Utilities 
Board, the election shall be held at the time, place, hours, and under 
the supervision of those set out within the Resolution signed by a 
majority of the employees of the Utilities Board. 

Section 3. Employees’ Right to Remove Themselves and the 
Utilities Board From the Provisions of the Act and Not to be Sub¬ 
ject to the County-Wide Civil Service System. 

(1) The employees of the Utilities Board shall have the right 
to determine themselves whether the Utilities Board shall be subject 
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to the provisions of the Act. If two-thirds (%) or more of the em¬ 
ployees of the Utilities Board voting in the election determine in the 
election by their vote that the Utilities Board and its employees 
shall not be subject to the provisions of the Act, then thirty (30) 
days after the date of the election, the Utilities Board and its em¬ 
ployees shall no longer be subject to the provisions of the Act and 
shall not be subject to the provisions of the Act and shall not be 
subject to the county-wide civil service system in any way.

(1) The employees of the Utilities Board shall be governed by 
the most recent election wherein the employees have decided either 
to be subject to the provisions of the Act, or to remove themselves 
from the provisions of the Act. A new election to permit the employ¬ 
ees to determine whether the Utilities Board and its employees shall 
be subject to the Act or shall not be subject to the Act shall be held 
no earlier than two (2) years from the date of the last election. 

Section 5. Relation to Consistent Laws. 

(1) The provisions of this Act are supplemental to other laws 
not inconsistent with this Act and such other laws shall not be 
deemed to be repealed by this Act. 

Section 6. Applicability. 

(1) This Act applies to conduct occurring after its effective 
date. Conduct occurring before the effective date of this Act shall be 
governed by pre-existing law.

If such office is established 
upon the occurrence of a vacancy in either the office of tax assessor 
of tax collector, then the tax assessor or tax collector, as the case 
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may be, remaining in office shall be the county revenue commis¬ 
sioner for the remainder of the term for which he was elected tax 
assessor or tax collector, as the case may be. A revenue commis¬ 
sioner shall be elected at an election called for the purpose and 
every six years thereafter. He shall serve for a term of office of six 
years from the first day of the term next succeeding his election and 
until his successor is similarly elected, qualified and takes office. 

Section 2. The county revenue commissioner shall do and 
perform all acts, duties, and functions required by law to be per¬ 
formed either by the tax assessor or by the tax collector of the 
county relative to the assessment of property for ad valorem taxa¬ 
tion, the collection of such taxes, the keeping of records and the 
making of reports concerning assessments for and the collection of 
taxes. 

Section 3. Subject to the approval of the Coosa County Com¬ 
mission, the county revenue commissioner shall appoint and fix the 
duties and compensation of a sufficient number of deputies, clerks 
and assistants to perform properly the duties of his office. The acts 
of deputies shall have the same force and legal effect as if performed 
by the county revenue commissioner himself. 

Section 4. Before entering upon the duties of his office the 
county revenue commissioner shall take the oath of office prescribed 
by Article XVI of the Constitution of Alabama, and execute a bond 
in such sum as may be fixed by the Coosa County Commission, giv¬ 
ing as security thereon a bonding company authorized to do busi¬ 
ness in Alabama. The bond shall be conditioned as other official 
bonds are conditioned and shall be approved by and filed with the 
judge of probate. The cost of the bond required herein shall be paid 
out of the general funds of the county on warrant of the Coosa 
County Commission. 

Section 5. The Coosa County Commission shall provide the 
necessary offices for the county revenue commissioner in the court¬ 
house, and shall provide all stationery, equipment, and office sup¬ 
plies, not otherwise furnished by law, needed for the efficient per¬ 
formance of the duties of the office. 

Section 6. The county revenue commissioner shall collect 
and pay into the general fund of the county all fees, percentages, 
commissions and other allowances which the tax assessor and the 
tax collector are now or hereafter by law authorized or directed to 
charge or collect for the performance of any duty imposed by law on 
any such officers and hereby transferred to and imposed on the 
county revenue commissioner. As compensation for performance of 
the duties of his office, the revenue commissioner will receive a sal- 
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ary of not less than $27,500, payable in twelve equal monthly 
installments. 

Section 7. The offices of tax assessor and tax collector of 
Coosa County are hereby abolished effective on the first day of the 
term to which the county revenue commissioner is elected, or on 
such earlier date as is prescribed in Section 1 hereof if a vacancy 
occurs in either the office of tax assessor or tax collector. 

Section 8. It is the purpose of this act to conserve revenue 
and promote the public convenience in Coosa County by consolidat¬ 
ing the offices of tax assessor and tax collector of such county into 
one county office. 

Section 9. The provisions of this act shall become operative 
in Coosa County, only if they are first approved by a majority of the 
qualified electors of said county who vote thereon in a referendum 
election. Said election may be concurrent with a valid election held 
pursuant to the provisions of this act, at which time the question 
shall be submitted substantially as follows: 

“Shall Act No.-of the 1984 Regular Session of the Legis¬ 

lature which provides for the abolition of the offices of tax assessor 
and tax collector of Coosa County and the consolidation of the du¬ 
ties of these officers into the one office to be known as the county 
commissioner of revenue, be approved?” Yes. No. 

If a majority of the votes cast at such election are “Yes” votes, 
then this act shall become effective as provided above. If a majority 
of the votes cast are “No” votes, this act shall have no further force 
or effect. The referendum election shall be held and conducted as 
nearly as may be in the same way as elections on amendments to the 
Constitution. Notice of the election shall be given by the county 
commissioners of Coosa County. Such notice shall be published once 
a week for three successive weeks before the day of the election. The 
judge of probate shall also certify the results of the election to the 
Secretary of State immediately after the returns have been certified. 

Section 10. If the office of tax assessor or tax collector should 
become vacant between the time of ratification of this act by the 
electors of Coosa County and the expiration of the term of office of 
either the tax assessor or tax collector, this act shall become effec¬ 
tive immediately. 

Section 11. The provisions of this act are severable. If any 
part of this act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declara¬ 
tion shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 12. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
act are hereby repealed. 
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Section 13. The provisions of this act shall become effective 
immediately upon its passage and approval by the Governor, except 
as herein otherwise provided.

To provide an annual supplemental retirement benefit to the retired district and 
circuit judges of the 36th Judicial Circuit, payable from the county treasury of the 
county comprising said circuit; to provide that the circuit and district court judge 
holding office on the effective date of this act may elect to come under this act and 
that any circuit or district court judge hereafter elected or appointed to office shall 
come under its provisions as a matter of law; to provide that said participating judges 
shall contribute to the county treasury a portion of their county salary supplement in 
order to qualify for the benefits provided herein; to provide that said judges shall 
begin drawing the additional retirement benefits provided herein at the time they 
qualify for and begin receiving benefits from the state judicial retirement fund; to 
provide that said participating judges may elect to withdraw contributions plus inter¬ 
est from the county treasury should their judicial service be terminated prior to be¬ 
coming eligible for the benefits provided herein, or may elect to leave said contribu¬ 
tions with the county treasury until such time as they attain a retirement age and 
become eligible to receive the benefits provided herein; to provide for a return of 
contributions, or any remaining portion thereof, to the estate of a participating judge 
should such judge die prior to becoming eligible for the benefits provided herein or 
prior to recouping all of his contributions; and to provide an effective date. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The circuit and district court judges of the 36th 
Judicial Circuit who are holding office on the effective date of this 
act shall have six months from the effective date hereof to make an 
election, in writing, with the county commission of the county com¬ 
prising said circuit to come within the provisions of this act. Each 
circuit and district court judge appointed or elected to office in the 
36th Judicial Circuit after the effective date of this act shall come 
within its provisions as a matter of law. 

Section 2. Each circuit and district court judge coming 
within the provisions of this act shall contribute annually to the 
county treasury of the county comprising the 36th Judicial Circuit 
six percent (6 percent) of his annual salary supplement derived from 
said county. Such percentage shall be payable in equal monthly in¬ 
stallments and shall be deducted by the county treasurer from said 
judge’s salary supplement and credited to an individual account of 
the judge from whose salary supplement it was deducted. 

Section 3. Upon the effective date of the retirement of any 
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circuit or district court judge of the 36th Judicial Circuit coming 
within the provisions of this act, whether such retirement is based 
upon a service or a disability retirement as defined under the judi¬ 
cial retirement laws, such retired judge shall begin receiving, as ad¬ 
ditional benefits and payable from the county treasury, an annual 
sum equal to forty percent (40 percent) of the annual benefits paya¬ 
ble to such retired judge from the state judicial retirement fund. 
The benefits provided in this act are supplemental to any benefits 
payable from the state judicial retirement fund to the retired judge. 

Section 4. Should the service of any circuit or district court 
judge who comes within the provisions of this act be terminated 
prior to the time that he becomes entitled to receive retirement ben¬ 
efits from the state judicial retirement fund and the additional ben¬ 
efits provided herein, then such judge shall have the right to elect to 
withdraw from the county treasury and to have refunded to him his 
contributions to the county treasury plus accrued interest thereon, 
as may be determined by the county treasurer; provided, that 
should such judge elect not to withdraw his contributions from the 
county treasury he shall be entitled to receive a certificate from the 
county treasurer showing that such judge did come under the provi¬ 
sions of this act and the total amount of such judge’s contributions 
from his county salary supplement to the county treasury. If such 
judge has accumulated sufficient time of service for retirement 
under the provisions of Title 12, Chapter 18, Code of Alabama 1975, 
upon reaching a retirement age or upon becoming permanently dis¬ 
abled, as defined in the judicial retirement laws, or upon his death, 
such certificate may be filed as proof of his participation under this 
act with the then county treasurer and such judge shall, upon his 
entitlement to the benefits payable from the state judicial retire¬ 
ment fund, begin receiving the additional benefits provided in sec¬ 
tion 3 of this act; provided, that should any judge subject to the 
provisions of this act die at any time before becoming eligible for the 
benefits provided herein or before recouping the equivalent of his 
total contributions to the county treasury, plus accrued interest 
thereon, such contributions and interest, or any remaining portion 
thereof, shall be payable by the county treasurer to the deceased 
judge’s estate. 

Section 5. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any 
portion of this Act shall be declared invalid by any court of compe¬ 
tent jurisdiction, such declaration shall not affect the remaining por¬ 
tions of this Act. 

Section 6. This Act shall become effective immediately upon 
it passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise be¬ 
coming a law.

AN ACT 

Relating to Jackson County, creating a Jackson County Economic Development 
Authority and providing for said authority’s composition, terms, duties and powers. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . There is hereby created the Jackson County Eco¬ 
nomic Development Authority for Jackson County, Alabama. Said 
authority is created for the purpose and has the responsibility of 
aiding and assisting current industries and coordinating efforts of all 
municipal and county agencies of Jackson County, Alabama, as well 
as aiding organizations in the development of new industries which 
will provide job opportunities for the citizens of Jackson County, 
Alabama. 

Section 2. The authority shall be governed by a Board of Di¬ 
rectors consisting of seven members. Three of the seven members 
shall be appointed by the Jackson County Commission; and one of 
said members shall be appointed by each of the members of the 
House of Representatives representing Jackson County, Alabama; 
and one of said members shall be appointed by the State Senator 
from the district in which Jackson County is a part. One member 
shall be appointed by the majority decision of the legislators repre¬ 
senting Jackson County, Subsequently, vacancies on the board shall 
be appointed by the same appointing authority who made the initial 
appointment. 

The Initial terms of said directors shall be staggered, two shall 
be for a term of two years, two shall be for a term of three years, 
and three shall serve for a term of four years. 

Within thirty days following the enactment date of this legisla¬ 
tion, the appointing authorities shall submit in writing the name 
and address of the members of the board of directors to the Probate 
Judge and such appointments shall be filed and maintained in the 
Office of the Judge of Probate. At the organizational meeting of the 
members of the board of directors of said authority, members shall 
by lot select the initial term for which each shall serve. The terms 
shall also be filed with the Judge of Probate of Jackson County. The 
members shall also elect from among themselves a President, Vice- 
President, Secretary, and Treasurer. Each shall serve for a period of 
one year, or until a successor is elected to serve. Neither shall be 
bonded, except the treasurer, who shall obtain bond as an official. 
Terms of office for all members, subsequent to the initial term shall 
be for four years. 
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Ex officio members of the board of directors shall consist of a 
representative from each incorporated municipality within Jackson 
County, Alabama, one member from each industrial development 
board, one ex officio member shall be appointed by the Scottsboro- 
Jackson County Chamber of Commerce and one member by the Cit¬ 
izens for Industry of Scottsboro, one member from the Jackson 
County Board of Education, one member from the City Board of 
Education, Scottsboro, Alabama, and one each from the Sand 
Mountain Electric Co-op, North Alabama Electric Co-op, and the 
Utility Department of the City of Scottsboro, Alabama. Any addi¬ 
tional ex officio members will be governed by the by-laws. The ex 
officio members shall act in advisory capacity and shall not have the 
right to vote as a member of the board of directors. 

Section 3. The authority shall have the power to employ a 
qualified executive director who shall have the responsibility of car¬ 
rying forth policies and directives of the board of directors. Said ex¬ 
ecutive director shall serve at the pleasure of the board. The board 
of directors shall set his salary and shall provide necessary office 
space and clerical help. The office of the authority is to be main¬ 
tained in the county seat. 

The authority shall have the power to solicit and receive contri¬ 
butions from other government entities, corporations, partnerships, 
or individuals. The authority shall submit to audits by the Examin¬ 
ers of Public Accounts. 

Section 4. The provisions of this act are severable. If any 
part of this act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declara¬ 
tion shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 5. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
act are hereby repealed. 

Section 6. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise be¬ 
coming a law.

Section 1 . In Clarke County, Alabama, in addition to any 
and all other taxes heretofore levied, the county commission may, by 
resolution, impose an additional ad valorem tax in the amount of 
five (5) mills on each dollar of taxable property in the county. All 
proceeds from such levy shall be earmarked as follows: (1) Proceeds 
accruing from the first three and one-half (3 Vi) mills of such levy 
shall be used to fund public schools in the county; and (2) proceeds 
accruing from the remaining one and one-half (1 Vi) mills of such 
levy shall be paid into the county general fund. Any additional taxes 
levied under authority of this Act shall be due for collection begin¬ 
ning October 1, 1985, and shall be collected at the same time and in 
the same manner as existing ad valorem taxes are collected. 

Section 2. This Act shall be inoperative and void unless it 
shall have been approved by a majority of the qualified electors who 
reside in Clarke County and who vote thereon at a referendum held 
for such purpose. The election shall be held and conducted as nearly 
as may be in the same way as other county elections, and shall be 
held on Tuesday, September 4, 1984. Notice of the election shall be 
given as are other county elections under the general applicable laws 
of this state. On the ballots to be used at the election, the proposi¬ 
tion to be voted on shall be stated substantially as follows: 

“Do you favor the local law passed at the 1984 Regular Session 
of the Legislature, pursuant to a resolution adopted and approved 
by the county commission of Clarke County, Alabama, which im¬ 
poses an additional ad valorem tax in the amount of 5 mills on each 
dollar of taxable property, to be used for public school purposes and 
for the county general fund? Yes ( ) NO ( ).” 

If a majority of the votes cast at the election are affirmative 
votes, this Act shall be in full force and effect on October 1, 1984. If 
a majority of the votes cast are in the negative, the Act shall have no 
effect. The Judge of Probate shall certify the results of the election 
to the Secretary of State and to the State Revenue Department. 

Section 3. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any 
part of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declara¬ 
tion shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 4. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
Act are hereby repealed. 

Section 5. This Act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise be¬ 
coming a law.

To alter, rearrange and extend the boundary lines and corporate limits of the 
City of Centre in Cherokee County, Alabama. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . That the boundary lines and corporate limits of 
the City of Centre in Cherokee County are hereby altered, rear¬ 
ranged and extended so as to include within the corporate limits of 
said city, all territory now within such corporate limits, and also 
other territories in Cherokee County, Alabama, described as follows: 

Section 13; the East Half and the North Half of the Northwest 
Quarter and the Southwest Quarter of the Northwest Quarter and 
the Southeast Quarter of the Southwest Quarter of Section 14; the 
North Half and the North Half of the South Half of Section 15; the 
North Half of the South Half and the Southwest Quarter of the 
Southwest Quarter of Section 16; the South Half of Section 17; the 
Northwest Quarter and the West Half of the Northeast Quarter and 
the Southeast Quarter of the Northeast Quarter of Section 20; the 
Southwest Quarter of the Northwest Quarter and the Southwest 
Quarter and the Southwest Quarter of the Southeast Quarter of Sec¬ 
tion 21; the Northeast Quarter and the East Half of the Northwest 
Quarter and the East Half of the Southeast Quarter of Section 23; 
the West Half of the West Half of Section 24; the West Half of the 
West Half of Section 25; the South Half and the South Half of the 
Northeast Quarter and the Southeast Quarter of the Northwest 
Quarter of Section 26; the East Half of the Southeast Quarter of 
Section 27; the Northeast Quarter and the East Half of the North¬

That all farm lands and timber lands annexed by 
this act shall be exempt from ad valorem taxation by the City of 
Centre during the time such land is used for farming or timber 
purposes.

AN ACT 

To authorize Class I municipalities to alter and change water courses and to con¬ 
struct and develop wharves and wharf facilities within a radius of twenty-five miles in 
order to maximize the ability of municipalities to promote the use of river and water 
transportation to take advantage of the shipping potential made possible by the 
Tombigbee Waterway, provided that no such facility can be constructed or developed 
within the police jurisdiction of another municipality without the consent thereof, or 
in an unincorporated area of any county without the consent of the governing body of 
such county; to issue general obligation bonds, or to authorize industrial development 
boards to issue revenue bonds to finance such facilities; to authorize municipalities 
and counties to contribute funds to such municipalities for construction and opera- 
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tion of such facilities, and to contract for joint construction and operation thereof; to 
provide an effective date of the Act. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Legislative Findings. The Legislature of Alabama 
finds that the Tombigbee Waterway will soon be completed, and the 
transportation opportunities afforded thereby must be fully utilized 
if Alabama is to benefit from economic growth and job development 
potential afforded by this project, and that local governments need 
broader authorization to participate in the development of river port 
facilities necessary to accomplish this purpose. 

Section 2. Municipalities Authorized to Construct Port Facil¬ 
ities; and Limitations Thereon. The council or other governing body 
of any Class I municipality may alter and change the channel of any 
watercourse within twenty-five miles of such municipality and may 
construct and maintain wharves and construct buildings and other 
improvements on and near wharves and wharf sites, within such mu¬ 
nicipality or within twenty-five miles of the limits thereof, and may 
collect wharfage dues and other charges thereon and rentals with 
respect thereto. Said council or other governing body may lease to 
others all or any part of wharves or sites for wharves constructed, 
maintained or owned by such municipality and any buildings and 
other improvement so constructed on or near any wharf or wharf 
site for public or private use for a period of periods not exceeding 40 
years from the completion of such construction or for a period or 
periods not exceeding 40 years from the delivery of the lease if such 
construction shall have been completed before the date of delivery 
of the lease, and may authorize the lessees in such leases and their 
sublessees to construct or maintain buildings and other improve¬ 
ment upon the properties so leased and collect wharfage dues 
thereon and to sublet all or any part of said wharves, buildings and 
other improvements. 

Section 3. When Authorization Required By Other Munici¬ 
palities and County Governing Body. No municipality shall con¬ 
struct or develop any facilities under the provisions of this act 
within the police jurisdiction of another municipality or in any unin¬ 
corporated area of any county without obtaining consent from such 
municipality and such county evidenced by a resolution adopted by 
the governing body thereof approving the site of such development 
or construction. 

Section 4. Bond Authorized. To finance such construction 
and development, any such municipality may issue its general obli¬ 
gation bonds, or may authorize an industrial development board cre¬ 
ated and operating under the provisions of Sections 11-54-80 
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through 11-54-101, to issue bonds secured by rentals and other in¬ 
come to be produced therefrom to finance such improvements. 

Section 5. Municipal and County Contributions. Any munici¬ 
pality or county governing body may contribute public funds to any 
project undertaken under this Act, and any municipality authorized 
to act under this Act may contract with any county governing body 
and/or one or more other municipalities to jointly construct and op¬ 
erate facilities authorized under Section 1 hereof. 

Section 6. Effective Date. This Act shall become effective 
upon its approval by the Governor, or its otherwise becoming law.

AN ACT 

To provide for court ordered continuing income withholding by employers as a 
means of child support enforcement; to provide that such order shall be included as a 
part of any original judgment or decree for the payment of child support; to provide 
that such order may be entered after notice and a hearing as a post judgment remedy 
for the enforcement of delinquent child support amounts in addition to enforcing 
continuing, prospective child support obligations; to provide for the content of orders 
entered pursuant to this Act; to provide that income withholding orders shall be 
binding upon present and successive employers; to provide for the service of orders 
entered pursuant to this Act upon the employer; to provide for the modification or 
termination of income withholding orders; to provide for the collection of certain fees 
for the filing of a petition for an income withholding order and for the collection of 
certain service fees; to provide that an income withholding order for child support 
shall take precedence over any other notice of garnishment; to provide that no em¬ 
ployer may discharge or refuse to hire a person who is the subject of an income with¬ 
holding order; to provide that any employer who refuses to comply with the order 
may be deemed to be in contempt of court; and further to specifically repeal Sections 
6-6-490 through 6-6-493, Code of Alabama 1975, relating to garnishments to enforce 
child support. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . As used in this Act, the following terms shall have 
the following meanings: 

(a) “Income.” Wages, salary, tips, commissions, bonuses, and 
any and all money due or payable to a person, the entitlement to 
which is based upon renumeration for employment, past or present, 
after the deduction of those amounts required to be withheld by 
law; 


(b) “Employer.” Any person, business, corporation, partner- 
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ship, company, firm or unit of municipal, county, state, or federal 
government; 

(c) “Court.” Any circuit or district court in the county where 
the mother of the child resides or is found, in the county where the 
father resides or is found, or in the county where the child resides or 
is found or any domestic relations division, juvenile court division or 
family court division of these courts exercising jurisdiction over do¬ 
mestic relations matters, support, paternity and nonsupport cases; 

(d) “Clerk of the Court.” Any circuit court clerk, circuit court 
register, district court clerk or juvenile court clerk, or their employ¬ 
ees, with responsibility for docketing or otherwise carrying out the 
court’s clerical duties in regard to domestic relations matters, sup¬ 
port and nonsupport cases, including the receipt and disbursement 
of support payments. 

(e) “Obligor.” Any person ordered by the court to make peri¬ 
odic payments for the benefit and support of another person or mi¬ 
nor child; 

(f) “Obligee.” Any person “for whom support benefits are or¬ 
dered by the court” and shall specifically include the Department of 
Pensions and Security when any person has assigned their rights to 
support payments to the Department under any provision of law or 
when the Department is otherwise representing the obligee; 

(g) “Department.” The Department of Pensions and Security 
of the State of Alabama, including the county department of Pen¬ 
sions and Security; 

(h) “Support.” Support of a minor child. 

Section 2. (a) Any provision of Section 8-5-21, Code of Ala¬ 
bama 1975, to the contrary notwithstanding, any original decree, 
judgment or order issued by a court of this State for the payment of 
support, any decree or judgment entered pursuant to a petition to 
modify an original decree or award of support, any decree or judg¬ 
ment of contempt of court for failure to pay support as previously 
ordered by a court of this State or any decree or judgment for crimi¬ 
nal or civil nonsupport shall include as a separate section a with¬ 
holding order subject to Section 2 (c) of this Act directing any em¬ 
ployer of the obligor to withhold and pay over to the clerk of the 
court or the Department of Pensions and Security, or its designee, 
whichever is appropriate, out of income due or to become due the 
obligor at each pay period, an amount ordered to be paid for 
support. 

(b) The withholding order shall recite the amount of the obli¬ 
gor’s continuing support obligation and shall require the withhold- 
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ing of the support obligation from the income due or becoming due 
to the obligor at each pay period and payment to the clerk of the 
court out of which the order is issued or the Department or its des¬ 
ignee, whichever is appropriate. Provided, if the obligor’s support 
obligation is ordered to be paid monthly and the obligor’s pay peri¬ 
ods are at more frequent intervals, the employer may withhold at 
each pay period, an amount cumulatively sufficient to equal the to¬ 
tal monthly support obligation and pay over to the clerk of the court 
or the Department or its designee, once each month, the total 
monthly support obligation. The withholding order shall also recite 
the duty of the obligor and the employer to notify the court of any 
change in employment of the obligor as provided in this Act. 

(c) A withholding order issued pursuant to this section shall 
be continuing order and shall remain in effect and be binding upon 
any employer upon whom it is served until further order of the 
court. Provided said withholding order shall not be served on the 
employer and shall not take effect unless the obligor becomes delin¬ 
quent in a dollar amount equal to one month of support payments, 
or the obligor requests that the withholding order take effect at an 
earlier date, or the court otherwise orders that the withholding ac¬ 
tion take effect at an earlier date. A copy of the withholding order 
issued pursuant to this section shall be served upon the employer 
pursuant to the Alabama Rules of Civil Procedure. The actual cost 
of such service shall be taxed as costs against the obligor as a service 
fee at the time the order is issued. When service upon the employer 
is perfected by means of personal service, the actual cost shall be 
the same as the amount prescribed for service of process upon an 
additional defendant in Section 12-19-73, Code of Alabama 1975. 

Section 3. (a) Any provisions of Section 8-5-21, Code of Al¬ 
abama 1975, to the contrary notwithstanding, and in addition to an 
independent of any other remedy provided by law for the enforce¬ 
ment of support, an appropriate court of this State may in its dis¬ 
cretion, upon the filing of a petition by the obligee, district attorney 
or representative of the Department of Pensions and Security and a 
finding that previously ordered support payments are delinquent, is¬ 
sue an order directing any employer of the obligor to withhold and 
pay over to the clerk of the court or the Department, whichever is 
appropriate, out of income due or to become due the obligor at each 
pay period, an amount the court finds necessary to comply with the 
original order of support plus, in the court’s discretion, an amount 
reasonably sufficient to satisfy any accumulated arrearage, subject to 
the restriction of Section 8 of this Act. Provided, that the obligor 
shall be served by first class mail or as otherwise provided in the 
Alabama Rules of Civil Procedure with a copy of the petition and 
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summons and shall be afforded an opportunity to be heard at a 
hearing set for this purpose. 

(b) An order entered pursuant to this section shall recite the 
amount required to be withheld as continuing support for each 
month and, if so ordered, the total amount of all accumulated ar¬ 
rearages and the amount required to be withheld for each month in 
order to satisfy the arrearage. The order shall require withholding 
from the income due or becoming due the obligor at each pay period 
and payment to the clerk of the court or the Department, whichever 
is appropriate, of the amounts ordered pursuant to this section. If 
the obligor’s support obligation is required to be paid on a monthly 
basis and his or her pay periods are at more frequent intervals, the 
employer may withhold, at each pay period, amounts cumulatively 
sufficient to equal the total monthly arrearage due, if ordered, and 
the total monthly continuing support obligation and pay over to the 
clerk of the court or the Department, or its designee, once each 
month, the total amount of any ordered arrearage and continuing 
support. When payments are ordered made directly to the clerk of 
the court, it shall be the responsibility of the clerk to disburse the 
payments to the obligee or the appropriate recipient. 

(c) Any order entered pursuant to this section shall be a con¬ 
tinuing order and shall remain in effect and be binding upon any 
employer upon whom it is served until further order of the court. An 
order entered pursuant to this section shall be served upon the em¬ 
ployer pursuant to the Alabama Rules of Civil Procedure. The ac¬ 
tual cost of such service shall be taxed as cost against the obligor as 
a service fee at the time the order is issued. When service upon the 
employee is perfected by means of personal service, the actual cost 
shall be the same as the amount prescribed for service of proceeds 
upon an additional defendant in Section 12-19-73, Code of Alabama 
1975. 

Section 4. (a) When an independent, post-judgment pro¬ 
ceeding seeking an order of income withholding is initiated as pro¬ 
vided in Section 3 (a), there shall be collected, by the clerk of the 
court, the filing fee prescribed for other civil cases, generally, as set 
forth in Section 12-19-71, Code of Alabama 1975, and other applica¬ 
ble statutes. The fee shall be collected by the clerk at the time the 
proceeding is initiated and shall be disbursed as provided in Section 
12-19-72, Code of Alabama 1975, and other appropriate provisions of 
law. Provided, that neither the State of Alabama nor any agency 
thereof, nor any person whom the court finds incapable of payment, 
upon execution of an affidavit of substantial hardship, as provided 
in Section 12-19-72, Code of Alabama 1975, shall be required to pre¬ 
pay the fees prescribed by this subsection. The court may order all 
costs taxed against the obligor, to be withheld from the first pay 
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period covered by the support order and, in such instances, to be 
paid by the employer directly to the clerk of the court. Provided 
further, the amount of costs taxes against the obligor and withheld 
from the first pay period shall be over and above any monies with¬ 
held for support. 

(b) When an order for income withholding is entered by a 
court of this State as a part of an original order for the payment of 
support or as a part of an order in any of the proceedings listed in 
Section 2 (a) of this Act, there shall be no new or additional filing 
fee assessed in such cases. 

Section 5. An order entered pursuant to any of the provi¬ 
sions of this Act shall become binding upon any employer, including 
successive employers, fourteen (14) days after service pursuant to 
the Alabama Rules of Civil Procedure, and shall remain effective un¬ 
til further order of the court. Provided, any order for income with¬ 
holding may be modified or terminated by the court at any time 
upon a finding by the court of a material and substantial variance in 
the facts as originally established by the court or due to a change in 
circumstances which is substantial and continuing and which is oth¬ 
erwise sufficient grounds, under existing and future caselaw and 
statutory law, for such modification or termination. 

Section 6. (a) An obligee shall notify the clerk of the court, 
or the Department of Pensions and Security or its designee, which¬ 
ever office is collecting the support payments which have been or¬ 
dered withheld, of any change in address of the obligee. 

(b) If the clerk of the court, the Department or its designee is 
unable to deliver payments under the order for a period of three (3) 
consecutive months due to the obligee’s failure to notify either of 
them of an address change, the clerk, the Department or its designee 
shall not attempt further payment under the order and shall return 
the payments to the employer and the court shall terminate the in¬ 
come withholding order upon request. 

Section 7. The obligor shall and the employer, including suc¬ 
cessive employers, may notify the court of any changes in employ¬ 
ment and the name and address, if known, of any new employer, at 
which time the clerk of the court shall cause to be served, pursuant 
to Alabama Rules of Civil Procedure, a copy of the income withhold¬ 
ing order upon the new employer. The new employer shall acknowl¬ 
edge receipt of the order within fourteen (14) days of actual receipt 
of the order. 

Section 8. Any order to withhold income issued and served 
pursuant to this Act shall have priority over any notice of garnish¬ 
ment served upon any employer of the obligor. Any order for income

withholding issued pursuant to this Act may exceed the statutory 
maximum amounts prescribed in Section 6-10-7, Code of Alabama 
1974, for garnishment proceedings in Alabama, but may not exceed 
the maximum statutory amounts prescribed under federal law for 
garnishments issued to enforce support obligations. 

Section 9. No employer who complies with an order under 
this Act according to its terms shall be liable to the obligor or to any 
other person claiming rights derived from the obligor for wrongful 
withholding. 

Section 10. An employer who willfully fails or refuses to 
withhold or pay the amounts as ordered may be held to be in con¬ 
tempt of court and may be personally liable to the obligee for failure 
to withhold. 

Section 11. No employer shall discharge an employee or re¬ 
fuse to hire a person because of the entry of an order of withholding 
or service of the same under this Act. Any employer who violates 
this section may be held to be in contempt of court. 

Section 12. The employer shall be authorized to deduct from 
the obligor’s income a fee of up to two dollars ($2.00) per month for 
expenses incurred under this Act. 

Section 13. Section 6-6-490 through 6-6-493, Code of Ala¬ 
bama 1975, are expressly repealed. The provisions of this Act shall 
not, however, be construed to repeal or supersede any laws not in¬ 
consistent herewith. 

Section 14. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any 
portion of this Act shall be declared invalid by any court of compe¬ 
tent jurisdiction, such declaration shall not affect the remaining por¬ 
tions of this Act. 

Section 15. The provisions of this Act shall become effective 
immediately upon its passage and approval by the Governor or upon 
its otherwise becoming a law.

(51) All other official duties, for the com¬ 
pensation of which no express provision is 
made by law, such sum as may be allowed by 
the county commission to be paid out of the 
county treasury, not exceeding $500.00 per an¬ 
num. 

(52) Commissions on state and county li¬ 
censes issued in the probate office, five percent 
on the amount collected and paid over. 

(c) For any proceeding in the probate court or for receiving, 
keeping and paying out money or distributing money where there is 
no fee now allowed by law, the same fees shall be charged as are now 
allowed to the register in the circuit court as provided for in subdivi¬ 
sion (3) of section 12-19-71. Provided, however, for any proceeding 
under the equity power of the probate court the same fees shall be 
charged as are provided in this section. 

(d) This section shall not repeal, amend nor affect any local 
law or general law of local application prescribing fees for probate 
judges.” 

Section 2. Sections 7-9-403, 7-9-404, 7-9-405, 7-9-406 and 
7-9-407, Code of Alabama, 1975, as amended, are hereby amended to 
read as follows: 

“§ 7-9-403. (1) Presentation for filing of a financing state- 
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ment and tender of the filing fee or acceptance of the statement by 
the filing officer constitutes filing under this article. 

(2) Except as provided in subsection (6), a filed financing 
statement is effective for a period of five years from the date of 
filing. The effectiveness of a filed financing statement lapses on the 
expiration of the five-year period unless a continuation statement is 
filed prior to the lapse. If a security interest perfected by filing ex¬ 
ists at the time insolvency proceedings are commenced by or against 
the debtor, the security interest remains perfected until termination 
of the insolvency proceedings and thereafter for a period of 60 days 
or until expiration of the five-year period, whichever occurs later; 
but when the five-year period expires before the expiration of the 
60-day period, the security interest remains continuously perfected 
beyond the 60-day period only if a continuation statement is filed 
before expiration of the five-year period or a new financing state¬ 
ment is filed between the time of expiration of the five-year period 
and expiration of the 60-day period. Upon lapse the security interest 
becomes unperfected, unless it is perfected without filing. If the se¬ 
curity interest becomes unperfected upon lapse, it is deemed to have 
been unperfected as against a person who became a purchaser or 
lien creditor before lapse. 

(3) A continuation statement may be filed by the secured 
party within six months prior to the expiration of the five-year pe¬ 
riod specified in subsection (2). Any such continuation statement 
must be signed by the secured party, identify the original statement 
by file number and state that the original statement is still effective. 
A continuation statement signed by a person other than the secured 
party of record must be accompanied by a separate written state¬ 
ment of assignment signed by the secured party of record and com¬ 
plying with subsection (2) of section 7-9-405, including payment of 
the required fee. Upon timely filing of the continuation statement, 
the effectiveness of the original statement is continued for five years 
after the last date to which the filing was effective whereupon it 
lapses in the same manner as provided in subsection (2) unless an¬ 
other continuation statement is filed prior to such lapse. Succeeding 
continuation statements may be filed in the same manner to con¬ 
tinue the effectiveness of the original statement. Unless a statute on 
disposition of public records provides otherwise, the filing officer 
may remove a lapsed statement from the files and destroy it. Micro¬ 
film or other photographic records may be removed and destroyed 
after five years after the lapse. The filing officer shall so arrange 
matters by physical annexation of financing statements to continua¬ 
tion statements or other related filings, or by other means, that if he 
physically destroys the financing statements of a period more than 
five years past, those which have been continued by a continuation 
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statement or which are still effective under subsection (6) shall be 
retained. 

(4) The filing officer shall mark each statement with a file 
number and with the date and hour of filing and shall hold the 
statement or a microfilm or other photographic copy thereof for 
public inspection. In addition the filing officer shall index the state¬ 
ments according to the name of the debtor and such trade names as 
are shown (subsection (7) of section 7-9-402) and shall note in the 
index the file number and the address of the debtor given in the 
statement. 

(5) The uniform fee for filing and indexing and for stamping a 
copy furnished by the secured party to show the date and place of 
filing for an original financing statement or for a continuation state¬ 
ment shall be $5.00 for the first page and $1.00 per page for each 
additional page if the statement is in the standard form prescribed 
by the secretary of state and an additional $2.00 for each statement 
if not in the standard form, plus in each case, if the financing state¬ 
ment is subject to subsection (5) of section 7-9-402, $1.00. The uni¬ 
form fee for each name more than one required to be indexed shall 
be $1.00. The secured party may at his option show a trade name for 
any person and an extra uniform indexing fee of $1.00 shall be paid 
with respect thereto. 

(6) If the debtor is a utility (subsection (5) of section 7-9-401) 
and a filed financing statement so states, it is effective until a termi¬ 
nation statement is filed. A real estate mortgage which is effective as 
a fixture filing under subsection (6) of section 7-9-402 remains effec¬ 
tive as a fixture filing until the mortgage is released or satisfied of 
record or its effectiveness otherwise terminates as to the real estate. 

(7) When a financing statement covers timber to be cut or 
crops growing or to be grown, or is filed as a fixture filing, the filing 
officer shall, in addition to indexing it in the ordinary manner pre¬ 
scribed in subsection (4) of this section, index it in the real estate 
mortgage records under the names of the debtor and any owner of 
record shown on the financing statement in the same fashion as if 
they were the mortgagors in a mortgage of the real estate described 
and, to the extent that the law of this state provides for indexing of 
mortgages under the name of the mortgagee, then also under the 
name of the secured party as if he were the mortgagee thereunder, 
and where indexing is by description in the same fashion as if the 
financing statement were a mortgage of the real estate described. 

“§ 7-9-404. (1) Whenever there is no outstanding secured ob¬ 
ligation and no commitment to make advances, incur obligations or 
otherwise give value, the secured party must on written demand by 
the debtor send the debtor, for each filing officer with whom the 
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financing statement was filed, a termination statement to the effect 
that he no longer claims a security interest under the financing 
statement, which shall be identified by the file number. A termina¬ 
tion statement signed by a person other than the secured party of 
record must be accompanied by a separate written statement of as¬ 
signment signed by the secured party of record complying with sub¬ 
section (2) of section 7-9-405, including payment of the required fee. 
If the affected secured party fails to send such a termination state¬ 
ment within 10 days after proper demand therefor he shall be liable 
to the debtor for $100.00, and in addition for any loss caused to the 
debtor by such failure. 

(2) On presentation to the filing officer of such a termination 
statement he must index it with the financing statement. If he has 
received the termination statement in duplicate, he shall return one 
copy of the termination statement to the secured party stamped to 
show the time of receipt thereof. If the filing officer has a microfilm 
or other photographic record of the financing statement, and of any 
related continuation statement, statement of assignment, statement 
of release and termination statement, he may remove the originals 
from the files at any time after receipt of the termination statement, 
or if he has no such record, he may remove them from the files at 
any time after the financing statement would have lapsed under sec¬ 
tion 7-9-403(2). Microfilm or other photographic records may be re¬ 
moved and destroyed after five years after the financing statement 
would have lapsed under section 7-9-403(2). 

(3) The uniform fee for filing and indexing a termination 
statement and for stamping a copy furnished by the secured party 
to show the date and place of filing thereof shall be $5.00 for the 
first page and $1.00 for each additional page if the statement is in 
the standard form prescribed by the secretary of state and an addi¬ 
tional $2.00 if not in the standard form. 

“§ 7-9-405. (1) A financing statement may disclose an assign¬ 

ment of a security interest in the collateral described in the financ¬ 
ing statement by indication in the financing statement of the name 
and address of the assignee or by an assignment itself or a copy 
thereof on the face or back of the statement. On presentation to the 
filing officer of such a financing statement the filing officer shall 
mark and index it as provided in subsections (4) and (7) of section 
7-9-403. 

(2) A secured party may assign of record all or part of his 
rights under a financing statement by the filing in the place where 
the original financing statement was filed of a separate written 
statement of assignment signed by the secured party of record and 
setting forth the name of the secured party of record and the debtor, 
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the file number and the date of filing of the financing statement and 
the name and address of the assignee and containing a description 
of the collateral assigned. A copy of the assignment is sufficient as a 
separate statement if it complies with the preceding sentence. On 
presentation to the filing officer of such a separate statement, the 
filing officer shall mark such separate statement with the date and 
hour of the filing. He shall index the assignment with the financing 
statement, and in the case of a fixture filing, or a filing covering tim¬ 
ber to be cut or crops growing or to be grown, he shall also index the 
assignment in the real estate mortgage records under the name of 
the assignor as grantor and, to the extent that the law of this state 
provides for indexing the assignment of a mortgage under the name 
of the assignee, he shall index the assignment under the name of the 
assignee. The uniform fee for filing, indexing and stamping a copy 
furnished by the secured party to show the date, hour and place of 
filing for such a separate statement of assignment shall be $5.00 for 
the first page and $1.00 per page for each additional page if the 
statement is in the standard form prescribed by the secretary of 
state and an additional $2.00 if not in the standard form, plus, in 
each case, if the assignment pertains to a financing statement sub¬ 
ject to subsection (5) of section 7-9-402, $1.00. Notwithstanding the 
provisions of this subsection, an assignment of record of a security 
interest in a fixture contained in a mortgage effective as a fixture 
filing (subsection (6) of section 7-9-402) may be made only by an 
assignment of the mortgage in the manner provided by the law of 
this state other than this title. 

(3) After the disclosure or filing of an assignment under this 
section, the assignee is the secured party of record. 

“§ 7-9-406. A secured party of record may by his signed state¬ 
ment release all or a part of any collateral described in a filed 
financing statement. The statement of release is sufficient if it con¬ 
tains a description of the collateral being released, the name and 
address of the debtor, the name and address of the secured party 
and the file number of the financing statement. A statement of re¬ 
lease signed by a person other than the secured party of record must 
be accompanied by a separate written statement of assignment 
signed by the secured party of record and complying with subsection 
(2) of section 7-9-405, including payment of the required fee. Upon 
presentation of such a statement of release to the filing officer he 
shall mark the statement with the hour and date of filing and shall 
index the same with the financing statement. The uniform fee for 
filing and indexing and for stamping a copy furnished by the se¬ 
cured party to show the date, hour and place of filing for such a 
statement of release shall be $5.00 for the first page and $1.00 per 
page for each additional page if the statement is in the standard 
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form prescribed by the secretary of state and an additional $2.00 if 
not in the standard form. 

“§ 7-9-407. (1) If the person filing any financing statement, 

termination statement, statement of assignment or statement of re¬ 
lease furnishes the filing officer a copy thereof, the filing officer shall 
upon request note upon the copy the file number and date and hour 
of the filing of the original and deliver or send the copy to such 
person. 

(2) Upon request of any person and upon payment of the uni¬ 
form fee, the filing officer may issue his certificate showing whether 
there is on file on the date and hour stated therein, any presently 
effective financing statement naming a particular debtor and any 
statement of assignment thereof and if there is, giving the date and 
hour of filing of each such statement and the names and addresses 
of each secured party therein. The uniform fee for such a certificate 
shall be $4.00, plus $1.00 for each financing statement and for each 
statement of assignment reported therein. Upon request the filing 
officer may furnish a copy of any filed financing statement or state¬ 
ment of assignment for a uniform fee of $1.00 per page. An addi¬ 
tional fee of $2.00 shall be charged for each request not made on the 
standard form prescribed by the secretary of state.” 

Section 3. Section 9-11-37, Code of Alabama, 1975, is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

“§ 9-11-37. (a) There shall be a $1.00 issuance fee for all li¬ 

censes sold by the game and fish division of the department of con¬ 
servation and natural resources, which shall be in addition to the 
prescribed cost of such licenses. In counties where the probate judge 
or issuing officer is on the fee system, the issuing fee shall be re¬ 
tained by the probate judge or issuing officer, and in counties where 
the probate judge or issuing officer is on a salary basis, the fee shall 
be paid by him into the county treasury to the credit of the appro¬ 
priate fund. It shall be unlawful to charge any amount that is in 
excess of the fee provided herein; and, if any probate judge, license 
commissioner, special agent or other person authorized to issue such 
licenses does so, he shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and shall be 
punished, upon conviction, by a fine of not less than $10.00 nor 
more than $25.00 for each offense. 

(b) The balance of such fees shall be remitted to the depart¬ 
ment of conservation and natural resources on the first of each 
month, which balance shall be covered into the treasury to the 
credit of the game and fish fund of the department. 

(c) Said judges of probate and all other duly authorized and 
designated persons shall report to the department of conservation 
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and natural resources on the first day of each month the number 
and kind of licenses issued and the name and post office address of 
the person or persons to whom issued, giving opposite each name 
the serial number of the license so issued.” 

Section 4. Section 9-11-47, Code of Alabama, 1975, as 
amended, is hereby amended to read as follows: 

“§ 9-11-47. Any nonresident of this state who is 16 years old or 
older must procure an annual all game hunt license to hunt all legal 
game in this state by filing his application with the commissioner of 
conservation and natural resources or any judge of probate or other 
person authorized to issue same, stating his age, race, place of resi¬ 
dence and post office address and after paying to the person issuing 
said license a fee of $175.00. 

Every person making application for nonresident game license 
as provided in this section and Sections 9-11-46, 9-11-48 and 9-11-49 
of the Code of Alabama 1975 shall present a driver license or in the 
case of nondrivers, proof of permanent residence. All nonresident 
game licenses shall bear the driver license number of the licensee 
and the state where said license was issued, except in the case of 
nondrivers, and all licenses shall bear proof of residence as required 
by the commissioner of conservation and natural resources. 

Every person who obtains a nonresident game license without 
presenting a driver license or in the case of nondrivers, proof of per¬ 
manent residence, shall be punished by a fine of not less than twice 
the applicable license fee. 

All game hunt licenses issued pursuant to this section shall be 
valid for hunting deer only from the opening date of statewide deer 
season through December 31 of that same year. Provided, however, 
the provisions of this paragraph as to the expiration date of such 
licenses shall not apply to nonresidents of this state who pay a fee to 
an authorized guide hunting service; provided, however, that any 
guide hunting service that has been in existence and operating 
within the State of Alabama during the hunting season immediately 
preceding the effective date of this act shall be automatically desig¬ 
nated as an authorized guide hunting service and shall not be sub¬ 
ject to any rules or regulations promulgated before or after the effec¬ 
tive date of this act by the Commissioner of the Department of 
Conservation and Natural Resources, or the Department or the Con¬ 
servation Advisory Board, pertaining to guide hunting services in 
Alabama. The commissioner of the department of conservation and 
natural resources is hereby authorized to promulgate rules and regu¬ 
lations setting out the requirements for an approved guide hunting 
service except those guide hunting services that have ben in exis¬ 
tence and operating within the state on the effective date of this act. 
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The issuing officer or authority shall be allowed a fee of $2.00 
for each nonresident license issued by him as provided in this sec¬ 
tion and Sections 9-11-46, 9-11-48, and 9-11-49, which issuing fee 
shall be in addition to the cost of the license.” 

Section 5. Sections 9-11-55 and 9-11-56, Code of Alabama, 
1975, as amended, are hereby amended to read as follows: 

“§ 9-11-55. Nonresidents of the state may procure an annual 
fishing license which will authorize the holder thereof to fish in any 
of the public fresh, salt or brackish waters of this state, by filing 
with any person authorized to issue same an affidavit stating the 
applicant’s age, place of residence and post office address and after 
paying to the person issuing said license a fee of $10.00. 

The issuing officer or authority or special agent shall be allowed 
a fee of $1.00 for each such license issued by him, which issuing fee 
shall be in addition to the cost of such license. In counties where the 
probate judge or issuing officer is on the fee system, the issuing fee 
shall be retained by the probate judge or issuing officer, and in coun¬ 
ties where the probate judge or issuing officer is on a salary basis, 
the fee shall be paid by him into the county treasury to the credit of 
the appropriate fund. 

Seven dollars of the said $10.00 are to be deposited in the state 
treasury to the credit of the game and fish fund and $3.00 to the 
credit of the seafoods fund. 

“§ 9-11-56. Any nonresident of this state may procure a trip 
fishing license in the same manner provided for other license pro¬ 
vided in this article, by paying therefor the sum of $4.00, which li¬ 
cense will authorize the holder thereof to fish in any of the public 
fresh, salt or brackish waters of this state for a period of seven days 
from the day said license was issued. 

The issuing office or authority or special agent shall be allowed 
a fee of $1.00 for each such license issued by him, which issuing fee 
shall be in addition to the cost of such license. In counties where the 
probate judge or issuing officer is on the fee system, the issuing fee 
shall be retained by the probate judge or issuing officer, and in coun¬ 
ties where the probate judge or issuing officer is on a salary basis, 
the fee shall be paid by him into the county treasury to the credit of 
the appropriate fund. 

Three dollars of the said $4.00 is to be deposited in the state 
treasury to the credit of the game and fish fund and $1.00 to the 
credit of the seafoods fund.” 

Section 6. Section 33-5-10 and 33-5-17, Code of Alabama, 
1975, as amended, are hereby amended to read as follows: 
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“§ 33-5-10. (a) The department of conservation and natural 

resources will issue annual certificates of registration directly and 
shall authorize all probate judges in the state or any other official in 
the state who is presently authorized to issue automobile license 
plates to issue annual certificates of registration and numbers in 
connection therewith. In conformity with this chapter and any rules 
and regulations which may be validly issued by the department of 
conservation and natural resources, the department of conservation 
and natural resources shall assign to each issuing officer in said 
county a block of numbers and certificates therefor which upon issue 
the issuing officer shall be allowed a fee of $1.00 for each certificate 
issued by him in counties where the probate judge or issuing officer 
is on the fee system, the issuing fee shall be retained by the probate 
judge, and, in counties where the issuing officer or probate judge is 
on a salary basis, the fee shall be paid to the county treasury. The 
issuance fee provided for herein shall be in addition to the amount 
of the boat registration fee. 

(b) All registration money, except the $1.00 fee allowed as 
aforesaid, shall be remitted monthly to the department of conserva¬ 
tion and natural resources not later than 10 days after the first of 
each month. The department of conservation and natural resources 
shall transmit all money received by it to the state treasurer, there 
to be deposited in a fund to be known as the “state water safety 
fund.” 

(c) All moneys received out of the sale of licenses under the 
provisions of this chapter may be used by the commissioner of the 

, department of conservation and natural resources for all purposes 
reasonably necessary in the cost of administration of this chapter, 
including the printing of certificates of registration, postage and 
transportation charges, clerical, personnel, equipment purchases, 
salaries and other expenses for each year; except, that no funds col¬ 
lected under the provisions of this chapter may be used to supple¬ 
ment or pay the salaries of any enforcement officers other than those 
hired specifically for the purposes of administering the provisions of 
this chapter. The commissioner of the department of conservation 
and natural resources shall expend such moneys as may be appropri¬ 
ated to said marine police division, in such manner as the commis¬ 
sioner of conservation and natural resources may deem necessary 
and appropriate, provided, however, that such appropriations may 
be expended only for the purposes designated by the legislature and 
in the amounts provided therefor in the general appropriation bill 
and shall be budgeted and allotted in accordance with the provisions 
of article 4 of chapter 4 of Title 41. It is the intent of the legislature 
that the department of conservation and natural resources utilize 
existing personnel and equipment of that department and of the 
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sheriffs of this state to the maximum possible extent in enforcing 
and administering this chapter, to the end that there be no costly 
duplication of services. 

“§ 33-5-17. Vessels subject to the provisions of this chapter 
shall be classified according to the following schedule and annual 
fees charged by the department of conservation and natural re¬ 
sources for registration shall be in the following amounts: 

Class 1. Less than 16 feet in length, $6.00 plus $1.00 issuance 
fee. 

Class 2. Sixteen feet or over and less than 26 feet in length, 
$10.00 plus $1.00 issuance fee. 

Class 3. Twenty-six feet or over and less than 40 feet in 
length, $20.00 plus $1.00 issuance fee. 

Class 4. Forty feet or over in length, $40.00 plus $1.00 issu¬ 
ance fee. 

Class 5. Dealer or manufacturer; temporary license, $25.00 
plus $1.00 issuance fee for the first license purchased, and $3.00 plus 
$1.00 issuance fee for each additional license. 

LIVERY: 

Class 1. $4.00 plus $1.00 issuance fee. 

Class 2. $6.00 plus $1.00 issuance fee. 

Class 3. $8.00 plus $1.00 issuance fee.” 

Section 7. Sections 40-12-2, 40-12-15 and 40-12-22, Code of 
Alabama, 1975, as amended, are hereby amended to read as follows: 

“§ 40-12-2. (a) Before any person, firm or corporation shall 

engage in or carry on any business or do any act for which a license 
by law is required, he, they or it, except as otherwise provided, shall 
pay to the judge of probate of the county in which it is proposed to 
engage in or carry on such business or do such act, or to the commis¬ 
sioner of licenses or the state department of revenue, as specified, 
the amount required for such license and shall comply with all the 
other requirements of this title. 

(b) Upon the payment of the amount required for said license 
and a fee of $1.00 herein provided for the issuance of such license 
and all costs and fees and penalties which shall have accrued, or for 
which such person, firm or corporation shall have become liable in 
any proceedings commenced for the collection of such license, or to 
enforce payment thereof, such probate judge, commissioner of li¬ 
censes or department of revenue shall issue the license properly 
countersigned, in the form and on the blank to be furnished by the

comptroller, which shall set forth and specify the name of the per¬ 
son, firm or corporation applying therefor, whether the business, 
profession or occupation for which the license is procured is owned 
by an individual, partnership, corporation or other association, stat¬ 
ing the name 01 the individual, the name of each of the partners if a 
partnership, the exact name of the corporation or association, if a 
corporation or association, and the name of each of the principal 
officers thereof, the business or act which it is proposed to carry on 
or do thereunder, the name of the street or location where it is pro¬ 
posed to carry on the same, if such location shall be in a city or town 
and have a street number and, if not, then the location and amount 
paid for such license, and the time for which it is issued; and if the 
license is for a peddler it shall state whether he proposes to travel on 
foot or on horseback or on wagon or motor vehicle; provided, that 
the governing body of any county may furnish application blanks in 
such form that the applicant for a license may supply the above in¬ 
formation in writing; and such license shall not be transferable ex¬ 
cept as otherwise provided herein, nor shall it entitle the holder 
thereof to carry on any other business or do any other act than that 
named therein. 

(c) Whenever a license is levied in this title, there shall be col¬ 
lected both a state and county license for each place of business, 
except as specifically otherwise provided. 

(d) In case it should become necessary to remove any business 
for which a license is required by this section from one location to 
another location in the same county, and such business is continued 
as the same kind and character and by the same person or firm as 
that carried on at the former location, another license shall not be 
required for such business for the same license year. 

(e) There is hereby levied for the use and benefit of and to be 
paid to the county in which the license is issued, in addition to all 
license taxes levied under the provisions of article 2 of this chapter, 
for state purposes and which are payable to the judge of probate or 
commissioner of licenses, a sum equal to 50 percent of the amount 
levied for state purposes, except as otherwise specifically provided. 

(f) Any action to recover the amount due for any license, 
whether levied solely for state purposes or for state and county pur¬ 
poses, shall be instituted by the state of Alabama and may include 
all penalties and fees due by any person, in addition to the amount 
due for such license and interest thereon. The amount recovered in 
any such actions shall be paid to the state department of revenue, 
and if any portion of said license was levied for county purposes, 
such portion shall be remitted to the county in which such license 
was payable, and the department may from the amount of any pen- 
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alties or fee thus recovered remit the amount, if any, due to the 
judge or probate, commissioner of licenses or license inspector. 

“§ 40-12-15. (a) Every license shall be held to confer a per¬ 
sonal privilege to transact the business, employment or profession 
which may be the subject of the license and shall not be exercised 
except by the person, firm or corporation licensed, unless specifically 
authorized by law to do so. 

(b) When a business or privilege for which such license is is¬ 
sued is, under actual sale, transferred to a new ownership, a transfer 
of license may be affected by application to the probate judge origi¬ 
nally issuing such license and the payment of a fee of $1.00. 

“§ 40-12-22. Within 20 days after the end of each month, the 
probate judge must remit to the state treasurer at the expense of the 
state all money received by him for licenses belonging to the state 
and pay to the county treasurer all the money received by him for 
licenses belonging to the county, and within the same time the pro¬ 
bate judge shall forward to the comptroller and to the department 
of revenue each certified list of all licenses issued by him, stating 
thereon for what business issued, amount collected for each license, 
from whom collected and the date of such collection; and, if no li¬ 
censes have been issued, he shall report that fact; provided, that for 
the months of October, November and December of each calendar 
year, the probate judge shall be granted an additional period of 10 
days in which to make the remittances and certification of lists 
above specified and for such months shall be required to make such 
remittances and certification of lists within 30 days after the end of 
each of such months. The probate judge shall be entitled to receive 
five percent of the amount of money collected for licenses due the 
state, which he may deduct from his remittance to the state trea¬ 
surer, and he shall be entitled to the same amount as compensation 
for collecting licenses due the county, which amount he may deduct 
from the payment made by him to the county treasurer, but he shall 
not be allowed any commission on any money not remitted by him 
within 20 days from the end of the month, except as otherwise pro¬ 
vided herein with reference to the months of October, November 
and December of each calendar year, for which months the probate 
judge shall be entitled to the commissions herein provided if such 
remittances be made within 30 days after the end of each such 
months. If the probate judge fails to comply with the provisions of 
this section within five days after the date on which he is required to 
make such report and to remit the money collected by him, the 
comptroller shall forthwith report the fact to the governor, who shall 
cite such probate judge to show why he has not made report of the 
lists of licenses and paid over the amount collected by him as re¬ 
quired by law, and if such probate judge fails to show sufficient 
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cause for such failure, the governor shall direct the attorney general 
to institute impeachment proceedings against him before the su¬ 
preme court.” 

Section 8. It is further provided that probate judges of this 
State who are compensated on a fee basis shall not receive a net 
annual income from fees of greater than $75,000.00, unless otherwise 
provided by local law. All fees generated and collected after said 
judges are so compensated shall be deposited in the general funds of 
their respective counties. 

Section 9. This Act shall become effective on the first day of 
the second month immediately following the month in which said 
Act becomes a law.

AN ACT 

To amend § 22-30-4, Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, relating to the regula¬ 
tory authority of the state department of environmental management over hazardous 
waste, so as to provide further for such authority by providing for certain monitoring 
teams at disposal sites with such teams being financed by levying certain fees on 
operators of such sites. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Section 22-30-4, Code of Alabama 1975, as 
amended, is hereby amended to read as follows: 

§ 22-39-4 

“(a) The board has exclusive regulatory authority over all haz¬ 
ardous waste transporting, storage, treatment and disposal or other 
management practices in the state insofar as these wastes affect the 
public health and environment, and shall, from time to time, inves¬ 
tigate and monitor sources, transportation, storage, treatment and 
disposal of hazardous waste. 

“(b) In exercising such exclusive authority, the board shall 
provide a three member monitoring team consisting of a geologist, a 
chemist and a civil engineer to be located at all commercial sites for 
the disposal of hazardous wastes. The members of such teams shall 
be hired by the state health officer and shall be members of the 
board’s staff. 
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“(1) For the purposes of this section, a commercial site for the 
disposal of hazardous waste is defined as one receiving hazardous 
waste not generated on site for disposal and to which a fee is paid 
for such disposal. 

“(2) Said monitoring teams shall primarily be responsible for 
the daily monitoring of landfill and disposal programs at such sites, 
but their responsibilities shall include the monitoring and inspection 
of all activities related to such on site programs whether on site or 
off site. These responsibilities shall include but not be limited to 
monitoring of transportation near the site, monitoring of testing 
procedures, monitoring of the unloading of wastes, monitoring of 
waste storage, monitoring of waste disposal and monitoring of on 
site and off site areas of known or suspected contamination. 

“(3) To finance such monitoring team operations, there is 
hereby levied a fee of one dollar ($1.00) per ton on all waste received 
at such sites which fee shall be payable to the board by certified 
check each month. Any proceeds from such fees over and above 
those necessary to adequately provide for such monitoring teams 
may be used by the board for general operation.” 

Section 2. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise be¬ 
coming a law.

Relating to Cleburne County; providing further for the expense allowance and 
salary for the county coroner.

Commencing on the first day of the month imme¬ 
diately following the effective date of this act, the coronor of 
Cleburne County shall be entitled to an additional expense allow¬ 
ance in the amount of $1200 per annum, which shall be in addition 
to all other expense allowances, compensation, or equipment pro¬ 
vided by law.

Sections 3, 4, 5 and 6 of Act No. 780, H. 1706 Reg¬ 
ular Session 1973 (Acts 1973, p. 1195) are hereby amended to read 
as follows: 

‘‘Section 3. The sheriff of Bibb County is hereby authorized to 
appoint a Chief Deputy whose salary shall be fixed by the governing 
body at not less than $1000.00 nor more than $1600.00 per month. 

“Section 4. The sheriff of Bibb County is hereby authorized to 
appoint three deputies whose salary shall be fixed by the governing 
body at not less than $900.00 nor more than $1500.00 per month 
each. 

“Section 5. The sheriff of Bibb County is hereby authorized to 
appoint a full time secretary whose salary shall be fixed by the gov¬ 
erning body at not less than $700.00 nor more than $1000.00 per 
month to be paid in equal monthly installments from any funds 
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available in the County Treasury upon warrants drawn upon the 
county treasury in the manner prescribed by law. 

“Section 6. The sheriff shall, with the approval of the county 
governing body appoint two jailers, whose salary shall be fixed by 
the governing body at not less than $600.00 nor more than $900.00 
per month.” 

Section 2. Provided, however, nothing herein shall authorize 
the sheriff to annually expend more monies for law enforcement per¬ 
sonnel needs than the amounts allocated by the county commission 
for such purposes.

To amend the title and sections 1, 2, 5, 6, 8, 9, 10, 11, 12, 13 and 15 of Act No. 
82-693, H. 57 of the Second Special Session of 1982 (Acts 1982, p. 144) which created 
and established the Shelby County Planning Commission, so as to provide further for 
the membership, organization, authority and function of the commission and to spe¬ 
cifically repeal section 16 of said act which provided for ratification, validation and 
approval of Act No. 816 approved September 2,1965 and actions taken by the Shelby 
County Planning Commission, officials and electors of the county as of the date they 
were taken. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . The title and sections 1, 2, 5, 6, 8, 9, 10, 11, 12, 13 
and 15 of Act No. 82-693, H. 57 of the Second Special Session of 
1982 (Acts 1982, p. 144) are hereby amended to read as follows: 

“An Act to create the Shelby County Planning Commission; to 
provide for the organization membership, powers, personnel, juris¬ 
diction, and financial and legal status of such commission; to author¬ 
ize the commission to make subdivision regulations, a master plan, 
and to adopt zoning regulations for the development of Shelby 
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County; to provide for an election in each beat prior to the applica¬ 
tion of such zoning authority of the commission in each beat; to 
grant the commission power to zone certain areas within the county 
and provide a procedure for the amendment of zoning regulations; 
to prohibit zoning regulations from being retroactive; to provide 
remedies for the enforcement of the provisions of this Act; to pro¬ 
vide exceptions to such zoning regulations and for appeals from the 
decisions of the commission. 

“Section 1. There is hereby created a Planning Commission 
for Shelby County, Alabama which commission shall be appointed 
as hereinafter provided and shall have responsibilities and duties as 
are stated herein. The term “commission” as used herein shall mean 
the Shelby County Planning Commission and the term “county 
commission” as used herein shall mean the Shelby County Commis¬ 
sion or its successors. 

“Section 2. Personnel of the Shelby County Planning Commis¬ 
sion. The commission shall be composed of seven members, all of 
whom shall be over the age of 25 years and each of whom shall be a 
qualified elector in and an actual resident of and a free-holder in 
Shelby County who resides outside the corporate limits of any mu¬ 
nicipality therein. All members shall be appointed by the Shelby 
County Commission, and shall serve at the pleasure of Shelby 
County Commission. Not over two members of the commission shall 
come from any one beat of the County. Each member shall serve a 
term of six years and until his successor is duly appointed and quali¬ 
fied. Prior to taking office each member shall subscribe to an oath as 
provided by law for public officials and the same shall be recorded in 
the office of the Judge of Probate of Shelby County. The original 
members of this commission shall draw lots to determine the period 
of time each is to serve and the terms of two shall expire two years 
from the date of the organization of the commission; the terms of 
two others shall expire four years from the date of the organization 
of the commission; and the terms of three others shall expire six 
years from the date of the organization of the commission. In the 
event of a vacancy on the commission the same shall be filled as in 
the case of the original appointment. All members shall be reim¬ 
bursed reasonable and necessary expenses incurred and shall be 
paid not less than fifty dollars per month as set by the county com¬ 
mission. Members shall hold no other county office and members 
shall be paid from the General Fund of Shelby County. 

“Section 5. Staff and Finances. The county commission may 
appoint, promote, demote, and remove employees of the commission 
as it deems necessary. The county commission may also contract 
with county or city planners, engineers, architects, and other consul¬ 
tants and with any local, state, or federal agency for such services as 
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the commission may require. The county commission may cooperate 
with and accept funds from Federal, state and local public or semi¬ 
public agencies, private individuals or corporations, and may expend 
such funds and carry out such cooperative undertakings and con¬ 
tracts for necessary planning studies. The expenditures of the com¬ 
mission, exclusive of gifts, grants, or contract receipts, shall be 
within the amounts appropriated for the purpose by the county 
commission. 

“Section 6. General Power and Duties of the Commission. It 
shall be the function and duty of the commission to make and main¬ 
tain in an up-to-date manner a master plan of various areas of the 
county as and when deemed necessary by the commission and to 
adopt with the approval of the county commission appropriate zon¬ 
ing regulations as provided by Section 10 of this act for the physical 
development of Shelby County; provided, however, that the adop¬ 
tion of a master plan shall not be deemed a prerequisite to the ad¬ 
ministration and enforcement of the zoning regulations. Such plan 
and regulations with the accompanying maps, plats, charts, and de¬ 
scriptive material shall show the commission’s recommendations for 
the use and development of the territory of the county. The zoning 
regulations shall also include a zoning plan for selected areas for the 
control of the height, area, bulk, location, and use of buildings and 
land. As the work of making the whole master plan and preparation 
of zoning regulations progresses, the commission may from time to 
time adopt and publish a part or parts thereof, any such part to 
cover one or more major sections or divisions of the county. The 
commission may from time to time amend, extend, or add to the 
plan or regulations as hereinafter provided. Nothing in this Act shall 
be construed to impair the right of eminent domain conferred on 
railroads and utilities, both public and private, or their right to con¬ 
struct, use and maintain structures reasonably required in the pub¬ 
lic service or their right to exercise authority conferred by statutes, 
franchises, certificates of convenience and necessity, licenses, ease¬ 
ments or conveyances. 

“Section 8. Election to Determine if Beat is to be Covered by 
the Master Plan and Zoning Regulations. The master plan and zon¬ 
ing regulations provided by the commission shall not be applicable 
in any beat of Shelby County until the majority of the qualified 
electors of the beat voting in a special election shall have signified 
by their vote that they desire the authority of the commission, its 
master plan and the zoning regulations to apply to their beat. Such 
an election must be held not less than 30 nor more than 45 days 
after a petition is filed in the office of the judge of probate seeking 
such an election and signed by no less than 25 electors who vote in 
said beat and who also own an interest in real estate that is located 
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in such beat. Notice of such election shall be given by three weeks 
publication and posting notice in two public places within the beat. 
The cost of conducting said election shall be paid from the general 
fund of Shelby County. The ballot shall be so worded as to give the 
voter the opportunity to vote either “Yes” or “No” as to whether he 
wishes the authority of the commission, its master plan and the zon¬ 
ing regulations to apply to such beat. Only those qualified electors 
outside of the boundaries of municipal corporations, or where a mu¬ 
nicipality now or in the future is authorized to exercise, and does, in 
fact, exercise planning and zoning powers in any area outside its 
municipal boundaries, or such areas excluded from the jurisdiction 
of the commission as set out in Section 3, shall be permitted to vote 
or sign a petition calling for election in the beat concerned and a 
statement to this fact shall be carried on the ballot and the petition 
or said ballot and petition shall not be valid. Boundaries of the es¬ 
tablished area approved for zoning by the qualified electors shall not 
be changed. Elections for the same beat shall be held once every 365 
days. 

“Section 9. Subdivision Regulations. The commission with the 
approval of the county commission shall adopt a code of regulations 
applicable to the subdivision of land and plats of subdivisions shall 
not, after the adoption of such code of regulations, be accepted for 
filing and recording in the office of the judge of probate until they 
have been approved in a manner to be designated by the commis¬ 
sion. The provisions of this section shall apply within the jurisdic¬ 
tion of the commission as specified in Section 3 of this act. 

“Section 10. Zoning; Grant of Power. For the purpose of pro¬ 
moting the health, safety, morals, convenience, order, prosperity and 
general welfare of the county, the commission with the approval of 
the county commission is hereby empowered to divide the portion of 
the county within its zoning jurisdiction into districts of such num¬ 
ber, shape and area as may be found best suited to carry out the 
purposes of this act, and to provide within such districts for stan¬ 
dards relating to the use of the land and the types and kinds of 
structures that may be erected in such districts, and all home re¬ 
modeling or modification in such districts. Such provision shall be 
made in accordance with a comprehensive plan for the area involved 
and shall be designed to lessen congestion in the streets and high¬ 
ways; to secure safety from fire, flood, panic and other dangers; to 
provide health and the general welfare; to provide adequate light 
and air; to prevent the overcrowding of land; to avoid undue mixed 
use of land; to facilitate the adequate provision of transportation, 
water supply, sewerage, schools, £>arks and other public require¬ 
ments. Such provision shall be made with reasonable consideration, 
among other things, of the character of the land and district and its 
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peculiar suitability for particular uses and with a view of promoting 
desirable living conditions, sustaining the stability of neighborhoods, 
protecting property against blight and depreciation, securing econ¬ 
omy in governmental expenditures, conserving the value of build¬ 
ings; and encouraging the most appropriate use of land and of build¬ 
ings and structures throughout the jurisdiction of the commission. 
For the purpose of providing for the division of the territory into 
districts, consonant with the conditions provided in this section, the 
commission may make a single zoning plan for all the territory of 
the area which lies within its jurisdiction or may make and certify 
separate and successive zoning plans for parts of such territory 
which it deems suitable for urban or suburban development or 
which for other reasons it deems to have appropriate territorial 
unity for a zoning plan; and correspondingly any zoning regulations 
enacted by the commission may cover and include the whole terri¬ 
tory lying within its jurisdiction or such territory as the commission 
deems to be appropriate territorial unit for a zoning plan. 

“Section 11. Publication of Notice of Proposed Change in Zon¬ 
ing Regulations. Once zoning regulations have become applicable to 
a beat as provided by Section 8 hereof, such regulations shall not be 
changed until the proposed change has been published for three 
weeks in a newspaper of general circulation within the county to¬ 
gether with a notice stating the time and place that the change in 
regulations will be considered by the commission, and stating fur¬ 
ther that at such time and place all persons who desire shall have an 
opportunity to be heard in favor of or in opposition to such change 
in such zoning regulations. The change must be approved by tbe 
commission and the county commission. 

“Section 12. Zoning Regulations Shall not be Retroactive. No 
zoning regulation adopted by the commission and county commis¬ 
sion shall change any use to which land is being made at the time 
such zoning regulations become applicable in any beat. 

“Section 13. Remedies. In case any building or structure is er¬ 
ected, constructed, reconstructed, altered, repaired, converted or 
maintained, or any subdivision is established, or land used in viola¬ 
tion of this enactment or of any regulation made under the author¬ 
ity conferred hereby, the county attorney shall initiate any appropri¬ 
ate action or proceeding to prevent such unlawful erection, 
construction, reconstruction, alteration, repair, conversion mainte¬ 
nance, or subdivision of the land or use of the land to restrain, cor¬ 
rect, or abate such violation, or to prevent the occupancy of any 
such building, structure, subdivision or land or to prevent any illegal 
Act, conduct, business, or misuse in or upon any premises regulated 
under the authority conferred by this article. If the county attorney 
is successful in such proceedings, then, all court costs and reasona- 
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ble attorney fees for time spent by the county attorney shall be as¬ 
sessed against the losing violator. 

“Section 15. Appeals. Any party aggrieved by any final judg¬ 
ment or decision of the commission may, within 15 days thereafter, 
appeal therefrom, which appeal shall specify the judgment or deci¬ 
sion from which the appeal is taken and shall rest upon the conten¬ 
tion that such zoning regulations or subdivision regulations in ques¬ 
tion are unreasonable, discriminatory, unconstitutional, or otherwise 
invalid, and such appeal shall be filed with and addressed to the 
circuit court or other court having like jurisdiction within the county 
where the affected property of the aggrieved party is located. In case 
of such appeal the commission shall cause a transcript of the pro¬ 
ceedings in the cause to be certified to the court to which the appeal 
is taken.” 

Section 2. Section 16 of Act 82-693, H. 57 of the Second Spe¬ 
cial Session of 1982 (Acts 1982, p. 144 ) is hereby specifically re¬ 
pealed in its entirety. 

Section 3. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise be¬ 
coming a law.

AN ACT 

Relating to Etowah County; creating and establishing a personnel department to 
be composed of a personnel board and a personnel director; providing for the compo¬ 
sition, powers, duties, functions and expenses of the board and for the selection and 
compensation of its members; providing for the selection, powers and duties of the 
personnel director; and providing penalties for violation of any of the provisions of 
this act. 
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Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . (a) In Etowah County, there is hereby created 
and established a personnel department for the government and 
control of all employees and appointees holding positions in the 
classified service, as defined in Section 4. 

(b) The personnel department shall consist of a personnel 
board and a personnel director. The personnel board shall consist of 
five members. Three members shall be appointed for a term of six 
years each as follows: One to be appointed by a joint appointee of 
the Probate Judge and the Sheriff of the County; one to be ap¬ 
pointed by the County Commission; and one to be appointed as a 
joint appointee of the County Tax Assessor and the County Tax 
Collector; however, the terms for the above three named initial ap¬ 
pointees shall be staggered. For the first appointments the joint ap¬ 
pointee of the Probate Judge and the Sheriff of the County shall be 
for two years; the first appointee by the County Commission shall be 
for a term of four years; and the first joint appointee by the County 
Tax Assessor and County Tax Collector shall be for six years. The 
other two members of the Board shall be appointed for one year 
terms. One of said additional members shall be appointed annually 
by the President of the Etowah County Chamber of Commerce; and 
one member shall be appointed annually by the President of the 
Etowah County Labor Council. 

(c) The members of the board shall be qualified electors of the 
county. No person shall be appointed to the board who holds any 
salaried public office or employment with the county, nor shall any 
member, while a member of the board or for a period of one year 
after he has ceased to be a member, be eligible for appointment to 
any salaried office or employment in the service of the county or any 
county elective office. 

(d) The board shall hold one regular meeting in October of 
each year and such special meetings as are needed to conduct the 
business of the board. The members of the board shall receive 
Twenty-five Dollars ($25.00) per diem for each meeting of the board 
they attend. The board shall not meet in excess of thirty days per 
year; provided, however, that the time consumed by the personnel 
board in hearings conducted under the provisions of Section 9(b) of 
this act shall not be counted as a part of said thirty days. 

Section 2. The members of the board shall elect one of their 
members as chairman. The board shall determine the order of busi¬ 
ness for the conduct of its meetings and shall meet on the call of the 
chairman or by three of the members or by request of one of the 
elected officials of Etowah County or the county governing body. 
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Three members of the board shall constitute a quorum for the trans¬ 
action of business. The functions of the board shall be; 

(a) To formulate and promulgate a set of rules and personnel 
manual to supplement this act and revisions and amendments 
thereof. Said rules and personnel manual shall contain provisions for 
equal opportunity in employment and advancement on a nondis- 
criminatory basis for all persons, and shall contain provisions that 
all employment policies shall be administered without regard to 
race, color, religion, sex, age or national origin. Said rules and per¬ 
sonnel manual shall be consistent with the requirements of the Of¬ 
fice of Revenue Sharing, Office of the Secretary of Treasury, United 
States of America, and shall be approved by said office. Said rules 
shall be adopted only after consultation with and input in their for¬ 
mulation by the elected officials of Etowah County,—namely, the 
Sheriff, Judge of Probate, Tax Assessor, Tax Collector and County 
Commission—and shall have force and effect of law only after their 
approval by the county commission. 

(b) To act in an advisory capacity to the governing body of the 
county and other elected officials of Etowah County on problems 
concerning personnel administration. 

(c) As provided by this act, and by rule, to hear and decide 
appeals submitted by any person in the classified service as set out 
in Section 9. 

(d) In any investigation or hearing conducted by the board, it 
shall have the power to examine witnesses under oath and compel 
their attendance or the production of evidence before it by sub- 
poenaes issued in the name of the county. Each member of the 
board shall have the power to administer oaths to witnesses. 

Section 3. The county commission shall appoint a personnel 
director whose duty shall be to act in the capacity of director for the 
personnel system. Said director shall be appointed only after consul¬ 
tation with and advice from the elected officials of the county and 
with the approval of the personnel board. The personnel director 
shall act as secretary at board meetings, and shall be the board’s 
executive officer, but shall not have a vote in determining the 
board’s policy. The directors shall: 

(a) Attend all meetings of the personnel board. 

(b) Administer all provisions of this act and the rules estab¬ 
lished hereunder, not specifically reserved to the personnel board. 

Section 4. The provisions of this act shall apply to the fol¬ 
lowing officers and employees in the service of the county: 
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(a) 

All officers and employees 

in the service of the county 

except: 


(i) 

Elective officers; 


(ii) 

Members of appointive 

boards, commissions and 

committees; 


(iii) All employees and appointees of the county board of edu¬ 
cation, or persons engaged in the profession of teaching or in super¬ 
vising teaching in the public schools; 

(iv) Attorneys who with the express or implied permission of 
any appointing authority or the county, hold themselves out for em¬ 
ployment by others in the same or like line of work as that per¬ 
formed by them for such appointing authority; 

(v) Persons in the “classified service” within the meaning of 
and subject to the State of Alabama merit system under any present 
or future law, and so long as such law remains effective; 

(vi) Chief Clerks, Chief Deputies, County Engineer, Road 
Foreman, Personnel Director, Shop Foreman, Chief Appraisers and/ 
or any other “declassified” personnel as defined by the rules of the 
personnel board in the offices of the elective officers and officials. 

Offices, positions and employment designated above as coming 
within the scope of this act, and other offices, positions and employ¬ 
ments not exempted above, shall constitute the classified service of 
the county. It is intended hereby to include within the classified ser¬ 
vice all offices, positions and employments now existing, or as they 
hereafter exist, which are paid in whole or in part from funds of the 
county, or the holders of which receive their compensation from any 
elected official and perform duties pertaining to the office of such 
elected official or officer except those hereinabove exempted in this 
section. It shall be made mandatory, upon the enactment of this bill 
into law, that all employees hereinabove designated to be included 
with the “classified service” of the county. 

Section 5, In addition to such other matter as may be neces¬ 
sary and proper to carry out the intent and purposes of this act, 
rules shall be formulated and adopted by the personnel board, es¬ 
tablishing specific procedures to govern the following phases of the 
personnel program. Said rules and procedures shall contain provi¬ 
sions for equal opportunity in employment and advancement of all 
persons on a nondiscriminatory basis, and said rules and policies 
shall be administered without regard to race, color, religion, sex, age 
or national origin. Said rules and procedures shall be consistent with 
the requirements of the Office of Revenue Sharing, Office of the Sec¬ 
retary of Treasury, United States of America, and shall be approved 
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by that office. Such rules shall be adopted only after consultation 
with the elected officials and shall be in force and effect and have 
the force of law only after approval of the county commission. 

(a) The formulation of minimum standards and qualifications 
for each class of position; 

(b) The evaluation of employees during the probationary 
period; 

(c) The separation from the service of employees through lay¬ 
off, suspension, dismissal and/or incapacity to perform required 
duties; 

(d) The maintenance and use of necessary records and forms; 

(e) The hiring or new employees. 

Section 6. During the period of suspension of any employee, 
or pending final action on proceedings to review the suspension, de¬ 
motion, or dismissal of any employee, the vacancy may be filled only 
by temporary employment. 

Section 7. All original and promotional appointments shall 
be for a probationary period of twelve months during which the em¬ 
ployee may be rejected by the appointing authorities at any time 
without right of appeal or hearing in any manner. 

Section 8. (a) Any person holding a position or employment 
who shall have served continuously in such position for a period of 
twelve months immediately prior to such effective date, shall assume 
regular status in the classified service in the position held on such 
effective date without preliminary examination or working tests and 
shall thereafter be subject to all respects to the provisions of this 
act. 

Section 9. (a) No employee in the classified service may be 
demoted, dismissed, suspended or reduced in pay without just cause. 

(b) Any employee in the classified service who has been de¬ 
moted, suspended, dismissed or reduced in pay, shall be entitled to 
receive a written statement of the reasons for such action from the 
appointing authority within three working days, and he shall have 
three working days time thereafter within which to file an answer in 
writing thereto. A copy of such charges and answer shall be filed 
with the personnel director. In the event the employee files an an¬ 
swer, a copy of the written charges and of such answer shall be 
transmitted by the personnel director to the personnel board. 
Within ten working days from the date of the filing of his answer to 
the written charges, or in the event such written charges have not 
been made available to him within the time prescribed, then within 
ten working days after the action taken to demote, suspend, dismiss 
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or reduce the pay of the employee, he may file a written demand 
with the personnel director, requesting a hearing before the person¬ 
nel board. The board shall then investigate the case and conduct a 
hearing as provided by this act and by the rules. Hearings shall be 
informally conducted and the rules of evidence need not apply. 

(c) The provisions of this section shall not apply to reductions 
in pay which are part of a general plan to reduce salary and wages as 
an economy measure or as part of a general curtailment program; 
provided, however, that said reductions in pay which are part of a 
general plan to reduce salaries and wages as an economy measure or 
as part of a general curtailment program shall be prorated to all em¬ 
ployees in the classified service. 

(d) The action of the personnel board after hearing pursuant 
to this section shall be final and conclusive; provided, however, that 
the action of the personnel board pursuant to such hearing may be 
reviewed by the Circuit Court of Etowah County upon the filing, by 
either the employee or the appointing authority, in said circuit court 
of the county of a petition for writ of certiorari directed to the said 
personnel board and provided that said petition is filed by the said 
employee or said appointing authority within thirty days from the 
date the decision of the personnel board has been rendered. 

Section 10. Whenever in the judgment of any appointing au¬ 
thority, namely, the Sheriff, Judge of Probate, Tax Assessor, Tax 
Collector and Etowah County Commission, it becomes necessary in 
the interest of economy or because the necessity for any position in 
this appointing authority to no longer exist, he may abolish any po¬ 
sition in the classified service within his appointing authority and 
lay off the employee holding such position or employment without 
filing written charges and without the right to a hearing as provided 
in Section 9 of this act. 

Section 11 . In any matter requiring the services of any attor¬ 
ney, the personnel board may call upon the county attorney to 
render such legal services to the board as it may deem necessary or 
advisable. 

Section 12. It is the intent of this act to create a personnel 
system for Etowah County effective upon the enactment of this bill 
into law. 

Section 13. Any person who violates any of the provisions of 
this act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. 

Section 14. Definitions. The terms “appointing authority” 
and “appointing power” are defined to mean any person, persons, 
department head or elected official of the county who, at the time of 
the enactment of this bill into law, has the power by law to hire, 
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employ, transfer, promote, demote, reinstate, lay off, suspend and 
dismiss an employee affected by this act. 

Section 15. The provisions of this act are severable. If any 
part of this act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declara¬ 
tion shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 16. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
act are hereby repealed.

CREATING A LEGISLATIVE TASK FORCE TO THOR¬ 
OUGHLY STUDY AND CONSIDER ABUSE AND NEGLECT OF 
CHILDREN IN THE STATE OF ALABAMA, AND TO REQUIRE 
THAT SAID TASK FORCE SHALL REPORT TO THE LEGIS¬ 
LATURE ITS FINDINGS, CONCLUSIONS AND 
RECOMMENDATIONS. 

WHEREAS, in recent weeks this country was shocked and dis¬ 
mayed of criminal charges being brought against seven (7) staff 
members of a preschool childcare center in Manhattan Beach, Cali¬ 
fornia for the sexual molestation and abusive treatment of children 
entrusted to the school’s care; and 

WHEREAS, more recently it has learned that a Grand Jury in 
Cullman County, Alabama had returned indictments against three 
(3) former employees of the Childhaven children’s home in 
Vinemont, Alabama for the abuse, neglect and sexual exploitation of 
children residing at the home; and 

WHEREAS, the Journal of Emergency Nursing reported that 
physical abuse is a greater killer of children between ages of six (6) 
months and twelve (12) months than any specific cancers, malforma- 
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tion or infectious disease, and child abuse is second only to traffic 
accidents as a killer of young children causing the death of some 
2,000 children annually; and 

WHEREAS, in Alabama there were 24,000 reported cases of 
child abuse in 1983 and knowledgeable authorities estimate that 
only half of the actual cases of child abuse and only 10% of all sex¬ 
ual abuse cases were reported; and 

WHEREAS, the number of child abuse cases is growing at an 
alarming rate in Alabama and the nation as a whole, with an annual 
increase of seventeen (17%), and nationwide the number of inci¬ 
dents of child abuse has doubled in five (5) years; and 

WHEREAS, in addition to the increases in number, authorities 
report that there has been a sharp rise in the severity of the cases 
reported and investigated; and 

WHEREAS, it is the intent of the Alabama Legislature to in¬ 
sure the health, safety and welfare of the children of this State, and 
to take every possible measure conceivable to prevent occurrences of 
physical abuse, sexual exploitation and neglect of Alabama s chil¬ 
dren; and 

WHEREAS, recent occurrences coupled with frightening trends 
reveal a serious and present need to have a legislative task force 
study and consider in a comprehensive manner child abuse and neg¬ 
lect in the State of Alabama; now therefore 

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, 
BOTH HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That there is hereby 
created a legislative task force to be comprised in the following man¬ 
ner: the Chairman of the Senate Health and Welfare Committee 
who will serve as Chairperson of the task force, one member of the 
Senate to be appointed by the Lieutenant Governor, one member of 
the House of Representatives to be appointed by the Speaker of the 
House, the Commissioner of the State Department of Pensions and 
Securities, the Executive Director of the Child Abuse and Neglect 
Prevention Board as created by Act No. 83-735, one member to be 
appointed by the Chief Justice of the Alabama Supreme Court, and 
one member to be appointed by the State Superintendent of Educa¬ 
tion. A vice chairman of the task force shall be elected at the first 
meeting by the members of the task force. The task force shall thor¬ 
oughly study, investigate and consider abuse, neglect and sexual ex¬ 
ploitation of children in Alabama and develop recommendations, 
proposals and strategies for the prevention of the same. 

Upon the request of the Chairman, the Secretary of the Senate 
and the Clerk of the House of Representatives shall provide such 
clerical assistance as may be necessary for the task force s work. The 
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task force shall report its findings, conclusions and recommenda¬ 
tions to the Legislature not later than the 15th legislative day of the 
1985 Regular Session, whereupon the task force shall be dissolved. 
Each member of the task force who is a member of the Legislature 
shall be entitled to his regular legislative compensation, his per diem 
and travel expenses for each day he attends a meeting of the task 
force, which shall be paid out of any funds appropriated to the use 
of the Legislature, upon warrants drawn on the State Comptroller 
upon requisitions signed by the task force’s chairman. Total expend¬ 
itures for the legislative members of the task force shall not exceed 
$7,000.00. All members of the task force who are not members of the 
Legislature shall receive no compensation other than their normal 
and customary compensation, but shall be entitled to receive per 
diem and travel expenses for each day he attends a meeting of the 
task force, which shall be paid through the appropriate department 
of State Government for which the member is employed.

AN ACT 

To amend Section 28-3A-25, Code of Alabama 1975, which provides for certain 
unlawful acts and offenses under the Alcoholic Beverage Licensing Code, so as to 
further define the offense of sales of alcoholic beverages to minors. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Section 28-3A-25, Code of Alabama 1975, is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

“§ 28-3A-25. 

“(a) It shall be unlawful: 

“(1) For any manufacturer or wholesaler, or the servants, 
agents or employees of the same, to sell, trade or barter in beer or 
wine between the hours of nine o’clock P.M. of any Saturday and 
two o’clock A.M. of the following Monday. 

“(2) For any wholesaler to sell to other than wholesale or retail 
licensees or others within this state lawfully authorized to sell beer 
or wine or to sell for export. 

“(3) For any licensee either directly or by the servants, agents 
or employees of the same to sell, furnish or give away alcoholic bev¬ 
erages to any minor, or to permit any minor to drink or consume 
any alcoholic beverages on licensee’s premises. 

“(4) For any person to consume alcoholic beverages on the 
premises of any state liquor store or any off-premises licensee. 
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“(5) For any licensee to fail to keep for a period of at least 
three years, complete and truthful records covering the operation of 
his license and particularly showing the date of all purchases of beer 
and wine, the actual price paid therefor and the name of the vendor, 
or to refuse the board or any authorized employee of the board ac¬ 
cess thereto or the opportunity to make copies of the same when the 
request is made during business hours. 

“(6) For any licensee to refuse the board, any of its authorized 
employees or any duly commissioned law enforcement officer the 
right to completely inspect the entire licensed premises at any time 
during which the premises are open for the transaction of business. 

“(7) For any licensee to be directly or indirectly employed by 
any other licensee engaged in the manufacture, storage, transporta¬ 
tion or sale of alcoholic beverages; provided, however, this subdivi¬ 
sion shall not apply to any person so employed for 20 or more con¬ 
secutive years prior to September 30, 1980. 

“(8) For any licensee to knowingly sell any alcoholic beverages 
to any person engaged in the business of illegally selling alcoholic 
beverages. 

“(9) For any person to manufacture, transport or import alco¬ 
holic beverages into this state, except in accordance with the reason¬ 
able rules and regulations of the board. Provided, however, that this 
provision shall not be construed to prohibit the transportation of 
alcoholic beverages through the state and not for delivery therein if 
such transportation is done in accordance with the reasonable rules 
and regulations of the board. 

“(10) For any person to fortify, adulterate, contaminate or in 
any wise change the character or purity of alcoholic beverages from 
that as originally marketed by the manufacturer, except for a retail 
licensee on order from a customer to mix a chaser or other ingredi¬ 
ents necessary to prepare a cocktail or mixed drink for on-premises 
consumption. 

“(11) For any person licensed to sell beer or wine to offer to 
give anything of value as a premium for the return of caps, stoppers, 
corks, stamps or labels taken from any bottle, case, barrel or pack¬ 
age containing such beer or wine, or to offer to give any thing of 
value as a premium or present to induce the purchase of such beer 
or wine or for any other purpose whatsoever in connection with the 
sale of such beer or wine. Provided, however, this provision shall not 
a PPly to the return of any moneys specifically deposited for return 
of the original containers to the owners thereof. 

“(12) For any licensee or transporter for hire to transport any 
alcoholic beverages except in the original container, and for any 
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transporter for hire to transport any alcoholic beverages within the 
state, unless such transporter shall hold a permit issued by the 
board. 

“(13) For any manufacturer or wholesaler to deliver any alco¬ 
holic beverages, excepting in vehicles bearing the name and address 
and permit number of such manufacturer or wholesaler painted or 
affixed on each side of such vehicle in letters no smaller than four 
inches in height. 

“(14) To sell alcoholic beverages within any dry county or 
county where the electors have voted against such sales, or as au¬ 
thorized by section 28-3A-20. 

“(15) For any person, firm, corporation, partnership or associ¬ 
ation of persons as such terms are defined in sections 28-3A-2, in¬ 
cluding any civic center authority, racing commission, fair authority, 
airport authority, public or quasi-public board, agency or commis¬ 
sion, any agent thereof, or otherwise, who has not been licensed to 
do so under the appropriate provisions of this chapter to sell, offer 
for sale or have in possession for sale, any alcoholic beverages. Any 
alcoholic beverages so possessed, maintained, or kept shall be con¬ 
traband and subject to condemnation and confiscation as provided 
by law. 

“(16) For any manufacturer, distiller, producer or distributor 
of alcoholic beverages to employ and maintain any persons not its 
full-time bona fide employee as its resident sales agent, broker or 
other like representative, for the purpose of promoting a sale, 
purchase or acquisition of alcoholic beverages to or by the state or 
the board, or for any person not a full-time bona fide employee to 
act as such agent, broker or representative of any manufacturer, dis¬ 
tributor, producer or distiller for that purpose. 

“(17) For any licensee to sell, give away, or otherwise dispose 
of taxable alcoholic beverages within this state on which the re¬ 
quired taxes have not been paid. 

“(18) For any wholesaler or retailer to sell, distribute, deliver 
or to receive or store for sale or distribution within this state any 
alcoholic beverages unless there first has been issued by the board a 
manufacturer’s license to the manufacturer of such alcoholic bever¬ 
ages or its designated representative or an importer license to the 
importer of such alcoholic beverages. 

“(19) For a minor to attempt to purchase, to purchase, con¬ 
sume, possess or to transport any alcoholic beverages within the 
state; provided, however, it shall not be unlawful for a minor em¬ 
ployee of a wholesale licensee or an off-premises retail licensee of 
the board to handle, transport or sell any beer or table wine if such 
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minor is acting within the line and scope of his employment while so 
acting. There must be an adult present at all times a licensed estab¬ 
lishment is open for business. 

“(20) For any person, except where authorized by a local act 
or general act of local application, to buy, give away, sell, or serve 
for consumption on or off the premises, or drink or consume any 
alcoholic beverages in any cafe, lunchroom, restaurant, hotel dining 
room, or other public place on Sunday after the hour of 2:00 o’clock 
A.M. 


“(21) Except where authorized by a local act or general act of 
local application, for the proprietor, keeper or operator of any cafe, 
lunchroom, restaurant, hotel dining room, or other public place to 
knowingly permit any person to give away, sell, or serve for con¬ 
sumption on or off the premises, or drink or consume any alcoholic 
beverages on the premises of such cafe, lunchroom, restaurant, hotel 
dining room, or other public place on Sunday after the hour of 2:00 
o’clock A.M. 

“(b) (1) Any violation of subdivisions (1) through (18) of 

subsection (a) of this section shall be a misdemeanor punishable by 
a fine of not less than $100.00 or more than $1,000.00, to which, at 
the discretion of the court or judge trying the case, may be added 
imprisonment in the county jail or at hard labor for the county for 
not more than six months for the first conviction; and, on the second 
conviction of a violation of said subdivisions, the offense shall, in 
addition to a fine within the limits above named, be punishable by 
imprisonment or at hard labor for the county for not less than three 
months nor more than six months to be imposed by the court or 
judge trying the case; and, on the third and every subsequent con¬ 
viction of a violation of said subdivisions, the offense shall, in addi¬ 
tion to a fine within the limits above named, be punishable by im¬ 
prisonment or at hard labor for the county for not less than six 
months nor more than 12 months. 

“(2) Any violation of any of subdivisions (19), (20), and (21) of 
subsection (a) of this section shall be a misdemeanor punishable by 
a fine of not less than $50.00 nor more than $500.00, to which, at the 
discretion of the court or judge trying the case, may be added im¬ 
prisonment in the county jail or at hard labor for the county for not 
more than three months.”

To amend Sections 13A-12-170, 13A-12-171, 13A-12-172, 13A-12-175, 13A-12- 
178, 13A-12-179, Code of Alabama, 1975, relating to the sale, exhibition, etc., of por¬ 
nographic materials to minors; to define and prohibit the display, distribution and 
exhibition of pornography to minors; to provide for the enjoining of violations of this 
Act by the circuit courts; to provide for the extradition of persons charged with viola¬ 
tions of this Act; to provide for the forfeiture of materials used in violation of this 
Act; to repeal Sections 13A-12-176 and 13A-12-177, Code of Alabama, 1975; and to 
provide severability and effective dates. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Sections 13A-12-170, 13A-12-171, 13A-12-172, 
13A-12-175,13A-12-178, and 13A-12-179, Code of Alabama 1975, are 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

“Section 13A-12-170. As used in this division, the following 
terms shall have the meanings respectively ascribed to them by this 
section: 

“(1) MINOR. Any unmarried person under the age of 18 
years. 

“(2) INDECENT FOR MINORS. Such term means: 

“(a) taken as a whole, appeals to the prurient interest in sex of 
minors; and 

“(b) taken as a whole, is patently offensive to prevailing stan¬ 
dards in the adult community with respect to what is suitable mate¬ 
rial for minors; and 

“(c) taken as a whole, lacks serious literary, artistic, political 
or scientific value for minors. 

“(3) MATERIAL. Any printed or written matter, including 
but not limited to any book, magazine, or newspaper, or any picto¬ 
rial representation, including but not limited to any picture, draw¬ 
ings, photograph, motion picture, video tape, or any electrical or 
electronic reproduction, or any other article, equipment or machine, 
or any live performance. 

“(4) PERFORMANCE. Any film, videotape, motion picture, 
sound recording, play, dance or other exhibition or presentation, 
whether pictured, animated or live, presented or performed before 
any audience of one or more persons. 
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“(5) SEXUAL CONDUCT. Any real or simulated masturba¬ 
tion, sexual intercourse, sado-masochistic abuse, sodomy, fondling, 
or other erotic touching of human genitals, pubic region, buttock or 
female breast. 

“(6) SEXUAL INTERCOURSE. Intercourse, whether genital- 
genital, oral-genital, anal-genital or oral-anal, and whether between 
persons of the same or opposite sex or between a human and an 
animal. 

“(7) MASTURBATION. Manipulation, by hand or instru¬ 
ment, of the human genitals, whether one’s own or another’s, for the 
purpose of sexual stimulation. 

“(8) SADO-MASOCHISTIC ABUSE. Flagellation or torture, 
in an act of sexual stimulation, by or upon a person who is nude or 
clad in undergarments or in a revealing or bizarre constume, or the 
binding or physical restraining of a person who is so clothed, for the 
apparent purpose of sexual stimulation. 

“(9) SEXUAL EXCITEMENT. The condition of human male 
or female genitals when in a state of sexual stimulation. 

“(10) BREAST NUDITY. The showing of the post-pubertal 
human female breasts below a point immediately above the top of 
the areola. 

“(11) GENITAL NUDITY. The showing of the human male 
or female genitals or pubic area. 

“(12) PERSON. Any individual and, except where inappropri¬ 
ate, any partnership, firm, association, corporation or other legal 
entity. 

“(13) KNOWINGLY. The intentional doing of an act involv¬ 
ing a material or performance when a person knows the nature of 
the material or performance. A person knows the nature of the ma¬ 
terial or performance when he has knowledge of, or good reason to 
know, or a reasonable ground for belief which warrants further in¬ 
spection or inquiry of the character and content of the material or 
performance. 

“(14) DISTRIBUTE. To sell, lend, give away, show, advertise 
for sale, or transfer possession of or title to, whether with or without 
monetary consideration. 

“(15) OWNER. Any person who owns or has legal right to pos¬ 
session of any material. 

“(16) DISPLAY FOR SALE. To expose, place, exhibit or in 
any fashion display any material for the purpose of the sale of such 
material to any person in such a manner that the prohibited nature 
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of the material, as referred to in Section 13A-12-171, can be physi¬ 
cally examined or seen. 

“(17) TAKEN AS A WHOLE. Such term means taken in 
context. 

“(18) PRURIENT INTEREST. A lustful interest, or a per¬ 
verted interest, or a morbid interest in nudity, sex, or excretion. 

“Section 13A-12-171. It shall be unlawful for any person to 
knowingly distribute to a minor, or possess with intent to distribute 
to a minor, or display for sale at newsstands or any other business 
establishment frequented by minors or where minors are or may be 
invited as part of the general public, any material which represents 
or describes sexual conduct, sexual excitement, genital nudity, or 
breast nudity and which is indecent for minors. 

“Section 13A-12-172. The attorney general or the district at¬ 
torney or any other person may initiate a civil proceeding in the 
circuit court to prevent or restrain violations of the provisions of 
this Act. The court shall proceed as soon as practicable to the hear¬ 
ing and determination of such an action, and may, at any time 
before the final determination, enter such restraining order or prohi¬ 
bition, as it shall deem proper. A proceeding under this section is 
governed by the Alabama Rules of Civil Procedure. Nothing in this 
section shall be deemed to authorize a prior restraint of speech in 
violation of the United States Constitution. 

“Section 13A-12-175. The governor of this state may demand 
from the governor of any other state the extradition pursuant to the 
laws of this state of any person found in such other state who is 
charged in this state with a violation of section 13A-12-171. 

“Section 13A-12-178. Any person who violates section 13A-12- 
171 shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and, upon conviction, must be 
fined not more than $10,000.00 and may also be imprisoned in the 
county jail or sentenced to hard labor for the county for not more 
than one year. 

“Section 13A-12-179. Any material which is used in violation 
of section 13A-12-171 is subject to forfeiture. The attorney general 
or district attorney or any other person may file a complaint in the 
circuit court praying that such material be declared contraband and 
be forfeited to the State of Alabama. It shall be a defense to the 
action that the owner did not knowingly violate the provisions of 
section 13A-12-171. 

Section 2. The amendments made in this act shall apply to 
cases in which the offense is committed after the effective date of 
this act. Cases in which the offense was committed before the eflfec- 
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tive date of this act shall be governed by the law as it existed before 
these amendments.

To amend Section 36-17-3 of the Code of Alabama 1975, relating to the duties 
and functions of the state treasurer. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Section 36-17-3, Code of Alabama 1975, is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

“§ 36-17-3. 

“The powers, functions and duties of the treasurer shall be: 

“(1) To receive all moneys due the state and deposit them in 
the proper accounts. 

“(2) To perform the functions and duties now authorized by 
law with respect to state depositaries. 

“(3) To pay all warrants duly executed by the comptroller, 
and to pay for funds electronically transferred by the comptroller in 
accordance with Section 41-4-50, Code of Alabama 1975, upon the 
determination that there is sufficient money for the payment thereof 
in the funds upon which they are drawn. No warrant executed by 
any other person shall be honored. All checks drawn on the state 
funds shall be signed by the treasurer, or the chief clerk in the office, 
and countersigned by the special assistant in the office of the trea¬ 
surer, who is appointed by the treasurer with the approval of the 
governor. Another employee may be designated by the treasurer, 
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with the approval of the governor, to countersign checks in the ab¬ 
sence of the special assistant. These signatures must be originals or 
facsimiles created by a controlled check signing machine. No checks 
shall be honored unless so signed and countersigned. 

“(4) To take receipts for all payments, to file such receipts and 
warrants, to number same in chronological order for each fiscal year 
and to keep account of the receipts and expenditures of the public 
money. 

“(5) To particularly enter in his books the amounts of money 
he receives for taxes, licenses or on any other account of the state, so 
that the net receipts of the whole revenue as well as of every branch 
thereof and the amounts of disbursements shall distinctly appear. 

“(6) To give information, in writing, to the legislature or either 
house thereof or to the governor when required, reporting all mat¬ 
ters pertaining to his office. 

“(7) To pay the principal and interest on the state debt and 
for the purpose of paying the interest on the bonded indebtedness of 
the state, and it is his particular duty to conform in all respects to 
the requirements of the law as set forth in this chapter. 

u (8) To have the custody of, and keep safe, all moneys, bonds, 
and other securities held in any sinking fund for the payments of 
bonds of the state and to do and perform such other duties with 
reference to state bonds and their redemption as are now, or may 
be, required be law. 

“(9) To have the custody of, and to keep safe, all moneys, 
bonds, mortgages and other securities required or permitted by law 
to be deposited with the state or any officer thereof, by any bank, 
trust company, insurance company, mutual aid or benefit associa¬ 
tion or other person or corporation, and also all securities held by 
the state, including those held for the account of any sinking fund 
(including those heretofore in the custody of their sinking fund com¬ 
mission). All such moneys, bonds, mortgages and other securities 
shall be guarded at all times by a bonded officer or employee while 
in the office of the treasurer and shall, upon receipt, be deposited in 
a burglar proof and fireproof vault by the treasurer. Until the state 
shall have acquired an adequate burglar proof and fireproof vault, 
the combinations to which shall be known only to the treasurer and 
adequately bonded employees, all such bonds, mortgages and other 
securities shall be kept in safety deposit boxes or vaults in one or 
more banks or trust companies approved for that purpose by the 
treasurer. In any event, however, whether any vault shall have been 
acquired by the state or not, when requested by any depositor, the 
treasurer may authorize the deposit of any money, bonds, mortgages 
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or other securities by such depositor with a bank or trust company 
in the state of Alabama to be held in its safety deposit boxes or 
vaults, or securities pledged to secure state funds may be held in the 
vault of any bank insured by the Federal Deposit Insurance Corpo¬ 
ration and located in a federal reserve bank city, which bank or 
trust company shall have been approved in advance by the treasurer 
and which shall have executed with the treasurer a contract with 
respect to the safekeeping of such money, bonds, mortgages or other 
securities, and the substitution therefor of other money, bonds, 
mortgages or other securities. Such contract shall be approved in 
writing by such depositor. Any charges in connection with such de¬ 
posit shall be paid by such depositor. The treasurer shall not be per¬ 
sonally liable for the loss of money, bonds, mortgages or other secur¬ 
ities so deposited if he shall have used reasonable precaution in 
approving such bank or trust company. When, in the opinion of the 
governor, it is considered necessary, the treasurer shall be required 
to give an additional bond in such a sum as is determined by the 
governor, the premium thereon to be paid from the state treasury. 

“(10) To serve as a member of the state board of adjustment 
and of the other boards and commissions of which he is by law made 
a member. 

“(11) To have access to all records and accounts relating to 
receipts and disbursements of the state treasury in any other de¬ 
partment, board, bureau, commission, agency or office of the state, 
to enable him the better to perform the functions and duties re¬ 
quired of him by the Constitution and laws of the state and protect 
himself in the performance of those functions and duties. 

“(12) To make such reports as are required by the Constitu¬ 
tion, which reports shall, however, be printed and bound with, and 
as a part of, the annual financial report of the state prepared by the 
department of finance and to make such other reports as may be 
required by the governor or the legislature. 

“(13) To furnish to the comptroller, on or before the tenth day 
of each month, a list of all outstanding warrants existing at the end 
of the month next preceding and from the beginning of the fiscal 
year as shown by the records of the treasurer’s office. 

“(14) To take out security insurance for the safekeeping 
bonds, robbery insurance, burglary insurance, or such other insur¬ 
ance as may be deemed necessary for the safeguarding of money and 
security, the premiums thereon to be paid from the state treasury. 

“(15) To perform such other duties as are, or may be, by law 
required of him.”

To provide a fifteen percent or other cost-of-living increase for certain personnel 
in public education for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1985. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Legislative intent. It is the intent of the legislature 
to provide a fifteen percent salary or other cost-of-living increase in 
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the salary paid to the education personnel and on the basis enumer¬ 
ated in Section 2 of this Act. By this Act the legislature directs that 
the aforesaid fifteen percent or other cost-of-living increase for fiscal 
year 1984-85 to be paid from the fund from which the institution or 
system receives its appropriation for the fiscal year ending Septem¬ 
ber 30,1985. It is not the intent of this Act to appropriate additional 
monies for this purpose. 

Section 2. The state budget officer shall allocate to the State 
Board of Education, the Board of Trustees of the Alabama Institute 
for Deaf and Blind, and the Board of Directors of the Department of 
Youth Services for disbursement to the appropriate educational sys¬ 
tems and institutions the funds necessary to grant a fifteen percent 
cost-of-living increase based on the following: 

(a) Fifteen percent of the state salary allocation payable dur¬ 
ing the 1983-84 fiscal year to teacher units funded by the Alabama 
Special Educational Trust Fund for all elementary/secondary pro¬ 
grams (including vocational education). The 15 percent increase on 
the state allotment shall be paid to each teacher in addition to all 
local salary increments due, based upon the local 1983-84 salary 
schedule. 

(b) Fifteen percent of the salaries paid in 1983-84 to teachers 
employed at Alabama Institute for Deaf and Blind and Department 
of Youth Services, plus any local increment due. 

(c) Fifteen percent of the salary payable during the 1983-84 
fiscal year to all bus drivers, and all other support personnel in the 
elementary/secondary systems, two year colleges, and Alabama In¬ 
stitute for Deaf and Blind, plus any local increment due. 

(d) It is the intent of the Legislature that the State Board of 
Education and all local boards of education shall provide all teach¬ 
ing and full-time support personnel, including adult bus drivers, em¬ 
ployed at K-12 levels and at the two year colleges, at least a 15 per¬ 
cent cost-of-living raise for 1984-85 above their 1983-84 salary.

It is also the intent of the Legislature 
that all lunchrooms be fully funded by local school boards from 
these and any other local and/or state funds available and not just 
exclusively from funds generated by lunchroom sales.

The master plan and zon¬ 
ing regulations provided by the Commission shall not be applicable 
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in any beat of Shelby County until the majority of the qualified 
electors of the beat voting in a special election shall have signified 
by their vote that they desire the authority of the Commission, its 
master plan and the zoning regulations to apply to their beat. Such 
an election must be held not less than 30 nor more than 45 days 
after a petition is filed in the office of the judge of probate seeking 
such an election and signed by no less than 25 electors who vote in 
said beat and who also own an interest in real estate that is located 
in such beat Notice of such election shall be given by three weeks 
publication and posting notice in two public places within the beat. 
The cost of conducting said election shall be paid from the General 
Fund of Shelby County. The ballot shall be so worded as to give the 
voter the opportunity to vote either ‘Yes’ or ‘No’ as to whether he 
wishes the authority of the Commission, its master plan and the 
zoning regulations to apply to such beat. Only those qualified elec¬ 
tors outside of the boundaries of municipal corporations, or where a 
municipality now or in the future is authorized to exercise, and does, 
in fact, exercise planning and zoning powers in any area outside its 
municipal boundaries, or such areas excluded from the jurisdiction 
of the commission as set out in Section 3, shall be permitted to vote 
or sign a petition calling for election in the beat concerned and a 
statement to this fact shall be carried on the ballot and the petition 
or said ballot and petition shall not be valid. Provided, however, 
that the election provided for in this section shall not be held any 
more often than once during any one-year period.”

“Section III. Three Dollars ($3.00) of the monies collected 
under Section I of this act shall be paid into the General Fund of 
Houston County, Alabama. 

The Sheriff’s fund as provided in Section II of 
this act shall be drawn upon by the Sheriff of Houston County or his 
appointed agent and shall be used exclusively for law enforcement 
purposes and in the discharge of the Sheriff’s office as he sees fit.

To authorize Madison County, Alabama, to provide for the forfeiture of devices 
and weapons used in the commission or attempted commission of any crime against a 
person; to provide for the forfeiture of devices or weapons upon the conviction of a 
person of the crime of carrying a concealed weapon; to provide for the forfeiture of 
any device or weapon denominated as unlawful under the laws of the state or which is 
found on or about the person of any person who is prohibited by law from carrying or 
possessing said device or weapon; and to provide for the forfeiture of any device or 
weapon which is abandoned or otherwise found and the lawful owner cannot be lo¬ 
cated; and to exempt motor vehicles from the provisions of the act. To further pro¬ 
vide for the disposition of said devices or weapons by the District Attorney by means 
of destruction, sale, or use for historical, instructional, or law enforcement upon court 
order and to exempt devices or weapons which are found to be stolen or otherwise 
wrongfully possessed and the lawful owner is located. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. This act shall apply only to Madison County. 

Section 2. Any device which is used as a weapon in the com¬ 
mission of a crime against any person or any device which is used as 
a weapon in any attempt to commit any crime against any person, 
and any weapon for which a person has been convicted of the crime 
of carrying a concealed weapon, and any weapon or device which is 
found on or about the person of any person who is prohibited by law 
from carrying or possessing said device or weapon, and any device or 
weapon which is abandoned or otherwise found and the lawful own¬ 
er cannot be located is hereby declared to be contraband, forfeited, 
and becomes property of the State of Alabama; provided, however, 
that a motor vehicle shall not be deemed to be a device or weapon 
within the terms of this act and shall not be declared contraband, 
forfeited, and become the property of the State of Alabama, al¬ 
though this exception shall not be construed to prohibit the seizure, 
condemnation, and sale of motor vehicles as provided by any other 
laws of the State of Alabama. 

Section 3. Any weapon described in Section 2 of this act that 
has a serial or manufacturer’s identification number must be re¬ 
ported to and checked through the National Crime Information 
Center and the Alabama Crime Justice Information Centers and 
their computer terminal operators within seven days of receipt and 
possession by the wresting law enforcement agency seizing any such 
weapon. Such weapons must again be checked through the said 
crime information center computers before disposing of or making 
disposition of such weapons as provided for herein. 

Section 4, Any weapon or device confiscated under the provi¬ 
sions of this act, when no longer needed for evidentiary purposes, 
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shall be turned over by the person having custody of such device to 
the District Attorney of the county wherein such device was confis¬ 
cated. The District Attorney shall as often as necessary, but, at least 
once during each calendar year, after receiving said weapons or de¬ 
vices either destroy same, submit the weapon or device for sale to 
licensed gun dealers, or retain the weapon or device for historical, 
instructional, or law enforcement purposes. 

Section 5* The proceeds derived from all sales of such de¬ 
vices, after deducting the costs of the sale, shall be divided as 
follows: 

(a) 25% to the Madison County District Attorney to be placed 
in the District Attorney’s fund; and 

(b) 75% to the Madison County Sheriff to be placed in the 
Sheriff’s fund to be used only for clothing allowance. 

Section 6, Any governmental agency receiving any weapon or 
device for historical, instructional, or law enforcement purposes 
shall give written receipt of said weapon or device to the District 
Attorney. The agency receiving the weapon or device shall become 
responsible for the said weapon or device. 

Section 7. The District Attorney shall, at least once each cal¬ 
endar year, file written notice with the Circuit Court Clerk of the 
method of disposition of said weapon or device, identifying such by 
name, serial number, and description. The Circuit Court Clerk shall 
present the written notice to the appropriate Circuit Court for an 
Order granting the disposition of said weapon or device within 30 
days. The District Attorney shall be required to publish legal notice 
in a publication of general circulation in Madison County at least 
prior to sale or disposition of said weapons or devices. The District 
Attorney shall within 90 days after the order entered by the court 
file with the Circuit Court Clerk a sworn statement detailing the dis¬ 
position of the weapon or device. 

Section 8. Whenever any weapon or device is found to be 
stolen or otherwise in the wrongful possession of the person possess¬ 
ing said weapon or device, such weapon or device shall not be sub¬ 
ject to the provisions of this act and the same shall be returned to 
the rightful lawful owner; provided, however, if the rightful lawful 
owner cannot lawfully possess said weapon or device or if the right¬ 
ful owner cannot be determined or located, the provisions of this act 
shall apply to said weapon or device. 

Section 9. The provisions of this act are severable. If any 
part of this act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declara¬ 
tion shall not affect the part which remains.

There shall be a pension and relief system which 
shall apply to and include all permanent employees of the City of 
Prichard, Alabama, and any permanent employee of the City of 
Prichard, who leaves the employment of the City of Prichard to be¬ 
come an elected official of the City of Prichard may still participate 
in the Prichard Pension Plan provided the official pays the total 
contribution, both that required of the City of Prichard and that 
required of the participant. 

“Any former city official who was employed by the City of 
Prichard and left such employ to serve as an elected official of the 
City of Prichard and returned to the employ of the City of Prichard 
after serving his/her term may count those years served toward re¬

Relating to Cullman County; authorizing a procedure whereby the sheriff is au¬ 
thorized to offer for public auction to the highest bidder for cash abandoned and 
stolen personal property which has been recovered by the sherifFs department of the 
county and stored by said department but which has been unclaimed after six (6) 
months; providing that such auctions are to be made after notice of the time and 
place thereof shall have been given publication once a week for two weeks in a news¬ 
paper of general circulation published in Cullman County, or by posting in a conspic¬ 
uous place at the county courthouse; providing that the first publication or posting of 
said notice shall be twenty days before the said auction; providing a procedure for the 
conduct of said auction; providing that the owner of any of the abandoned or stolen 
property recovered and stored by the sheriff may redeem the same at any time prior 
to its sale by paying any responsible storage or maintenance costs incurred and a pro 
rata cost of publication and further providing that after deducting and paying all 
expenses incurred in storing or auctioning the said property, all proceeds from the 
sale of said property shall be paid into the general fund of the county. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . The sheriff of Cullman County is hereby author¬ 
ized to sell at public auction, in the manner provided in this Act, 
abandoned and stolen personal property recovered by the sheriff’s 
department, which said property has remained unclaimed by the 
rightful owner thereof for a period of six (6) consecutive months. 

Section 2. The sheriff of Cullman County shall keep and 
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maintain a permanent record of all abandoned and stolen personal 
property recovered by the sheriffs department, which said records 
shall state the description of the property, the date of recovery of 
said property, the serial or other identifying number of said prop¬ 
erty and the place of recovery of said property. Such records shall be 
open to public inspection at all reasonable times. All abandoned or 
stolen property recovered by the sheriffs department shall be stored 
in a suitable place to protect the same from deterioration; provided, 
that if said property be of a perishable nature, after reasonable at¬ 
tempts have been made to locate and identify the owner thereof, if 
such attempts be unsuccessful, the same may be sold at once with¬ 
out notice in which case the proceeds shall be held for a period of 
six (6) months for the account of the owner and if not called for 
within that period of time, after deducting and paying all expenses 
incurred in the recovery, storage, maintenance and sale of such 
property, shall be paid into the general fund of the county. 

Section 3. At least every six months, the sheriff shall sell at 
public auction to the highest bidder for cash all abandoned or stolen 
personal property which has been recovered by the sheriffs depart¬ 
ment and has remained unclaimed by the rightful owner thereof af¬ 
ter a period of six months. Said sales are to be made after notice 
thereof shall have been given by publication in a newspaper of gen¬ 
eral circulation in C ullman County once a week for two successive 
weeks or by posting such notice in a conspicuous place at the Cull¬ 
man County courthouse for a period of at least twenty days prior to 
such sale. Such notice shall contain the place, date and time of each 
such auction and shall further contain a description of each item of 
personal property to be sold at said auction. If publication of such 
notice be made by publication in the newspaper, the first notice 
shall run at least twenty days prior to said auction. 

Section 4. The owner of any abandoned or stolen personal 
property recovered by the Cullman County sheriffs department may 
redeem the same at any time prior to its sale by paying any reasona¬ 
ble expenses incurred in the recovery of the said property, its main¬ 
tenance and storage and a pro rata share of the costs, if any, of pub¬ 
lication of notice of the sale of said property.

AN ACT 

Relating to Blount County; authorizing certain county health officers or adminis¬ 
trators to issue official death certificates, levy and collect fees therefor; and providing 
for the distribution of such revenues for county health purposes. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Any Blount County health officer or administrator 
is authorized to issue an official death certificate in any case within 
the county, except where an autopsy is required. Data obtained from 
the attending physician or funeral director shall be kept on file for 
one year following the death for the purpose of issuing such death 
certificate. Such certificate shall be in all particulars the same as 
those issued by the state department of public health in any court 
or for insurance purposes. Nothing in this act shall affect any ex¬ 
isting duty of any person to gather and transmit data to the local 
registrar or to the state health department. 

Section 2. The county health officer shall not later than ten 
days from the date of death, make such official death certificate 
available to the surviving spouse or next of kin of the deceased at a 
fee not greater than that charged by the state health department for 
the same service. The county health officer shall cause a complete 
and correct account to be kept of all fees received by him under this 
section and shall remit said fees to the treasurer of the county board 
of health or like official for custody subject to disbursement for pur¬ 
poses of health services in Blount County.

AN ACT 

Relating to the City of Athens; authorizing the governing body of such munici¬ 
pality to adopt ordinances to provide for the protection of the historic character of 
the City of Athens; and providing for a Historic Preservation Commission. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . The governing body of the City of Athens may 
from time to time adopt ordinances to protect its historical charac¬ 
ter in the manner hereinafter provided. 

Section 2. The governing body may by ordinance designate 
as a Historic Preservation District any section within the corporate 
limits of the City of Athens, which section such governing body may 
determine possesses such historic significance by reason of antiquity, 
architecture, historic importance of persons or events identified 
therewith, of such number of historic structures or sites as to give 
the section a character of historic significance worthy of preservation 
for the protection of the historic character of the City of Athens. No 
ordinance designating a Historic Preservation District shall become 
effective unless the establishment of such district is requested in 
writing to the governing body by not less than 60 percent of the 
property owners within the proposed Historic Preservation District. 
The names of the persons last assessing the property for taxes shall 
be accepted by the governing body as prima facie the owners 
thereof. 

Section 3. A Historic Preservation Commission, hereinafter 
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referred to as the “Commission/' with the following membership, 
duties and powers, may be established by ordinance of the governing 
body: 

(a) The Commission shall be composed of five members. Resi¬ 
dents of the historic district or districts shall elect four members 
and one member shall be a member of the City of Athens governing 
body designated by it. 

(b) The members of said Commission elected by the residents 
of the historic district during annual meetings of the Historic Dis¬ 
trict Association, except the member of the City of Athens gov¬ 
erning body, who shall all serve by virtue of, and whose term shall 
correspond with the term of his office, shall serve for terms of four 
years. At the expiration of the term or the death or resignation of 
any member, the resulting vacancy shall be filled for the unexpired 
term of such member by election at the next annual meeting of the 
Historic District Association or by special election meeting called by 
the Commission. No distinction shall be made between the ex officio 
and other members of the Commission. 

(c) The Commission shall meet regularly at an established 
time and place at least once in each month and especially upon call 
by the chairman or secretary and 48 hours notice to each member 
for purposes specified in the notice of call only. A chairman elected 
by the Commission from its membership shall preside at its meet¬ 
ings, or in his absence a chairman pro tempore likewise elected. 
Minutes of its meeting shall be kept by the secretary of the Com¬ 
mission, or by a stenographer or reporter designated by him and 
under his directions. Such minutes shall be signed by the secretary 
of the Commission, and shall accurately reflect all matters brought 
before the Commission, its proceedings and determination thereon, 
including the votes of its members, and shall be permanently re¬ 
tained as official records of the municipality. Three members of the 
Commission shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of any 
business at its meetings. All meetings of the Commission shall be 
open to the public. Its proceedings shall be governed by such reason¬ 
able rules and regulations as it shall adopt, consistent with law and 
accepted parliamentary procedure. 

(d) Members of the Commission shall receive no compensation 
for their service thereon. 

(e) Upon any matter coming before the Commission in which 
any member has a personal interest, he shall state same and disqual¬ 
ify himself from deliberations and voting thereupon. 

(f) The Commission shall have no authority to obligate the 
City of Athens for any debt or expenditure beyond such sums as the 
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municipal governing body may see fit to appropriate from time to 
time for its use. 

(g) Any contract or other instrument for any purpose hereun¬ 
der authorized to be made by the Commission shall be executed in 
the name of the City of Athens by the mayor and attested by the 
clerk-treasurer, who shall affix the seal of the municipality, upon the 
authority of a resolution duly adopted by the Commission. 

(h) All funds of the Commission shall be held, administered 
and accounted by the City of Athens’ clerk-treasurer in like manner 
as other municipal funds and likewise disbursed upon the authority 
of a resolution duly adopted by the Commission. 

(i) The commission may provide for the public showing of 
buildings and structures within Historic Preservation Districts to in¬ 
terested persons, groups and organizations under such agreements 
as the owners thereof shall deem proper. 

(j) Subject to the availability of funds thereof, the Commission 
may cause markers to be posted at, upon or adjacent to Historic 
Preservation Districts or the entrances thereto and sites, buildings 
and structures therein situated and may accord such priorities 
therein as it deems proper, provided that markers shall be placed on 
private property only upon approval of the owner or owners. 

(k) Subject to the availability of funds therefor, the Commis¬ 
sion, with the prior approval of the governing body, may acquire by 
lease, purchase, or gift, buildings or real estate within the bounda¬ 
ries of the Historic Preservation Districts, provided, however, such 
property will be held in the name of the City of Athens. 

(l) Within or touching upon the boundaries of any Historic 
Preservation District, no change shall be made in or upon any public 
street, way or park without the plan therefor having been submitted 
to the Commission for the expression of its recommendations with 
relation thereto prior to the commencement of such work. 

Section 4. It shall be the duty of the Commission to pass 
upon the appropriateness of: 

(1) The exterior architectural features of buildings and struc¬ 
tures to be erected, constructed, reconstructed, altered, renovated or 
restored within any Historic Preservation District, except as herein¬ 
after provided. 

(2) The removal or demolition of any structure or building 
within any Historic Preservation District. 

(3) The erection of any sign within any Historic Preservation 
District, provided, however, that passing on the appropriateness of a 
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marker identifying the address and occupants of a residence shall 
not be within the province of the Commission. 

Section 5. The Commission shall have no authority concern¬ 
ing the use of property which shall continue to be regulated by any 
applicable zoning regulations of the City of Athens, but the Com¬ 
mission shall consider the height, the setback from street and prop¬ 
erty boundary lines, and the building area relative to lot area of 
buildings and structures proposed to be constructed, reconstructed, 
altered or renovated. As to any of same, the Commission shall make 
such suggestions relating to the proposed work and such recommen¬ 
dations relating to the grant of exceptions to the applicable zoning 
limitations as it shall deem appropriate and consistent with the pur¬ 
pose of historic preservation hereinbefore stated. 

Section 6. The City of Athens governing body may also 
adopt by ordinance such other regulations as are necessary to effect 
the purposes of this act not inconsistent with the provisions hereof. 

Section 7. The provisions of this act are severable. If any 
part of this act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declara¬ 
tion shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 8. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
act are hereby repealed. 

Section 9. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise be¬ 
coming a law.

assessments. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. (a) The Alabama Forestry Commission has noti¬ 

fied the County Commission of Hale County that additional funding 
is necessary to maintain protection of the timberlands in Hale 
County; and 

(b) The County Commission of Hale County is unable to fully 
fund the work of the Alabama Forestry Commission in Hale County. 

(c) The County Commission of Hale County realizes that 
without this much needed protection the timberlands of Hale 
County would be in grave danger of fire, insects and disease. 

Section 2. (a) There is hereby levied and assessed a finance 
charge of ten cents per acre to be paid by the owners of forest lands 
located in Hale County, Alabama, for the use of land for timber 
growing purposes. 

(b) “Forest lands” as used in this act, shall mean any land 
which is used for timber growing purposes, or for the production of 
wood products. “Forest lands” as used in this act, shall not include 
any publicly owned lands or lands used primarily for residential 
purposes. 

(c) All the proceeds of the said finance charge or tax shall be 
used only by the Alabama Forestry Commission in Hale County for 
further protection and maintenance of the forestry program now in 
existence. 

Section 3. (a) The finance charge fixed as provided in the 
above section shall be payable at the same time and in the same 
manner as County taxes, and the owners of the “Forestlands,” as 
herein defined, shall make report of the same to the Tax Assessor of 
Hale County. 

(b) The County Commission of Hale County shall call for a 
referendum on the levy of the finance charge herein provided at the 
next special or general election in the county. Such referendum elec¬ 
tion shall be called and held in accordance with the laws governing 
such elections. If a majority of the qualified electors vote for ap¬ 
proval of such finance charge it shall be levied and collected as 
herein provided; if a majority of the qualified electors vote against 
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such proposal then the provisions of this act shall become null and 
void. 

(c) The Hale County Commission agrees to make an effort to 
maintain its current annual appropriation to the Alabama Forestry 
Commission for the protection of the timberlands in Hale County.

Relating to Baldwin County; providing for a referendum on the establishment of 
a consolidated and unified system for assessment and collection of taxes, under the 
supervision of an elected county official designated as county revenue commissioner; 
providing for the compensation of such official; repealing conflicting laws; providing 
for filing by candidates for county revenue commissioner and an election therefor; 
and providing for its effectiveness. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The provisions of this act shall be applicable only 
in Baldwin County. 

Section 2. The county governing body shall call a referen¬ 
dum on the question of combining the offices of tax assessor and tax 
collector into a new office of county revenue commissioner and abol¬ 
ishing the said offices of tax assessor and tax collector as provided 
by Section 13. Said referendum shall be held no later than any 
county-wide election in Baldwin County prior to July, 1984. 

Section 3. Upon the passage of this act and approval by a 
majority of the qualified electors, there shall be a county revenue 
commissioner in Baldwin County. A commissioner shall be elected 
at the first primary or general election in 1984, and at the general 
election every six years thereafter. The said commissioner shall 
serve for a term of six years beginning on the first day of October 
1985 and until his successor is elected and has qualified. Candidates 
for county revenue commissioner shall qualify in the same manner 
as candidates for county-wide office and as required by law. 

Section 4. The county revenue commissioner shall do and 
perform all acts, duties, and functions required by law to be per¬ 
formed either by the tax assessor or by the tax collector of the 
county relative to the assessment of property for taxation, the col¬ 
lection of taxes, the keeping of records and the making of reports 
concerning assessments for and the collection of taxes. 

Section 5. Subject to the approval of the county commission, 
the county revenue commissioner shall appoint and fix the duties 
and compensation of a sufficient number of deputies, clerks, and as¬ 
sistants to perform properly the duties of his office. The acts of dep¬ 
uties shall have the same force and legal effect as if performed by 
the county revenue commissioner himself. 

Section 6. Before entering upon the duties of his office, the 
county revenue commissioner shall take the oath of office prescribed 
by Article XVI of the Constitution of Alabama, and execute a bond 
in such sum as may be fixed by the county commission, giving as 
security thereon a bonding company authorized to do business in 
Alabama. The bond shall be conditioned as other official bonds are 
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conditioned and shall be approved by and filed with the judge of 
probate. The cost of the bond required herein shall be paid out of 
the county commission, and shall be a preferred claim against the 
county. 

Section 7. The county shall provide the necessary offices for 
the county revenue commissioner, and shall provide all stationery, 
equipment, and office supplies, not otherwise furnished by law, 
needed for the efficient performance of the duties of the office. 

Section 8. The county revenue commissioner shall collect 
and pay into the general fund of the county all fees, percentages, 
commissions and other allowances which the tax assessor or the tax 
collector of the county are now or hereafter may be by law author¬ 
ized and directed to charge or collect for the performance of any 
duty hereby imposed on the county revenue commissioner. As com¬ 
pensation for the performance of the duties of his office, the county 
revenue commissioner shall receive an annual salary pursuant to 
Section 40-6A-3, Code of Alabama 1975, payable in equal monthly 
installments out of the general fund of the county. 

Section 9. The offices of tax assessor and tax collector of 
Baldwin County shall be abolished effective the first day of October 
1985. 

Section 10. It is the purpose of this act to promote the pub¬ 
lic convenience in Baldwin County by consolidating the offices of tax 
assessor and tax collector into one office. 

Section 11 . The provisions of this act are severable. If any 
part of this act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declara¬ 
tion shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 12 . All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
Act are hereby repealed. 

Section 13. This act shall be inoperative and void unless it 
shall have been approved by a majority of the qualified electors of 
Baldwin County who vote thereon at a referendum election held for 
such purpose. Said election shall be held and conducted as nearly as 
may be in the same way as elections on amendments to the Consti¬ 
tution and elections for other county officers and shall be held on 
the same day as any countywide election held in Baldwin County, 
prior to July 1, 1984, next following final passage of this act. Notice 
of the election shall be given by the judge of probate of Baldwin 
County, which notice shall be published once a week for three suc¬ 
cessive weeks before the day of the election. On the ballots to be 
used at the election, the proposition to be voted on shall be stated 
substantially as follows: “Do you favor the local law abolishing the 
offices of tax assessor and tax collector and establishing the office of 
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revenue commissioner? Yes ( ) No ( ).” If a majority of the votes 
cast at the election are affirmative votes, this act shall be in full 
force and effect immediately thereafter. If a majority of the votes 
cast are in the negative, the act shall have no further effect. The 
judge of probate of Baldwin County shall certify the results of the 
election to the secretary of state immediately after the returns have 
been certified. 

Section 14. This act shall become effective immediately 
upon its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its other¬ 
wise becoming a law, except as otherwise herein provided.

and conducting elections on the question of annexing territory to 
cities of twenty-five thousand or more inhabitants insofar as such 
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provisions of said article may be appropriate; provided, however, no 
municipal resolution of the municipal governing body need be made 
or filed with the Probate Judge, nor need a plat or map of the terri¬ 
tory to be annexed be filed with the Probate Judge.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Section 8 of Act No. 83-532, H. 609, Regular Ses¬ 
sion 1983 (Acts 1983, p. 827), is hereby amended to read as follows: 

“Section 8. The state department of revenue shall charge 
Baldwin County for collecting the special county tax levied under 
this act such amount or percentage of total collections as may be 
agreed upon by the commissioner of revenue and the Baldwin 
County Commission, but such charge shall not, in any event, exceed 
ten percent of the total amount of the special county tax collected in 
said county under this act. Such charge for collecting such special 
tax may be deducted each month from the gross revenues from such 
special tax before certification of the amount of the proceeds thereof 
due Baldwin County for that month. The commissioner of revenue 
shall pay into the state treasury all tax collected under this act, as 
such tax is received by the department of revenue, and on or before 
the first day of each successive month (commencing with the month 
following the month in which the department makes the first collec¬ 
tion hereunder) the commissioner shall certify to the state comptrol¬ 
ler the amount of tax collected under the provisions of this act and 
paid by him into the state treasury for the benefit of Baldwin 
County during the month immediately preceding such certification. 
Provided, however, that before certifying the amount of the tax paid 
into the state treasury for the benefit of Baldwin County during 
each month, the commissioner may deduct from the tax collected in 
said month the charge due the department for the collection of the 
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tax for the county. It shall be the duty of the comptroller to issue 
his warrant each month payable to the county treasurer of Baldwin 
County in his official capacity in an amount equal to the amount so 
certified by the commissioner of revenue as having been collected 
for the use of the county. All revenues arising from the taxes herein 
authorized to be levied shall be distributed as follows: (a) Fifty-five 
percent (55%) shall be distributed to the Baldwin County board of 
education to be utilized exclusively for capital improvement, capital 
construction and maintenance purposes; (b) five percent (5%) shall 
be distributed to Faulkner State Junior College in Bay Minette to 
be used as other appropriations to said school are used; and (c) forty 
percent (40%) shall be deposited in the general fund of the county 
to be expended as other county funds. Provided, however, in the ini¬ 
tial fiscal year that this sales tax is levied, prior to any distribution 
provided herein, a one-time disbursement of two percent (2%) of all 
revenues arising from said tax shall be appropriated for the erection 
of a suitable county animal pound as provided in Section 3-7-7, 
Code of Alabama 1975. Said one-time two percent (2%) appropria¬ 
tion shall be made only during the fiscal year that the sales tax pro¬ 
vided by this act is implemented. Effective for the fiscal year begin¬ 
ning October 1, 1984, and each fiscal year thereafter, prior to any 
other distribution, two percent (2%) of all net revenues herein col¬ 
lected shall be appropriated to the juvenile court for Baldwin 
County to be used for the leasing or building, staffing, and operation 
of a home for juveniles.” 

Section 2. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise be¬ 
coming a law.

AN ACT 

Relating to Baldwin County; granting to the county commission certain power 
and authority relative to public improvements in certain areas lying outside the cor¬ 
porate limits of any municipality in such county; providing for the assessment against 
the property benefited thereby of the cost and expenses of materials used in the per¬ 
formance of services relative to such public improvements if said improvements are 
approved by 2 /3 of property owners affected; authorizing, providing for and regulating 
hearings relative to such assessments and appeals therefrom; providing for the collec¬ 
tion of such assessments by the Baldwin County tax collector; investing the Baldwin 
County Commission with the same powers and authority relative to the collection of 
improvement assessments and liens therefor had by municipalities relative to munici- 
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pal improvement assessments; providing that this act is cumulative to other laws rela¬ 
tive to the authority, powers and duties of the Baldwin County Commission. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The Baldwin County Commission shall have au¬ 
thority to control, manage, supervise, regulate, repair, maintain and 
improve any type public improvement which enhances the value of 
property; including but not limited to paving, sewerage, sanitation, 
water, drainage, gas, lighting and flood prevention, on any land in 
Baldwin County which does not lie within the corporate limits of 
any municipality. Provided however, any existing or future public 
improvement as defined herein under the control or authority of any 
municipality whether the improvement is within or outside the cor¬ 
porate limits of the municipality or any existing or future improve¬ 
ment under the authority or control of any legally constituted public 
authority shall be exempt from the provisions of this act. 

The cost and expense of any materials used in the repair, main¬ 
tenance or improvement of said public improvements may be as¬ 
sessed in fair proportion against said property specially served, ben¬ 
efited or increased in value by such repair, maintenance or 
improvement to the extent of the increased value thereof by reason 
of such service. Provided, however, no assessment may be levied un¬ 
less written approval of 2 /z of the property owners affected is ob¬ 
tained by the county commission. 

Section 2. When any assessment is made pursuant to this 
act, the chairman of the county commission shall cause to be pre¬ 
pared a roll or list showing the names of the property owners so 
assessed and opposite each name a description of the lot or parcel of 
land assessed for such repairs, maintenance and improvements to 
such owner or owners and the amount assessed against each lot or 
parcel of land. 

Section 3. Such list shall be entered in a well-bound book or 
loose-leaf book firmly bound, prepared for that purpose, and shall 
contain appropriate columns in which payments may be credited 
and the lien of the assessment satisfied by the tax collector of the 
county. Said book shall be known as the “assessment book for 
county improvements” and shall be a public record. No error or mis¬ 
take in regard to the name of the owner shall be held to invalidate 
any assessment, and it shall be sufficient if the name of the person 
in whose name such property was last assessed for taxes for state 
taxation is shown in said book. 

Section 4. After the completion of the proper entries of each 
improvement, said book shall be delivered to the tax collector of the 
county, who shall thereupon give notice by publication one time in 
some newspaper published in Baldwin County or of general circula- 
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tion therein that said assessment roll or list has been delivered to 
him and is open for inspection in his office. 

Section 5. The notice provided for in the preceding section 
shall state that, at a time and place therein mentioned, not less than 
20 days from the date of publication, the Baldwin County Commis¬ 
sion shall meet to hear and determine any objections or defense that 
may be filed to such assessment or the amount thereof. Said county 
commission shall also verify that the % approval requirement pro¬ 
vided in Section 1 is met. 

Section 6. If there is any defect in said notice or proceedings 
before or subsequent to said notice with respect to one or more in¬ 
terested persons, the same shall not affect such notice or proceed¬ 
ings except insofar as it may touch the interest or property of such 
person or persons and shall not avail any other person concerned 
therein. In the case of such defect, supplementary proceedings of the 
same general character as those prescribed in this act may be had in 
order to supply such defect. 

Section 7. The owner or owners of any real estate or any in¬ 
terest therein which it is proposed to assess for the cost or any part 
thereof of said repair, maintenance or improvement may appear at 
any time on or before the date named in said notice or at said meet¬ 
ing and file in writing with the clerk of the county commission or in 
his office any objections or defense to the proposed assessment 
against said property or to the amount thereof, and persons who do 
not file objections or protests in writing against such assessment 
shall be held to have consented to the same. 

Section 8 . The county commission shall hear and pass upon 
all such objections to and protests against the proposed assessment 
under such reasonable rules and regulations as it may adopt. 

Section 9. The costs and expenses of materials used in the 
repair, maintenance and improvement of said public improvements 
which is assessed by the county commission against property pursu¬ 
ant to this act shall be paid to the county tax collector at the same 
time that county ad valorem taxes are paid, and shall be by such 
collector paid into the county treasury at the same time and in the 
same manner that he remits other county taxes to Baldwin County. 

Section 10. Assessment liens for charges and expenses au¬ 
thorized in this act, except as herein provided, shall insofar as feasi¬ 
ble be governed by laws governing assessment liens for municipal 
improvements; and all powers, duties and authority relative to mu¬ 
nicipal improvements vested by such laws in municipal governing 
bodies may be had and exercised by the county commission. All 
such assessments may be enforced, contested and appeals therefrom 
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taken in the manner prescribed for enforcing municipal improve¬ 
ment assessments; and liens for county improvement assessments 
shall have the same force and effect as liens for municipal improve¬ 
ment assessments. 

Section 11. The provisions of this act are severable. If any 
part of this act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declara¬ 
tion shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 12. The provisions of this act are cumulative, and it 
shall not repeal any local law granting similar duties to the Baldwin 
County Commission unless inconsistent or in direct conflict 
herewith. 

Section 13. This act shall become effective immediately 
upon its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its other¬ 
wise becoming a law.

AN ACT 

To authorize the Talladega County Commission to provide protection against 
forest fires within the county and to assess the whole or a part of the cost thereof, 
within a prescribed limit, against forest lands in the county; and to prescribe the 
procedure for levying and collecting such assessments. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . The County Commission of Talladega County is 
authorized, when the need exists, to provide protection against 
forest fires in Talladega County by participating in the Alabama 
Forestry Commission’s forest fire protection program in the manner 
hereinafter specified. 

Section 2. (a) After the Talladega County Commission has 
determined that such a need does exist in Talladega County, the 
County Commission may, in the manner hereinafter specified, pro¬ 
vide for a financial charge to be paid by the owners of forest lands 
located in Talladega County for the use of the land for timber grow¬ 
ing purposes amounting to the whole or any part of the cost of such 
fire protection program, but not in excess of ten cents per acre, pro¬ 
vided such financial charge is not greater than the benefit accruing 
to such forest lands due to availability of such fire protection. 

(b) “Forest lands” as used in this act, shall mean any land 
which supports a forest growth, or which under prevailing natural

and economic conditions may be expected to support such a growth 
in the future. “Forest lands” as used in this act, shall not include 
any lands primarily used for residential purposes nor shall it include 
any publicly owned lands. 

Section 3. The need for such financial charge to provide 
forest fire protection within the county shall be determined by the 
County Commission after a public hearing is held thereon. Notice of 
such public hearing shall be given by the County Commission for a 
period of two consecutive weeks by advertisement in a newspaper of 
general circulation in Talladega County. Such advertisement must 
indicate the date, time, and place of the hearing, the manner pro¬ 
posed to finance such forest fire protection program, and the part of 
the cost of such that is proposed to be paid by the owners of forest 
lands. Any person owning forest land in Talladega County may ap¬ 
pear in person or by attorney at such time and place and make de¬ 
fense against such financial charge or the amount thereof. After such 
hearing, the County Commission shall determine whether or not a 
need exists for such a charge; and if a need is found to exist for such 
financial charge, the County Commission shall determine the 
amount of such financial charge and enter on the minutes of the 
County Commission an order fixing such financial charge. 

Section 4. Any such financial charge fixed as provided in the 
above section shall be payable at the same time and in the same 
manner as county taxes and the owners of the forest lands, as herein 
defined, shall make report of same to the Tax Assessor of Talladega 
County at the time fixed by law for making return of the property of 
such property owner. Financial charges levied shall constitute a lien 
on the property against which they are charged. In case of default in 
the payment of such financial charge, the land may be sold in the 
same manner and under the same conditions that lands are sold for 
the satisfaction of liens for county ad valorem taxes and redemption 
from such sale may be effected in the same manner as is provided by 
law for redemption where land is sold for non payment of ad 
valorem taxes. 

Section 5. The County Commission of Talladega County is 
authorized to appoint agents and delegate authority to search out 
forest lands in Talladega County, determine the area and owners 
thereof, and report same to the Tax Assessor of Talladega County 
who shall be authorized, after notice by certified mail to such own¬ 
ers, and hearing before the County Commission if so requested by 
such owners, to place said financial charge against said forest lands 
as may be determined by the report of such agents or the determi¬ 
nation of said County Commission. 

Section 6. The tax herein imposed shall be due and payable 
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to the Tax Collector of Talladega County, and shall, when collected, 
be paid to the Treasurer of Talladega County. All monies collected 
in accordance with this act shall be spent in participating in the Ala¬ 
bama Forestry Commission’s forest fire protection program in Tal¬ 
ladega County. 

Section 7. The County Commission of Talladega County is 
authorized to remove such financial charge after said County Com¬ 
mission has determined that the financial charge is no longer 
needed. The County Commission shall hold public hearings to deter¬ 
mine whether or not the financial charge is still needed. Procedures 
for such public hearings shall be the same as those in Section 3 of 
this act. 

Section 8. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
act are hereby repealed. 

Section 9. The provisions of this act are severable. If any 
part of the act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declara¬ 
tion shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 10. This act shall become effective immediately 
upon its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its other¬ 
wise becoming a law.

AN ACT 

Relating to Washington County; to provide for the rehabilitation of certain per¬ 
sons, both male and female, convicted of certain types of crimes and sentenced to a 
term of confinement in certain jails in the county, and providing for a rehabilitation 
board to supervise and administer the rehabilitation processes of this Act; to provide 
further for the carrying out of the provisions of this Act. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . The provisions of this Act shall apply to Washing¬ 
ton County. 
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Section 2. Definitions.—(1) “Board” shall mean Washington 
County Inmate Rehabilitation Board, and shall be composed of five 
(5) members as follows: 

1. The Chief Juvenile Probation Officer for Washington 
County 

2. Sheriff of Washington County 

3. A Mayor of one of the incorporated municipalities in Wash¬ 
ington County to be designated by the Mayors of the incorporated 
municipalities of the county 

4. A member of the governing body of Washington County to 
be designated by that body 

5. The Circuit Clerk for Washington County 

Any member of the board may designate in writing a “proxy” to 
represent him or her at any Board meeting, if such member is una¬ 
ble to attend because of illness or other legal cause or excuse. 

(2) “Inmate” shall mean any person, male or female, convicted 
of a crime and sentenced to serve a jail sentence in the county jail or 
in any municipal jail located within the county. 

(3) “Net earnings” shall mean the gross earnings of an inmate 
after deducting therefrom all state and federal withholding taxes, 
social security and other withholdings required to be withheld from 
an employee’s wages pursuant to the laws of any State and the 
United States of America. 

Section 3. Board.—The officers of the Board shall include a 
Chairman, who shall be the Sheriff of Washington County; a Vice- 
Chairman; and a Secretary-Treasurer who shall be the Circuit Clerk 
of Washington County, Alabama. At all meetings of the Board any 
three (3) members of the Board present and voting shall constitute a 
quorum. The Board shall meet at least quarterly during each calen¬ 
dar year, and shall hold an annual meeting during the month of No¬ 
vember of each calendar year. The Board shall be authorized to hold 
such other regular or special meetings as may be necessary to con¬ 
duct the affairs of the Board. All meetings of the Board shall be 
open to the public and shall be held at the Washington County 
Courthouse. 

Section 4* Extended Limits of Confinements.—The Board 
shall adopt such written regulations and policies permitting the 
sheriff or the chief of police of any incorporated municipality in the 
county to extend the limits of the place of confinement of an inmate, 
as to whom there is reasonable cause to believe he will know his 
trust, by authorizing such inmate under prescribed conditions to 
leave the confines of the county or municipal jails accompanied or 
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unaccompanied by a custodial agent for a prescribed period of time 
to work at paid employment while continuing as an inmate in the 
jail in which such inmate shall be confined except during the hours 
of such inmate’s employment and thereto and therefrom. Inmates 
shall participate in paid employment at the discretion of the Board. 

Any rules, regulations or policies promulgated by the Board 
shall be written upon the minutes of the Board, and shall be ac¬ 
knowledged and signed by each member of the Board a minimum of 
30 days before any such rules, regulations or policies can be imple¬ 
mented or utilized for any prisoner of any jail pursuant to the provi¬ 
sions of this Act. 

Section 5. Wages.—The employer of an inmate involved in a 
work release program pursuant to the provisions of this Act shall 
pay the inmate’s net earnings directly to the Board. The Board may 
adopt rules and regulations concerning the disbursement of any 
earnings of the inmate involved in a work release program pursuant 
to provisions of this Act. The Board shall be authorized to withhold 
from an inmate’s earnings a sum not exceeding thirteen percent 
(13%) of such inmate’s net earnings to pay for any costs incident to 
the administration of the work release program and to pay such 
costs incident to the inmate’s confinement as the Board shall deem 
appropriate including any medical costs incurred for the inmate 
while serving his sentence. The Board shall also be authorized to 
withhold from the inmate’s earnings an additional twenty percent 
(20%) of his or her net earnings to be applied toward the payment 
of any fine, cost of court, or restitution duly ordered to be paid by 
the sentencing court to the victim of the inmate’s crime. The re¬ 
mainder of the inmate’s net earnings shall be turned over to the in¬ 
mate upon his release from confinement or, in the alternative, the 
Board may elect to turn the remainder of the inmate’s earnings over 
to those financially dependent upon the inmate for support to be 
used by them in their support while the inmate is confined, provided 
however, that the inmate give written consent to this procedure 
prior to the inmate’s release into the work release program estab¬ 
lished pursuant to the provisions of this Act. 

Section 6 . Escape.—The willful failure of an inmate to re¬ 
main within the extended limits of his confinement, violate the 
terms and conditions of his release or furlough, as set forth herein, 
or to return within the time prescribed by the sheriff or chief of 
police, as the case may be, to the county or municipal jails, shall be 
deemed as an escape from the custody of said sheriff or chief of po¬ 
lice and shall be punishable as provided by law for escaped 
prisoners. 

Section 7. Investigation and Recommendation.—Employees 
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of the Board or persons designated by the Board are authorized to 
make an investigation and recommendations pertaining to the valid¬ 
ity of requests of job opportunities for inmates and to otherwise as¬ 
sist the sheriff or chief of police in the implementation of the pro¬ 
gram herein authorized, but in no event shall an inmate be eligible 
to participate in this program unless the Sheriff of Washington 
County recommends that such inmate be permitted to participate in 
the program. 

Section 8, Securing Employment.—The Board shall, at the 
request of the inmate, use its best efforts to secure employment for 
eligible inmates under this Act subject to the following: 

(1) Such employment shall be at a wage at least as high as the 
prevailing wage for similar work in the area or community where the 
work is performed in accordance with the prevailing working condi¬ 
tions in such area, but in no event shall the hourly wage be less than 
the Federal minimum wage then in force in the State of Alabama. 

(2) Such employment shall not result in the displacement of 
an employed worker. 

(3) Inmates eligible for work release shall not be employed as 
strike-breakers or in impairing any existing contracts. 

(4) Such employment must be at a place and location to be 
approved by the Board and all arrangements for the transportation 
of the inmate to and from the inmate’s place of employment shall be 
the sole responsibility of the inmate. 

(5) Exploitation of eligible inmates in any form by the em¬ 
ployer of the inmate is prohibited either as it might affect the com¬ 
munity, the inmates, or the Board. 

Section 9. Education.—The Board may at its discretion, al¬ 
low any inmate, under the age of 22 to participate in the release 
program to further the inmate’s education. Under this section the 
inmate must follow all the rules and regulations set forth by the 
Board as a condition of the inmate’s participation in the work re¬ 
lease program. 

Section 10. Furloughs.—The Board may adopt rules and reg¬ 
ulations to allow the Sheriff or Chief of Police of the municipality 
through which the inmate was sentenced, as the case may be, to 
grant furloughs or leave time not to exceed 2 days or 24 hours for 
inmates that the Board deems deserving, subject to the following 
restriction: 

Each furlough can only be granted with the recommendation of 
the Sheriff or Chief of Police of the municipality through which the 
inmate was sentenced, as the case may be, and must be approved in 
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writing and signed by a majority of the Board members granting 
and approving such furlough. 

Section 11. Inmate not an agent of the state, municipality, 
county, or Board.—No inmate granted privileges under the provi¬ 
sions of this Act shall be deemed to be an agent, employee or invol¬ 
untary servant of the Board, state, county or municipality while par¬ 
ticipating in this program or while going to and from employment, 
or other specified areas or while on furlough. 

Section 12. Annual Report.—The Board shall cause an an¬ 
nual report of the financial affairs of the Board to be filed as herein¬ 
after provided not later than 30 days from the close of each fiscal 
year; a copy of said report shall be filed with each of the following 
persons or agencies: 

The individual Board members, the governing body of Wash¬ 
ington County, the governing body of all municipalities within 
Washington County, the District Attorney serving Washington 
County, and the Circuit Judge or Judges serving Washington 
County. 

Section 13. Anyone violating any of the provisions of this 
Act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. 

Section 14. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any 
part of this Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, each declara¬ 
tion shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 15. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
are repealed. 

Section 16. This Act shall become effective immediately 
upon its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its other¬ 
wise becoming a law.

Relating to Randolph County; to provide for an optional system of motor vehicle 
tag and decal purchasing by mail; to authorize an additional fee for mailing tags; to 
provide for the disposition of such fees; to provide that the county commission shall 
provide such necessary space, personnel, equipment and supplies; and to provide ret¬ 
roactive effect to January 1, 1983. 
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Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . The tax assessor of Randolph County shall mail to 
each motor vehicle owner in the county a tag renewal notice on the 
first day of each month prior to the month of expiration of the cur¬ 
rent year’s tag or decal, which shall include an application form, 
containing a space for the name and address of the owner of the 
motor vehicle, the make, model, year and serial number of the vehi¬ 
cle, the total amount of ad valorem taxes, (state, county, school dis¬ 
tricts, municipal and other) and the amount of the motor vehicle 
license tax, the cost of tag issuance by mail and handling fee. Said 
form shall also include the final date due without penalty. The as¬ 
sessor shall keep a copy of each application on file. 

Section 2. The motor vehicle owner, upon receipt of such 
form, may complete the same, sign it and return it by mail, with 
remittance of the proper amount, payable to the probate judge’s of¬ 
fice no later than the fifteenth (15th) day of the following month. By 
so indicating on the form and by payment of an additional fee of 
$1.50 for each tag or renewal decal, which fee is hereby authorized, 
the motor vehicle owner can request that the tag or tags or decal or 
decals be returned to him by mail. The additional mailing fee shall 
be paid into the county general fund. 

Section 3. All actual expenses of the optional mailing of tag 
system hereby authorized shall be paid from the county general 
fund. The county commission shall furnish such additional person¬ 
nel, equipment, office space and supplies as are necessary to imple¬ 
ment this act. 

Section 4. All the forms necessary in the administration of 
this act shall be furnished by the state department of revenue. 

Section 5. The procedure authorized by this act for the pay¬ 
ment of ad valorem taxes on motor vehicles and motor vehicle li¬ 
cense taxes and the issuance of license tags is optional, an alterna¬ 
tive to the procedure now provided by law. Each owner of a motor 
vehicle shall continue to have the right to pay taxes and to receive 
his tag in person, without the necessity of paying the mailing fee 
provided for herein. 

Section 6. The provisions of this act are severable. If any 
part of the act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declara¬ 
tion shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 7. All laws or parts of law which conflict with this act 
are hereby repealed. 

Section 8. The provisions of this act shall be retroactively ef¬ 
fective to January 1, 1983.

AN ACT 

To provide for purging the lists of registered voters in Talladega County; requir¬ 
ing and prescribing the procedure for the reidentification of registered voters; placing 
certain duties on the board of registrars, judge of probate and the county governing 
body relative to the reidentification of registered voters; and providing a penalty for 
willfully making a false statement in connection with reidentification. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The board of registrars of Talladega County is 
hereby directed to purge all lists of the qualified electors in the 
county to the end that the names of all persons who are deceased or 
nonresidents of the county or have otherwise become disqualified 
from voting in Talladega County, shall be removed from such lists, 
and that the name of each qualified elector shall appear only on the 
list of qualified electors for the beat in which he resides. 

Section 2. The board of registrars shall omit and remove 
from the lists of qualified electors of the county the name of any 
person who fails to reidentify himself, in the manner prescribed 
herein, before the first day of January 1986 and any tenth year 
thereafter. No person whose name is removed from the list of quali¬ 
fied electors as herein provided shall cease permanently to be a 
qualified elector nor be subject to reregistration, but shall be subject 
only to the requirement that he reidentify himself as a duly regis¬ 
tered elector before being listed on the list of qualified electors in 
the county, and before being entitled to vote. 

Section 3. Prior to June 1 , 1984, and any tenth year thereaf¬ 
ter, the board of registrars of Talladega County is authorized and 
directed to commence reidentification of qualified electors of the 
county. The members of the board of registrars shall meet as pro¬ 
vided by law at least once, and more often if necessary, and remain 
at each location at least one day from nine o’clock a.m. until four 
o’clock p.m. for the purpose of enabling qualified and registered vot¬ 
ers to reidentify themselves. The board shall give at least ten days 
notice, by advertisement in all newspapers of general circulation 
published in the county, stating the time, date and place where they 
will meet. Upon failure to give such notice, or to appear as notified, 
after like notice, they shall fill new appointments. The board shall 
remain in session for thirty (30) days. During such session the board 
shall visit each location on at least one day and the remainder of the 
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time may be divided as the board of registrars deems necessary, to 
enable the qualified electors of the county to appear and reidentify 
themselves in the manner provided herein. No voter shall appear 
and reidentify himself except as provided in this act. 

Section 4. Each member of the board of registrars shall re¬ 
ceive ten dollars per day from the county general fund, for each 
day’s attendance upon the special sessions of the board required 
under the provisions of this act; but if such special session is held on 
the same day a regular session is required to be held under the laws 
of this state, registrars shall receive only one per diem allowed for 
performing their regular duties, it being the intent and purpose of 
this act that registrars shall be entitled to receive only one per diem 
allowance for one day’s service. If one or more of the members of the 
board shall refuse, neglect, or be unable to serve, or if a vacancy or 
vacancies occur in the membership of the board from any cause, the 
Governor, State Auditor, and Commissioner of Agriculture and In¬ 
dustries, or a majority of them, shall forthwith make other appoint¬ 
ments to fill such vacancies. 

Section 5. A voter may reidentify himself in any one of the 
following ways. 

(a) He may reidentify himself by appearing in person at the 
office of the board of registrars and answering such questions and 
submitting such proof as may reasonably be required by the board 
of registrars or one of its duly authorized employees to establish his 
identity and place of legal residence and that he has not become 
disqualified from voting in such county. 

(b) He may reidentify himself by filling in and mailing to the 
office of the board of registrars the completed answers to such ques¬ 
tions as may reasonably be propounded and mailed to him in a writ¬ 
ten questionnaire by the board of registrars, or on a form which 
board of registrars shall cause to be printed in all newspapers of 
general circulation published in the county. Such questionnaire may 
contain such questions as are reasonably necessary to establish the 
identity of the person signing such questionnaire, the place of his 
legal residence, and that he has not become disqualified from voting 
in such county. All answers to such questionnaires shall be signed by 
the elector in the presence of at least two witnesses who shall sign 
his answers as attesting witnesses. 

(c) He may reidentify himself at the general election of 1984 
or at any election at which he votes during 1984 and any tenth year 
thereafter, by filling out and signing answers to the questionnaire 
prepared by the board of registrars in the presence of a clerk, man¬ 
ager or returning officer at such election. Such clerk, manager or re¬ 
turning officer shall sign the answers of such voter as an attesting 
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witness. The returning officer shall transmit all such filled in and 
signed answers to questionnaires to such board of registrars. 

(d) Any voter who has been purged from the list of qualified 
electors for failure to reidentify may reidentify himself on any elec¬ 
tion day at the office of the board of registrars or Probate Judge by 
appearing in person. He will be given a certificate to take to the 
polls in order to vote on that day. 

Section 6. The board of registrars shall meet on the first 
Monday in January 1986 and any tenth year thereafter, for the pur¬ 
pose of purging the registration lists and the names of all persons 
who have failed to appear and reidentify themselves in the manner 
herein prescribed shall be striken from the lists, provided, however, 
that said board shall not strike the name of any person, or of the 
spouse of any person, known by any member of said board, or made 
known to the said board by the written affidavit of another qualified 
elector, to be in active duty of any of the armed forces of the United 
States of America, and to be stationed, or to be living with her or his 
spouse, as the case may be, outside Talladega County, Alabama, 
during the period of time of reidentification. 

Section 7. Any qualified elector of the county who shall have 
his name omitted or removed from the list of qualified electors in 
the county by failure to appear and reidentify himself as herein pro¬ 
vided shall be entitled to have his name restored to the list of quali¬ 
fied electors by appearing in person at the office of the board of reg¬ 
istrars, or at the office of the judge of probate, and answering such 
questions and submitting such proof, under oath, as the board may 
require to establish the voter’s identity, place of legal residence, and 
the fact that the voter has not become disqualified from voting in 
the county. Provided, however, every qualified elector must have rei¬ 
dentified himself at least 10 days prior to the election at which he 
offers to vote; provided further, however, that this act shall not be 
construed or applied to impair or deny the right to vote in person or 
by absentee ballot of any person or of the spouse of any person, now 
a qualified elector of said county, who is in active duty of any of the 
armed forces of the United States of America and stationed, and, as 
to the spouse, who is living with her or his husband or wife as the 
case may be, outside of Talladega County, Alabama, during the pe¬ 
riod of time of reidentification. 

Section 8. The court of county commissioners of Talladega 
County is hereby authorized, directed, and required to furnish the 
board of registrars with the supplies, equipment, printed forms, sta¬ 
tionery and newspaper advertisements necessary for the reidentifica¬ 
tion of voters as herein provided.

Relating to Limestone County; authorizing the Limestone County Board of 
Health to annually fix a schedule of fees for services rendered pursuant to the duties 
with which the board is charged; to provide for the annual examination and approval 
of such fee schedules by the county commission; to authorize the exemption of cer¬ 
tain persons from paying said fees; to authorize the county board of health to promul¬ 
gate rules and regulations proper for the administration of this act. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The Board of Health of Limestone County may 
annually fix a schedule of fees which shall cover the actual cost or a 
portion thereof involved in the performance of services rendered, 
pursuant to the duties, functions and programs required by law or 
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by regulation or of the county or state board of health. Any fee 
schedule fixed pursuant to this act shall be effective upon approval 
of the county commission. 

Section 2. The Limestone County Board of Health is hereby 
authorized to promulgate rules and regulations necessary and proper 
for the administration of this act.

Section 2. (a) After the Marion County Commission has de¬ 
termined that such a need does exist in Marion County, the County 
Commission may, in the manner hereinafter specified, provide for a 
finance charge to be paid by the owners of forest lands located in 
Marion County for the use of the land for timber growing purposes 
amounting to the whole or any part of the cost of such fire protec¬ 
tion program, but not in excess of ten cents per acre, provided such 
finance charge is not greater than the benefit accruing to such forest 
lands due to availability of such fire protection. 

(b) “Forest lands” as used in this act shall mean any land 
which supports a forest growth, or which is being used or reserved 
for such purpose. “Forest lands” as used in this act shall not include

any lands primarily used for residential purposes nor shall it include 
any publicly owned lands. 

(c) The finance charge fixed as provided in the above section 
shall be payable at the same time and in the same manner as county 
taxes and the owners of the “Forest lands/’ as herein defined, shall 
make report of the same to the Tax Assessor of Marion County, Ala¬ 
bama, at the time fixed by law for making return of the property of 
such property owned. Finance charges levied shall constitute a lien 
on the property against which they are charged in case of default in 
the payment of such finance charge.

To authorize the Clay County Commission to provide protection against forest 
fires within the county and to assess the whole or a part of the cost thereof, within a 
prescribed limit, against forest lands in the county and to prescribe the procedure for 
levying and collecting such assessments. 
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Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . The County Commission of Clay County is au¬ 
thorized, when the need exists, to provide protection against forest 
fires in Clay County by participating in the Alabama Forestry Com¬ 
mission’s fire protection program in the manner hereinafter 
specified. 

Section 2. (a) After the Clay County Commission has deter¬ 
mined that such a need does exist in Clay County, the County Com¬ 
mission may, in the manner hereinafter specified, provide for a 
finance charge or tax to be paid by the owners of forest lands lo¬ 
cated in Clay County for the use of the land for timber growing pur¬ 
poses amounting to the whole or any part of the cost of such fire 
protection program, but not in excess of ten cents per acre, provided 
such finance charge or tax is not greater than the benefit accruing to 
such forest lands due to availability of such fire protection. 

(b) “Forest lands” as used in this Act shall mean any land 
which supports a forest growth, or which under prevailing natural 
and economic conditions may be expected to support such a growth 
in the future, or which is being used or reserved for any forest pur¬ 
pose. “Forest lands” as used in this Act shall not include any lands 
primarily used for residential purposes nor shall it include any pub¬ 
licly owned lands. 

(c) The finance charge or tax fixed as provided in the above 
section shall be payable at the same time and in the same manner as 
county taxes and the owners of the “Forest lands”, as herein de¬ 
fined, shall make report of the same to the Tax Assessor of Clay 
County, Alabama at the time fixed by law for making return of the 
property of such property owned. Finance charges or taxes levied 
shall constitute a lien on the property against which they are 
charged or taxed in case of default in the payment of such finance 
charge or tax. 

Section 3, The County governing body of Clay County is au¬ 
thorized to appoint agents and delegate authority to individuals to 
search out forest lands in Clay County, to determine the area and 
owners thereof and report the same to the Tax Assessor of Clay 
County who shall be authorized, after notice by mail to such owners, 
and hearing before the County governing body if requested by such 
owners, to place said finance charge or tax against the said forest 
land as may be determined by the report of such agents or the de¬ 
termination of said County governing body. It shall be the responsi¬ 
bility of the Tax Assessor of Clay County to establish such rules and 
regulations as are necessary to administer the provisions of this Act. 

Section 4. The tax herein imposed shall be due and payable 
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to the Tax Collector of Clay County, and shall, when collected, be 
paid to the Treasurer of Clay County. All monies collected in accor¬ 
dance with this Act shall be spent in participating in the Alabama 
Forestry Commission’s forest fire protection program in Clay 
County. 

Section 5. The County Commission of Clay County is au¬ 
thorized to remove such finance charge or tax after said County 
Commission has determined that the finance charge or tax is no 
longer needed. The County Commission shall hold public hearings 
to determine whether or not the finance charge or tax is still needed. 
Procedures for such public hearings shall be the same as those in 
Section 3 of this Act. 

Section 6 . All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
act are hereby repealed. 

Section 7. The provisions of this act are severable. If any 
part of this act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declara¬ 
tion shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 8* This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise be¬ 
coming a law.

AN ACT 

Relating to Escambia County; to provide that Four Million Dollars 
($4,000,000.00) of the proceeds of the oil and gas severance tax paid to Escambia 
County, Alabama under provisions of Section 40-20-8, Code of Alabama, 1975, as 
amended, during the fiscal year 1983-84 together with twenty percent (20%) of the 
annual income thereon each year thereafter beginning with the fiscal year 1984-85 
shall become the corpus of a trust and remain the corpus of said trust for a period of 
twenty years; to provide for the appointment of trustees of the trust; to provide for 
the investment of the corpus of the trust for the payment of eighty percent (80%) of 
the investment income thereon into the general fund of Escambia County; and to 
provide that the provisions of this Act shall terminate twenty years from the date of 
its enactment. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The Legislature recognizes that there has been a 
certain windfall to Escambia County paid during the fiscal year 
1983-84 and arising under the oil and gas severance tax levied under 
provisions of Section 40-20-2, Code of Alabama, 1975, as amended, 
and distributed under 40-20-8 Code of Alabama, 1975, as amended. 
The legislative intent of this Act is to establish a trust fund, the 
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corpus of which is to be composed of Four Million Dollars 
($4,000,000.00) from the oil find gas severance tax paid to Escambia 
County during the fiscal year of 1983-84 together with twenty per¬ 
cent (20%) of the annual income thereon each year during the exis¬ 
tence of this trust beginning with the fiscal year 1984-85. 

Section 2. Subject to any limitation of the Constitution of 
Alabama or of any general law of this state, the Escambia County 
Commission shall establish a trust fund which shall be entitled the 
Escambia County Oil and Gas Severance Trust and which shall 
hereafter in this Act be referred to as the trust. The Escambia 
County Commission shall pay into the trust Four Million Dollars 
($4,000,000.00) of the oil and gas severance tax paid to Escambia 
County during the fiscal year 1983-84 together with twenty percent 
of the income thereon beginning with fiscal year 1984-85 and each 
year thereafter during the existence of the trust. Such amounts so 
deposited shall be referred to as the corpus of the trust. 

Section 3. The members of the Escambia County Commis¬ 
sion, or their successors in office, shall constitute the trustees of the 
trust. Provided, however, the members of the Escambia County 
Commission, or their successors in office, may in their discretion, ap¬ 
point one or more trustees or escrow agents for the trust, which 
trustees or escrow agents shall be trust companies or national or 
state banks having powers of a trust company within or without the 
State of Alabama. The trustees shall invest the corpus of the trust 
only in direct general obligations of, or obligations the payment of 
the principal of and interest on which are unconditionally and irrev¬ 
ocably guaranteed by, the United States of America. Provided, how¬ 
ever, that not withstanding any legal limitation that might otherwise 
be applicable, the trustees shall further have the authority in their 
discretion to invest such trust fund in certificates of deposit of any 
savings and loan associations or banks whether federally or state 
chartered whose principal office is located in the State, provided 
that such funds so invested are fully secured by pledge of eligible 
United States Treasury securities. 

Section 4. Beginning with the fiscal year 1984-85, up to 
Eighty percent (80%) of the income from said investments shall be 
distributed quarterly, semi annually or annually as designated by 
the trustees to the general fund of Escambia County. 

Section 5. The provisions of this Act shall terminate at the 
end of twenty years from the date of enactment. 

Section 6. This Act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor or upon its otherwise be¬ 
coming a law.

To authorize the Limestone County Commission to provide forest and other 
acreage protection within the county and to assess the whole or a part of the cost 
thereof, within a prescribed limit, against forestlands and other acreage protected by 
the Alabama Forestry Commission in the county and to prescribe the procedure for 
levying and collecting such assessments. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The County Commission of Limestone County is 
authorized, when the need exists, to provide protection for the 
forestlands and other acreage protected by the Alabama Forestry 
Commission in Limestone County by participating in the Alabama 
Forestry Commission's acreage protection program in the manner 
hereinafter specified. 

Section 2. (a) After the Limestone County Commission has 
determined that such a need does exist in Limestone County, the 
County Commission may, in the manner hereinafter specified, pro¬ 
vide for a financial charge to be paid by the owners of forestlands 
and other acreage protected by the Alabama Forestry Commission 
in Limestone County for the use of the land for timber growing pur¬ 
poses and the protected acreage therein, amounting to the whole or 
any part of the cost of such forest protection program, but not in 
excess of ten cents per acre, provided such financial charge is not 
greater than the benefit accruing to such forestlands and other pro¬ 
tected acreage due to availability of such protection. 

(b) “Forestlands” as used in this act, shall mean any land 
which supports a forest growth, or which is being used or reserved 
for such purpose, or lands being protected by the Alabama Forestry 
Commission. “Forestlands” as used in this act, shall not include any 
lands primarily used for residential purposes nor shall it include any 
publicly owned lands. 

(c) The financial charge fixed as provided in the above section 
shall be payable at the same time and in the same manner as county 
taxes and the owners of the “Forestlands” and other protected acre¬ 
age as herein defined, shall make report of the same to the Tax As¬ 
sessor of Limestone County, Alabama, at the time fixed by law for 
making return of the property of such property owned. Financial 
charges levied shall constitute a lien on the property against which 
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they are charged in case of default in the payment of such financial 
charge. 

Section 3. The county governing body of Limestone County 
is authorized, if needed, to appoint agents and delegate authority to 
individuals to search out forestlands and other protected acreage in 
Limestone County to determine the area and owners thereof and re¬ 
port the same to the Tax Assessor of Limestone County who shall be 
authorized, after notice to such owners, to place said financial 
charge against the said forestland and other protected acreage as 
may be determined by the report of such agents or the determina¬ 
tion of said county governing body. It shall be the responsibility of 
the Tax Assessor of Limestone County to establish such rules and 
regulations as are necessary to administer the provisions of this act. 

Section 4. The financial charge herein imposed shall be due 
and payable to the Tax Collector of Limestone County, and shall, 
when collected, be paid to the Treasurer of Limestone County. All 
monies collected in accordance with this act shall be spent in partic¬ 
ipating in the Alabama Forestry Commission’s acreage protection 
program in Limestone County. 

Section 5. The County Commission of Limestone County is 
authorized to remove such financial charge after said County Com¬ 
mission has determined that the financial charge is no longer 
needed. The County Commission shall hold public hearings to deter¬ 
mine whether or not the financial charge is still needed. 

Section 6 . All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
act are hereby repealed. 

Section 7. The provisions of this act are severable. If any 
part of this act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declara¬ 
tion shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 8. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise be¬ 
coming a law.

AN ACT 

Relating to Houston County; to establish a civil service system for Houston 
County; to provide a policy for the administration of this act; to divide positions in 
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the county into classified and exempt services, and to provide for changes between 
such services; to provide a status for present employees; to provide personnel rules 
and personnel plans for Houston County; to provide that the first members of the 
personnel board shall be members of the existing personnel appeals board created 
pursuant to Act No. 2262, S. 1234, Regular Session 1971 (Acts 1971, p. 3643), and 
continued under Act 1049, S. 886, 1973 Regular Session (Acts 1973, p. 1663), and to 
provide for their successors in office; to provide for the adoption, amendment and 
repeal of rules, regulations, determinations, job classification plans, pay plans, and 
mandatory and/or permissive retirement plans to effectuate the purposes of this act; 
to provide for the employment of persons with competitive examination; to provide 
for temporary appointments and the manner in which and the extent to which they 
shall be made permanent; to provide for the establishment of lists of persons eligible 
for employment and to establish the manner in which such lists shall be used; to 
establish a period of probation for certain county employees; to provide for rules gov¬ 
erning working hours and leaves of absence; to provide for the laying off of employ¬ 
ees; to establish the manner in which employees may be disciplined and to provide a 
procedure under which certain employees may protest such disciplinary action; to 
give the personnel board the authority to require the attendance of witnesses and the 
production of documents at such proceedings and to establish penalties for failure to 
attend or produce records as required to provide for an appeal from decisions of such 
board in such protests; to require such board to maintain certain records; to prohibit 
and fix the punishment for certain political activity by certain employees of the 
county; to provide for the expenses of such board; to guarantee certain rights to the 
governing body of Houston County; and to repeal Act No. 1049, S. 886, 1973 Regular 
Session (Acts 1973, p. 1663). 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. DEFINITION. The following words, terms, and 
phrases, wherever used herein, shall have the meanings respectively 
ascribed to them in this section, and shall include the singular as 
well as the plural: 

Allocation means the assignment of positions to a class on the 
basis of the nature, difficulty and responsibility or work of the 
positions. 

Appointing authority means the official or board designated by 
resolution of the governing body as being the official or board having 
authority to fill vacancies in a specified class, or the governing body 
itself in the event that the governing body has made no such desig¬ 
nation in respect to a class, or having made such designation, has 
thereafter repealed such resolution. 

Board means the personnel board of Houston County. 

County means Houston County. 

Court means the circuit court of Houston County, Alabama. 

Merit system whenever the term “merit system” appears, it 
shall mean the same as “civil service system” within the meaning of 
this act. 

Certify, certification means the act of supplying the appointing 
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authority with names of applicants deemed eligible for appointment 
to the class or position to be filled. 

Class means a position or group of positions that involve similar 
duties and responsibilities and require similar qualifications and are 
designated by a single title indicative of the work to be performed. 

Eligible list means a list of names of persons who have success¬ 
fully completed by examination, written or oral, arranged in the or¬ 
der of their final ratings, as determined by the personnel board. 

Employee means a person regularly occupying a position in the 
classified service or a person who is on authorized leave of absence 
and whose position is being held for him pending his return. 

Demotion means removal of an employee from a position in one 
class to a position in another class having a lower maximum salary 
limit than the position from which he was removed. 

Original appointment means the appointment to a position in 
the classified service of a person who is not being reemployed from 
the reemployment list, nor being promoted from the promotional el¬ 
igible list and who, except for those in the exempt service and those 
serving under temporary appointment, is not an employee of Hous¬ 
ton County. 

Original appointment eligible list means the eligible list of per¬ 
sons qualified for original appointment to a position. 

Laid-off means separated from the classified service of Houston 
County because of lack of work or funds or other reason not related 
to fault, delinquency or misconduct on the part of the employees. 

Position means a group of current duties and responsibilities as¬ 
signed or delegated by competent authority and requiring the full or 
part time service of one employee. 

Promotion means a change of employment from a position of 
one class to a position of another class which has a higher maximum 
salary rate. 

Promotional eligible list means the eligible list of persons quali¬ 
fied for promotion to a position, and recommended by the depart¬ 
ment head. 

Reemployment list means: 

(a) the list of names of former employees who have been laid- 
off from a position within the past two years who had permanent 
status in that position so long as that position continues in the clas¬ 
sified service, and who are recommended by the department head. 

(b) the list of names of those former employees who resigned 
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or otherwise left Houston County service in good standing at any 
time within the past two (2) years, who are recommended by the 
department head. 

Vacancy means a position duly created with funds provided for 
payment of a salary, which is not occupied, or which is occupied by 
a person serving under a temporary appointment. 

Section 2. DIVISION INTO EXEMPT AND CLASSIFIED 
SERVICES. All offices and positions of Houston County shall be di¬ 
vided into the exempt service and the classified service. 

1. The exempt service shall include: 

(a) the positions of all elected officials of Houston County; (b) 
the positions of voluntary personnel and personnel appointed to 
serve without pay; (c) the positions of consultants rendering tempo¬ 
rary professional service; (d) all positions involving seasonal or part- 
time employment; (e) the positions of attorneys rendering legal ser¬ 
vice; provided, however, such positions in the exempt service held by 
employees of boards and commissions may be placed in the classi¬ 
fied service by resolution of the personnel board after favorable rec¬ 
ommendation by such other board or commission, and the personnel 
board, in such resolution shall prescribe the conditions under which 
the employees holding such positions so transferred may acquire 
permanent status in such positions so long as such positions remain 
in the classified service; (f) employees not paid exclusively by Hous¬ 
ton County. 

2. Classified Service: 

The classified service shall include all positions in the service of 
Houston County who are paid out of the general fund and all other 
funds of Houston County and out of funds of boards and commis¬ 
sions whose employees are placed in the classified service, and which 
are not specifically placed in the exempt service; provided, however, 
the personnel board may by resolution, pursuant to a recommenda¬ 
tion by the boards, remove any position from the classified service 
and place it in the exempt service. Unless otherwise specifically pro¬ 
vided or clearly implied, the provisions of this act shall apply only to 
the classified service. 

Section 3. STATUS OF PRESENT EMPLOYEES. All em¬ 
ployees who have acquired permanent status shall, subject to the 
provisions of this act, have permanent status in their present posi¬ 
tions so long as such positions remain in the classified service. All 
other employees shall be eligible to acquire permanent status in 
their present positions so long as such positions remain in the classi¬ 
fied service in the manner provided in Section 14, upon completing 
six months’ service in such positions, such time to be computed 
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from the beginning of such service, rather than from the effective 
date of this act. 

Section 4. BOARD MEMBERS. The personnel program es¬ 
tablished by this act shall be administered by the board. The mem¬ 
bers of the five-member personnel appeals board, created pursuant 
to Act No. 2262, S. 1234, Regular Session 1971 (Acts 1971, p. 3643) 
and continued under Act No. 1049, S. 886, 1973 Regular Session, 
(Acts 1973, p. 1663) shall be the first members of the personnel 
board created by this act and such members shall continue to hold 
office on the personnel board herein created until such time as their 
respective terms would have expired on the personnel appeals board 
according to the terms of said Act No. 2262. Upon the expiration of 
the terms of each member, his successor shall be appointed by the 
original appointing authority for terms of six (6) years each; and one 
member each shall hereafter continue to be appointed by the follow- 
ing; the Houston County Commission, the presiding circuit judge of 
the twentieth judicial circuit who is a resident of Houston County, 
the probate judge of the county, the senior judge of the district 
court (or any succeeding statutory inferior court in said county), and 
by the county employees who will be subject to the provisions of this 
act. 

No person shall be appointed to the personnel board unless he 
is of recognized good character and ability, and is an actual resident 
in and qualified elector of the county. No person shall be eligible to 
appointment or shall continue to be a member of a board created 
under this act who holds an elective office under the state, county, 
or any city therein, or who is a candidate for elective office. Vacan¬ 
cies on the board shall be filled for the unexpired terms in the same 
manner as original appointments are made. The board shall elect a 
chairman from among its members, who shall preside at its meet¬ 
ings. Three members shall constitute a quorum for the transaction 
of any business which may properly come before the board. Each 
person so appointed shall, within fifteen days after appointment, 
qualify by making oath that he will faithfully execute the duties of 
office to the best of his ability and knowledge which oath shall be 
recorded as provided by law. The board shall adopt reasonable rules 
regulating the procedure of the board. Notice of all meetings of the 
board shall be given to each member by the clerk of the board. 

Section 5. MEETINGS, PERSONNEL, COMPENSATION. 
The personnel board shall meet at least once each month at a time 
fixed by the board, or on the call of the chairman, or upon call of 
three members of said board. Such meetings shall be held in the 
county courthouse in an office which the county commission shall 
provide. The board shall designate a clerk of said board. The county 
commission shall authorize the employment of a personnel director 
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and such additional clerks to assist the said clerk as it may deem 
necessary for the administration of this act. 

Each member of the board shall be paid from the general fund 
of Houston County for each meeting of the board the sum of $50.00. 
In addition, each member of the board shall be paid from the gen¬ 
eral fund of Houston County the sum of $50.00 for each day, or part 
thereof, for attendance at personnel board hearings for employees. 

Section 6. RULES, CLASSIFICATION PLANS, AND PAY 
PLANS. So long as the same are not inconsistent with this act, the 
board shall adopt rules and regulations for the operation of the civil 
service system established hereby, including, but not limited to a job 
classification plan, a pay plan, and a plan for the mandatory and/or 
permissive retirement of employees, and the same shall become op¬ 
erative and have the force and effect of law. All rules, regulations 
and pay and classification plans in effect at the time of the adoption 
of this act which are not in conflict with the provisions hereof shall 
remain in force and effect after the effective date of this act until 
the same are altered, amended or repealed in the manner hereafter 
provided. 

Section 7. AMENDMENTS AND REPEAL. Any rule, deter¬ 
mination, regulation or plan may be amended or repealed in whole 
or in part in the same manner as is provided herein for making of 
such rules, determination, regulation or plans. 

Section 8. JOB CLASSIFICATION PLAN. After the adop¬ 
tion by the personnel board of a job classification plan, allocation of 
each position in the classified service shall be made by the board to 
the end that all positions in the same class shall be sufficiently alike 
to permit use of a single descriptive title, the same qualification re¬ 
quirements, the same test of competence, and the same pay scale. 

Section 9. PAY PLAN. After the adoption by the personnel 
board of a pay plan and any rules of its administration, the board 
will assign each position to one of the pay ranges provided in the 
pay plan to the end that the rate or range of compensation for each 
class provided for in the pay plan shall be such as to reflect fairly 
the difference in duties and responsibilities in the various classes. 

Section 10. EXAMINATION. Eligibility for original ap¬ 
pointment or promotion to vacancies in positions in the classified 
service occurring after the adoption of this act shall be determined 
by the personnel board. The personnel board shall conduct such ex¬ 
aminations as will fairly test the abilities and aptitudes of the appli¬ 
cants with respect to the duties to be performed. Applicants who 
pass the test and otherwise qualify for original appointment or pro¬ 
motion, as the case may be, shall be placed on the appropriate eligi- 
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ble list for the vacancy. The board may refuse to examine, or after 
examination refuse to certify the name of anyone who is found to 
lack any of the established qualification requirements for the posi¬ 
tion for which he applies or who is physically so disabled as to be 
unfit to perform duties of the position to which he seeks appoint¬ 
ment, or who has been convicted of or is under indictment for any 
crime involving moral turpitude or who has been guilty of any infa¬ 
mous or disgraceful conduct or who has been dismissed from the 
public service for delinquency or misconduct or who has intention¬ 
ally made a false statement of any material fact or practiced or at¬ 
tempted to practice any deception or fraud in his application, or in 
his examination. 

Section 11. TEMPORARY APPOINTMENT. Pending the 
availability of a list of names certified as provided in Section 13 
hereof, positions may be filled by temporary appointment. The per¬ 
sonnel board may grant permanent status in a position in the classi¬ 
fied service so long as such position remains in the classified service, 
to any employee who has served in a vacancy in a position then in 
the classified service by temporary appointment for at least twelve 
(12) months and who has passed his examination, if at the time of 
such action by the personnel board no such list of names has been so 
certified for the vacancy in which the said employee is serving. 

Section 12. LISTS OF NAMES OF PERSONS AVAILA¬ 
BLE FOR APPOINTMENT. Lists of names of persons available for 
appointment to a vacancy in a position in the classified service will 
be selected for certification as provided in Section 13 hereof in the 
order in which they appear from among the laid-off persons on the 
reemployment list, promotional eligible list, original appointment el¬ 
igible list and reemployment list composed of former employees for 
said vacancy, which lists shall have priority one over the other in the 
order named. A former employee with probationary status with re¬ 
spect to the vacancy may, with the approval of the appointing au¬ 
thority, have his name placed at such position on the promotional 
eligible list as the appointing authority may designate. Policies and 
procedures for administering eligible lists and covering the duration, 
cancellation, replacement, and consolidation of such lists, and the 
removal or suspension of names therefrom shall be provided in the 
personnel rules. 

Section 13. METHOD OF FILLING VACANCIES. Except 
as hereinafter provided, vacancies in positions in the classified ser¬ 
vice shall be filled by the appointing authority by the appointment 
of a person whose name is certified, within thirty days after certifi¬ 
cation. Certification shall be made upon request of the appointing 
authority therefor whenever a vacancy exists, and the appointing 
authority, in his discretion, determines that such vacancy shall be 
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filled, and the name of an applicant for such vacancy is eligible for 
certification. Vacancies may be filled by promotion as follows: (1) 
Selection by the department head from classified employees in the 
department or (2) selection of the classified employee making the 
highest grade on a test given by the personnel board upon request of 
the department head or appointing authority. Vacancies not filled 
by promotion shall be filled from eligibility list established by the 
personnel board for original employment. Upon request of the ap¬ 
pointing authority, the personnel board shall certify to the ap¬ 
pointing authority five names which rank highest on the employ¬ 
ment eligibility list for the employee classification desired. 
Certification of the five highest ranked names on said employment 
list shall be made by the personnel board to the appointing author¬ 
ity, who shall make a final selection of the person to be appointed to 
fill such vacancy. If after making a reasonable effort, it should prove 
impossible for the appointing authority to locate any of the persons 
so certified or should it become known to the board that any person 
so certified is not willing to accept the position, the appointing au¬ 
thority may request that additional names be certified until the ap¬ 
pointing authority has available to him a list from which to make 
the appointment containing the aforesaid authorized number of per¬ 
sons, all of whom are available for such appointment and willing to 
accept the position. In the event that the list certified to the ap¬ 
pointing authority contains fewer than the authorized number of 
available and willing persons as aforesaid from which to make a se¬ 
lection, the appointing authority, in his discretion, may choose from 
the remaining certified names, make a temporary appointment, or 
make no appointment. In the event that there does not exist an em¬ 
ployment list which the board deems to be appropriate from which 
to fill the vacancy, the board shall prepare a list within the reasona¬ 
ble time after receipt of the request of the appointing authority that 
eligibility be certified. Provided, however, nothing herein contained 
shall be construed as preventing an appointing authority, in his dis¬ 
cretion, from withdrawing his request for the aforesaid certification, 
either before or after such certification has been made in response to 
his request therefor. Whenever a person has been certified to and 
rejected by an appointing authority three times, the board may re¬ 
move the name of such person from the eligible list on which his 
name appeared. A person shall be deemed to have been so rejected 
by an appointing authority when a vacancy is filled from an eligible 
list on which his name appeared and such person was not selected to 
fill the vacancy. 

Section 14. PROBATION. Except as provided in Sections 2 
and 3, to acquire permanent status in a position in the classified 
service so long as such position remains in the classified service, em¬ 
ployees shall be subject to a period of probation. The regular period 
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of probation shall be six (6) months; provided, however, the board 
may adopt rules and regulations specifying a longer period of proba¬ 
tion for a designated class or classes, or for extension of the proba¬ 
tion period for any individual probationary employee, but no proba¬ 
tionary period may extend beyond twelve (12) months. The work 
and conduct of employees with a probationary status shall be sub¬ 
ject to close scrutiny and evaluation. An employee retained beyond 
the end of the probationary period shall have permanent status in 
the position in which he was so retained so long as that position 
remains in the classified service if, but only if, the appointing 
authority files a written statement with the personnel board af¬ 
firming the fact that the services of the employee have been found 
to be satisfactory. 

Section 15. ABSENCES: HOURS OF WORK. Rules shall be 
adopted in the manner hereinbefore provided prescribing hours of 
work and the conditions and length of time for which leaves of ab¬ 
sence with pay and leaves of absence without pay may be granted. 
These shall cover such matters as vacancies, holidays, sick leaves, 
leaves for military service, and leaves granted so that the employee 
can seek election to public office. 

Section 16. LAY-OFF OF EMPLOYEES. Any employee 
may be separated from his position by being laid off. Reduction in 
employees shall be in the following order: (1) temporary employees; 
(2) probationary employees; (3) employees having permanent status 
in the position in the classified service. 

Section 17. DISMISSAL, DEMOTION AND SUSPENSION 
OF EMPLOYEES. Any employee may be dismissed, suspended 
without pay or demoted by his appointing authority for, but not 
limited to, any violation of the provisions of this act or whenever the 
good of the service will be served thereby or the employee’s work, 
performance, conduct on or off the job, or insubordinate attitude so 
warrants; provided, however, that no employee may be suspended 
without pay for more than 10 working days at any one time or for 
more than 10 working days in any one year; and provided further, 
that no employee shall be dismissed, suspended without pay or de¬ 
moted for political considerations other than those enumerated in 
Section 21 hereof. Any person appointed to a position who has se¬ 
cured his certification therefor through fraud shall be removed by 
his appointing authority and shall not thereafter be eligible for ex¬ 
amination for or appointment to any position except by unanimous 
permission of the board. The appointing authority shall promptly 
report to the board in writing the fact and extent of all disciplinary 
action taken by said appointing authority against employees holding 
positions in the classified service. 
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Section 18. PROCEDURE FOR PROTESTING CERTAIN 
DISCIPLINARY ACTION. An employee shall have the right to pro¬ 
test any disciplinary action taken against him by his appointing au¬ 
thority; provided, however, an employee serving by temporary ap¬ 
pointment and an employee having probationary status shall have 
no right to protest any such disciplinary action, unless such em¬ 
ployee had permanent status in some other position at the time he 
was appointed to his present position. Any employee desiring to pro¬ 
test any disciplinary action directed against him by his appointing 
authority shall file a protest in writing with the board and with his 
appointing authority within not less than 7 days and not more than 
30 days of the date on which the disciplinary action was taken and 
request a hearing before the board. Within 14 days after receipt of 
the protest, his appointing authority shall file with the chairman of 
the board and mail to the employee by certified mail a statement 
specifying the charges against such employee on which the discipli¬ 
nary action was based. Upon the filing of such charges, the said 
chairman shall call a meeting of the board to be held within 30 days 
after the filing of such charges to hear such protest, and shall forth¬ 
with give notice to the employee and his appointing authority of the 
time and place of such meeting. The board shall have the authority 
to continue the hearing from time to time as may be necessary. In 
preparing for and conducting such hearing, the chairman and secre¬ 
tary of the board shall each have the power to administer oaths, and 
to subpoena and require the attendance of witnesses and the pro¬ 
duction of books, documents and accounts pertaining to the subject 
under investigation. 

Subpoenas issued as herein provided shall be served (and the 
fees and allowances for the service thereof shall be the same) as is 
provided by law for the services of subpoena issued by the circuit 
court of Houston County, Alabama. Said fees and allowances in con¬ 
nection with the service of such subpoena issued at the request of 
the appointing authority or the board shall constitute reasonable 
and necessary expenses of the board. Such subpoena issued at the 
request of the employee shall be served as aforesaid but only after 
such employee has deposited sufficient security with such sheriff or 
other officer as will guarantee payment of such fees and allowances 
for such service. In the event any person is duly summoned to ap¬ 
pear and testify or produce evidence, or both, before the board, and 
such person refuses to attend or testify or produce such evidence, or 
any of them, in obedience to such summons, the board shall have 
the right to invoke the aid of the circuit court at law. In such event, 
and upon proper showing by the board to the court, the court shall 
issue, or cause to be issued, an order or subpoena requiring such 
person to appear before the board and produce all evidence and give 
all testimony relating to the issue within his knowledge. Any person 
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failing to obey any such summons by either of said officers of the 
board without good cause, to be determined by the court, may be 
punished by the court in the same method as is provided by law for 
contempt of the court and any person failing to obey such order or 
subpoena of the court, may be proceeded against by the court as is 
by law provided in the case of contempt of such court. In addition, 
any employee of Houston County who fails to obey any of such or¬ 
ders or subpoenas may be disciplined as provided in Section 17. 

At the hearing the employee and his appointing authority shall 
each have the right to be represented by counsel. Such hearing shall 
be governed by rules of practice and procedure adopted by the 
board, and in conducting such hearing, the board shall not be bound 
by the technical rules of evidence. No informality of procedure in 
the conduct of such hearing shall invalidate any decision made by 
the board. At the conclusion of the hearing, the board shall render a 
decision (a) affirming the disciplinary action taken if it is reasonably 
satisfied from the evidence offered at the hearing that the discipli¬ 
nary action taken was lawful or was not too severe; or (b) reversing 
the action of the appointing authority if it is reasonably satisfied 
from such evidence that the disciplinary action taken was not law¬ 
ful; or (c) modifying the disciplinary action taken and prescribing 
the proper penalty if it is reasonably satisfied from such evidence 
that the employee was subject to some disciplinary action, but that 
the penalty imposed was too severe. If the board’s decision reduces 
the severity of the disciplinary action taken against the employee, 
the board, in its decision, may provide that the employee shall be 
reinstated with or without pay. A copy of the board’s decision shall 
be filed with the clerk of the personnel board and such decision shall 
become effective immediately upon such filing, and it shall become 
final 7 days thereafter unless reversed or modified by the personnel 
board. The personnel board may be represented by its attorney, or 
an attorney designated by the personnel board, and said attorney 
may perform such duties as the board may direct and require. Any 
compensation paid said attorney shall be paid as provided in Sec¬ 
tion 22 hereof. 

Section 19. APPEAL TO THE COURT. Decisions of the 
board may be enforced by mandamus, injunction, or other appropri¬ 
ate proceedings. The employee, the appointing authority, or the 
Houston County Commission may, within 21 days after the decision 
of the board is rendered, appeal to said court from any decision of 
the board affirming, imposing or refusing to affirm or impose dismis¬ 
sal or demotion as disciplinary action by filing notice of such appeal 
with the court and causing a copy of such notice to be served on the 
appointing authority and any member of the board. Upon the filing 
of such notice, the board shall file with the court a certified record 
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of the proceeding had before it with respect to the appeal, and its 
decision in the matter. The appeal shall be heard at the earliest pos¬ 
sible date by said court sitting without a jury on the issues made 
before the board and the trial in said court shall be de novo. No 
bond shall be required for such an appeal and the cost of such ap¬ 
peal shall be taxed against the unsuccessful party or as the judge 
may direct. At the conclusion of such hearing the court may affirm, 
reverse, or modify the board’s decision, or remand the case for fur¬ 
ther proceedings before the board as the court in its discretion shall 
deem best. If the order of the court is that the employee shall be 
reinstated with pay, such pay shall be the amount earned by the 
employee during the period next preceding the taking of the disci¬ 
plinary action in question. An appeal may be taken from any judg¬ 
ment of said court to the Court of Appeals or Supreme Court as 
provided by law. 

Section 20. RECORDS TO BE MAINTAINED BY BOARD. 
The board shall maintain adequate records of its proceedings, of its 
own official acts, the examination record of every candidate, and the 
employment record of every employee. 

Section 21. POLITICAL ACTIVITIES PROHIBITED. No 
person holding a position in the classified service shall seek or at¬ 
tempt to use any political endorsement in connection with any ap¬ 
pointment to a position in the classified service. No person holding a 
position in the classified service shall use or promise to use, directly 
or indirectly, any official authority or influence, whether possessed 
or anticipated, to secure or attempt to secure for any person an ap¬ 
pointment or advantage in appointment to a position in the classi¬ 
fied service, or an increase in pay or other advantage in employment 
in any such position, for the purpose of influencing the vote or polit¬ 
ical action of any person or for any consideration. No employee 
holding a position in the classified service shall be a candidate for 
nomination or election to any public office, shall take part in any 
political campaign in support of or opposition to the election of any 
candidate for a county elective office, except to exercise his right as 
a citizen privately, to express his opinion and to cast his vote, unless 
on authorized leave of absence for such purpose. No person in the 
employment of the county, whether classified or unclassified, shall 
be denied the right to participate in city and state political activities 
to the same extent as any other citizen of the State of Alabama, 
including endorsing candidates and contributing to campaigns of his 
choosing. All persons in the employment of the county shall have 
the right to join local political clubs and organizations, and state or 
national political parties. All persons in the employment of the 
county shall have the right to publicly support issues of public wel¬ 
fare, circulate petitions calling for and in support of referendums, 
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and contribute freely to those of his choosing. Any person holding a 
position in the classified service who violates any provision of this 
section may be disciplined by dismissal, suspension without pay, or 
demotion as provided in Section 17 of this act. 

Section 22. EXPENSES OF BOARD. The governing body 
shall make necessary appropriations from the general fund to pay 
the reasonable and necessary expenses incurred by the board and its 
members in the administration of this act, including the expense of 
defending any litigation brought against the board or its members in 
connection with action taken in the performance of their duties in 
the administration of this act. 

Section 23. RIGHT OF GOVERNING BODY. Nothing 
herein shall be construed as restricting the right of the governing 
body (1) to refuse employment and prohibit the further service of 
any person who is a member of an organization which is opposed to 
the basic purpose of local self-government; or (2) to increase or de¬ 
crease proportionately the compensation of all employees; or (3) to 
use independent contractors for performance of work or the render¬ 
ing of service by the county. 

Section 24. SEVERABILITY. The provisions of this act are 
severable. If any part of this act is declared invalid or unconstitu¬ 
tional, such declaration shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 25. REPEALER. All laws or parts of laws which 
conflict with this act are repealed and specifically Act No. 1049, 
S, 886, 1973 Regular Session, (Acts 1973, p. 1663) is repealed. 

Section 26. This act shall become effective immediately 
upon its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its other¬ 
wise becoming a law.

AN ACT 

Relating to Limestone County; providing for the establishment of a consolidated 
and unified system for assessment and collection of taxes, under the supervision of an 
elected county official designated as the county revenue commissioner; abolishing the 
offices of tax assessor and tax collector in said county; prescribing the duties and 
compensation of such commissioner and providing for referendum approval of such 
consolidation. 
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Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . After September 30, 1987, there shall be a county 
revenue commissioner for Limestone County. A county revenue 
commissioner shall be elected at the general election in 1986 and at 
the general election every six years thereafter. The county revenue 
commissioner shall serve a term of six years commencing the first 
day of October next after his election and until his successor is 
elected and has qualified. 

Section 2. The county revenue commissioner shall perform 
all acts, duties and functions required by law to be performed either 
by the tax assessor or the tax collector of the county, including, but 
not limited to, the assessment of all real property for taxation, the 
collection of taxes and distribution of taxes according to law, the 
keeping of records and the making of reports concerning 
assessments. 

Section 3. Subject to the approval of the Limestone County 
Commission, the county revenue commissioner shall establish the 
duties and compensation of a sufficient number of clerks to ade¬ 
quately perform the duties of the office. The acts of the chief clerk 
or chief clerks shall have the same force and legal effect as if per¬ 
formed by the county revenue commissioner. 

Section 4. Before entering upon the duties of office, the 
county revenue commissioner shall take the oath of office prescribed 
by Article XVI of the Constitution of Alabama, and execute a bond 
in such sum as may be fixed by the Limestone County Commission, 
giving as security thereon a bonding company authorized to do busi¬ 
ness in Alabama. The bond shall be conditioned as other official’s 
bonds are conditioned and shall be approved by and filed with the 
judge of probate of Limestone County. The cost of the bond re¬ 
quired herein shall be paid out of the general funds of the county on 
warrant of the Limestone County Commission, and shall be a pre¬ 
ferred claim against the county. 

Section 5. The Limestone County Commission shall provide 
the necessary offices for the county revenue commissioner and shall 
provide all stationery, equipment, and office supplies, not otherwise 
furnished by law, necessary for the efficient performance of the du¬ 
ties of the office. 

Section 6. The county revenue commissioner shall collect 
and pay into the general fund of the county all fees, percentages, 
commissions and other allowances which the tax assessor or the tax 
collector of the county are now or hereafter may be by law author¬ 
ized and directed to charge or collect for the performance of any 
duty hereby imposed on the county revenue commissioner. As com- 
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pensation for the performance of the duties of this office, the county 
revenue commissioner shall receive an annual salary of $25,000.00. 

Section 7. Should either the offices of tax assessor or tax col¬ 
lector for Limestone County be vacated for any reason whatsoever 
between passage of this act and September 30, 1987, such vacant 
office shall be immediately combined into the office of county reve¬ 
nue commissioner with the remaining office holder acting as county 
revenue commissioner until the first day of October, 1987, provided, 
however, that the remaining office holder taking the position of 
county revenue commissioner shall not be subject to any increase or 
decrease in salary during the term. 

Section 8. The offices of tax assessor and tax collector for 
Limestone County are hereby abolished effective the first day of Oc¬ 
tober, 1987. It is the purpose of this act to promote the public con¬ 
venience in Limestone County by consolidating the offices of tax as¬ 
sessor and tax collector into one office. 

Section 9. The provisions of this act are severable. If any 
part of this act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declara¬ 
tion shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 10. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
act are hereby repealed. 

Section 11. This act shall become effective immediately 
upon its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its other¬ 
wise becoming a law, and upon the approval of a majority vote of 
the qualified electors of Limestone County voting in a special refer¬ 
endum election held for such purpose. The question to be presented 
at such election shall be substantially as follows: “Do you approve of 
the passage of a local act for Limestone County at the 1983 Regular 
Legislative Session which abolishes the offices of tax assessor and 
tax collector and establishes a consolidated and unified system of 
assessment and collection of taxes by the creation of an office of 

county revenue commissioner? Yes_No_” If a majority of the 

electors vote “Yes,” the provisions of this act shall become effective. 
If a majority vote “No,” this act shall be null and void and have no 
force or effect of law. 

The election shall be held on the same date as the first special 
primary or general statewide election held subsequent to the passage 
of this act.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The Limestone County Commission is hereby au¬ 
thorized and empowered to use, and pay from, the unencumbered 
proceeds of any and all special county tax or taxes levied pursuant 
to the provisions of Amendment 125, Constitution of Alabama 1901, 
to defray the expense of indigent health care in Limestone County, 
to pay obligations of Limestone County pursuant to the Alabama 
Health Care Responsibility Act, Sections 22-21-290 through 22-21- 
297, Code of Alabama 1975, or otherwise to fund indigent health 
care for Limestone County, including acquiring, constructing, equip¬ 
ping, operating and maintaining public hospitals, public clinics, pub¬ 
lic health centers and related public health facilities of any kind, or 
for any one or more of the purposes included within the meaning of 
the term “public hospital purposes,” for the purpose of providing 
hospital care and treatment for indigent residents of the county, or 
for the purpose of matching any state or federal funds made availa¬ 
ble for use in providing hospital care and treatment for indigent res¬ 
idents of the county; provided, however, that if any portion of the 
proceeds of such tax or taxes shall have been pledged to the pay¬ 
ment of any bonds, warrants, notes, or other obligations or evidences 
of indebtedness, such portion of the proceeds of the tax as shall 
have been so pledged shall not be used for any purpose except in 
payment of such bonds, warrants, notes or other obligations or evi¬ 
dences of indebtedness. 

Section 2. The provisions of this act are severable. If any 
part of this act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declara¬ 
tion shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 3. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
act are hereby repealed. 

Section 4. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise be¬ 
coming a law.

Relating to Macon County; providing for a full-time chairman at the discretion of 
the county commission until the general election of 1986; providing that in 1986 such 
chairman shall be elected at-large from the county; authorizing the county commis¬ 
sion to set the salary of the chairman within a certain limit and authorizing the chair¬ 
man to employ an administrative assistant within a certain salary range and other 
necessary personnel. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Beginning with the next term of office for any 
member of the Macon County Commission elected in the general 
election in 1984, the position of chairman of Macon County Com¬ 
mission may, at the discretion of the commission, become a full-time 
public office which shall continue as such until the commencement 
of the next term for such chairman following the general election in 
1986 at which such chairman shall be elected at-large from the 
county. The county commission shall have the discretion to set the 
annual salary of such chairman not to exceed $35,000. Provided fur¬ 
ther, said chairman shall have the authority to employ an adminis¬ 
trative assistant at an annual salary not to exceed $17,500 and to 
employ, from time to time, such other personnel as it deems neces¬ 
sary to carry out the administrative functions of the commission. 

Section 2. The provisions of this act are severable. If any 
part of this act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declara¬ 
tion shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 3. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
act are hereby repealed. 

Section 4. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise be¬ 
coming a law.

AN ACT 

To authorize the Talladega County Commission to provide protection against 
forest fires within the county and to assess the whole or a part of the cost thereot, 
within a prescribed limit, against forest lands in the county; and to prescribe the 
procedure for levying and collecting such assessments. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The County Commission of Talladega County is 
authorized, when the need exists, to provide protection against 
forest fires in Talladega County by participating in the Alabama 
Forestry Commission’s forest fire protection program in the manner 
hereinafter specified. 

Section 2. (a) After the Talladega County Commission has 

determined that such a need does exist in Talladega County, the 
County Commission may, in the manner hereinafter specified, pro¬ 
vide for a financial charge to be paid by the owners of forest lands 
located in Talladega County for the use of the land for timber grow¬ 
ing purposes amounting to the whole or any part of the cost of such 
fire protection program, but not in excess of ten cents per acre, pro¬ 
vided such financial charge is not greater than the benefit accruing 
to such forest lands due to availability of such fire protection. 

(b) “Forest lands” as used in this act, shall mean any land 
which supports a forest growth, or which under prevailing natural 
and economic conditions may be expected to support such a growth 
in the future. “Forest lands” as used in this act, shall not include 
any lands primarily used for residential purposes nor shall it include 
any publicly owned lands. 

Section 3. The need for such financial charge to provide 
forest fire protection within the county shall be determined by the 
County Commission after a public hearing is held thereon. Notice of 
such public hearing shall be given by the County Commission for a 
period of two consecutive weeks by advertisement in a newspaper of 
general circulation in Talladega County. Such advertisement must 
indicate the date, time, and place of the hearing, the manner pro¬ 
posed to finance such forest fire protection program, and the part of 
the cost of such that is proposed to be paid by the owners of forest 
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lands. Any person owning forest land in Talladega County may ap¬ 
pear in person or by attorney at such time and place and make de¬ 
tense against such financial charge or the amount thereof. After such 
hearing, the County Commission shall determine whether or not a 
need exists for such a charge; and if a need is found to exist for such 
nancial charge, the County Commission shall determine the 
amount of such financial charge and enter on the minutes of the 
County Commission an order fixing such financial charge. 

Section 4. Any such financial charge fixed as provided in the 
above section shall be payable at the same time and in the same 
manner as county taxes and the owners of the forest lands, as herein 
defined, shall make report of same to the Tax Assessor of Talladega 
County at the time fixed by law for making return of the property of 
such property owner. Financial charges levied shall constitute a lien 
on the property against which they are charged. In case of default in 
the payment of such financial charge, the land may be sold in the 
same manner and under the same conditions that lands are sold for 
the satisfaction of liens for county ad valorem taxes and redemption 
from such sale may be effected in the same manner as is provided by 
law for redemption where land is sold for non payment of ad 
valorem taxes. 


Section 5, The County Commission of Talladega County is 
authorized to appoint agents and delegate authority to search out 
forest lands in Talladega County, determine the area and owners 
thereof, and report same to the Tax Assessor of Talladega County 
who shall be authorized, after notice by certified mail to such own¬ 
ers, and hearing before the County Commission if so requested by 
such owners, to place said financial charge against said forest lands 
as may be determined by the report of such agents or the determi¬ 
nation of said County Commission. 

* *u Se r£ tl0 ^ The tax herein imposed shall be due and payable 
to the Tax Collector of Talladega County, and shall, when collected, 
be paid to the Treasurer of Talladega County. All monies collected 
in accordance with this act shall be spent in participating in the Ala¬ 
bama Forestry Commission’s forest fire protection program in Tal¬ 
ladega County.

To provide for one additional circuit judgeship each for the 11th, 12th, 13th, 15th 
and 28th judicial circuits of Alabama; to provide for four additional circuit judgeships 
for the 10th judicial circuit; to provide for one additional district judgeship for Rus¬ 
sell County; to prescribe the jurisdiction, powers, duties, responsibilities and compen¬ 
sation of such judges; to increase the number of circuit judges in each of these judicial 
circuits by amending Section 12-17-20, Code of Alabama 1975; to provide for the des¬ 
ignation of these additional judgeships to particular divisions of the respective circuit 
courts; to provide for the initial appointment by the Governor of judges to fill these 
positions beginning October 1, 1984; to provide for the subsequent election of judges 
to fill these positions; to provide an appropriation to the Unified Judicial System to 
fund said judgeships; to repeal Acts 82-546 and 82-676; and, to provide an effective 
date. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . There is hereby created one additional circuit 
judgeship for each of the 11th, 12th, 13th, 15th and 28th judicial 
circuits. There is hereby created four (4) additional circuit judge- 
ships for the 10th judicial circuit. The existing judgeships of said 
circuits shall continue to be designated in their present manner and 
the additional judgeships shall be appropriately numbered. There is 
hereby created one additional district judgeship for Russell County. 

Section 2. The judges of said additional circuit and district 
judgeships shall have and exercise all of the jurisdiction, powers, 
rights and authority, and possess all of the qualifications, perform 
all of the duties and be subject to all of the pains, obligations and 
penalties that other circuit and district judges may exercise, perform 
or be subject to. Provided, the additional circuit judgeship provided 
for the 15th judicial circuit shall be designated to the family court 
division of said circuit court.

A. If such person retired prior to October 1, 1979, a 15% in¬ 
crease in his maximum retirement allowance.

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to October 1, 1981, a 10% increase in his maximum retirement 
allowance. 

C. If such person retired on or after October 1, 1981, but prior 
to October 1, 1983, a 5% increase in his maximum retirement 
allowance. 

Section 2. Any person retired under the Judicial Retirement 
Fund of Alabama who assumed office for the first time on or after 
July 30, 1979, for purposes of this act, shall not be entitled to re¬ 
ceive the cost-of-living increase provided. 

Section 3. The Board of Control of the Employees Retire¬ 
ment System shall determine annually the amount required to pay 
the costs of the benefits provided in this act and shall certify such 
amounts to the State Comptroller as payable to the Judicial Retire¬ 
ment Fund for the purpose herein defined. 

The provisions of this section shall govern and override any 
seeming or actual conflicts with other provisions of this act.

To authorize certain surplus state owned property to be loaned to volunteer am¬ 
bulance services and volunteer rescue squads; to provide for a screening procedure 
and the final disposition of said property; and to provide for certain criminal penal¬ 
ties for violating the provisions of this act.

Section 1 . This act shall apply to voluntary non-profit ambu¬ 
lance services and voluntary non-profit rescue squads which are op¬ 
erated as a public service for the benefit of the citizens of this state. 
It is declared that said ambulance services and rescue squads are 
quasi-public entities that are entitled to receive and use public 
funds or property appropriated, donated or loaned to them by the 
state or any county or municipal governing body. 

Section 2. All surplus property owned by the state to be dis¬ 
posed of by sale at auction by the finance department shall first be 
screened by the State Board of Health ambulance advisory board 
created in Section 22-18-5, Code of Alabama 1975, and the Alabama 
Association of Rescue Squads, Inc., to determine if such property 
may be of use by volunteer ambulance services or volunteer rescue 
squads respectively. If said entities find such property to be useful 
to voluntary ambulance services or rescue squads, then the state 
finance director shall loan said property to the voluntary services. 
The state finance director is authorized to promulgate necessary 
rules to implement this act. 

Section 3. Any property transferred to a volunteer ambu¬ 
lance service or rescue squad under the provisions of this act shall 
be used exclusively for ambulance and rescue purposes.

To amend Code of Alabama 1975, Section 9-11-231 by adding thereto Sections b, 
c, and d and by renumbering Section 9-11-231 to designate the present section as 
Section (a); by such amendment to designate the flattened musk turtle (Sternotherus 
minor depressus) as protected within the meaning of Title 9 of the Code of Alabama 
of 1975; to prescribe unlawful activities in connection with the flattened musk turtle 
(Sternotherus minor depressus); to provide that the Alabama Department of Conser¬ 
vation and Natural Resources may issue permits for certain activities in connection 
with the flattened musk turtle (Sternotherus minor depressus) and to establish crimi¬ 
nal penalties for the violation of this Act. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section (a). The flattened musk turtle (Sternotherus minor 
depressus) is a reptile unique to the State of Alabama. The Legisla¬ 
ture finds the protection of this unique specie is required for its 
survival. 

Section (b). Except as provided in subsection (c) of this sec¬ 
tion, it is unlawful for any individual, corporation, partnership, 
trust, association, or any other entity to: 

(1) hunt, wound, injure, kill, trap, collect or capture a flat¬ 
tened musk turtle (Sternotherus minor depressus), or to attempt to 
engage in such conduct; or 

(2) sell, offer for sale, purchase, offer to purchase, deliver, 
transport, carry or ship, in intrastate, interstate, or foreign com¬ 
merce a flattened musk turtle (Sternotherus minor depressus), 
whether alive or dead, or any of its parts or products, or to attempt 
to engage in such conduct. 

Section (c): 

(1) The Alabama Department of Conservation and Natural 
Resources shall permit, under such reasonable terms and conditions 
as it may prescribe consistent with this Act, any act otherwise pro¬ 
hibited by subsection (b) of this section for one of the following pur¬ 
poses: scientific or survival research, zoological exhibition, or educa¬ 
tion; Provided that, the prohibitions of subsection (b) (2) of this 
section shall not be effective until thirty (30) calendar days after 
passage of this Act; and Provided further, that the prohibitions of 
subsection (b) (1) of this section regarding the killing and injuring of 
a flattened musk turtle (Sternotherus minor depressus) shall not ap¬ 
ply to activities where such killing or injuring is incidental to, and 
not the purpose of, such activities which are otherwise lawful; Pro¬ 
vided further, that the prohibitions of Section (b) and the permit¬ 
ting process of Section (c) shall not apply to any flattened musk tur-

tie captured prior to the passage of this Act, or to any offspring of 
such previously captured flattened musk turtle.

AN ACT 

Relating to educational reform; providing for a comprehensive plan for improving 
instruction in science, mathematics, computer education and other designated critical 
areas; providing for a scholarship loan program to attract able students into the 
teaching profession in subjects of mathematics, science, computer education and 
other critical areas; providing a program for certified teachers to add to their certifi¬ 
cate mathematics, science, computer education and other critical areas; providing a 
program whereby provisionally certified persons with extensive preparation in mathe¬ 
matics, science and computer education may serve as an emergency source of teach¬ 
ers; providing rigorous in-service training for public school personnel; amending Sec¬ 
tions 16-23-18,16-23-20,16-23-21 and 16-23-23, Code of Alabama 1975, and repealing 
Section 16-23-19, Code of Alabama 1975, all relating to emergency secondary educa¬ 
tion scholarships, so as to transfer authority for the administration of the scholar¬ 
ships from the state board of education to the Alabama commission on higher educa- 
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tion; creating and providing for the governor’s educational reform commission; and 
providing for appropriations to carry out the provisions of this act. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . This act shall be known and may be cited as the 
Educational Reform Act of 1984. 

Section 2. For purposes of this act, the following terms shall 
have the respective meanings ascribed to them by this section: 

(1) A.C.H.E. The Alabama commission on higher education. 

(2) BOARD OR BOARD OF EDUCATION. The state board 
of education. 

(3) COMMISSION. The governor’s educational reform com¬ 
mission created by this act. 

(4) CRITICAL NEEDS AREAS. Those curriculum and teach¬ 
ing areas where there is an urgent need for action. These areas in¬ 
clude mathematics, science, computer education and other areas to 
be identified from time to time by the state board of education. 

(5) IN-SERVICE EDUCATION. The training of regularly cer¬ 
tified education professionals who hold positions in the public 
schools of the state. 

(6) LOCAL EDUCATIONAL AGENCIES. County and city 
boards of education and the school systems over which these boards 
of education have authority. 

(7) PLAN FOR EXCELLENCE. A Plan for Excellence; Ala¬ 
bama’s Public Schools, a report to the Alabama State Board of Edu¬ 
cation, Governor George C. Wallace, President and to the Legisla¬ 
ture and People of Alabama dated January 12, 1984. 

(8) SUPERINTENDENT. The Alabama state superintendent 
of education. 

(9) PUBLIC EDUCATION. For purposes of this act, public 
education means kindergarten through the twelfth grade. 

Section 3. The legislature finds that a true need exists within 
the state for improving education. In furtherance of this goal, a 
“plan for excellence” and other reform reports have been submitted 
to the legislature and the governor, including therein numerous rec¬ 
ommendations that we strongly endorse. It is the intent of the legis¬ 
lature to promote and support the governor’s recommended program 
for improving education. It is further the intent of the legislature 
that the elements of the governor’s program be implemented and 
that every effort be made to utilize appropriations provided herein 
and otherwise recommended for each of these areas. It shall be in- 
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cumbent upon and the responsibility of each board of education, su¬ 
perintendent, principal and teacher to help provide the implementa¬ 
tion of the program. 

Section 4. The governor’s program for improving education 
shall be implemented subject to sufficient appropriations as pro¬ 
vided for herein or as provided for in any other appropriation legis¬ 
lation for public education in the state. Such program shall include, 
but not be limited to, the following: 

(1) Establishment of the governor’s educational reform 
commission; 

(2) Development of a comprehensive plan for improving 
courses in critical needs areas; 

(3) Authorization for an emergency source of teachers in criti¬ 
cal needs areas; 

(4) Provision for a scholarship loan program for undergradu¬ 
ate students enrolled in critical needs areas; 

(5) Establishment of a tuition grant program for presently cer¬ 
tified teachers to add critical needs areas; 

(6) Development of regional in-service education centers for 
teachers in critical needs areas; 

(7) Increase in teacher salaries; 

(8) Full statewide kindergarten program; 

(9) Replacement of school buses; 

(10) Library enhancement; 

(11) Burned-out schools program. 

Section 5. (a) There is hereby created the governor’s educa¬ 
tional reform commission. Such commission shall be composed of 
the governor, the state superintendent of education, the president of 
the Alabama parent-teacher association, the executive director of 
the Alabama education association, the executive director of the Al¬ 
abama association of school boards, the executive director of the Al¬ 
abama commission on higher education, the president of the Ala¬ 
bama education association, the executive director of the Alabama 
council of school administrators and supervisors, the chancellor of 
post-secondary education, one member who shall be a business per¬ 
son appointed by the governor upon the recommendation of the Ala¬ 
bama association of school boards, one member of the senate ap¬ 
pointed by the governor, one member of the house of representatives 
appointed by the governor, and three black members appointed by 
the governor as hereinafter provided. Within 90 days after the pas- 
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sage of this act, the governor shall appoint the aforementioned three 
members to the commission. Members by virtue of their position 
shall serve on the commission as long as they serve in their respec¬ 
tive position. Members appointed by the governor shall serve at the 
pleasure of the governor. Vacancies shall be filled in the same man¬ 
ner as the original appointments were made. 

(b) To fund the duties and responsibilities enumerated in this 
act for said commission, there is hereby appropriated to the gover¬ 
nor’s educational reform commission from the Alabama special edu¬ 
cational trust fund the sum of $100,000 for the fiscal year ending 
September 30, 1985. 

Section 6. (a) The governor shall designate one member of 
the commission as the chairperson. Such chairperson shall call the 
meetings of the commission. 

(b) The commission may hold such meetings as it may deem 
necessary. The commission shall adopt rules for its organization in 
the conduct of its business. A majority of the members of the com¬ 
mission shall constitute a quorum at all its meetings. 

(c) Members of the commission shall receive the per diem and 
travel expenses allowed by law for state officers and employees while 
engaged in the performance of their duties. 

(d) The commission is authorized to employ such staff as are 
necessary to assist the commission in performing the duties required 
by this act. The number of employees, their compensation and the 
other expenditures of the commission shall be within the limits and 
in compliance with the appropriation made therefor by the legisla¬ 
ture and within budgets that shall be approved from time to time by 
the commission. 

Section 7. The commission may study all levels of public ed¬ 
ucation and shall monitor the incorporation of educational reform 
legislation into existing school programs. It shall also serve in an ad¬ 
visory capacity to the governor and the legislature in respect to all 
existing and future reform legislation and means of funding such 
programs. One year after the effective date of this act, and each year 
thereafter, the commission shall make an annual report to the gover¬ 
nor and to the legislature; however, upon the request of either the 
governor or legislature, reports may be made at any time. The com¬ 
mission shall be dissolved at the end of three years unless otherwise 
continued by resolution of the legislature. 

It is the express intent of the legislature that the commission 
not duplicate any responsibilities of the state board of education. 

Section 8. In addition but not limited to the powers and du- 
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ties otherwise specified in this act, the commission shall have the 
following duties: 

(a) To study and make recommendations to the governor and 
the legislature concerning mechanisms for increasing financial sup¬ 
port of public education; 

(b) To study and make recommendations to the governor and 
the legislature concerning the state funding formula, including con¬ 
sideration of incentive plans to increase local support; 

(c) To study and make recommendations to the governor and 
legislature concerning capital outlay needs of public education in the 
state; 

(d) To study and make recommendations to the governor and 
legislature concerning the development of summer camp programs 
for public school students; 

(e) To study and present recommendations to the governor 
and legislature concerning mathematics, science, and other critical 
needs areas; 

(f) To study and make recommendations to the governor and 
the legislature concerning the development of a statewide system of 
teaching excellence awards; 

(g) To study and make recommendations to the governor and 
the legislature concerning the development of a statewide perform¬ 
ance evaluation system for professional educators; 

(h) To study and make recommendations to the governor and 
the legislature concerning the Alabama tenure laws for education 
professionals in the public schools in this state; 

(i) To study and make recommendations to the governor and 
legislature concerning regional in-service education centers in ex¬ 
isting institutions of higher education; and 

(j) To study and make recommendations to the governor and 
legislature concerning the development of a career ladder and merit 
pay plan for all regularly certified education professionals in the 
public schools of this state. The commission shall recommend its 
program no later than the fifth legislative day of the 1985 Regular 
Session. 

Section 9. (a) The state board of education shall develop 
and establish a comprehensive plan for improving courses in science, 
mathematics, computer education and other critical needs areas. In 
developing such plan, the superintendent shall consult with teacher 
organizations, school personnel, legislative leaders, the governor’s of¬ 
fice, representatives from private industry, public and private higher 
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education and from the fields of education, mathematics, science 
and computer education. Such program shall be divided into three 
phases with the first phase being introduced at the beginning of the 
1985-1986 school year and another phase to begin each of the follow¬ 
ing two years. The entire program should be operative at the end of 
three years. 

(b) The comprehensive plan shall provide a framework for the 
preparation and approval of programs, provide direction for pro¬ 
gram development and shall include the following provisions: 

(1) Identification of curricular goals and expected outcomes; 

(2) Preparation of instructional materials lists; 

(3) Development of descriptions and cost estimates for provid¬ 
ing curricular development, laboratories, equipment, supplies and 
facilities to implement programs for improvement in school systems 
or individual schools; 

(4) Development of recommended course content to satisfy the 
new requirements for high school graduation. Consideration shall be 
given to student goals and needs; 

(5) Development of a plan for continuous monitoring and eval¬ 
uation of the programs, including classroom instructional needs as 
identified by teachers; and 

(6) Soliciation of proposals and funding those programs that 
meet high standards of excellence. 

Section 10. (a) Local school boards are hereby authorized, 
pursuant to rules and regulations established by the state board of 
education, to employ provisionally certified persons from business, 
industry or other areas or military retirees who have extensive prep¬ 
aration in mathematics, science, computer education and other criti¬ 
cal needs areas for a period not to exceed one year with a limit of 
three years total employment. Such persons may be employed 
provided: 

(1) They have at least a bachelor’s degree in the subject they 
are assigned to teach; 

(2) There are no regularly certified teachers available to teach 
the course to be taught by these persons; and 

(3) They are evaluated regularly and offered proper guidance 
by their supervisors. 

(b) The time served as a provisionally certified teacher under 
this section shall not count toward time earned for tenure. 

(c) The employment of provisionally certified teachers under 
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this section shall serve to supply an emergency source of teachers in 
critical needs areas and shall not be considered a permanent means 
of acquiring teachers in any area. 

Section 11. There is hereby established a program for schol¬ 
arship loans to provide for the education of qualified undergraduate 
students who are enrolled in teacher education programs in the 
fields of mathematics, science, computer education and other pro¬ 
jected critical needs areas at institutions where the teacher educa¬ 
tion programs have been approved by the state board of education. 
For the first year of the scholarship loan program, at least 80 per¬ 
cent of the funds awarded for such loans shall be awarded in the 
areas of mathematics, science and computer education. Remaining 
funds shall be available for teacher shortages in other critical areas. 
The state board of education shall designate the critical areas other 
than mathematics, science and computer education when they exist. 
The responsibility and authority for administering the scholarship 
loan program shall be vested in the Alabama commission on higher 
education effective October 1, 1984. 

Section 12. To be eligible for a scholarship loan, an applicant 
shall: 

(1) Be a full-time undergraduate student at the upper division 
level in a teacher education program approved by the board; 

(2) Have entered into an agreement with the Alabama com¬ 
mission on higher education to teach in the public schools of Ala¬ 
bama for two years following completion of the teacher education 
requirements; and 

(3) Have a record of high performance in the area of 
certification. 

(4) Not be the recipient of proceeds available to resident stu¬ 
dents through the Alabama student grant program. 

Section 13. (a) Each scholarship loan shall be in an amount 
not to exceed $4,000 per annum and shall be for not more than two 
years. 

(b) Any scholarship loan extended under this act may be re¬ 
paid to the Alabama commission on higher education in cash in full 
with interest from the date of completion of the teacher education 
program of studies at the prevailing rate charged recipients of non- 
need-based federal guaranteed student loans. Repayments in full 
must be completed within ten years of the completion of the pro¬ 
gram of studies. 

(c) The scholarship loan or any part thereof may be repaid by 
service in the teaching of mathematics, science, computer education 
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and other projected critical areas, as determined by the state board 
of education. Payment credit for one year of a scholarship loan shall 
be granted for each three school years of teaching in the public 
schools of the state. 

(d) Any scholarship loan recipient who fails to complete a pro¬ 
gram of study or who fails to teach in a public school of the state as 
required by this act shall repay all loan amounts immediately with 
interest calculated from the date of his withdrawal or removal at the 
prevailing rate charged recipients of non-need-based federal guaran¬ 
teed student loans. 

(e) Each recipient of a scholarship loan under the provisions 
of this act shall enter into an agreement with the Alabama commis¬ 
sion on higher education whereby he agrees to teach mathematics, 
science, computer education or other critical subject areas as deter¬ 
mined by the state board of education in the public schools of the 
state. Any breach of contract on the part of the recipient makes him 
immediately liable for the unpaid balance of his loan. The executive 
director of the Alabama commission on higher education shall re¬ 
quire Alabama institutions of higher education to withhold the re¬ 
lease of any records of a recipient who fails to satisfy his agreement 
with the Alabama commission on higher education. The attorney 
general or any district attorney, upon the request of the Alabama 
commission on higher education, shall institute proceedings in the 
name of the state for the purpose of recovering any amount due the 
state under the provisions of this act. In the event of death or total 
and permanent disability of the recipient to teach, repayment of the 
loan may be excused by the Alabama commission on higher 
education. 

Section 14. The Alabama commission on higher education 
shall have the authority to make reasonable rules and regulations 
for implementing and carrying out the provisions of this act relating 
to the scholarship loan program. 

Section 15. The Alabama commission on higher education 
shall implement a tuition grant program for certified teachers. Tui¬ 
tion grants in institutions of higher education for adding mathemat¬ 
ics, science, computer education or other critical needs areas to their 
certificates shall be provided to able teachers certified in subject ar¬ 
eas not designated critical needs areas. The Alabama commission on 
higher education shall adopt rules to implement the mathematics, 
science, computer education or other critical needs areas tuition re¬ 
imbursement program. Any full-time regularly certified public 
school teacher in Alabama shall be eligible for this program. Tuition 
reimbursement shall be limited to courses in mathematics, science, 
computer education or other critical areas as determined by the 
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board. Such courses shall be graduate level courses leading to a new 
certification area or approved undergraduate courses leading to a 
new certification area. Participants may receive tuition reimburse¬ 
ments not to exceed 36 semester or 54 quarter hours in an approved 
teacher education program in Alabama; such reimbursement shall 
not exceed $4,000 per annum. All reimbursements will be contingent 
on the participant’s maintaining a B average on all work attempted. 
Teachers participating in the tuition reimbursement program shall 
be eligible for all summer programs and other programs and incen¬ 
tives open to mathematics, science and computer education teach¬ 
ers. Each tuition reimbursement recipient must sign a letter of com¬ 
mitment to the Alabama commission on higher education agreeing 
that upon the completion of course work required for certification in 
a critical needs area, he will teach two full years of secondary math¬ 
ematics, science, computer education or other critical needs area for 
each full academic year the grant is received. The executive director 
of the Alabama commission on higher education shall require Ala¬ 
bama institutions of higher education to withhold the release of any 
records of a recipient who fails to satisfy his agreement with the 
Alabama commission on higher education. 

Section 16. Sections 16-23-18, 16-23-20, 16-23-21, and 16-23- 
23, Code of Alabama 1975, are hereby amended to read as follows: 

“8 16-23-18. 

“The Alabama commission on higher education shall establish a 
scholarship program entitled, ‘emergency secondary education schol¬ 
arships.’ The scholarship fund shall be annually appropriated from 
the Alabama special educational trust fund. The Alabama commis¬ 
sion on higher education shall be responsible for determining the 
number of scholarships to be awarded and the amount designated 
for each scholarship recipient. 

“§ 16-23-20. 

“The executive director of the Alabama commission on higher 
education shall recommend scholarship selection criteria and appli¬ 
cant screening procedures for approval by the Alabama commission 
on higher education. The office of the executive director of the Ala¬ 
bama commission on higher education shall serve as the receiving 
office for scholarship applications. The executive director of the Ala¬ 
bama commission on higher education shall develop an application 
form and shall have the responsibility for circulating the form to all 
city and county superintendent offices and offices of the deans and 
directors of education at Alabama’s institutions of higher education.

“Each scholarship recipient must sign a letter of commitment to

is received. The letter of commitment shall be binding upon the re¬ 
cipient.

There is hereby appropriated from the Alabama 
special educational trust fund for the fiscal year beginning October 
1, 1984, to the Alabama commission on higher education the sum of 
$1,000,000 to fund the provisions of Sections 11 through 16 of this 
act. All moneys shall remain in the Alabama special educational 
trust fund until obligations have been incurred under the provisions 
of Sections 11 through 16 hereof. 

Section 18. (a) A comprehensive plan shall be established 
by the governor’s educational reform commission and implemented 
for the development and location of in-service education centers for 
the purpose of providing rigorous in-service training in critical needs 
areas for the state’s public school personnel. These in-service centers 
shall not replace the plan for in-service education which the state 
department of education adopted by resolution on June 14, 1978. 
The in-service centers established pursuant to this act shall be lo¬ 
cated in existing institutions of higher education located in strategic 
areas of the state as recommended by the commission and approved 
by the governor. Institutions of higher education where such in-ser¬ 
vice centers may be located shall have resident faculty members in 
education and the academic areas taught in the public schools. 

(b) In addition, the commission may contract with individuals 
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or institutions to provide approved in-service training as defined in 
this section. 

(c) A governing board shall be organized for each in-service 
center. The governing board of each center shall include representa¬ 
tives from the state department of education, teachers and adminis¬ 
trators from the local school systems and the institution of higher 
education where the center is located. Such governing board shall, in 
cooperation with the staff of the state department of education, de¬ 
termine policy, programs and hours of operation of the particular in- 
service center. 

(d) The in-service centers provided for in this section shall: 

(1) Provide a number of days’ training each year, usually in 
the summer, for instructional personnel in critical needs areas; 

(2) Be open at a specified time during the year for use; 

(3) Provide specialized help to instructional personnel; 

(4) Have a director named from the local institution’s faculty; 

and 

(5) Serve as a data-gathering center for research in areas of 
public education. Local university, college or community college per¬ 
sonnel shall be utilized to conduct the research. 

(e) Each local school system shall affiliate with the in-service 
center in its region and shall participate in the planning of written 
programs for public school personnel in the area. 

(f) All in-service centers shall be fully operative by July 1, 
1985. 

(g) To carry out the provisions of Section 18 of this act, there 
is hereby appropriated from the Alabama special educational trust 
fund the sum of $500,000 for the fiscal year ending September 30, 
1985. 

Section 19. Local education agencies shall establish with 
each regularly certified professional a contract of employment which 
is no less than 185 days in length, subject to sufficient legislative 
appropriations over and beyond any cost-of-living raise provided by 
the legislature. No less than five days of the 185 contract days shall 
be used for in-service and professional development activities. 

Section 20. The provisions of this act are severable. If any 
part of this act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declara¬ 
tion shall not affect the part which remains.

To relate to the City of Bir mingham in Jefferson County, Alabama; to amend 
Sections 3.01, 3.03, 3.12 and 4.01 of Act No. 452 of the Regular Session of the Legisla¬ 
ture of Alabama of 1955 (Acts of 1955, Page 1004), providing a Mayor-Council form 
of government for cities having a population of 300,000 inhabitants or more according 
to the last or any subsequent federal census, so as to provide that both the Mayor 
and Council shall take office on the second Tuesday in November of the year of their 
election; and to further provide that the first meeting of each newly elected council 
shall be held on the second Tuesday in November of the year of its election. 
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Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Section 3.01 of Act No. 452 of the Regular Session 
of the Legislature of Alabama of 1955 (Acts of 1955, Page 1004), is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

“3.01. Number, election, term. The council shall have nine 
members elected from the city at large in the manner hereinafter 
provided, five of whom shall be elected at an election held each two 
years. The regular election at large for the choice of such five mem¬ 
bers of the council shall be held on the second Tuesday in October 
of the year during which the term of the five members of the first 
council elected under the provisions of Section 1.07 hereof for the 
term most closely approximating two years shall expire, and every 
two years thereafter. The five members receiving a majority of the 
votes cast in any such election shall be elected to the council; and in 
the event that five persons should fail to receive such a majority, 
then and in that event those persons receiving a majority shall be 
elected, and another election for the choice of the remainder of the 
five members of the council to be elected shall be held on the third 
Tuesday thereafter in the same mode and manner and under the 
same rules and regulations provided in Section 1.07 hereof with re¬ 
spect to the election of the first council.

“4.06(9) Employ as members of his staff such employees as the 
Mayor may deem necessary for and on behalf of said city to assist 
the Mayor and perform such duties relating to the Mayor as the 
Mayor may assign. Each such employee shall serve at the pleasure of 
the Mayor of such compensation as the Mayor may set. Such staff 
members shall not be under any merit or civil service system, but, 
should a member of the classified service under any merit or civil 
service system applicable to the city be appointed hereunder, the 
provisions of this section notwithstanding, he may be paid at the 
salary established for his classification at the time of appointment 
and such person shall not lose any rights under such merit or civil 
service system by reason of his appointment hereunder, and shall, 
upon termination of service on the Mayor’s staff, have the right to 
return to the classified service, with full credit for time served on 
the Mayor’s staff, at the same or higher classification as that held 
upon appointment hereunder.

To amend Section 1 of Act No. 708, H. 1078, Regular Session 1978, (Acts 1978, p. 
1021) entitled, “An Act To authorize and provide for the establishment, maintenance, 
equipping, operation and financing of a public law library in Hale County; and to 
provide for the taxing and collection of law library fees as items of court costs in cases 
docketed in certain courts within the county,” so as to increase the law library fees 
taxed as items of court costs. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Section 1 of Act No. 708, H. 1078, Regular Session 
1978 (Acts 1978, p. 1021), is hereby amended to read as follows: 

“Section 1. In any case, action or proceeding hereafter filed, 
whether at law or in equity in any circuit or district court in Hale 
County, there is hereby authorized to be charged a tax of two dollars 
($2.00) which tax shall be in addition to all other court costs hereto¬ 
fore authorized to be charged. The costs taxed under this act shall 
be collected as other costs in such cases are collected and when col¬ 
lected by the clerks of other collecting officers of such courts (in¬ 
cluding the register of the circuit court) shall be by them paid over 
to the treasurer or depository of Hale County for deposit in the 
county treasury. The sums so paid over to the county treasurer or 
depository shall be maintained in a separate fund in the county 
treasury, designated as the Hale County law library fund. Such fund 
shall be administered by a committee composed of three (3) mem¬ 
bers consisting of the Judge of Probate as chairman and two mem- 
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bers, one to be selected from the County Bar and the other a resi¬ 
dent of Hale County, one member shall serve a two-year term and 
one member a three-year term. Thereafter each committee member 
shall serve a three (3) year term. Such terms shall begin on January 
1 and terminate on December 31, with the first committee member’s 
term ending on December 31, 1978. The initial committee shall be 
appointed by the district and circuit judges of said county. Thereaf¬ 
ter each new committee member shall be selected by the Hale 
County Commission. Said committee shall expend funds form the 
Hale County law library fund for establishing, maintaining, equip¬ 
ping and operating a law library in the courthouse of Hale County, 
such funds to be expended, in the discretion of the committee, to 
provide furniture, fixtures, supplies and equipment for the library, 
and to keep the same in good state of maintenance and repair; to 
establish, enlarge, expand and improve the library and its facilities 
and equipment, to provide books, reports and periodicals for the li¬ 
brary, and to pay the compensation of such personnel as may be 
necessary and proper, in the opinion of the committee, to operate 
the library. Said committee shall be authorized to appoint the regis¬ 
ter or the clerk of the circuit court to be librarian or such other 
person as the committee deems qualified. The committee herein cre¬ 
ated shall draw warrants on the county treasury in making expendi¬ 
tures for the purposes contemplated in this act and shall indicate on 
the warrants the fund against which the warrants are drawn. The 
said items of costs above referred to shall be designated as law li¬ 
brary fees. On or before the tenth day of each month, the clerks or 
other collecting officers of the respective courts (including the regis¬ 
ter of the circuit court) shall pay over to the county treasurer or 
depository all amounts collected as law library fees prior to the first 
day of the month. The management of the law library is vested in 
the committee herein created, and all books, periodicals, reports and 
personal property purchased with the funds produced by this act 
shall be the property of Hale County, Alabama; provided, however, 
that said committee may from time to time sell or exchange such 
books, reports, periodicals and personal property as may be neces¬ 
sary to keep said law library up to date and apply the proceeds of 
the sale thereof upon the purchase of other books, reports, periodi¬ 
cals and personal property for use in said library.

Section 1. That Section 3.07 of Act No. 452 of the Regular

amended to read as follows: 

“Section 3.07. Powers. All powers of the city, including all 
powers vested in it by this act, by the laws, general and local, of the 
state, and the determination of all matters of policy, shall be vested 
in the council. Without limitation of the foregoing, the council shall 
have power to: 

“(1) Establish administrative departments and distribute the 
work of divisions. 

(2) Adopt the budget of the city. 

(3) Authorize the issuance of bonds or warrants. 

(4) Inquire into the conduct of any office, department,^ or 
agency of the city and make investigations as to municipal affairs. 

(5) Appoint the members of all boards, commissions or other 
bodies authorized hereunder or by law. This provision for appoint¬ 
ment of members of boards, commissions or other bodies authorized 
hereunder or by law shall supersede any different provision for ap¬ 
pointment of such members contained in any statute or ordinance in 
effect at the time of adoption by the city of the mayor-council form

run on a line westward to the confluence of Shack Creek and Mur¬ 
der Creek and then run south along Murder Creek to a point just 
south of where Otter Creek empties into Murder Creek, and then 
run westward along a line south of Otter Creek and north of High¬ 
way 84 west to a point along the western boundary of the airport 
(Middleton Field) and then along 1-65 to where it touches the north¬ 
ern boundary of Precinct 6, and then run eastward to Highway 31, 
and turn northeast running up Highway 31 on the west side to the 
Evergreen city limits, on the southwest, and then follow the city lim¬ 
its on the west side up to Highway 20, the Loree Road. District No. 
3 shall be composed of the territory now found in Precincts 5, 6, 
including this change in Box 6-3: begin at the western boundary 
along Murder Creek and run eastward along a line just north of 
Highway 6, over to a point just east of Little Cedar Creek, and turn 
south and across Highway 6 to the Escambai County line; Precincts 
11-4, 13, 15-2 (Bermuda), and that part of Precinct 11 which lies 
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outside the Evergreen city limits as described: begin at Murder 
Creek and Highway 31 south, and run westward to the intersection 
of Highway 84 and 1-65 then run down 1-65 south approximately 8 
miles to a point about one mile south of where 1-65 crosses highway 
23, between Hamden Ridge and Castleberry, about l A mile east of 
Panther Creek and then run on a line eastward over to Murder 
Creek and run north along Murder Creek toward Evergreen to 
where Murder Creek meets Mill Creek, on up to where Murder 
Creek meets the L & N Railroad, and then turn north along the L & 
N Railroad to the Evergreen city limits on the south side. District 
No. 4 shall be composed of the territory now found in Precincts 7, 9- 
1 (Old Town), 11-3, 11-3A, 12, 16-1 (Centerville), plus that portion 
of Precinct 11 which lies outside the corporate limits of the City of 
Evergreen on the southeast as described: begin at the intersection of 
County Road 42 (Brooklyn Road) and County Road (Hagood Wil- 
lims Road) at Mill Creek, and run on a line westward to the L & N 
Railroad to the juncture of Mill Creek and Murder Creek. 

Section 3. At the time of the primary election in Alabama in 
1984 and every four (4) years thereafter, the qualified electors of 
each of the said districts in Conecuh County eligible to participate 
in the primaries shall elect one Commissioner for said district. In 
1984, four commissioners shall be elected from four (4) single-mem¬ 
ber districts, and the chairman shall be elected at-large. In each of 
the four districts, the nominee shall be a bona fide elector of and 
shall actually reside in the district for which he is nominated; and at 
the General Election in 1984 and every four (4) years thereafter, the 
qualified electors of each of said districts in Conecuh County shall 
elect one Commissioner for said County of Conecuh for that district. 
Each Commissioner shall hold office for a period of four (4) years, 
and until his successor shall be elected. 

Section 4. The Commissioners elected under the provisions 
of this Act shall be entitled to, as compensation for their services, 
and in lieu of all other expenses and allowances heretofore provided 
for Commissioners, the sum of $1,000.00 per month, such compensa¬ 
tion to be payable from the County Gas Tax Fund and from the 
County General Fund as the Commission shall by resolution specify, 
and in addition thereto reimbursement from the General Fund of 
$0.22 a mile to and from the sessions of the Commission. 

Section 5. This Act shall not affect the duties, rights, and 
tenure of the office of the present members of the Conecuh County 
Commission, but said Commissioners shall continue to hold and dis¬ 
charge the duties of said office as is now incumbent upon them and 
as may be incumbent upon them by law, until their successors shall 
be elected and qualified under this Act. 
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Section 6. As used in this Act, the “Corporate limits of the 
City of Evergreen” shall mean those set by Act No. 106 of the 1976 
Regular Session of the Alabama Legislature. 

Section 7. After the effective date of this Act, the Conecuh 
County Board of Registrars is hereby directed to place the name of 
each qualified elector in the proper Precinct and Voting Box, consis¬ 
tent with the residence address known to the Board of Registrars, 
taken from the list of qualified electors. Where an elector’s residency 
is in question, said voter’s name shall be listed as an unassigned 
voter, until properly verified. 

Section 8. The Board of Registrars shall cause notice to be 
given to the non-assigned voters in any Precinct, that unless they 
shall identify for assignment as hereinafter provided; their names 
will be maintained on a separate list of non-assigned qualified elec¬ 
tors for the purpose of voting, but they shall not be assigned to a 
particular division of the precinct until they have been identified for 
assignment as hereinafter provided. They shall not be entitled to 
vote unless they shall identify at the time of voting and sign an affi¬ 
davit of residency in the division of the District at which they vote 
at the time of voting, and such vote shall be cast and counted in all 
respects as a challenged ballot. 

Section 9. A non-assigned voter may identify himself for as¬ 
signment in any one of the following ways: 

(a) He may identify himself for assignment by appearing in 
person at the office of the Board of Registrars or before a deputy 
registrar, and answering such questions and submitting such proof 
as may be reasonably required by the registrars or their deputies to 
establish the voter’s identity and place of legal residence, and that 
he has not become disqualified from voting in the county or election 
district. 

(b) He may identify himself by filling in and mailing to the 
Board of Registrars the completed answers to such questions as may 
reasonably be needed and mailed to him in a written questionnaire 
by the Board of Registrars, or on a form which the Board of Regis¬ 
trars shall cause to be printed in all newspapers of general circula¬ 
tion published in the county, or on forms distributed throughout the 
county in every precinct and made available at places such as stores, 
schools, banks, and city halls in Evergreen, Repton, and Castleberry. 
Such questionnaire may contain such questions as are necessary to 
establish the identity of the person signing the questionnaire, the 
place of his legal residence, and that he has not become disqualified 
from voting in the county or election district. All answers to such 
questionnaires shall be signed by the elector in the presence of a 
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registrar or deputy registrar, or at least two (2) witnesses who shall 
sign as attesting witnesses. 

(c) He may identify himself for assignment at the General 
Election of 1984 or at any election at which he votes during 1984 by 
filling out and signing answers to the questionnaire prepared by the 
Board of Registrars in the presence of a clerk, manager, or returning 
officer, who shall sign the answers of such voter as an attesting wit¬ 
ness. The returning officer shall transmit all such filled in and 
signed answers to questionnaires to the Board of Registrars but such 
vote shall be cast and counted in all respects as a challenged ballot. 

(d) Any voter on the separate list and not assigned to an elec¬ 
tion precinct may identify himself for assignment on any election 
day at the office of the Board of Registrars or Probate Judge or 
before a deputy registrar by appearing in person and submitting 
such proof as may be reasonably required to establish his identity 
and place of legal residence and that he has not become disqualified 
from voting in the county or election district. He will be given a 
certificate to take to the polls in order to vote on that day as an 
assigned voter. Otherwise, he can vote a challenged ballot. 

Section 10. The Board of Registrars shall stay in continuous 
session from the first Monday in June through the month of July 
1984, either by the entire board or a member thereof as otherwise 
provided by law, for the purpose of facilitating the assignment of 
voters in the proper Precinct and Voting Boxes. The Board of Regis¬ 
trars shall publish a list of those unassigned voters in each Precinct, 
and a list of the assigned voters in the Precinct shall also be 
prepared. 

Section 11. All expenses incurred in connection with the pas¬ 
sage of this legislation and the identification of voters for assign¬ 
ment which is not otherwise provided for by law shall be authorized 
to be paid by the Conecuh County Commission. 

Section 12. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
Act are hereby repealed and Act No. 2284 of the Regular Session of 
the 1971 Alabama Legislature is hereby specifically repealed. 

Section 13. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any 
part of this Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declara¬ 
tion shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 14. Notwithstanding all of the above provisions and 
sections of this Act, all members of the Conecuh County Commis¬ 
sion shall be elected from five single-member districts beginning in 
1988. 

Section 15. This Act shall become effective immediately

The Title and Section 1 of Act No. 384, H. 829, 
Regular Session 1953 (Acts 1953, p. 455), are hereby amended to 
read as follows: 

An Act Relating to Conecuh County; to prohibit two members 
of the county board of education from residing in the same beat or 
precinct, to provide for two additional at-large appointed seats on 
the board for the years 1984, 1985 and 1986, and to provide for the 
election in 1986 and thereafter of all board members from five-mem¬ 
ber districts, with concurrent terms of office.” 

Section 1. No two members of the board of education of 
Conecuh County shall reside in the same beat or voting precinct of 
the county. Should two or more persons residing in the same beat or 
precinct be candidates for election to membership on the board, 
only that candidate receiving the greatest number of votes shall be 
elected, notwithstanding the fact that another candidate residing in 
that beat or precinct received more votes than the candidates resid¬ 
ing in other beats in the county.

Relating to Cleburne County; to create a license-issuing division within the pro¬ 
bate judge’s office for the issuance of certain licenses; to provide for the selection of 
personnel for such license-issuing division; to provide certain duties for the division; 
to provide for an optional procedure for the renewal of motor vehicle licenses in the 
county by mail; to authorize certain additional fees and cost pursuant to such system 
of renewal of motor vehicle licenses by mail; such fees shall be set by the county 
commission from time to time to pay the cost of mailing tags or decals; to prescribe 
more convenient and efficient procedures for assessing and collecting of certain taxes;

Section 1 . There is hereby created within the probate judge’s 
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office of Cleborne County a license division which shall issue all li¬ 
censes issued through the probate judge’s office, except marriage li¬ 
censes. The county commission shall furnish suitable quarters and 
provide the necessary forms, books, stationery, records, equipment 
and supplies, except such stationery forms and supplies as are fur¬ 
nished pursuant to law by the state department of finance or the 
state comptroller. The county commission shall also provide such 
clerks, and other assistants for said probate judge as shall be neces¬ 
sary from time to time for the proper and efficient performance of 
the duties of his office. The probate judge shall have authority to 
employ such clerks, and other assistants, and to fix their compensa¬ 
tion; however, the number and compensation of such clerks and 
other assistants shall be subject to the approval of the county com¬ 
mission. The compensation of the clerks and assistants shall be paid 
monthly out of the general fund of the county in the same manner 
as other county employees are paid. 

Section 2. The probate judge shall perform all duties relating 
to the assessment and collection of ad valorem taxes and casual sales 
and use taxes on motor vehicle in the county, which have heretofore 
been performed by the tax assessor and the tax collector. The tax 
assessor and the tax collector of Cleburne County are hereby re¬ 
lieved of all duties and responsibilities relative to the assessment 
and collection of taxes on such motor vehicles. The probate judge 
shall receive the commissions and fees now allowed the assessor and 
collector for performing these functions, and such fees and commis¬ 
sions shall be remitted to the county general fund. Reporting and 
remitting of such tax shall be made at the same time as other re¬ 
ports and remittances are now made by the probate judge. 

Section 3. The probate judge shall keep at all times an accu¬ 
rate record of all licenses received by him from the state comptroller 
and of the disposition made of them, of all monies received, and of 
the licenses issued by him. He shall report to the state comptroller 
at the same time and in the same manner that the judges of probate 
are required to do under the general law. All unissued licenses and 
the stubs or duplicates or carbon copies of licenses issued shall be 
accounted for in the same manner that judges of probate are re¬ 
quired to account for by law. 

Section 4. Except as hereinafter provided, the probate judge 
shall be entitled to charge and collect the same fees that are pro¬ 
vided for by law. For the performance of duties relative to the re¬ 
cording of the transfer of the ownership of motor vehicles as pre¬ 
scribed in the Code of Alabama 1975, said probate judge shall 
charge and collect a fee of $1.25. All such fees shall be the property 
of the county and shall be paid to the general fund of the county. 
Refunds for licenses issued by mistake or fact of law shall be made 
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under the conditions and in the manner prescribed by the Code of 
Alabama 1975. 

Section 5. To prevent motor vehicles from escaping taxation 
and to provide for a more efficient procedure for assessment and col¬ 
lection of taxes due on same, no licenses shall be issued to operate 
motor vehicles on the public highways of this state, nor shall any 
transfer be made by the probate judge until the ad valorem tax on 
such vehicles shall be have been paid to the county for the preceding 
year as evidenced by receipt from the said judge. Every person, firm 
or corporation driving or owning a motor vehicle who desires to op¬ 
erate a motor vehicle on the public highways of Alabama shall first 
return such motor vehicle for ad valorem taxation purposes to said 
probate judge who shall issue a certificate of assessment on a form 
prescribed by the state department of revenue, shall collect the 
taxes shown thereon, and shall make a duplicate of the tax receipt 
and keep same on file in his office. The license tag shall be evidence 
of the payment of the license and ad valorem tax due as provided 
under this Act. 

Section 6. Before any vehicle can be assessed, the probate 
judge shall be furnished the tag number presently on the vehicle 
unless such vehicle is new, in which case said probate judge shall be 
furnished a bona fide bill of sale from the dealer showing when the 
vehicle was bought new. In the case of a used car brought into the 
state from a state which provides that upon sale or transfer of the 
motor vehicle the tags are either surrendered to an appropriate au¬ 
thority or subsequently reissued by the seller, said probate judge 
shall be furnished a bona fide certificate of title properly assigned 
which shows when the car was sold to an individual, firm, corpora¬ 
tion or association, living or operating in this state. If such tag num¬ 
ber or bill of sale or certificate of title is not furnished, the vehicle 
will be presumed to have been in the state the entire year for which 
taxes are being assessed. Those motor vehicle brought into the state 
during any tax year and new motor vehicles for which licenses have 
never been issued that have been sold from the stock of a dealer 
during any tax year, shall be subject to taxation as if they had been 
held or owned in the state on the first day of October. 

Section 7. The probate judge may, at his discretion, mail an 
application for renewal of licenses to whom such license has been 
previously issued, such renewal forms required to be returned prior 
to the expiration date of the license. Such renewal forms may be in 
post card form and with sufficient information thereon to ade¬ 
quately identify and process such renewal. The signature of the li¬ 
censee thereon and proper remittance shall constitute sufficient au¬ 
thority for the probate judge to issue such license and return to the 
licensee by mail. There is hereby established a fee to be entitled 
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“Mail Order Fee” which shall be set from time to time by the 
county governing body to pay the cost of the mailing procedure 
herein provided, and such fee shall be collected by the probate judge 
at the time of issuance and paid over to the general fund of the 
county as are other fees and commissions.

To provide a Crime Victims Compensation Commission, procedures relating to 
their appointment, terms, compensation, powers and duties; to provide provision for 
office, support, staff and secretarial services of such commission; to provide for 
awards for compensation, for economic loss under certain circumstances to qualified 
applicants; to provide for the limiting of awards under certain circumstances; to pro¬ 
vide restrictions for Commission authority as to claimant and possible collateral 
source benefits; to provide for medical examination requirements including limited 
waiver of physician-patient privilege; to provide award without requirement of prose¬ 
cution or conviction of any individual; to provide procedures for subrogation rights; 
to provide for special types of awards procedures; to provide for annual reports and 
their distribution; to provide further for audits of the Commission; to provide further 
for surety bond of members, agents and employees; to provide further for the Ala¬ 
bama Crime Victims Compensation Fund and payments thereto by certain persons; 
to provide further for the taxing or assessing of additional court costs, assessments or 
penalties; to provide further for the exemption of compensation from state or munici¬ 
pal taxation and certain writs of garnishment or attachment; to provide further for 
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certain persons to be ineligible for compensation; to provide further for criminal pen¬ 
alties to be attached to certain acts by members, agents, or employees of the Commis¬ 
sion; to provide further for other criminal penalties in regard to claimants and other 
persons who perform certain acts or omissions; to provide further for other criminal 
penalties for persons who perform certain acts in regard to monies or securities of the 
Commission held in trust or otherwise; and to provide further for other criminal pen¬ 
alties in regard to false claims. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . This act shall be known and may be cited as the 
“Alabama Crime Victims Compensation Act.” 

Section 2, The Legislature hereby finds, determines and de¬ 
clares that victims of violent crime are often reduced to bereft and 
destitute circumstances as a result of the criminal acts perpetrated 
against them, that the financial or economic resources of such vic¬ 
tims and their dependents are in many instances distressed or de¬ 
pleted as a result of injuries inflicted upon them by violent 
criminals. 

That the general social and economic welfare of such victims 
and their dependents is and ought to be intimately affected with the 
public interest, that the deplorable plight of these unfortunate citi¬ 
zens should not go unnoticed by our institutions and agencies of 
Government. 

The Legislature hereby further finds, determines and declares 
that it is to the benefit of all that victims of violence and their de¬ 
pendents be assisted financially and socially whenever possible. 

To this end the Legislature intends to provide a means whereby 
victims of violent crime and their dependents may be provided com¬ 
pensation in the amount of actual expenses incurred as a direct re¬ 
sult of criminal acts of other persons. 

The provisions of this Act are to be construed so as to accom¬ 
plish this purpose and to promote the same which is hereby declared 
to be the public policy of this state. 

Section 3. As used in this Act the following words shall in¬ 
clude, but are not limited to the following meanings unless the con¬ 
text clearly requires a different meaning: 

(a) “Commission” means the Alabama Crime Victims Com¬ 
pensation Commission as created by Section 4 of this Act; 

(b) “Criminally injurious conduct” means: 

(1) an act occurring or attempted within the geographical 
boundaries of this state which results in personal injury or death to 
a victim for which punishment by fine, imprisonment or death may 
be imposed; or 
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(2) an act occurring or attempted outside the geographical 
boundaries of this state in another state of the United States of 
America which is punishable by fine, imprisonment or death and 
which results in personal injury or death to a citizen of this state; 
provided however, such citizen at the time such act was committed 
had a permanent place of residence within the geographical bounda¬ 
ries of this state, and in addition thereto: 

(A) had a permanent place of employment located within the 
geographical boundaries of this state; or 

(B) was a member of the regular Armed Forces of the United 
States of America; or the United States Coast Guard; or was a full¬ 
time member of the Alabama National Guard, Alabama Air Na¬ 
tional Guard, U.S. Army Reserve, U.S. Naval Reserve, U.S. Air 
Force Reserve; or 

(C) was retired and receiving Social Security or other retire¬ 
ment income; or 

(D) was 60 years of age or older; or 

(E) was temporarily in another state of the United States of 
America for the purpose of receiving medical treatment; or 

(F) was temporarily in another state of the United States of 
America for the purpose of performing employment-related duties 
required by an employer located within the geographical boundaries 
of this state as an express condition of employment or employee 
benefits; or 

(G) was temporarily in another state of the United States of 
America for the purpose of receiving occupational, vocational or 
other job-related training or instruction required by an employer lo¬ 
cated within the geographical boundaries of this state as an express 
condition of employment or employee benefits; or 

(H) was a full-time student at an academic institution, college 
or university located in another state of the United States of 
America; or 

(I) had not departed the geographical boundaries of this state 
for a period exceeding 30 days or with the intention of becoming a 
citizen of another state or establishing a permanent place of resi¬ 
dence in another state. 

(3) the term “criminally injurious conduct” shall NOT mean: 
an act committed outside the geographical boundaries of this state 
upon a person who was not at the time such act was committed a 
citizen of the State of Alabama or an act committed outside the geo¬ 
graphical boundaries of this state upon a person who at the time 
such act was committed had departed the geographical boundaries

of this state for the purpose of becoming a citizen of another state or 
for the purpose of establishing a permanent place of residence in 
another state, and 

(c) “victim” means a person who suffered personal injury or 
death as a result of criminally injurious conduct. 

(d) “Dependent” means a natural person wholly or partially 
dependent upon the victim for care or support, and includes a child 
of the victim born after the death of the victim where the death 
occurred as a result of criminally injurious conduct; 

(e) “Claimant” means any of the following persons applying 
for compensation under this act; 

(1) a victim; 

(2) a dependent of a deceased vicitm, if such victim died as a 
result of criminally injurious conduct; or 

(3) a person authorized to act on behalf of a victim or a depen¬ 
dent of a deceased victim if such victim died as a result of criminally 
injurious conduct. 

(f) “Allowance expense” means charges incurred for needed 
products, services and accommodations, including, but not limited 
to, medical care, rehabilitation, rehabilitative occupational rehabili¬ 
tation, rehabilitative occupational training and other remedial treat¬ 
ment and care. It also includes a total charge not in excess of Two 
Thousand Dollars ($2,000.00) for expenses related to funeral, crema¬ 
tion or burial; 

(g) “Work loss” means loss of income from work the victim 
would have performed if such person had not been injured or died, 
reduced by any income from substitute work actually performed by 
the victim or by income the victim would have earned in available 
appropriate substitute work which he or she was capable of perform¬ 
ing but unreasonably failed to undertake; and 

(h) “Replacement services loss” means expenses reasonably 
incurred in obtaining ordinary and necessary services in lieu of those 
the victim would have performed, not for income, but for the benefit 
or self or family, if the victim had not been injured or died; 

(i) “Economic loss of a dependent” means a loss after the 
death of the victim of contributions of things of economic value to 
the dependent, not including services which would have been re¬ 
ceived from the victim if he or she had not suffered the fatal injury, 
less expenses of the dependent avoided by reason of death of the 
victim; 

(j) “Replacement services loss of dependent” means the loss

reasonably incurred by dependents after death of the victim in ob¬ 
taining ordinary and necessary services in lieu of those the deceased 
victim would have performed for their benefit had the deceased vic¬ 
tim not suffered the fatal injury, less expenses of the dependent 
avoided by reason of death of the victim and not subtracted in cal¬ 
culating the economic loss of the dependent; 

(k) “Economic loss” means monetary detriment consisting 
only of allowable expense, work loss, replacement services loss and, 
if injury causes death, economic loss and replacement services loss of 
a dependent, but shall not include noneconomic loss or noneconomic 
detriment. “Noneconomic loss or detriment” means pain, suffering, 
inconvenience, physical impairment and non-pecuniary damage; 

(l) “Collateral source” means: source of income, financial or 
other benefits or advantages for economic loss other than the com¬ 
mission which the claimant has received or is entitled to receive or is 
readily available to the claimant, from any one or more of the 
following: 

(1) the offender; 

(2) the government of the United States or any agency 
thereof, in the form of benefits, such as social security, medicare and 
medicaid, a state or any of its political subdivisions or an instrumen¬ 
tality or two or more states, unless the law providing for the benefits 
or advantages makes them excessive or secondary to benefits under 
this Act; 

(3) any temporary nonoccupational disability insurance; 

(4) workman’s compensation; 

(5) wage continuation programs of any employer; 

(6) proceeds of a contract of insurance payable to the claimant 
for loss which the victim sustained because of the criminally injuri¬ 
ous conduct; or 

(7) a contract providing prepaid hospital and other health care 
services or benefits for disability. 

Section 4. (a) There is hereby created the Alabama Crime 
Victims Compensation Commission, which shall be composed of 
three (3) citizens of the State of Alabama, who shall be appointed by 
the Governor with the advice and consent of the Senate, for terms of 
four years each or until their successors are appointed and qualified. 
Provided however, initial appointments shall be as follows: one 
member shall be appointed for two (2) years, one member shall be 
appointed for three (3) years and one member shall be appointed for 
four (4) years. All appointments to fill vacancies shall be for the du¬ 
ration of the unexpired term and subsequent appointments shall be 
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for four (4) year terms, (b) At least one member shall be a law en¬ 
forcement officer with a minimum of ten years experience in or with 
a law enforcement agency which has among its primary duties and 
responsibilities the investigation of violent crimes and the apprehen¬ 
sion or arrest of the perpetrators thereof, (c) At least one member 
shall be a victim of a crime of violence who suffered serious personal 
injury as a result thereof, or a member of such victim’s immediate 
family or a member of a deceased victim’s immediate family if such 
deceased victim died as a result of a crime of violence, or an officer 
of a non-profit, charitable crime victims organization established 
pursuant to the laws of Alabama, (d) Each year the Commission 
shall elect a chairman from its membership, (e) The Commission 
may appoint an executive director who shall serve at the pleasure of 
the Commission and shall be paid a salary in an amount to be deter¬ 
mined by the Commission, (f) The Commission shall have its princi¬ 
pal place of business in the county wherein the state capitol is lo¬ 
cated. (g) The Commission shall hold at its principal place of 
business regular monthly public meetings on the second Tuesday of 
each month and other meetings at such times and places as its mem¬ 
bers may elect, (h) Any two (2) members of the Commission shall 
constitute a quorum for purposes of transacting the business of the 
Commission and two (2) votes in favor shall be necessary for a deci¬ 
sion by the Commission at any meeting of the Commission, (i) From 
time to time the Commission shall establish rules and regulations 
for the administration of its duties and responsibilities pursuant to 
this Act. (j) The chairman of the Commission shall keep a true 
record of all of the proceedings of the meetings of the Commission. 
At the call of any member the vote on any pending question shall be 
taken by ayes and nayes, and the same shall be entered in such 
record, the record of the proceedings of the Commission shall be 
open to any member of the Commission and to the public at all 
times and a copy of such record, certified by the chairman, shall be 
competent evidence in all courts. 

Provided however, the Commission shall decline to disclose the 
names and addresses of victims or claimants who have applied for 
compensation pursuant to the provisions of this Act or the facts or 
circumstances of the criminally injurious conduct perpetrated 
against them when such disclosure in the opinion of the Commission 
would jeopardize or compromise an investigation by a law enforce¬ 
ment agency or a grand jury into criminally injurious conduct or in 
any way jeopardize or compromise a prosecution for criminally inju¬ 
rious conduct, (k) All members and employees of the Commission 
handling money or exercising authority over any property shall, 
before entering the discharge of their duties, give bond with a surety 
company authorized to do business in the State of Alabama, as 
surety, payable to the Commission in an amount or amounts suffi- 
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cient to protect the Commission against any loss with respect to the 
funds, money or property handled, conditioned for the faithful dis¬ 
charge of their duties and responsibilities and further conditioned 
upon their faithfully accounting for all monies, funds or properties 
coming into their possession in the capacity of their employment. (1) 
The attorney general or the district attorney of the county wherein 
the state capitol is located shall, upon written request by the Com¬ 
mission represent the Commission in all litigation to which the 
Commission is a party or in which the Commission has an interest. 
The attorney general shall serve as a legal advisor to the Commis¬ 
sion. (m) All Commission members shall be paid $30.00 per day and 
mileage for attendance of Commission meetings. Mileage and per 
diem shall be the same as allowed state employees when a Commis¬ 
sion member is traveling on official business of the Commission and 
shall be paid from the Alabama Crime Victims Compensation Fund. 

Section 5. (a) The Commission shall have all the powers 
and privileges of a corporation and all of its business shall be trans¬ 
acted in the name of the Commission. In addition to any other pow¬ 
ers and duties specified elsewhere in this Act, the Commission shall 
have the power to: 

(1) Regulate its own procedures except as otherwise provided 
in this act; 

(2) Define any term not defined in this act; 

(3) Prescribe forms necessary to carry out the purposes of this 
act; 

(4) Request access to any reports of investigations or other 
data necessary to assist the Commission in making a determination 
of eligibility for compensation under the provisions of this act; 

(5) Take judicial notice of general, technical and scientific 
facts within their specialized knowledge; and 

(6) Publicize the availability of compensation and information 
regarding the filing of claims therefor; 

(7) Collect all monies provided by this Act to be collected by 
the Commission; 

(8) Provide for and maintain all necessary administrative fa¬ 
cilities and personnel; 

(9) Provide for payment of all administrative salaries, fees and 
expenses; 

(10) Cause its monies to be invested and its investments sold 
or exchanged and the proceeds and income collected; 

(11) Determine who is a victim or dependent; 
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(12) Pass upon all applications for compensation or other ben¬ 
efits provided for in this article; 

(13) Adopt such rules and regulations as may be necessary or 
desirable to expedite the administration of the affairs of the Com¬ 
mission not inconsistent with the provisions of this Act; 

(14) Provide descriptive literature respecting the Commission 
and its duties; 

(15) Pay all compensation or other benefits that may be deter¬ 
mined to be due under this Act and under the rules and regulations 
of the Commission; 

(16) Employ such agents, attorneys, actuaries and other spe¬ 
cialized personnel as shall be necessary or desirable to enable the 
Commission to carry on its functions in a proper and sound manner; 

(17) Receive by gift, grant, devise or bequest any monies or 
properties of any nature or description; 

(18) Accept and administer loans, grants and donations from 
the federal government, its agencies and all other sources, public 
and private, for carrying out any of its functions; 

(19) Develop a comprehensive analysis of the problems regard¬ 
ing victims of crime within the criminal justice system or systems of 
this State and formulate model programs, plans or methods for les¬ 
sening the physical, mental or financial burdens placed on innocent 
crime victims by the operation of the criminal justice system both 
on the state and local level; 

(20) Identify laws, rules or regulations proposed or adopted by 
any agency or institution of this State or any political subdivision 
thereof which have or will have a significant adverse or beneficial 
impact upon crime victims and to advocate the adoption, repeal or 
modification thereof in the interest of innocent victims of crime; 

(21) Collect, develop and maintain statistical information, 
records and reports as the commission may determine relevant or 
necessary to carry out its powers, duties or functions pursuant to the 
provisions of this Act. 

(22) Award loans or grants of money, equipment or personnel 
to public or private non-profit corporations or associations, agencies 
of the State of Alabama or Political subdivisions thereof, or to State, 
County or Municipal law enforcement, prosecutorial or judicial 
agencies upon such terms and conditions as the commission may 
deem proper for the purpose of developing, enhancing or establish¬ 
ing bona fide model crime victims service programs which emphasize 
the collection of restitution from criminals as an integral part of the 
criminal justice process; provided, however, such loans or grants 
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shall only be awarded when sufficient funds are available in excess 
of reasonably anticipated or projected claims for compensation. 

(23) Carry out any powers expressly granted elsewhere in this 
act to the Commission; and 

(24) All other powers necessary for the proper administration 
of the provisions of this Act. 

Section 6. The Commission shall publish annually a report 
showing the fiscal transactions of the Commission for the proceeding 
year, the amount of the accumulated cash and securities of the Com¬ 
mission and a balance sheet showing the financial condition of the 
Commission by means of an actuarial evaluation of the assets and 
liabilities of the Commission. 

Section 7. The Director of the Department of Examiners of 
Public Accounts shall at least once a year and at such other times as 
such Director shall deem appropriate cause to be performed a de¬ 
tailed audit of the financial affairs of the Commission and shall 
promptly notify the appropriate Grand Jury as to any possible viola¬ 
tions of law. 

Section 8. (a) The Commission may award compensation 
for economic loss arising from criminally injurious conduct if satis¬ 
fied by a preponderance of the evidence that the requirements for 
compensation have been met. (b) The Commission shall hear and 
determine all matters relating to claims for compensation, and shall 
have the power to reinvestigate or reopen claims without regard to 
statutes of limitation, (c) The Commission shall have the power to 
subpoena witnesses, compel their attendance, require the production 
of records and other evidence, administer oaths or affirmations, con¬ 
duct hearings and receive relevant evidence. 

Section 9. The Commission shall not require any claimant to 
seek or accept any collateral source contribution, unless the claim¬ 
ant was receiving or was entitled to receive such benefits prior to the 
occurrence giving rise to the claim under the provisions of this act; 
provided, however, no applicant shall be denied compensation solely 
because such applicant is entitled to income from a collateral source. 

Section 10. (a) Every party to a claim shall be afforded an 
opportunity to appear and be heard and to offer evidence and argu¬ 
ment on any issue relevant to the claim, and to examine witnesses 
and offer evidence in reply to any matter of an evidentiary nature in 
the record relevant to the claim, (b) In a contested case, all parties 
shall be afforded an opportunity for hearing after reasonable notice 
pursuant to regulations promulgated by the Commission. A record 
of the proceedings of the hearing in a contested case shall be made 
and shall be transcribed upon request of any party who shall pay 
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transcription costs unless otherwise ordered by the Commission, (c) 
The Commission may, without a hearing, settle a claim by stipula¬ 
tion, agreed settlement, consent order or default. 

Section 11. (a) Any person filing a claim under the provi¬ 
sions of this act shall be deemed to have waived any physician-pa¬ 
tient privilege as to communications or records relevant to an issue 
of the physical, mental or emotional conditions of the claimant, (b) 
If the mental, physical or emotional condition of a claimant is mate¬ 
rial to a claim, the Commission upon physical examination may or¬ 
der an autopsy of a deceased victim. The order shall specify the 
time, place, manner, conditions and scope of the examination or au¬ 
topsy and the person by whom it is to be made. The order shall also 
require the person to file with the Commission a detailed written 
report of the examination or autopsy. The report shall set out the 
findings of the person making the report, including results of all 
tests, made, diagnoses, prognoses and other conclusions and reports 
of earlier examinations of the same conditions, (c) The Commission, 
upon request, shall furnish the victim a copy of such report. If the 
victim is deceased, the Commission, on request, shall furnish a copy 
of the report to the claimant, (d) The Commission may require the 
claimant to supply any additional medical or psychological reports 
available relating to the injury or death for which compensation is 
claimed. 

Section 12 . (a) Compensation shall not be awarded: 

(1) Unless the claim has been filed with the Commission 
within one (1) year after the injury or death upon which the claim is 
based; 

(2) To a claimant who was the offender, or an accomplice of 
the offender, or who encouraged or in any way participated in the 
criminally injurious conduct; 

(3) If the award would unjustly benefit the offender or accom¬ 
plice of the offender; or 

(4) Unless the criminally injurious conduct resulting in injury 
or death was reported to a law enforcement officer within seventy- 
two (72) hours after its occurrence or the Commission finds there 
was good cause for the failure to report within that time. 

(b) Compensation otherwise payable to a claimant may be di¬ 
minished to the extent: 

(1) That the economic loss is recouped from collateral sources; 

(2) Of the degree of responsibility for the cause of the injury 
or death attributable to the victim as determined by the 
Commission. 
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(c) The Commission, upon finding that the claimant or victim 
has not fully cooperated with appropriate law enforcement agencies, 
may deny, withdraw or reduce an award of compensation. 

(d) The Commission, on its own motion or on request of the 
claimant, may reconsider a decision granting or denying an award or 
determining its amount. An order on reconsideration of an award 
shall not require a refund of amounts previously paid, unless the 
award was obtained by fraud. The right of reconsideration does not 
affect the finality of a Commission decision for the purpose of judi¬ 
cial review. 

Section 13. Except as provided elsewhere in this Act, an 
award may be made whether or not any person is prosecuted or con¬ 
victed. Proof of conviction of a person whose acts give rise to a claim 
is conclusive evidence that the crime was committed, unless an ap¬ 
plication for rehearing, an appeal of the conviction or certiorari is 
pending, or a rehearing or new trial has been ordered. The Commis¬ 
sion may suspend the proceedings pending disposition of criminal 
prosecution that has been commenced or is imminent, but may 
make a tentative award under Section 13 of this act. 

Section 14. (a) If compensation is awarded, the state shall 
be subrogated to all the rights of a claimant to receive or recover 
from a collateral source to the extent that compensation was 
awarded, (b) In the event the claimant recovers compensation, other 
than under the provisions of this Act, for injuries or death resulting 
from criminally injurious conduct, the claimant shall retain, as trus¬ 
tee for the Commission, so much of the recovered funds as necessary 
to reimburse the Alabama Crime Victims Compensation Fund to the 
extent that compensation was awarded to the claimant from that 
Fund. The funds retained in trust shall be promptly paid over to the 
Commission and deposited in the Alabama Crime Victims Compen¬ 
sation Fund, (c) If a claimant brings an action to recover damages 
related to the criminally injurious conduct upon which compensa¬ 
tion is claimed or awarded, the claimant shall give the Commission 
written notice of the action. After receiving the notice, the Commis¬ 
sion may join in the action as a party plaintiff to recover the com¬ 
pensation awarded. 

Section 15. (a) Compensation for work loss, replacement 
services loss, dependent’s economic loss and dependent’s replace¬ 
ment service loss may not exceed Two Hundred Dollars ($200.00) 
per week, (b) Compensation payable to a victim and to all other 
claimants sustaining economic loss because of injury to or death of 
that victim may not exceed Ten Thousand Dollars ($10,000.00) in 
the aggregate, (c) The Commission may provide for the payment to 
a claimant in a lump sum or in installments. At the request of the 
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claimant, the Commission may convert future economic loss, other 
than allowable expense, to a lump sum, but only upon a finding by 
the Commission of either of the following: 

(1) That the award in a lump sum will promote the interests 
of the claimant; or 

(2) That the present value of all future economic loss, other 
than allowable expense, does not exceed One Thousand Dollars 
($ 1 , 000 . 00 ). 

(d) An award payable in installments for future economic loss 
may be made only for a period as to which the Commission can rea¬ 
sonably determine future economic loss. An award payable in in¬ 
stallments for future economic loss may be modified by the Commis¬ 
sion upon its findings that a material and substantial change of 
circumstances has occurred, (e) An award shall not be subject to 
State or Municipal taxation or to execution, attachment, or garnish¬ 
ment, except as the same may pertain to an obligation for the sup¬ 
port of dependent children or as the same may pertain to a creditor 
which has provided products, services or accommodations, the costs 
of which are included in the award, (f) An assignment by the claim¬ 
ant to any future award under the provisions of this act is unen¬ 
forceable, except: 

(1) An assignment of any award for work loss to assure pay¬ 
ment of court-ordered child support; or 

(2) An assignment of any award for allowable expense to the 
extent that the benefits are for the cost of products, services or ac¬ 
commodations necessitated by the injury or death on which the 
claim is based and are provided or to be provided by the assignee. 

Section 16. (a) There is hereby established a special fund 
to be known as the Alabama Crime Victims Compensation Fund, (b) 
The said fund shall be placed under the management or administra¬ 
tion of the Alabama Crime Victims Compensation Commission for 
purposes of providing compensation or other benefits to crime vic¬ 
tims and for purposes of implementing the provisions of this Act. (c) 
Such fund shall consist of all monies collected or received by the 
Alabama Crime Victims Compensation Commission from any 
source, (d) The Commission shall have such control of such funds as 
shall not be inconsistent with the provisions of this Act and with the 
laws of Alabama, (e) All monies of the Commission shall be covered 
into the State Treasury or deposited in a special trust account and 
may be withdrawn therefrom by vouchers or check signed by the 
Chairman of the Commission pursuant to authorization given by the 
Commissioner. All investments of monies in the fund shall be either 
deposited with the state treasurer for safekeeping upon receipt of 
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the state treasurer therefor or deposited with any such bank in a 
custodial account. The commission shall have authority to expend 
monies in the fund in accordance with the provisions of this Act and 
to invest any monies so received pending other needs therefor in any 
investments which are legal investments for insurance companies 
under the laws of the state, (f) No member of the Commission shall 
have any interest in any such investments or receive any commission 
with respect thereto, (g) It shall be the duty of the Commission to 
keep detailed permanent records of all expenditures and disburse¬ 
ments from such fund, (h) The Commission is authorized to accept 
and use funds available to it from all sources, such as grants, appro¬ 
priations, gifts, donations and other sources for purposes of imple¬ 
menting the provisions of this Act. (i) The Commission may not 
award any monies for the six (6) months immediately following pas¬ 
sage of this act. (j) The Commission may not award or promise to 
award more monies than are available in the fund, (k) The Commis¬ 
sion shall not spend more than twenty percent (20%) of its funds 
for administrative costs. 

Section 17. (a) In all criminal and quasi-criminal proceed¬ 
ings for the violation of laws of the state or municipal ordinances 
which are tried in any court or tribunal in this state, wherein the 
defendant is adjudged guilty or pleads guilty or wherein a bond is 
forfeited and the result of the forfeiture is a final disposition of the 
case or wherein any penalty is imposed, there is hereby imposed an 
additional cost of court in the amount of $2.00 for each traffic in¬ 
fraction, $10.00 in each such proceeding where the offense consti¬ 
tutes a misdemeanor and/or a violation of a municipal ordinance 
other than traffic infractions and $15.00 in each such proceeding 
where the offense constitutes a felony; provided, however, that there 
shall be no additional costs imposed for violations relating to park¬ 
ing of vehicles. 

The amount of all such costs shall be remitted by the person or 
authority collecting the same to the chairman of the commission on 
the tenth day of each month next succeeding that in which the cost 
is paid. It shall be the duty of the clerk or other authority collecting 
the said court costs to keep accurate records of the amounts due the 
Commission for the benefit of the fund under this section, (b) In 
addition to the imposition of any other costs, penalties or fines im¬ 
posed pursuant to law, any person convicted or pleading guilty to a 
felony involving criminally injurious conduct shall be ordered to pay 
a victim compensation assessment of not less than Twenty-five Dol¬ 
lars ($25.00), nor more than Ten Thousand Dollars ($10,000.00), for 
each such felony for which such person was convicted. In imposing 
this penalty, the court shall consider factors such as the severity of 
the crime, the prior criminal record, and the ability of the defendant 
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to pay, as well as the economic impact of the victim compensation 
assessment on the dependents of the defendant. Such additional as¬ 
sessment or penalty shall be collected by the clerk of the court im¬ 
posing the same and shall be promptly paid over to the Commission. 

Section 18. (a) Any person who confers, offers, or agrees to 
confer anything of value upon a member, agent or employee of the 
Alabama Crime Victims Compensation Commission with the intent 
that such member’s or agent’s or employee’s vote, opinion, judgment 
or exercise of discretion or other action in such member’s or agent’s 
or employee’s official capacity will thereby be influenced shall be 
guilty of a Class B felony, (b) Any member, agent or employee of the 
Alabama Crime Victims Compensation Commission who shall so¬ 
licit, accept, or agree to solicit or accept anything of value upon an 
agreement or understanding that such member’s or agent’s or em¬ 
ployee’s vote, opinion, judgment or exercise of discretion or other 
action as such member, agent, or employee will thereby be influ¬ 
enced shall be guilty of a Class B felony, (c) It shall not be a defense 
to a prosecution under this section that the member, agent or em¬ 
ployee sought to be influenced was not qualified to act in the desired 
way because of a lack of jurisdiction or for any other reason. 

Section 19. (a) A member, agent or employee of the Ala¬ 
bama Crime Victims Compensation Commission commits the crime 
of failing to disclose a conflict of interest if such member, agent or 
employee exercises any discretionary function in connection with a 
Commission contract, purchase, payment or other pecuniary trans¬ 
action pertaining to the Commission without advance public disclos¬ 
ure of a known potential conflicting interest in the transaction, (b) A 
“potential conflicting interest” exists, but is not limited to, when the 
member, agent or employee of the Commission is a director, presi¬ 
dent, general manager or similar executive officer, or owns directly 
or indirectly a substantial portion of any nongovernmental entity 
participating in the transaction, (c) Public disclosure shall mean a 
public announcement and written notification to the attorney gen¬ 
eral. (d) Failing to disclose a conflict of interest is a Class C felony. 

Section 20. (a) Any member, agent or employee of the Ala¬ 
bama Crime Victims Compensation Commission who shall know¬ 
ingly make a false entry or falsely alter any Commission record; or 
who shall intentionally destroy, mutilate, conceal, remove or other¬ 
wise impair the verity or availability of any Commission record with 
the knowledge of a lack of authority to do so; or who shall possess a 
record of the Commission and refuse to deliver up such record upon 
proper request of a person lawfully entitled to receive the same shall 
be guilty of a Class C felony. 

Section 21 . (a) Any person who shall knowingly furnish any 
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false information to the Alabama Crime Victims Compensation 
Commission or to any member, agent or employee thereof with the 
intent to defraud the said Commission; or with the intent to obtain 
an award of compensation for a person not entitled to receive the 
same shall be guilty of a Class C felony, (b) Any person who shall 
knowingly fail or omit to disclose a material fact or circumstance to 
the Alabama Crime Victims Compensation Commission or to any 
member, agent or employee thereof which is material to a claim for 
an award of compensation with the intent to defraud the Commis¬ 
sion or with the intent to cause a person to obtain or receive an 
award of compensation to which such person is not entitled shall be 
guilty of a Class C felony. 

Section 22. (a) Any person who shall knowingly obtain or 
exert any unauthorized control over any money or securities held on 
behalf of or in trust for the Alabama Crime Victims Compensation 
Commission with intent to deprive such Commission of such money 
or securities shall be guilty of a Class C felony, (b) Any person who 
shall knowingly obtain by deception any control over any money or 
securities held on behalf of or in trust for the Alabama Crime Vic¬ 
tims Compensation Commission with intent to deprive such Com¬ 
mission of such money or securities shall be guilty of a Class C 
felony. 

Section 23. Any person who shall perpetrate any criminally 
injurious conduct on the person of another or who shall be convicted 
of a felony after making application to the Alabama Crime Victims 
Compensation Commission for compensation shall not be eligible or 
entitled to receive compensation pursuant to any provision of this 
Act. 

Section 24. The provisions of this act are severable. If any 
portion of this act shall be declared invalid or unconstitutional, such 
declaration shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 25. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
Act are hereby repealed. 

Section 26. This Act shall become effective immediately 
upon its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its other¬ 
wise becoming a law.

To amend Section 36-30-2, Code of Alabama 1975, which provides for the com¬ 
pensation paid to dependents of peace officers or firemen killed in the performance of 
duty, so as to increase said compensation. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Section 36-30-2, Code of Alabama 1975, is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

“§ 36-30-2. 

“In the event a peace officer or a fireman is killed, either acci¬ 
dentally or deliberately, or dies as a result of injuries received while 
engaged in the performance of his duties, his dependents shall be 
entitled to compensation in the; amount of $20,000.00 to be paid 
from the state treasury as provided in section 36-30-3, unless such 
death was caused by the willful misconduct of the officer or was due 
to his own intoxication or his willful failure or refusal to use safety 
appliances provided by his employer or his willful refusal or neglect 
to perform a statutory duty or any other willful violation of a law or 
his willful breach of a reasonable rule or regulation governing the 
performance of his duties or his employment of which rule or regula¬ 
tion he had knowledge. Any peace officer or any fireman whose 
death results proximately and within ten years from an injury re¬ 
ceived while performing his duties shall, for the purposes of this ar¬ 
ticle, be deemed to have been killed while in the performance of 
such duties.” 

Section 2. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise be¬ 
coming a law.

AN ACT 

To amend Code of Alabama 1975, Section 40-20-2, so as to provide for an exemp¬ 
tion for certain uses of natural gas from the Privilege Tax on Production. 
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Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Section 40-20-2, Code of Alabama 1975, is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

‘‘Section 40-20-2. Levy and amount of tax upon business of 
producing or severing oil or gas from soil, etc., generally. 

(a) There is hereby levied, to be collected hereafter, as herein 
provided, annual privilege taxes upon every person engaging or con¬ 
tinuing to engage within the State of Alabama in the business of 
producing or severing oil or gas, as defined herein, from the soil or 
waters, or from beneath the soil or the waters, of the state for sale, 
transport, storage, profit or for use. The amount of such tax shall be 
measured at the rate of eight percent of the gross value of said oil or 
gas at the point of production except as provided herein. All wells 
producting 25 barrels or less of oil per day or producing 200,000 cu¬ 
bic feet or less of gas per day shall be taxed at the rate of four per¬ 
cent of gross value of said oil or gas at the point of production; and 
all oil or gas produced by offshore production, as defined herein, 
shall be taxed at the rate of six percent of gross value of said oil or 
gas production at the point of production. 

(b) The tax is hereby levied upon the basis of the entire pro¬ 
duction in this state, including what is known as the royalty interest, 
on which production the amount of such tax shall be a lien, regard¬ 
less of the place of sale or to whom sold, or by whom used, or the 
fact that the delivery may be made to points outside the state; and 
the tax shall accrue at the time such oil or gas is severed from the 
soil or the waters, or from beneath the soil or the waters, and in its 
natural, unrefined or unmanufactured condition. Provided, however, 
that natural gas lawfully injected into the earth for cycling, repres¬ 
suring, pressure maintenance, or lifting of oil, or lawfully vented or 
flared in connection with the production of oil shall be exempt from 
this tax; however, if any gas so injected into the earth is sold for 
such purposes, then the gas so sold shall not be exempt from this 
tax. 

(c) A county, city, town or municipality of the State of Ala¬ 
bama shall not establish, levy impose or collect, as a condition of 
doing business or otherwise, any tax, fee, license, or charge whatso¬ 
ever, directly or indirectly, on or with respect to the production, 
treating, processing, ownership, sale, storage, purchase, marketing or 
transportation on any oil or gas produced in the State of Alabama 
and on which severance taxes have been paid to the State of Ala¬ 
bama, or upon the business of producing, treating, processing, own¬ 
ing, selling, buying, storing, marketing, or transporting such oil or 
gas, or upon the ownership, operation or maintenance of plants, fa¬ 
cilities, machinery, pipelines, gathering lines or any equipment 
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whatsoever, which are, or may be, necessary or convenient to the 
production, treating, processing, ownership, storage, sale, purchase, 
marketing or transportation of such oil or gas; provided, that noth¬ 
ing herein shall be construed to prohibit, limit or restrict a county, 
city, town or municipality from imposing and collecting ad valorem 
taxes on any property, real or personal, not otherwise now exempted 
by law; further, the limitation herein imposed upon counties, cities, 
towns and municipalities shall not apply to any county, city, town or 
municipality which does not receive a share of the severance tax lev¬ 
ied upon production other than offshore production as defined in 
Section 40-20-1 under the provisions of this article. Said limitation 
herein imposed upon counties, cities, towns and municipalities shall 
remain in full force and effect in regard to offshore production as 
defined in Section 40-20-1. 

(d) Nothing contained herein shall be deemed to limit or to 
enlarge the authority of a county, city, town or municipality to levy 
taxes or licenses on oil refining facilities located therein or on the 
suppliers of services or goods not including oil or gas to those per¬ 
sons engaging in the business of producing, treating, processing, 
owning, selling, buying, storing, marketing or transporting such oil 
or gas. Provided, however, no such taxes or licenses shall be levied 
on offshore drilling or production facilities as defined in Section 40- 
20 - 1 . 


(e) In all cases of production of oil from unit operations as au¬ 
thorized and approved by the State Oil and Gas Board of Alabama, 
for purposes of computing the per well production aforesaid, the ag¬ 
gregate production of oil from the entire unit shall be divided by the 
number of wells within the unit, including injection, disposal and 
other wells utilized in unit operations, and the quotient thereof shall 
be deemed and declared to be the number of barrels of oil produced 
from each well in such unit regardless of the actual amount of oil 
per day produced from the well if any.” 

Section 2. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
act are hereby repealed. 

Section 3. This act shall become effective the first day of the 
month following the month in which it is approved by the governor.

To amend Code of Alabama 1975, Section 9-17-25, so as to provide for an exemp¬ 
tion for certain uses of natural gas from the Conservation and Production Tax. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Section 9-17-25, Code of Alabama 1975, is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

“Section 9-17-25. Tax for expenses of administration and en¬ 
forcement of article—Levied; payment.—For the purpose of de¬ 
fraying the expenses connected with the administration and enforce¬ 
ment of this article, including the expense of the inspections, tests, 
analyses and all other expenses connected with the supervision and 
protection of crude petroleum oil and natural gas in the State of 
Alabama, there is hereby levied on the producer a tax equal in 
amount to two percent of the gross value, at the point of production, 
of the crude petroleum oil or natural gas produced for sale, trans¬ 
port, storage, profit or for use from any well or wells in the State of 
Alabama. Provided, however, that natural gas lawfully injected into 
the earth for cycling, repressuring, pressure maintenance, or lifting 
of oil, or lawfully vented or flared in connection with the production 
of oil shall be exempt from this tax; however, if any gas so injected 
into the earth is sold for such purposes, then the gas so sold shall 
not be exempt from this tax. The tax shall be paid to the Depart¬ 
ment of Revenue directly by the purchaser when authorized in writ¬ 
ing by the producer, and, when so paid, the producer or person in 
charge of production shall be relieved of any further liability. 

Section 2. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
act are hereby repealed. 

Section 3. This act shall become effective the first day of the 
month following the month in which it is approved by the governor.

To amend Section 40-20-8 (c), Code of Alabama 1975, as last amended, relating 
to the allocation and distribution of taxes from oil and gas production, so as to pro¬ 
vide further for the distribution of taxes collected within the jurisdiction of 
municipalities. 
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Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Section 40-20-8 (c), Code of Alabama, 1975, is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

“§ 40-20-8. 

(a) Ninety percent of the net amount of all taxes herein lev¬ 
ied on oil or gas from offshore production as herein defined shall be 
collected by the department and deposited to the state general fund. 
The remaining ten percent of such net amount shall be allocated 
and distributed by the Comptroller to the county in which the oil or 
gas was produced for county purposes or to be expended at the dis¬ 
cretion of the county governing body. 

“(b) Twenty-five percent of the net amount of all taxes herein 
levied and collected by the department except as provided herein in 
subsection (a) shall be deposited by the department to the general 
fund of the state. 

(c) Sixty-six and two-thirds percent of the remaining sev¬ 
enty-five percent of all taxes herein levied and collected by the de¬ 
partment, after the same has been certified into the state treasury, 
shall be allocated and distributed by the comptroller to the credit of 
the general fund of the state and to the county in which the oil or 
gas was produced and to the municipalities therein in the proportion 
set out in the following schedule: 

(1) Twenty-five percent of all taxes herein levied and col¬ 
lected on oil and gas produced from oil or gas wells located within 
any county, shall be allocated and distributed to each such county 
for county purposes or to be expended at the discretion of the 
county governing body. In all counties having a population of not 
less than 34,875 nor more than 36,000, according to the 1970 federal 
decennial census, such funds shall be allocated and distributed by 
the counties to the boards of education of the public schools in such 
counties on a pro rata basis as established by the number of children 
in net enrollment in the public schools during the prior school at¬ 
tendance year. In all counties having a population of not less than 
16,000 nor more than 16,250, according to the 1970 federal decennial 
census, such funds shall be allocated and distributed by the counties 
as follows: Each year the first $150,000.00 shall be paid to the custo¬ 
dian of the county school funds, and after the payment of said 
$150,000.00 each year, the balance of said funds shall be divided and 
paid one-third to the custodian of the county school funds and two- 
thirds to the county general funds. 

"(2) Ten percent of all taxes herein levied and collected on oil 
and gas produced from oil or gas wells located within the corporate 
limits or the police jurisdiction or any municipality shall be alio- 
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cated and distributed to each such municipality; except that all 
wells within the corporate limits of police jurisdiction of any munici¬ 
pality where taxes are levied and collected at a rate of 4 %, 10 % of 
all said 4% taxes shall be distributed to each such municipality. 

“(3) Fifty percent of the first $150,000.00 remaining, or any 
part thereof, collected per year under the provisions of this article, 
shall be allocated and distributed to the state, 42 Vi percent to the 
county and seven and one-half percent to municipalities therein on 
a population basis. 

“(4) Eighty-four percent of all remaining sums collected per 
year under the provisions of this article shall be allocated and dis¬ 
tributed to the state, 14 percent to the county and two percent to 
municipalities therein on a population basis. 

“(d) Sixteen and two-thirds percent of the remaining seventy- 
five percent of all taxes herein levied and collected by the depart¬ 
ment shall be certified into the state treasury to the credit of the 
state general fund. 

“(e) Sixteen and two-thirds percent of the remaining seventy- 
five percent of all taxes herein levied and collected by the depart¬ 
ment on oil and gas produced from oil or gas wells located within 
any county shall be allocated and distributed to each such county 
for county purposes, to be expended at the discretion of the county 
governing body.” 

Section 2. This Act shall become effective on the first day of 
the second month following its passage and approval by the Gover¬ 
nor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

AN ACT 

A bill to amend Act No. 83-498, 1983 Regular Session of the Legislature of Ala¬ 
bama, to make the appropriation contained in said Act No. 83-498 in the amount of 
Six Million Five Hundred Thousand Dollars ($6,500,000), constitute and consist of a 
supplemental appropriation for the period ending September 30, 1983 and an appro- 
priation for subsequent fiscal years, from monies comprising Trust Capital of The 
Alabama Heritage Trust Fund created by an amendment to the Constitution of Ala¬ 
bama of 1901, proposed by Act No. 81-1178, 1981 Third Special Session, for the pur¬ 
pose of payment by the State of Alabama of requisitions submitted by the Alabama 
Housing Finance Authority for its payment of costs and expenditures (including 
funding of debt service reserve funds) incurred by it in the exercise of the powers 
granted to it by law, and to validate disbursements made to said Authority between 
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August 1, 1983 and October 31, 1983 and to provide that any requisitions paid after 
December 31, 1983 shall only be made in connection with issuance of single family 
mortgage revenue bonds, the interest on which is exempt from federal income 
taxation. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Act No. 83-498,1983 Regular Session of the Legis¬ 
lature of Alabama, is hereby amended to read as follows: 

“Section 1. Appropriation. In addition to any and all other 
funds heretofore appropriated, there is hereby further appropriated 
for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1983 and for the fiscal years 
subsequent to September 30,1983, the sum of Six Million Five Hun¬ 
dred Dollars ($6,500,000) from the monies comprising Trust Capital 
of The Alabama Heritage Trust Fund created by an amendment to 
the Constitution of Alabama of 1901, which was proposed by Act 
No. 81-1178, 1981 Third Special Session, ratified by the qualified 
electors of the State as an amendment to the Constitution on March 
2,1982, and proclaimed ratified by the Governor on March 17,1982. 
The purpose of this appropriation is the payment by the State of 
Alabama of requisitions submitted to the State, in accordance with 
the provisions of Section 2 herein by the Alabama Housing Finance 
Authority for payment by said Authority of costs and expenditures 
incurred by it in the exercise of the powers granted to it by law. 

“Section 2. Disbursement of Appropriated Monies. The mon¬ 
ies so appropriated shall be held in The Alabama Heritage Trust 
Fund until disbursed from time to time for the purpose for which 
appropriated. Monies so held in The Alabama Heritage Trust Fund 
shall be disbursed to the State Comptroller at such time as the State 
Comptroller receives requisitions signed by the Chairman or Vice 
Chairman of the Alabama Housing Finance Authority requesting 
such disbursement. Each such requisition must state the fees, 
charges and other expenditures (which may include without limita¬ 
tion costs incurred in connection with issuance of the Authority’s 
bonds and monies necessary to establish bond issue debt service re¬ 
serve funds) to be paid pursuant thereto, the persons, institutions, 
firms and corporations to whom such fees, charges and other ex¬ 
penditures are owed or are to be paid and the amount payable to 
each of such persons, institutions, firms and corporations, and for 
periods subsequent to December 31, 1983 shall state that such ex¬ 
penditures are incurred in connection with the issuance of single 
family mortgage revenue bonds. Upon the receipt of requisitions 
containing such information and signed as aforesaid, the State 
Comptroller shall draw warrants in such amounts as are so specified, 
payable to the Alabama Housing Finance Authority, as shall be nec¬ 
essary to provide for the payment by the Alabama Housing Finance 
Authority of all the fees, charges and other expenditures described 
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in such requisitions. All disbursements by the State Comptroller of 
funds so appropriated which were made between August 1,1983 and 
October 31, 1983 are hereby validated. Notwithstanding any other 
provisions of this Act, no such requisition shall be paid after Decem¬ 
ber 31, 1983 except for fees, charges and other expenditures as set 
forth above which are incurred in connection with issuance by the 
Alabama Housing Finance Authority of single family mortgage reve¬ 
nue bonds or notes, the interest or income on which is at the time of 
issuance thereof exempt from federal income taxation. 

“Section 3. Legislative Intent and Purpose. It is declared to be 
the intent and purpose of the Legislature that the sum of Six Mil¬ 
lion Five Hundred Thousand Dollars ($6,500,000), as appropriated 
in Section 1 herein, shall be used for the purpose of payment by the 
State of Alabama of requisitions submitted in accordance with the 
Section 2 hereof during the remainder of calendar year 1983 and 
during fiscal years subsequent to ended September 30, 1983 by the 
Alabama Housing Finance Authority in the exercise of the powers 
granted to it by law. To this end, this appropriation is intended both 
as a supplemental appropriation for the fiscal year ending Septem¬ 
ber 30, 1983, and as an appropriation for the fiscal years subsequent 
to September 30, 1983. 

“Section 4. Severability. The provisions of this Act are severa¬ 
ble. If any part of this Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, 
such declaration shall not affect the part which remains. 

“Section 5. Effective Date. This Act shall become effective im¬ 
mediately upon its pssage and approval by the Governor, or upon its 
otherwise becoming a law. 

Section 2. Severability. The provisions of this Act are severa¬ 
ble. If any part of this Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, 
such declaration shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 3. Declarations of Existing Law. The provisions of 
this act shall be deemed declarative of existing law and shall not be 
construed in a manner adverse to the validity or the lawfulness of 
any requisitions of the Alabama Housing Finance Authority submit¬ 
ted or any payments thereof effected prior to the date of enactment 
hereof. 

Section 4. Effective Date. This Act shall become effective im¬ 
mediately upon its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon 
its otherwise becoming a law.

property of the Salvation Army, Inc., and the Elks Memorial Center, 
all community chests and united appeal funds, and all charitable, 
civic and eleemosynary organizations and institutions for whom they

Section 2. The provisions of this act shall be construed in 
pari materia with Section 36-27-6, Code of Alabama 1975; provided, 
however, those laws or parts of laws which are in conflict with the 
provisions of this act are hereby repealed. 

Section 3. The provisions of this act are severable. If any 
part of this act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declara¬ 
tion shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 4. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise be¬ 
coming a law.

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REPORT OF THE STATE JUDICIAL 
COMPENSATION COMMISSION 

TO THE 1984 REGULAR SESSION OF 
THE ALABAMA LEGISLATURE 

The Judicial Compensation Commission hereby files its report 
with the 1984 Regular Session of the Alabama Legislature. 

The Commission notes that the State appellate and trial judges 
received no salary adjustment in the 1983 Regular Session of the 
Legislature through either the report of this Commission or by legis¬ 
lative act. 

In considering the recommendations for State judicial compen¬ 
sation, this Commission concludes that the circuit judges of this 
State should be compensated at an amount equal to the annual sal¬ 
ary paid to United States District judges and that our appellate 
judges should receive compensation commensurate with the judges 
of the United States Courts of Appeals. Presently, these federal 
judges are paid over $20,000 more per annum than comparable state 
judges. The judges of our state courts come from the same rank and 
file of the legal profession as do federal judges. They try the same 
serious cases; they are just as competent; and their caseloads are 
double their counterparts in the federal system. 

We are also aware of the current shortfall of general fund reve¬ 
nues and the difficult task the Legislature has in the equitable dis¬ 
tribution of those funds. 

Accordingly, it is recommended to the Legislature that the an¬ 
nual salary and expense allowance to be paid from the state treasury 
for appellate, circuit, and district judges of this State be fixed at 
their current pay plus the same percentage increase which the Legis¬ 
lature enacts for state employees generally.

8, shall be immune from suit for any conduct in the course of 
their official duties. 

“Any attorney acting in compliance with DR 1-103 of the 
Code of Professional Responsibility of the Alabama State Bar 
shall be immune from civil suit. 

“(Amended eff. March 3, 1978; Nov. 7, 1983.)”

ORDER 

WHEREAS, this Court on January 26, 1983, acting upon the 
recommendation of the Board of Commissioners of the Alabama 
State Bar, adopted a certain amendment to Rule 3, Rules of Disci¬ 
plinary Enforcement; and 

WHEREAS, in that recommendation section (g) of Rule 3 was 
inadvertently omitted; and 

WHEREAS, the Board of Commissioners of the Alabama State 
Bar has recommended that Rule 3 be amended again so as to in¬ 
clude section (g); and 

WHEREAS, the Board of Commissioners of the Alabama State 
Bar has also recommended the amendment of Rule 4(a), Rules of 
Disciplinary Enforcement; and 

WHEREAS, the Court has considered these recommendations 
and considers it advisable to make those amendments, NOW 
THEREFORE, 

IT IS ORDERED as follows: 

1. That Rule 3, Rules of Disciplinary Enforcement, be amended 
to read as follows: 

TYPES OF DISCIPLINE 
Discipline shall consist of any of the following: 

(a) Disbarment. 

(b) Suspension for a fixed period of time. A suspension of 
three months or less shall not require proof of rehabilitation; a 
suspension of more than three months shall require proof of 
rehabilitation to be demonstrated in a reinstatement proceed¬ 
ing. No suspension shall be ordered for a specific period in ex¬ 
cess of five years. (See Rule 19.) 

(c) Temporary suspension. On the joint petition of the 
General Counsel and the Disciplinary Commission, supported 
by an affidavit demonstrating facts personally known to affiant 
showing that an attorney appears to be causing great public 
harm by misappropriating funds to his own use, or otherwise, 
the Disciplinary Board may issue a restraining order imposing 
temporary conditions of probation on the attorney, or tempora¬ 
rily suspend the attorney or both. Any order of temporary pro- 
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bation which restricts the attorney from maintaining a trust 
account, shall, when served on any bank maintaining an ac¬ 
count against which the attorney may make withdrawals, serve 
as the basis for a petition for an injunction to prevent the bank 
from further payment from the account or accounts on any 
oibligation. Any order of temporary suspension issued under 
this Rule shall preclude the attorney from accepting any new 
cases but shall not preclude his continuing to represent ex¬ 
isting clients during the first 28 days after issuance of such re¬ 
straining order; however, any fees tendered to the attorney 
during the 28 day period shall be deposited in a trust fund 
from which withdrawals may be made. The attorney may re¬ 
quest dissolution or amendment of any restraining order issued 
by the Disciplinary Board by petition filed with the Board, a 
copy of which shall be served on the General Counsel. The pe¬ 
tition for dissolution shall be set for hearing within 7 days 
before the Disciplinary Board. The Disciplinary Board shall 
decide the petition forthwith and with the utmost speed con¬ 
sistent with due process. The Disciplinary Board may modify 
its order if appropriate and continue such provisions of the or¬ 
der as may be appropriate until final disposition of all discipli¬ 
nary charges against the attorney. An appeal may be taken 
from decisions as provided in Rule 8. 

(d) Public censure. 

(e) Private reprimand. 

(f) Private informal admonition. 

(g) Suspension for noncompliance with the Rules for 
Mandatory Continuing Legal Education. As soon as practicable 
after January 1 of each year, commencing January 1, 1983, the 
Chairman of the Commission on Continuing Legal Education 
shall furnish to the Secretary of the Alabama State Bar (1) a 
list of those attorneys who have filed an annual report for the 
calendar year ending December 31, as required by Rule 5, 
Rules for Mandatory Continuing Legal Education, indicating 
that the attorneys have complied with the requirement of Rule 
3, Rules for Mandatory Continuing Legal Education for that 
calendar year, and (2) a list of attorneys who have filed an an¬ 
nual report on or before December 31 indicating that they have 
not complied with the requirement. The Secretary shall there¬ 
upon compile a list of the names of all attorneys who have 
failed to file the required annual report or who have filed the 
annual report indicating that they have not complied with the 
requirement of Rule 3, Rules for Mandatory Continuing Legal 
Education. The Chairman of the Disciplinary Commission 
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shall then serve by certified mail each attorney, whose name 
appears upon the list, compiled by the Secretary, of attorneys 
who have not complied with Rules 3 and 5, Rules for 
Mandatory Continuing Legal Education, with an order to show 
cause, within sixty (60) days why the attorney’s license should 
not be suspended at the expiration of the sixty (60) days, by 
furnishing the Disciplinary Commission with an affidavit (a) 
indicating that the attorney has complied with the requirement 
prior to the expiration of the sixty (60) days or (b) setting forth 
a valid excuse for failure to comply with the requirement be¬ 
cause of illness or other good cause. At the expiration of sixty 
(60) days from the date of the order to show cause, the Disci¬ 
plinary Commission shall enter an order suspending the law li¬ 
cense of each attorney who fails to file an affidavit satisfactory 
to the Disciplinary Commission as described in (a) and (b) 
above. At any time within three months after the Disciplinary 
Commission an affidavit indicating compliance with Rule 3, 
Rules for Mandatory Continuing Legal Education; and, if satis¬ 
factory to the Disciplinary Commission, the Disciplinary Com¬ 
mission shall forthwith enter an order reinstating the attorney. 

If an attorney has been suspended by the Disciplinary Com¬ 
mission for more than three months, he shall be required to file 
with the Disciplinary Board an affidavit indicating compliance 
with Rule 3, Rules for Mandatory Continuing Legal Education, 
together with a petition for reinstatement as provided in Rule 
19, Alabama Rules of Disciplinary Enforcement. An attorney 
may appeal to the Disciplinary Board from an order of suspen¬ 
sion or an order denying reinstatement entered by the Discipli¬ 
nary Commission. Additionally, any affected attorney may ap¬ 
peal any action of the Disciplinary Board to the Supreme 
Court under the disciplinary rules and procedures as in other 
cases provided. 

In all cases involving the imposition of discipline consist¬ 
ing of disbarment, suspension or public censure, or the transfer 
of an attorney to disability inactive status, notice shall be pub¬ 
lished in the official Bar publication and in a newspaper of gen¬ 
eral circulation in each judicial circuit of the State of Alabama 
in which the disciplined or disabled attorney maintained an of¬ 
fice for the practice of law. The costs of publishing said news¬ 
paper notice shall be assessed against the disciplined or dis¬ 
abled attorney. 

2. That Rule 4(a) of the Rules of Disciplinary Enforcement be 
amended to read as follows: 

(a) Establishment and membership of the disciplinary 
board. The Board of Commissioners of the Alabama State Bar 
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shall appoint from among their number five five-member 
boards, each to be known as “The Disciplinary Board of the 
Alabama State Bar” (hereinafter referred to as the “Discipli¬ 
nary Board”). As used in these Rules, “Disciplinary Board” 
shall refer to that Board involved in a particular disciplinary 
proceeding. The membership of each Board shall consist of two 
(2) members appointed for an initial term of three years, two 
(2) members appointed for an initial term of two years, and 
one (1) member appointed for an initial term of one year. 
Members thereafter appointed, except to fill unexpired terms, 
shall be appointed for a term of three years. 

Members of the Board of Bar Commissioners who are not 
appointed to the Disciplinary Commission, may be appointed 
by the Chairman of the Disciplinary Board hearing a matter, 
when needed, to insure a quorum of that Board. A roster shall 
be made of such members, and appointments shall be made 
from the roster on a rotation basis. 

3. These amendments shall become effective immediately. 

All Justices concur as to amendment to Rule 3, except Shores, 
J., not sitting; all Justices concur as to amendment to Rule 4(a).

APPENDIX A 

ALABAMA RULES OF CIVIL PROCEDURE 
RULE 51 

At the close of the evidence or at such earlier time during the 
trial as the court reasonably directs, any party may file and, in such 
event, shall serve on all opposing parties written requests that the 
court instruct the jury on the law as set forth in the requests. The 
court shall inform counsel of its proposed action upon the requests 
prior to their arguments to the jury, but the court shall instruct the 
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jury after the arguments are completed. The judge shall write 
“given” or “refused” as the case may be, on the request which 
thereby becomes a part of the record. Those requests marked 
“given” shall be read to the jury without reference as to which party 
filed the request. Neither the pleadings nor “given” written instruc¬ 
tions shall go into the jury room. Every oral charge shall be taken 
down by the court reporter as it is delivered to the jury. The refusal 
of a requested, written instruction, although a correct statement of 
the law, shall not be cause for reversal on appeal if it appears that 
the same rule of law was substantially and fairly given to the jury in 
the court’s oral charge or in charges given at the request of the par¬ 
ties. No party may assign as error the giving or failing to give a writ¬ 
ten instruction, or the giving of an erroneous, misleading, incom¬ 
plete, or otherwise improper oral charge unless he objects thereto 
before the jury retires to consider its verdict, stating the matter to 
which he objects and the grounds of his objection. Submission of 
additional explanatory instructions shall not be required unless re¬ 
quested by the court. Additional instructions shall be submitted in 
writing, except that with respect to any additional instruction taken 
from Alabama Pattern Jury Instructions, it shall be sufficient to 
identify said instruction on the record by reference to the number 
and title of said pattern jury instruction. Opportunity shall be given 
to make the objection out of the hearing of the jury. In charging the 
jury, the judge shall not express his opinion of the evidence.

Committee Comments to Amendment eff. March 1, 1984 . 

The amendment of March 1, 1984, added the sentence dealing 
with requested additional instructions taken from Alabama Pattern 
Jury Instructions. The rule had been interpreted in City of Bir¬ 
mingham v. Wright , 379 So. 2d 1264 (Ala. 1980), to require that ad¬ 
ditional requested instructions be in writing, even when they were 
specifically identified to the trial court as instructions included in 
Alabama Pattern Jury Instructions . This amendment solidifies the 
general requirement that requested additional instructions be sub¬ 
mitted in writing, but it dispenses with that requirement when the 
requested instruction is from Alabama Pattern Jury Instructions 
and is specifically identified by number and title. 
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APPENDIX B 

ALABAMA RULES OF CIVIL PROCEDURE 
RULE 55(c) 

(c) Setting Aside Default . In its discretion, the court may set 
aside an entry of default at any time before judgment. The court 
may on its own motion set aside a judgment by default within 30 
days after the entry of the judgment. The court may also set aside a 
judgment by default on the motion of a party filed not later than 30 
days after the entry of the judgment.

Committee Comments to Amendment to Rule 55(c) eff. March 1, 
1984 . 

Under Rule 55(c) as originally promulgated, the trial court had 
30 days from the date of a default judgment in which to set it aside; 
if the court took no action within that period, then the more rigid 
requirements of Rule 60(b) governed an attempt to set aside the de¬ 
fault judgment. Wiggins v. Tuscaloosa Warehouse Groceries, Inc., 
396 So. 2d 91 (Ala. 1981). The amendment of March 1, 1984, contin¬ 
ues the power of the court to set aside a default judgment within 30 
days on its own motion, but it is intended to insure also that when a 
party has filed a motion for relief from default judgment, the court 
can act on the motion beyond the 30 days, so long as the motion is 
filed within 30 days after the entry of the default judgment. See also 
the corresponding amendment to Rule 59.1, which expressly places 
Rule 55(c) motions to set aside default judgment within the 90-day 
limitation of Rule 59.1. Thus, the effect of these two amendments is 
that a Rule 55(c) motion to set aside a default judgment can be 
ruled upon beyond the 30 days, but if not ruled upon within the 90 
days allowed by Rule 59.1, will be deemed denied at the end of the 
90-day period. 
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APPENDIX C 

ALABAMA RULES OF CIVIL PROCEDURE 
RULE 58(b) 

(b) Sufficiency of Judgment, Order , or Minute Entry Thereof . 
A judgment or order, or the minute entry thereof, need not be 
phrased in formal language nor bear particular words of adjudica¬ 
tion. The judgment or order, or the minute entry thereof, will be 
sufficient if it is signed or initialed by the judge and indicates an 
intention to adjudicate, considering the whole record, and if it indi¬ 
cates the substance of the adjudication.

Committee Comments to Amendment to Rule 58(b) eff. March 
1, 1984 . 

This amendment added the requirement that a judgment, or¬ 
der, or minute entry be signed or initialed by the judge. Under Rule 
58(b) there have developed some problems in determining whether 
an order of the court is intended to serve as a judgment dispositive 
of the lawsuit or as an order of lesser proportions. See e.g. f Guilford 
v. Spartan Food Systems , Inc., 372 So. 2d 7 (Ala. 1979). This 
amendment requires the judge to add his signature or initials to the 
place in the record where the notation of the fact of the judgment 
appears. While this amendment does not alter the standard for eval¬ 
uating the sufficiency of the phraseology, it does require, in the form 
of a signing or initialing, a direct judicial intervention in the process 
of making up the judgment, order, or minute entry. This mandate of 
direct involvement by the court should result in a greater concern 
for the necessity for clarity in a judgment or order. 
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APPENDIX D 

ALABAMA RULES OF CIVIL PROCEDURE 
RULE 59.1 

No post-judgment motion filed pursuant to Rules 50, 52, 55 or 
59 shall remain pending in the trial court for more than 90 days, 
unless with the express consent of all the parties, which consent 
shall appear of record, or unless extended by the appellate court to 
which an appeal of the judgment would lie, and such time may be 
further extended for good cause shown. A failure by the trial court 
to dispose of any pending post-judgment motion within the time 
permitted hereunder, or any extension thereof, shall constitute a de¬ 
nial of such motion as of the date of the expiration of the period.

(dc) District Court Rule. Rule 59.1 applies in the district courts 
except that the time period of 90 days is reduced to 14 days. 

Committee Comments to Amendment effective March 1, 1984 . 

The amendment of March 1, 1984, added the reference to Rule 
55, and substituted the word “post-judgment” for the word “post¬ 
trial,” in recognition of the fact that motions pursuant to Rules 50, 
52, 55, and 59 will all be “post-judgment,” whereas Rule 55 motions 
will not be “post-trial.” This amendment expressly places motions 
to set aside default judgments under Rule 55(c) within this rule s 
policy of automatic denial after 90 days. Prior to a companion 
amendment to Rule 55(c), judicial action within the 30-day period 
following the default judgment was a prerequisite to relief under 
that rule. Rule 55(c) as amended allows the trial court to act beyond 
the 30 days upon a motion to set aside a default judgment, so long 
as the motion was filed within the 30 days, but subject to automatic 
denial after 90 days. 
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APPENDIX E 

ALABAMA RULES OP APPELLATE PROCEDURE 
RULE 4(a)(3) 

(3) The filing of a post-judgment motion pursuant to Rules 50, 
52, 55, or 59 of the Alabama Rules of Civil Procedure (ARCP) shall 
suspend the running of the time for filing a notice of appeal. In 
cases where post-judgment motions are filed, the full time fixed for 
filing a notice of appeal shall be computed from the date of the en¬ 
try in the civil docket of an order granting or denying such motion. 
If such post-judgment motion is deemed denied under the provi¬ 
sions of Rule 59.1 of the Alabama Rules of Civil Procedure, then the 
time for filing a notice of appeal shall be computed from the date of 
denial of such motion by operation of law, as provided for in Rule 
59.1. Any error or ground of reversal or modification of a judgment 
or order which was asserted in the trial court may be asserted on 
appeal without regard to whether such error or ground has been 
raised by motion in the trial court under Rule 52(b) or Rule 59 of 
the ARCP.

Court Comment Applicable to Amendment of March 1, 1984. 

Rule 4(a)(3) was amended effective March 1, 1984, to provide 
that the filing of a motion pursuant to Rule 55, A.R.Civ.P., to set 
aside a default judgment will have the effect of tolling the period for 
appeal. This amendment corresponds with amendments of the same 
date to Rules 55(c) and 59.1, A.R.Civ.P.

NOW, THEREFORE, IT IS HEREBY ORDERED that Tem¬ 
porary Rules 17 (“Pre-trial Appeals by the State”) and 18 (“Discov¬ 
ery”), Alabama Rules of Criminal Procedure (based upon the com¬ 
mittee’s proposed rules 15.7 and 16, respectively), appearing as 
Appendices “A” and “B” attached to this order and made a part 
thereof, be, and they hereby are, adopted. 

IT IS FURTHER ORDERED that Rules 1, 3, 4, 39, and 40, 
Alabama Rules of Appellate Procedure, be, and they hereby are, 
amended to read in accordance with appendices “C,” “D,” “E,” “F,” 
and “G,” respectively, attached to this order and made a part 
thereof. 

IT IS FURTHER ORDERED that these Temporary Rules 17 
and 18, Alabama Rules of Criminal Procedure, and these amend¬ 
ments to Rules 1, 3, 4, 39, and 40, Alabama Rules of Appellate Pro¬ 
cedure, shall become effective April 1, 1984.

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APPENDIX “A” 

TEMPORARY RULE 17. PRE-TRIAL APPEALS BY THE 

STATE. 

Temporary Rule 17 Appeal by State from Pre-trial Ruling. 

(a) Generally . An appeal may be taken by the state in a felony 
case to the court of criminal appeals from a pre-trial order of the 
circuit court 1) suppressing a confession or admission or other evi¬ 
dence, 2) dismissing an indictment, information, or complaint (or 
any part of an indictment, information, or complaint), or 3) quash¬ 
ing an arrest or search warrant. Such an appeal may be taken only if 
the district attorney certifies to the court of criminal appeals that 
the appeal is not brought for the purpose of delay and that the or¬ 
der, if not reversed on appeal, will be fatal to the prosecution of the 
charge. 

(b) Notice of Appeal; Time for Taking Pre-trial Appeal . The 
notice of appeal shall be filed both with the clerk of the circuit court 
and with the clerk of the court of criminal appeals and shall be filed 
within seven (7) days after the order has been entered, but in any 
case before the defendant has been placed in jeopardy under estab¬ 
lished rules of law. The notice of appeal shall specify the charge or 
charges as to which, and the defendant or defendants as to whom, 
the appeal is taken. In a case in which multiple offenses or multiple 
defendants have been joined for trial, such specification on appeal 
shall be jurisdictional. 

(c) Preference. All appeals and petitions for writs of certiorari 
pursuant to this rule shall have preference in the appropriate appel¬ 
late court and shall be diligently prosecuted. 

(d) Effect on Trial Court Proceedings. The filing of a notice of 
appeal in the circuit court pursuant to this rule shall stay the pro¬ 
ceedings in the circuit court as to any charge with respect to which, 
and any defendant against whom, the appeal is taken. 

(e) Briefs and Arguments on Appeal. Briefs and arguments in 
the court of criminal appeals shall be in accordance with the Ala¬ 
bama Rules of Appellate Procedure, except that with regard to 
briefs and arguments that court may make such exceptions to those 
rules as it deems necessary or desirable in a particular case. 

(f) Record on Appeal. The record on appeal shall be filed with 
the court of criminal appeals in accordance with the Alabama Rules 
of Appellate Procedure, except that that court may require the filing 
of such a different record and may impose such a different schedule 
as that court may deem necessary or desirable in a particular case. 

(g) Rehearings and Certiorari. When the court of criminal ap- 
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peals has rendered a judgment in a pre-trial appeal taken pursuant 
to this rule, a party may within seven (7) days apply to that court 
for a rehearing. Applications for rehearing shall be subject to the 
provisions of Rule 40, Alabama Rules of Appellate Procedure, as 
amended to accommodate pre-trial appeals pursuant to this rule. Ei¬ 
ther party, whether or not that party has applied for a rehearing, 
may, within seven (7) days of the judgment of the court of criminal 
appeals, or within seven (7) days of that court’s order overruling an 
application for rehearing, file in the supreme court a petition for 
writ of certiorari to review any decision of the court of criminal ap¬ 
peals rendered in a pre-trial appeal pursuant to this rule. Petitions 
for writs of certiorari shall be subject to the provisions of Rule 39, 
Alabama Rules of Appellate Procedure, as amended to accommo¬ 
date pre-trial appeals pursuant to this rule. 

(h) Effect of Ruling in Pre-trial Appeal. If the trial court’s rul¬ 
ing is upheld following a pre-trial appeal taken pursuant to this rule, 
then that affirmance shall operate as a bar to any further prosecu¬ 
tion of the defendant or defendants as to whom the appeal was 
taken for any crime involved in the charge or charges as to which 
the appeal was taken, unless the trial court shall find that the subse¬ 
quent prosecution is primarily based upon significant new evidence 
not reasonably available to the state when the pre-trial appeal was 
taken. 
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APPENDIX “B” 

TEMPORARY RULE 18. DISCOVERY 
Temporary Rule 18.1 Discovery by the Defendant. 

(a) Statements of Defendant. Upon motion of the defendant 
the court shall order the district attorney: 

(1) To permit the defendant to inspect and copy any writ¬ 
ten or recorded statements made by the defendant to any law 
enforcement officer, official, or employee which are within the 
possession, custody, or control of the state, the existence of 
which is known to the district attorney; and 

(2) To disclose the substance of any oral statements made 
by the defendant before or after arrest to any law enforcement 
officer, official, or employee which the state intends to offer in 
evidence at the trial. 

(b) Statements of Co-defendant or Accomplice. Upon motion of 
the defendant the court shall order the district attorney: 

(1) To permit the defendant to inspect any copy any writ¬ 
ten or recorded statements which the state intends to offer in 
evidence at the trial made by a co-defendant or accomplice to 
any law enforcement officer, official, or employee, which are 
within the possession, custody, or control of the state, the exis¬ 
tence of which is known to the district attorney; and 

(2) To disclose the substance of any oral statements made 
by any such co-defendant or accomplice before or after arrest 
to any law enforcement officer, official, or employee which the 
state intends to offer in evidence at the trial. 

(c) Documents and Tangible Objects. Upon motion of the de¬ 
fendant the court shall order the district attorney to permit the de¬ 
fendant to analyze, inspect, and copy or photograph books, papers, 
documents, photographs, tangible objects, controlled substances, 
buildings or places, or portions of any of these things, which are 
within the possession, custody, or control of the state and: 

(1) Which are material to the preparation of his defense; 
provided, however, the defendant shall not be permitted to dis¬ 
cover or inspect reports, memoranda, witness lists, or other in¬ 
ternal state documents made by the district attorney or his 
agents, or by law enforcement agents, in connection with the 
investigation or prosecution of the case, or statements made by 
state witnesses or prospective state witnesses; 

(2) Which are intended for use by the state as evidence at 
the trial; or 
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(3) Which were obtained from or belongs to the defendant. 

The court shall impose such conditions or qualifications as may 
be necessary to protect the chain of custody of evidence, or the at¬ 
torney’s, law enforcement officer’s, or investigator’s work product, or 
to prevent loss or destruction of such documents or objects. 

(d) Reports of Examinations and Tests. Upon motion of the 
defendant the court shall order the district attorney to permit the 
defendant to inspect and copy any results or reports of physical or 
mental examinations or scientific tests or experiments, if the exami¬ 
nations, tests, or experiments were made in connection with the par¬ 
ticular case and the results or reports are within the possession, cus¬ 
tody, or control of the state, and their existence is known to the 
district attorney. 

(e) Information Not Discoverable. Except as provided in (a), 
(b), and (d), the discovery or inspection of reports, memoranda, wit¬ 
ness lists, or other internal state documents made by the district 
attorney or his agents, or by law enforcement agents, in connection 
with the investigation or prosecution of the case, or of statements 
made by state witnesses or prospective state witnesses, is not 
authorized. 

(f) Discovery Under Other Provisions of Law. Nothing in this 
Temporary Rule 18.1 shall be construed to limit the discovery of 
exculpatory material or other material to which a defendant is enti¬ 
tled under constitutional provisions or other provisions of law. 

Temporary Rule 18.2 Discovery by the State. 

(a) Documents and Tangible Objects. Upon motion of the state 
the court shall order the defendant to permit the state to analyze, 
inspect, and copy or photograph books, papers, documents, photo¬ 
graphs, tangible objects, buildings or places, or portions of any of 
these things, which are within the possession, custody, or control of 
the defendant and which the defendant intends to introduce in evi¬ 
dence at the trial. 

(b) Personal Physical Evidence. Upon motion of the state, and 
solely in connection with the particular offense with which he is 
charged, the court shall order the defendant to: 

(1) Appear in a line-up; 

(2) Speak for identification by witnesses; 

(3) Be fingerprinted, palmprinted, footprinted, or voice- 
printed; 

(4) Pose for photographs not involving re-enactment of an 
event; 
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(5) Try on clothing; 

(6) Permit the taking of samples of his hair, blood, saliva, 
urine, or other specified materials which involve no unreasona¬ 
ble intrusions into his body; 

(7) Provide specimens of his handwriting; or 

(8) Submit to a reasonable physical inspection or medical 
examination of his body, provided such inspection or examina¬ 
tion does not include psychiatric or psychological examination. 

The defendant shall be entitled to the presence of counsel at the 
taking of such evidence. This section shall supplement and not limit 
any other procedures established by law. 

(c) Reports of Examinations and Tests . Upon motion of the 
state, the court shall order the defendant to permit the state to in¬ 
spect and copy any results or reports of physical or mental examina¬ 
tions, and of scientific tests or experiments made in connection with 
the particular case, which are within the possession or control of the 
defendant and which he intends to introduce in evidence at the trial 
or which were prepared by a witness whom the defendant intends to 
call at the trial, if the results or reports relate to the witness’s 
testimony. 

(d) Information Not Discoverable. Except as to scientific or 
medical reports, this rule does not authorize the discovery or inspec¬ 
tion of reports, memoranda, or other internal defense documents 
made by the defendant or his attorneys or agents in connection with 
the investigation or defense of the case; nor shall this rule authorize 
discovery or inspection of statements made by the defendant to his 
attorneys or agents, or statements by state or defense witnesses, or 
prospective state or defense witnesses, to the defendant, his attor¬ 
neys, or his agents. 

Temporary Rule 18.3 Continuing Duty To Disclose. 

Subsequent to compliance with an order issued pursuant to 
Temporary Rule 18.1 or 18.2, and prior to or during trial, if a party 
discovers additional evidence or decides to use additional evidence, 
which information has been subject to discovery under this rule, 
that party shall promptly notify the court and the opposing party of 
the existence of the additional evidence to allow the court to modify 
its previous order for additional discovery or inspection. 

Temporary Rule 18.4 Protective Orders and Conditions of 

Discovery. 

(a) Showing . Upon a sufficient showing the court shall at any 
time order that the discovery, examination, or inspection be denied, 
restricted, or deferred, or make such other order as is appropriate. 
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Upon motion by a party, the court may permit a party to make such 
showing, in whole or in part, in the form of a written statement to 
be inspected by the judge alone. 

(b) Effect of Protective Order. If the court enters an order 
granting relief following such a showing, the entire text of the 
party’s statement shall be sealed and preserved in the records of the 
court to be made available to the appellate court in the event of an 
appeal. 

(c) General and Special Conditions of Discovery. An order of 
the court granting discovery under this Temporary Rule 18 shall 
specify the time, place, and manner of making the discovery and 
inspection permitted, and may prescribe such terms and conditions 
as are just. 

Temporary Rule 18.5 Relief for Noncompliance; Reciprocal 

Discovery. 

(a) Noncompliance. If at any time during the course of the pro¬ 
ceedings it is brought to the attention of the court that a party has 
failed to comply with this rule, or with an order issued pursuant to 
this rule, the court may order such party to permit the discovery or 
inspection; grant a continuance if requested by the aggrieved party; 
prohibit the party from introducing evidence not disclosed; or enter 
such other order as the court deems just under the circumstances. 

(b) Reciprocal Discovery. Any order of discovery entered under 
Temporary Rule 18.1 or 18.2 shall be conditioned upon the opposing 
party’s complying with all orders of discovery imposed by the court 
in accordance with these rules. 
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APPENDIX “C” 

ALABAMA RULES OF APPELLATE PROCEDURE 

Rule 1 

SCOPE OF RULES 

These rules govern appeals to the Supreme Court, the Court of 
Civil Appeals, and the Court of Criminal Appeals, and proceedings 
on petitions for writs or other relief which these courts or judges 
thereof are empowered to grant. All cases appealable to the Court of 
Criminal Appeals shall be governed by those rules contained herein 
which are applicable to appeals to that court; and, pre-trial appeals 
by the state in criminal cases shall be governed also by the rule of 
criminal procedure providing for such appeals. These rules shall not 
be construed to extend or limit the jurisdiction of these appellate 
courts as established by constitution or law. They shall be construed 
so as to assure the just, speedy, and inexpensive determination of 
every appellate proceeding on its merits.

The amendment of April 1, 1984, added the reference in the 
second sentence to pre-trial appeals by the state in criminal cases.

ALABAMA RULES OF APPELLATE PROCEDURE 

Rule 4 

APPEAL AS OF RIGHT—WHEN TAKEN 

(a) Appeals Generally . 

(1) Except as otherwise provided herein, in all cases in 
which an appeal is permitted by law as of right to the supreme 
court or to a court of appeals, the notice of appeal required by 
Rule 3 shall be filed with the clerk of the trial court within 42 
days (six weeks) of the date of the entry of the judgment or 
order appealed from. In appeals from the following orders or 
judgments, such notice of appeal shall be filed within 14 days 
(two weeks) of the date of the entry of the order or judgment 
appealed from: (A) any interlocutory order granting, continu¬ 
ing, modifying, refusing, or dissolving an injunction, or refusing 
to dissolve or modify an injunction; (B) any interlocutory order 
appointing or refusing to appoint a receiver; (C) any interlocu¬ 
tory order determining the right to public office; and (D) any 
judgment in an action for the validation of public obligations, 
including any action wherein a judgment is entered with re¬ 
spect to the validity of obligations of the state of Alabama or 
any agency or instrumentality thereof. A pre-trial appeal by 
the state shall be taken within the time allowed by the rule of 
criminal procedure providing for such an appeal. On an appeal 
from a judgment or order a party shall be entitled to a review 
of any judgment, order, or ruling of the trial court.

(b) Appeals in Criminal Cases .

(1) Circuit Court. In a criminal case a notice of appeal by 
the defendant shall be filed with the clerk of the trial court 
within 42 days (six weeks) after pronouncement of the sen¬ 
tence, provided that the notice of appeal may be oral, as pro¬ 
vided in Rule 3(a)(2). A notice of appeal filed after the an¬ 
nouncement of a decision or order, but before pronouncement 
of the sentence, shall be treated as having been filed after pro¬ 
nouncement of the sentence and on the day thereof. If a mo¬ 
tion in arrest of judgment, motion for a new trial, or motion for 
judgment of acquittal has been filed within 30 days from pro¬ 
nouncement of the sentence, an appeal may be taken within 42 
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days (six weeks) after the denial or overruling of the motion. A 
motion in arrest of judgment, motion for new trial, or motion 
for judgment of acquittal filed before pronouncement of the 
sentence shall be treated as having been filed immediately af¬ 
ter pronouncement of the sentence and on the day thereof. 
When notice of appeal is made or filed before the timely filing 
of a motion in arrest of judgment, motion for new trial, or mo¬ 
tion for judgment of acquittal, or during the pendency of such 
a timely filed motion, the time for filing of the court reporter’s 
transcript and the clerk’s record shall be governed by Rule 
11(b) and (c) as if the notice of appeal had been filed on the 
date of the overruling of such motion. When an appeal by the 
state as of right is authorized by statute or rule, the notice of 
appeal shall be filed in the trial court within 42 days (six 
weeks) after the decision, order, or judgment appealed from; 
except that any pre-trial appeal by the state shall be taken 
within the time allowed by the rule of criminal procedure pro¬ 
viding for such appeals.

Rule 39 

REVIEW OF DECISIONS OF COURTS OF APPEALS

by the supreme court upon petition for writ of certiorari only after 
the court of appeals has overruled an application for rehearing on 
the point, issue, or decision complained of, except that, in the case 
of a pre-trial appeal by the state in a criminal case, either party may 
petition for writ of certiorari without having first applied for a re¬ 
hearing in the court of criminal appeals. Payment of the amount 
prescribed in Rule 35A(3) shall be made to the clerk of the supreme 
court at the time the petition for writ of certiorari is filed.

(b) Time. The petition for writ of certiorari, with an accompa¬ 
nying brief, shall be filed with the clerk of the supreme court pursu¬ 
ant to Rule 25(a), within 14 days (2 weeks) after the decision of the 
court of appeals on the application for rehearing, except that in the 
case of a pre-trial appeal by the state in a criminal case, a petition 
for writ of certiorari must be filed within 7 days (1 week) of the 
judgment of the court of criminal appeals or within 7 days (1 week) 
of that court’s order overruling an application for rehearing.

(f) Briefs. Petitioner’s brief shall be on the same size paper and 
bound as briefs for appeals and shall accompany the petition for 
writ of certiorari. No more briefs will be required of petitioner, al¬ 
though he may file an answering brief within 14 days (2 weeks)—or, 
in the case of pre-trial appeal by the state in a criminal case, within 
7 days (1 week)—after receipt of respondent’s brief. Within 14 days 
(two weeks)—or, in the case of a pre-trial appeal by the state in a 
criminal case, within 7 days (1 week)—after service of the petition 
and brief by petitioner, the respondent may file an initial reply brief 
limited solely to the issue of whether or not any of the grounds set 
forth in (c)(l)-(5) authorize the granting of a writ. Thereafter, if the 
writ should be granted, the respondent may file a subsequent reply 
brief addressed to the substantive issues presented for review on the 
petition for writ of certiorari, within 14 days (two weeks)—or, in the 
case of a pre-trial appeal by the state in a criminal case, within 7 
days (1 week)—after notice that the writ has been granted. Nine 
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copies of the reply brief shall be filed with the clerk of the supreme 
court and one copy shall be served on the petitioner or his attorney. 
No more shall be required of respondent. 

The word “brief” as used in this rule includes an appendix 
where brief and appendix were employed by the party in the court 
of appeals.

In the event the writ is granted, oral argument 
may be requested in writing by either party within 14 days (two 
weeks)—or, in the case of a pre-trial appeal by the state in a crimi¬ 
nal case, within 7 days (1 week)—after receiving notice of the grant¬ 
ing of the writ. A copy of the request shall be served on the adverse 
party.

If either party shall have made known a desire 
for oral argument, the clerk of the supreme court shall endorse that 
fact on the proper docket and, if oral argument is not determined 
under the criteria of Rule 34 to be unnecessary, shall set the case 
down for oral argument not less than 14 days (two weeks) after noti¬ 
fying the parties, or their attorneys of record, in writing of such set¬ 
ting. If neither party shall have requested oral argument, as herein 
provided, or if the supreme court shall have determined oral argu¬ 
ment to be unnecessary, the clerk of the supreme court shall, when 
briefs from all parties have been filed with him as herein provided, 
immediately submit the case upon the record, briefs, and appen¬ 
dices, if any.

Temporary Rule 17, A.R.Crim.P., became effective on April 1, 
1984. That rule provided for certain pre-trial appeals by the state in 
criminal cases. Certain amendments in Rule 39(a), (b), (f), and (h) 
were necessary to make this rule correspond to the certiorari proce¬ 
dure set out in Temporary Rule 17, A.R.Crim.P., for those pre-trial 
appeals by the state. Rule 39(a) was amended to make it clear that 
in an appeal pursuant to Temporary Rule 17, A.R.Crim.P., the de¬ 
nial of an application for rehearing in the court of criminal appeals 
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is not a jurisdictional prerequisite for the filing of a petition for writ 
of certiorari. Sections (b), (f), and (h) were all amended to reflect 
the shorter time periods applicable under Temporary Rule 17 for 
pre-trial appeals by the state. 

Rule 39(i) was amended to conform to Rule 34, which had been 
amended in 1981 to provide that oral argument is not routinely 
granted upon request. Rule 39(i) was also modified to refer to “the 
supreme court” rather than to “this court.”

ALABAMA RULES OF APPELLATE PROCEDURE 
Rule 40 

APPLICATIONS FOR REHEARING 

The application for rehearing may be made separately or may 
be included at the beginning of applicant’s brief. All applications for 
rehearing, and the briefs supporting same, must be filed with the 
clerk of the court within 14 days (2 weeks) after the rendition of the 
judgment, except that in the case of a pre-trial appeal by the state 
in a criminal case, any application for rehearing, with the supporting 
brief, must be filed with the clerk of the court within 7 days (1 
week) after the rendition of the judgment. No party can, as a matter 
of right, apply for a rehearing unless a brief was filed with the clerk 
as provided by the rules. No brief opposing the application is re¬ 
quired, but a brief from the opposing party may be filed within 14 
days (2 weeks)—or, in the case of a pre-trial appeal by the state in a 
criminal case, within 7 days (1 week)—after the filing of the original 
application and brief. No second application for rehearing will be 
considered unless the rehearing reversed or substantially modified 
the original opinion of the court.

The parties to a transaction may agree on a specific rate of interest. The maxi¬ 
mum rates that may be agreed upon is usually fixed by law. This is the “contract 
rate.” 

If a specific rate is not agreed upon, then the maximum rate that may be taken is 
the “legal rate,” fixed by law in all states. 

Interest in excess of the rate permitted by law is usurious. All states provide 
penalties for taking such interest. 

Many state statutes provide that the defense of usury is not available to a 
corporation.
